THE SOLAR SYSTEM (1)

It is the destiny of each one of us to become masters of our fate* T *d s course 
in Esoteric Astrology is aimed at helping you along the Path toward this achievement* 

It is in the usage of symbols, such as our Tarot Keys, that we learn to get away from 
the patterns that hold us in bondage to what are often called the astrological forces oi 
the universal principles* It is also through the usage of symbols that we shall learn 
to become master of the stars by transmuting our responses to these forces that al- 
feet us every day of our lives. 

Every one of the Tarot Keys is symbolic of you. A3 you know, twelve of the 
Keys are assigned to the twelve signs of the zodiac. Ten are assigned to the planetary 
forces which rule the signs of the zodiac. It is in understanding the psychological as 
pects of these Keys that we come to truly understand our place in the universe and who 
and what we are* Qabalah, in itself, is an esoteric aspect of astrology. Tarot is also 
an aspect of astrology, as is the Color and Sound course. They each show it in a 1 
ferent phase, yet they are interwoven with each other just like your cells are woven 
into each other* They fit into one whole, and in this work you will be given the train¬ 
ing that will help you to synthesize all these ideas and symbols. Thereby you will 
learn how to contact the Higher Universal Forces and free yourselves from the un¬ 
happiness, the fears, the frustrations and the agonies that beset us all at times. Re¬ 
member what Jesus said: "I, if I be lifted up shall lift all others unto myself. " It is 
our obligation to become masters of our stars, not only for ourselves, but for all °f 
humanity and for all of life. We are one creature marching together into the Infinite 
and from the Infinite, whether we be a so-called God or angel, man, animal, tree, 
flower or stone, Let f s consider some of the principles behind the Esoteric Astrology 
of Tarot. 

What is this universe that we see about us ? We will go into a little astronomy 
at this point. Most of the greatest scientists have come out publicly to declare that 
the more one studies the heavens, the more evident it becomes that it is like one great 
consciousness at work. This is so. The physicists studying the most infinitesimal 
matter, which is the universe in its smaller aspects, have come out with the same 
conclusion* And why? Because with their telescopes they look out into the vastness 
of space. What they behold are nebulae upon nebulae; and what is a nebula? Actually, 
there are untold numbers of universes in the heavens* Our particular little universe 
is called the Milky Way. As we look out and study the heavens we discover there is 
an exact pattern that follows through and through* It is called the whirling spiral 
nebulae. There are vast distances between these nebulae. They are usually called 
island universes. The interesting thing about every island universe, every nebula, 
is that it has a peculiar nucleus, or center, that glows. Scientists do not yet know 
what this is composed of, though occultists do* This glow is observable. From out 
of this nucleus whirl cloud-like bands of gaseous particles, Out of these gaseous 
clouds, as they condense, suns are formed. This condensation has taken place be¬ 
cause of the whirling motion. No telescope has been able to find the planets whirling 
around these other suns* It is certainly understood, however, by all astronomers 
who have figured it mathematically, that there must be an extraordinary number of 
planets around this extraordinary number of suns* Even our own Milky Way has an 
untold number of suns that have not yet been counted. So right now we will not con¬ 
sider the other island universes* We will have all we can do to understand our own 
planetary system in an effort to better understand ourselves*

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Our sun is one of many, but it is our particular sun, and we will concern 
ourselves with it more directly as we proceed with our studies. There are two 
schools of thought on how the planets came into being. One says that at some time 
or another a sun passed so close to ours that it pulled out a stream of our sun’s hot, 
compressed gases, and as it left, some of the stream was pulled away. This stream 
went into the same whirling motion, due to the gravitational pull of the sun. Inciden¬ 
tally, gravitational attraction is love. The thing that holds you to the earth is a form 
of love. The universe is formed out of love, works on love, and all of evolution is an 
aspect of love. The other theory regarding the forming of the planets contends that 
as the sun condensed there were bits of gas that were not completely integrated into 
the sun. They were thrown out as in an explosion at the time of its greatest heat. At 
that time these whirling bodies became planets around the sun. In either case we can 
still say that the planets are children of the sun. 

The thing that is pertinent to our study is the fullness of apparently empty 
space. We look out into space and it looks like it is empty, and yet, in various places 
you have these gases that form and start to whirl. You have nebulae in the act of 
being born and others that are billions of years old. The question is, where does it 
come from? Again, very happily, another scientific theory advances the idea that 
apparently there are always certain atoms being born in the universe at all times, 
just appearing out of nowhere. When a certain number appear within a certain area, 
the formation and the motion starts taking place. Out of nowhere? Where is nowhere? 
We know that these atoms that seem to appear out of nowhere can be nothing but the 
self suggestion of God's substance into manifestation for self-experience and obser¬ 
vation. Not something outside of God. Something that occurs in God, just like when 
you dream, your figures are in your mind. They are not outside your mind. This 
entire universal system we look upon is not something outside God's consciousness; 
it must be taking place inside. It is, therefore, the creative thinking -- the creative 
expressing of the Universal Mind. When the planets become cooled down, certain 
very fantastic things start to occur. Let's take it in accordance with this planet, and 
then we will start to see a picture clarifying itself for us. 

Do you know that the scientists have mathematically ascertained that for even 
one heavy molecule to create itself is an impossibility. It must have a creator, be¬ 
cause it is organized. Can a typewriter create itself? Most of you feel, "Oh, yes, 

I know that God has already created the universe, so why do I need these scientific 
aspects?" This is not true. You do not know it until you have directly experienced 
your connection with it as a self-conscious unit of the Creative Spirit. You only know 
it now as a belief. You must know it as a direct experience. The universe had to be 
created by an intentional, purposive Creator. Can a machine of any kind create it¬ 
self? Does it not take an intelligent builder to create it? In the same way can such a 
fantastic, orderly thing as the stars, the universal island system and the suns have 
been created by chance? It had to have had a purposive mind to create it. Therefore, 
everything you look upon that has any kind of form has to have had a purposive crea¬ 
tor behind it. It cannot have happened by itself. Whatever you look upon was created 
for a specific purpose by a purposive Creator. Everything in the universe, including 
you and me, is made up of the same substance that the nebulae, the suns, are made 
of. We consist of atoms, which in a sense could be called the smaller outer aspects 
of life in motion, or electro-magnetic energy. Everything is made up of atoms. The 
nebulae appear out of nowhere and they go into a purposive motion to create specific 
conditions and specific structures. They are, therefore, a field of activity, of electro¬ 
magnetic activity, and that is what you and I are. Remember what it says in the Bible, 
that God created man in His image and likeness. Our organism is made up of the 
same substance that everything else is made of. Because of this we are related to 
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the most distant stars. We are subject to the impact of all the energies of the uni 
verse. We emanate our atoms out. It takes about ten months for every atom a w 
hold in our particular field, our physical bodies, to emanate out all the old atoms an 
replace them with new ones. There are atoms in us that have come from the mo ® 
distant star. We look into outer space and we see what we think is a star. It too e 
light of that star a million years to get here, so we are made up out of atoms t a 
existed a million years or more ago. 

We are going to show you how to consciously align yourself with these forces 
so that you can respond as you are destined to respond; so that you can stop being t e 
slave of these astrological currents. In these lessons we are laying a foundation in an 
effort to show you just how the whole universe is based on an orderly progression or 
a purposeful reason. We shall learn to see what our relationship is to this universe. 

We shall do it in terms of analyzing each one of the signs of the zodiac. People in 
terested in astrology have the idea that because they were born at a certain time t ey 
are basically whatever the sign is that they were born under. This is not exactly cor 
rect. We are the entire zodiac, every one of us. We do have different highlights 
astrologically which make us more susceptible to various energies from certain areas 
of the cosmos, thus making us respond more intensively to particular aspects. Never¬ 
theless, it is our job to become actively the whole zodiac and not just what our Sun 
sign or Ascendant indicates. In astrology each sign of the zodiac rules a certain part 
of the body. Aries, for example, rules the head. We all have a head, whether the 
sun was transiting Aries at the time of our birth or not. In order to understand the 
function of the head and in order to understand vision, part of what Aries rules, we 
have to understand what it means in terms of Astrology and in terms of its esoteric 
aspects. 

Taurus rules the throat, and we all have a throat. We, therefore, all have 
Taurus in our nature. We have it all, and we cannot be interested just in the Sun sign 
or Ascendant. This is one of the greatest of all delusions in Astrology. We are a 
concentrated expression in certain ways, but in one’s chart it isn’t just the placing of 
the Sun or Ascendant that is to be taken into consideration. There is the Moon that is 
placed in a certain sign and has a certain relationship with the total personality. 

There is Mercury, which pertains to our intellectual faculties. The vibrations of 
Mars are in a certain sign and relate to our volitional and sex drives. Venus also 
is in aspect to other planets and in a particular sign. Venus relates to our emotional, 
love and desire nature. You must understand that you are a miniature Cosmos. You 
must learn to relate yourself to the vast energies that pour into you and around you 
all of the time. You must learn how to respond on the higher vibrational levels -- how 
to take in the new atoms that are related to your Kingship and growth in evolution; how 
to emanate out the atoms of the lower kingdom which are part of your problems. Don’t 
make the mistake of limiting your interest to just the sign that relates to you. This is 
part of the very limitation that has kept you in bondage to date. It is time we all be¬ 
come the whole creature as our Creator intends. Through knowledge we can cons¬ 
ciously become the whole zodiac and release ourselves from the fetters of slavery to 
the very forces that we are destined to rule. ##

wonderful began to occur. This we must take, at least for the moment, on faith. 


Yet, examination of what we know scientifically will show us that there is 
more than faith involved in it becaa.se the life wave - the True Being, that which is 
the livmgness of God - entered into matter. Matter, remember, is the substance of 
God. it entered into what you might call a relationship. This is what is called the 
involution of consciousness. A wave of God's life, you and I, entered into a primor¬ 
dial area of being, and began working with this substance in order to start shaping it 
into an organism for our own 9elf-expression, which is God's self-expression. We 
are, of course, eternal living beings; but before we had adequate forms for expression 
our eternal livingness was not self-conscious. Don't forget, it is that which is im¬ 
material, that which is not physical, which is the real life of ua all. When a body dies 
it looks just the same as a body that is alive at first. But the living being, at death, 
separates itself from the external field of activity held together by the magnetic force 
of its own will, the will of consciousness, which ultimately is the One Will. When the 
soul, the cosmic being which we are, withdraws from the substance field of activity, 
you have a body that is called dead. Nothing is dead at all. The consciousness is just 
not keeping it in that form any more. Thus it is withdrawn to a state which is some¬ 
times called heaven, or the astral world. 


Ages ago, we entered into this state of substance together. With our creative¬ 
ness, we formed ourselves the first type of organism, which was the first protozoa. 
You and I did that through God's Cosmic Knowledge of how to manipulate substance; 
through God's decision and purposeful idea that we would be creative children - crea¬ 
tive aspects of God. Consciousness involves itself in the limitations of substance in 
order to learn how to manipulate this cosmic substance into specific forms with its 
own will and its own desire, 30 as to become ever greater creators and ever greater 
creations. Like unto our Father. Our Father and I are one. From that point, al¬ 
though we were each centers of the living God, we had not yet become individualized. 
This came when we reached the higher animal form of man. Nevertheless, the whole 
individualization intention was already there in God, and it is that drive in us which is 
God's will for us. This wc must understand. So* we worked and we struggled, first 
through the protozoa type; then we developed more and more complex forms. At one 
stage we shared with each other in what is called the group soul, the knowledge we 
gained in the growing of substance for the livingneas of ourselves.

We have gone through all of these complex forms. We have been the fore¬ 
runner, because we are the highest form of consciousness on this planet. We have 
been the forerunners of the development of all of these miracles. Behind us have 
come other waves of life, and we have made it easier for them. Masters of Wisdom 
and those beyond them and beyond them have gone ahead making it easier for us. We 
are now at the level of the higher animal - man - where the first real self-conscious¬ 
ness has developed. Some people get very upset at the idea of having evolved from 
an animal. We have not evolved from anything. We have created all of these forms 
because we are Godlets; form after form, in order to finally be able, with our cons¬ 
ciousness, with our experience and knowledge, through our days and nights of living 
and dying and reincarnation, to finally come to this highest of all types of conscious¬ 
ness on this planet. We have the kind of consciousness that can be self aware - that 
can look out into the heavens and look into itself and say, "Who am I? - Where did I 
come from? - What is the reason for all of this?" We can start driving ourselves 
crazy; and that is when we really start taking a hand in our further evolution. That 
divine unrest has entered our consciousness and the grace of God is really resting in 
us, because this is the beginning of the drive to know and to do something about it. 


So, we have now arrived at this organism we call Man. How does the embryo 
crow? We build our own form. We start as a single cell in the mother's womb that 
has been pierced by the father's life-giving sperm. Who grew that vehicle inside the 
mother's womb? We did. We did it through our instinctual mind, which we have 
fashioned for ourselves through pain and sorrow and terror, incarnation after incar¬ 
nation. Self-preservation has been necessary. This helped sharpen the intellect for 
evolution. It is an essential part of the growth process that shall finally attain to 
mastery You and I jumped with pain and fear when a twig snapped. You and I ran

A great deal of our 
problems come from the fact that we still react today to yesterday. Our goal is to 
become master of our responses to the astrological forces which are part of our 
karmic elements. 


Let us continue our perusal of the Solar system. You will recall from your 
ear lier studies that in Qabalah the Christ Consciousness is related to the sphere of 
activity of the Sun. Tiphareth is the Sephirah related to this activity. It is taught 
that what we see out there is merely our way, through our limited senses of seeing 
a certain physical aspect of something that is other and more. If you want an analogy 
that will help, think of yourself for a moment. What we appear to be as physical 
beings is something far less than what we really are. Does our physical body show 
our consciousness? Does it show our thoughts? Can you weigh your love or your 
hate, your hopes or your despairs? The physical body is really the field of expres¬ 
sion or sphere of activity for consciousness. Let's examine personality. It is an 
ever changing thing. When you were five years old you had one kind of personality. 

At twelve another; at twenty-one still another, etc. Personality is a changing thing 
at all times. In like manner, our responses to life are ever changing, too. Our do¬ 
minion starts with our responses to life. . . our responses to what in astrology are 
called the influences of the stars. 

In considering the Solar system, think of the sun as the outer representation 
of what is actually consciousness. Remember, consciousness is the creator. God, 
the Great Creator, concentrates a portion of His attention within a sphere of His being. 
This starts "The Beginning of the Whirlings" (see Tree of Life, Lesson No. 10). On 
the physical plane this whirling is manifest first as the nebulae. As the spiral motion 
slows down and cools off, the solar systems are formed. Our Sun, physically, is 
flaming gas bursting with heat. We experience it as heat and light. Let us take our 
minds and imaginations and wash them out into the heavens. The planet which we call 
Earth whirls around the Sun, just as the Sun with its planets whirls around some nu¬ 
cleus in the Milky Way. We are all residents and citizens of the heavens. . . of the 
cosmos. What is it really? What is behind it? The Sun, in actuality, is conscious¬ 
ness. The planets whirling around the Sun are part of the Sun’s outer body, or physi¬ 
cal body. Think of it this way. Think of the whole Solar system as being the physical 
body of a Vast Consciousness. Let’s call this Vast Consciousness the Son of God. Is 
there anything against that? Of course, it makes us think of the pagan sun worship¬ 
pers, doesn't it? But, do you know, they might not have been so very wrong, unless 
they were picturing it as only the outer thing. If we worship the outer aspect of our¬ 
selves, or anything else, all we are worshiping is a field of changing atoms. We are 
not worshiping anything that is constant or real, at all. The body is a changing as¬ 
pect of self experience. There has to be a consciousness to hold a specific form. 
There has to be a consciousness to keep a certain group of rules or laws in motion. 
Remember, you are a special and unique individualization. You have struggled 
through untold millions of years to come to this glorious state that you are now. The 
fact that you are miserable, or unhappy, or that you have problems, that you weep, 
this is just part of the process that is your responsibility to overcome now. It is 
time to live with joy; it is time to fulfill desire; it is time for the prodigal to return 
to the father and receive all the riches that wait for his return. ##

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Jhree 
THE SOLAR SYSTEM (3)

One of the most important principles behind esoteric astrology is that this 
solar system, being One Being, encompasses everything that resides within it as an 
aspect of that Being, just as your hand is an aspect of your arm, and your arm is an 
aspect of the rest of your body. Every one of your organs has a job which works for 
the good of the totality of the physical vehicle. In like manner the physical aspects of 
our solar system have their parts. Mercury, for example, which is the planet closest 
to the Sun, is astrologically assigned to the intellect. Let's say that the outer aspect 
of the intellect, which is the consciousness of this solar system, is represented by 
the planet Mercury. In the same way the next closest planet to the Sun, Venus, is the 
outer aspect which is assigned to the feeling, love and desire nature of this Vast Being. 
Next in line is our Earth. Earth in this analogy represents the substance aspect of 
this Vast Being, which keeps pushing and probing and developing ever greater con¬ 
trols over substance. 

The next planet out is Mars. The planet Mars is the outer representation of 
the inner aspect of consciousness which is related to volition, to will, to drive, and 
to the sex urge. Jupiter is related to the expansive aspect of beingness. That is why 
it is called the great benefic in astrology. The ideas of mercy and benevolence are 
related to Jupiter. God is individualizing us into self-conscious centers so that we 
may become conscious co-creators in, with and for that Vast Beingness. In order to 
increase our awareness, we must have the checks and the counter-checks. We must 
keep having the impact, the hammering, so as to deepen the cup of consciousness. 

Saturn symbolizes this impact or resistance phase of Beingness. Saturn is considered 
in orthodox astrology to be a malefic. Most people who know astrology are frightened 
by Saturnine aspects. He is the one who limits, who brings tears and sorrow and 
heartache. He presses you down, he frustrates you, he keeps things from happening 
immediately. He holds things off, that is . . . all good things, not the bad ones. 

This is the viewpoint of many exoteric astrologers. Accepting these ideas too dog¬ 
matically is what brings out the full negative aspect of Saturn, which is fearfulness. 
Actually, as most enlightened astrologers will admit, even though they have not over¬ 
come their fear, Saturn is the Great Teacher. The real truth of the matter is that 
Saturn is quite other than usually depicted in astrology. It seems malefic because we 
have not yet developed the proper response to what we call limitations. Life brings 
us these limitations so that we can evolve. Until we have developed the proper res¬ 
ponses, we have quite a rough time with this 'Saturn' aspect. Accepting the sugges¬ 
tion that Saturn is an evil influence is part of the reason that we experience adverse 
circumstances under its influence. We will have more to say about this in a later 
lesson. 


Next in order of the planets is Uranus. In the ancient times when astrology 
was set up, Uranus had not yet been discovered exoterically. The wise men, the 
Qabalists, however, knew there were still planets to be discovered. The reason 
they were not yet discovered exoterically is because mass consciousness, mass 
humanity, had not yet evolved to the point of response on individual levels to the 
higher vibrations of these outer planets.

We have given you a very brief survey of the planets as they whirl around thr 
sun just to show you that actually every one of these planets is an aspect of Vo^ious- 
ness . . . an aspect of the expression of consciousness for this One Beinp 
are coming to a really important point. It is the Sun that has thought. The XanetT 
the moon and the various moons around the planets - these have nothing but reflected 
light. Everything that is in existence responds to everything else. Thl impact from 
stars and nebulae that are millions of miles away in time and space are still making 
an impact on us. We are a part of this miracle. We make the mistake of thinking 
that the planets are outside of the sun. This is one of the first things we want to lor- 
rect. The Sun with its planets is not one thing with several others surrounding it 
We live and move and have our being inside the sun's rays. When we see what looks 
like the outline of the sun, we are only seeing one vibratory, flaming aspect of it 


The Sun is reflected by the planets, but the Sun is the real consciousness, the 
One Consciousness that they are reflecting. It hits these planetary bodies that are 
outer representations of parts of Its Being. The aspects made between these parts 
reflect back in certain combinations of forces. At the moment you were bom the 
energies from the entire cosmos were coming in at a certain slant and meeting at a 
certain angle in relation to you. No two people can ever be in exactly the same spot 
at the same time - not even twins. Everyone who is born is a unique specialization. 
All the universal forces have come in at a special angle at the moment we drew our 
first breath. This tells a very significant story to those who know how to read it. 
That which you call your intellect is expressed through your physical brain so that 
it responds to certain vibrations in a special way. The angle of the way the Sun hit 
Mercury and reflected back to earth at the moment of your birth subtly influenced the 
way your thinking and intellectual processes were destined to express. This is just 
part of the picture. It is true that intuitive astrologers can prognosticate rather 
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accurately for the greater number of human beings now incarnate on this earth. But 
remember, all evolution is bringing us to individualization. This is the whole pur¬ 
pose. God is giving birth to Godlets. We are not supposed to be subject to the servi¬ 
tude of any forces whatsoever. Therefore, you can ascertain how a human being will 
react in terms of the conditioned reflexes of the masses only because that person has 
not yet become sufficiently individualized away from the mass conscious response to 
forces. You and I, however, are supposed to have individualized ourselves to such an 
extent that we are in control of our responses. As astrology teaches, the stars impell 
but do not compell. They do compell to a certain extent however, until we have learned 
how to understand who and what we are and how to control our reactions to the impacts 
of astrological forces. 

We are going to show you how not to be automatic response mechanisms to 
astrological forces. As advanced students you are well on the road. If you stick with 
these techniques, it is inevitable that even in this incarnation you can free yourselves 
from slavery to automatic responses and habitual patterns of action. When you be¬ 
come master of your responses you will be master of your tomorrow. 

As you have learned from the Color and Sound course, the signs of the zodiac 
rule specific parts of the body. Every part of our body has what you might call a 
radio receptive station and responds to the energies of the related zodiacal force. 
Therefore, we have several aspects to consider in order to understand ourselves. 
Every one of us has a head and a face. The Aries vibration, for instance, rules the 
head and face. In Tarot, the Emperor, assigned to Aries, is said to symbolize the 
reasoning faculty. In terms of physical function, the Emperor symbolizes sight or 
vision. We all need to develop our reasoning faculty, and we are all concerned with 
developing our inner vision. Therefore, we are all concerned with the Emperor and 
the Aries vibration that he symbolizes. We are not, I repeat, talking about somebody 
else who happens to be born in some particular sign in our zodiacal discussions. We 
are talking about you . You have a head and a face, the Aries area. You have a throat 
and neck, the Taurus area. You have shoulders and lungs, the Gemini area. You 
have all the qualities and responses and psychological tendencies of all the signs. 

What we are going to learn to do is to relate ourselves to every one of the signs. Then 
we will be able to function as needed in the positive aspects of any one of the zodiacal 
types. 


Every one of the problems in your personal life is related to the fact that you 
have not rounded yourselves out. You have not cultivated the ability to enter into any 
one of these different parts of your beingness at will. There are certain highlights 
which give you certain extra gifts. This is fine. We will see what each sign's special 
gifts are. Even this, however, is very much conditioned by the placings of the other 
planets in the natal horoscope. We are a complex being, make no mistake. Believe 
me, this subject is a difficult one, but a regarding one. These lessons will help you 
to start accepting everybody the way they are instead of the way you want them to be. 
You will develop your ability to tune into, understand and accept other people as you 
learn how to become every sign of the zodiac, at will. We're going to help you under¬ 
stand not only yourselves, but others heart to heart ... to know how to tune into what 
people really are and what they really want. You will also learn what and who to run 
away from. There are some people who it is best for you to stay away from. Those 
who are strongly centered in the lower elements of their own beingness, those who are 
not open to the impact of the vibrations of love and acceptance, are better left to their 
own growing. There are certain elements that we cannot influence. Do not cast your 
pearls before swine. It isn't that we are exactly calling them swine, as though we 
were looking down on them. It is just that there is no point in wasting our energy in 
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areas where there can be no reception at this time. 

Remember we all have all the elements of all the signs. The sign where the 
Sun was positioned at the time of your birth colors your basic individuality. Where 
the Moon was shining at the time you were born is related to your subconscious na¬ 
ture and affects your responses to life. This is a very important thing that you will 
need to understand. Likewise, the time of day or night you were born determines the 
rising sign or ascendant which is related to your personality. In a way, your per¬ 
sonality is the mask you wear for the world. We are not going to tell you to throw 
away this mask. We are going to help you understand that the mask is the way the 
Divine Life expresses the drama of Its Beingness. We are going to help you to find 
joy in playing your part in this drama consciously - putting on this mask or removing 
it at will. You are going to see why it is that the bible says: "And God created Man 
in His own image and likeness 

For this course you will find it helpful to have your personal astrological 
chart drawn up. We cannot draw up charts for you. It should not be difficult to find 
a competent astrologer to do this for you. Any astrological chart will show you that 
the placing of the sun is not the whole picture. There are more aspects to take into 
consideration than this. The sun may indicate, for instance, that someone is gener¬ 
ous, open-handed, etc. Suppose, however, that the moon is in Capricorn in this 
hypothetical chart. This would show a tendency to be cautious, suspicious and re¬ 
strained. These qualities could negate, or at least very definitely alter, the quali¬ 
ties indicated by the placing of the sun. You have probably found that some people do 
not express their sun sign at all, as could easily be the case in the above cited exam¬ 
ple. The moon element, or subconscious tendencies, can be more powerful than the 
sun element.

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ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Four 

MEANING OF THE SIGNS 


Astrology is an art. not a science. The astronomical phenomena 
of which it makes use are not considered from the point of view adont d h 
modern astronomy. The calculations upon which the making of a horoscoL 
depends, are, in these days, so simple that the average eighth-grade child 
can be taught to erect an accurate birth-map in a few lessons. Like every 
other art, astrology does make more or less use of scientific data; but Y 
practical astrology, which if names mean anything is concerned with reading 
horoscopes, is distinctly an art, because it involves precisely the meHtal— 
functions which are called into play by any other art. Intuition, the subcons¬ 
cious 'feel' for the significance of symbols, and above all, creative imagina¬ 
tion, which works by subconscious processes of deduction to transform sym¬ 
bols into living realizations of the meaning of an astrological chart, are the 
powers called into play by the practice of astrology. These are the mental 
powers which this course is intended to awaken. Its object is to enable you 
to read a chart, whether you can make one or not. When you can read, then, 
if you want to learn how to make a horoscope, you will not be forced to hunt 
through books for its interpretation. 


The signs of the zodiac are the primary elements to be considered in 
any chart. In order to avail yourself of the subconscious powers which will 
make it easy for you to read a chart, you should first of all learn thoroughly 
the meanings of the twelve signs. Learn also to make their astrological 
symbols, so that you can name them at a glance. All twelve are given briefly 
in this lesson. Detailed interpretations of each sign will be given later in the 
course. 


ARIES — CARDINAL FIRE 

Aries is the first sign of the zodiac and the first of the three fire 
signs, so it can be seen that this sign represents a starting point or begin¬ 
ning. Aries actually was the beginning of a cycle of manifestation. The key¬ 
note of Aries is: energy, action. Its qualities are: leadership, pioneering, 
impulse, will, control, reason, heading, constituting. Aries says: "Let me 
get ahead and stay ahead", "I do", "I will". People born under this sign are 
very energetic, enterprising, high-spirited, progressive, alert, bold, self- 
confident, strong in leadership. When there are afflictions the native tends 
to be rash, daring, take any kind of chance, combative, self-willed, takes no 
thought of consequences, destructive. It governs the head generally, the 
forebrain, the center of reason, upper jaw, palate, optic nerve, sight, true 
inner vision. Arians must learn to use their reason, their sight; this will 
enable them to see clearly into the true nature of things, and thus will they 
release power and avoid many of the difficulties and 'hot water' the Aries so 
often finds himself in.

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Five 


THE TWELVE HOUSES 



In a horoscope chart, the CUSP of the house is the line dividing it 
from the preceding house. 

The cusp of the 1st house coincides with the Eastern horizon; that 
of the 4th house corresponds to the Nadir, and to midnight; that of the 7th 
to the Western horizon; that of the 10th house to the Zenith. 

No matter what signs are placed upon the cusps of the houses, or 
what planets are in those signs, each house corresponds fundamentally to 
the sign of the zodiac which has the same number in the order of the signs 
as the number of the house in question. 

Thus the 1st house always has something of the quality of Aries, the 
2nd something of the quality of Taurus, the 3rd something of the quality of 
Gemini, and so on. Consequently, if the sign Gemini, for example, be on 
the cusp of the 1st house, although planets in that house and in Gemini also 
will partake strongly of the quality of Gemini, there will be also an under¬ 
current of the Aries influence blended with that of Gemini, and this must be 
taken into consideration. Thus any sign in the 1st house will be modified by 
the typical qualities you have learned to associate with Aries, such as impul 
siveness, the desire to be at the head of things, and so on. 

Each house also governs the same part of the body that is ruled by 
the sign to whose number it corresponds. Using the same example, if 
Gemini were in the first house, and the Sun were afflicted in Gemini, there 
would be the usual Gemini weaknesses in the region ruled by that sign, but 
there would also be, because the 1st house rules the head, and the eyes in 
particular, an indication of a tendency to nervous headaches and to weakness 
of the eyes.

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY: 5 

In addition to the special correspondences of the houses to the 
signs, the houses also are associated with certain other matters which 
are tabulated below: 

1st HOUSE: Personal appearance, and to some extent, general character 
and fortune. The cusp of the first house is called the Ascendant, and the 
sign on this cusp, any sign intercepted in this house, and any planet in this 
house are regarded in astrology as being particularly important, especially 
with relation to the outer appearance and personality. Rules the head. 

2nd HOUSE : Relates particularly to money and possessions. In this con¬ 
nection, remember that Taurus, the 2nd sign, represented wealth in the 
days when astrology began. Thus our word ’’pecuniary” is from the Latin 
pecus , cattle. Rules the neck, throat and ears. 

3rd HOUSE : Brothers, sisters, cousins. Short journeys, letters, docu¬ 
ments and other writings, books, education. All these meanings relate 
more or less evidently to the fundamental meanings of the sign Gemini and 
its ruler. Mercury. Rules the shoulders, arms, hands and lungs. 

4th HOUSE: Dwelling-place, house and home, property in lands or houses, 
domestic life, the parents. The mother in a man's chart, the father in a 
woman's. Its general meaning corresponds closely to that of the sign Can¬ 
cer. See the 7th Tarot Key, where houses and protection are prominent in 
the symbolism. Rules chest, breast and stomach. 

5th HOUSE: Affairs of the heart (which is ruled by the sign Leo). Pleasure, 
adventure, love-affairs, children. Also speculation. Rules the heart and 
dorsal region of spine. 

6th HOUSE: Servants, whether domestic or business; employment under 
others. Small animals and pets. All matters of health or sickness, and 
such work as is connected with medicine and nursing. Rules the intestines. 

7th HOUSE: Adjustments of all kinds, hence, particularly, marriage and 
partnerships. Legal matters. Open enemies. Rules the kidneys and in 
general the same area of the body as Libra. 

8th HOUSE: Death, and also great changes. Wills and legacies. The finan¬ 
cial affairs of the business or marriage partner. Has to do with warfare, 
surgery, and also with all practical occult forces and their use, through its 
affinity with the sign Scorpio. Rules the same parts of the body as Scorpio. 

9th HOUSE: Long journeys, whether actual travels, or the long journey of 
the mind in quest of knowledge. Affairs in distant countries. Religion, 
churches, philosophy, higher education. Publications (especially books). 
Dreams and mystical experiences. Brothers-and-sisters-in-law. Rules the 
same parts of the body as the sign Sagittarius. 

10th HOUSE: Occupation, which brings to us the bulk of our problems and 
difficulties. Worldly standing and ambitions. Employers, masters and 
superiors — ’’those to whom we must bend the knee”. Father in a man's 
horoscope. Mother in a woman's. Rules the knees. 
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11th HOUSE: Associates, friends arni,ai n h„

In astrology there are always three things or factors that we deal with, i. e. 


(1) PLANETS (2) SIGNS (3) HOUSES 

Planets are influences. Signs denote qualities. Houses are destiny. The 
zodiacal circle surrounding the earth is an imaginary circle, divided into 
twelve parts. These twelve divisions are called Signs of the Zodiac. 

The planets, as they travel around the zodiac, exert influences according 
to their own specific nature or vibratory tone. There is a corresponding 
vibration existing between certain signs and planets. Planets that have the 
strongest affinities with signs are either the rulers or are exalted therein. 

The houses are also divided into twelve. These twelve houses are the de 
partments of life and show the destiny of the individual.

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Six 

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE PLANETS IN HOROSCOPE 


The SUN is the indicator in a horoscope of the fundamental purpose 
for which a person has taken incarnation. From the Sun's position by zo¬ 
diacal sign and house, we determine what aspect of the Life-Power is the 
fundamental expression of the individual. This shows, so far as the Sun's 
position in the sign is concerned, what are the innermost tendencies of the 
person's life. Thus it is from the Sun's position that the heart's desire may 
be judged. 

The Sun's position by house (which can only be known if the birth 
hour is given) indicates the field of the individual activities. Thus the Sun 
in Aries gives one the fundamental Aries temperament, whatever be the 
house in which the Sun is placed by the birth-hour. But if the hour was 
such that the Sun is placed in, say, the 6th house of the chart, the forms 
of the individual expression will be different from what they would be if the 
Sun were in the 1st house. Judge, then, the nature and temperament and 
innermost qualities by the Sun's position in the signs, and judge the field of 
activity in which these qualities will be expressed by the Sun's position in 
the houses. 

THIS SAME PRINCIPLE HOLDS GOOD IN THE JUDGMENT OF ALL 
PLANETS BY THEIR POSITION IN SIGNS AND HOUSES. IN FORMING YOUR 
JUDGMENT LOOK FIRST TO THE SIGN, AND THEN TO THE HOUSE. THE 
LATTER CORRESPONDS TO THE CHANNELS THROUGH WHICH THE QUA¬ 
LITIES OF THE PLANET AND SIGN ARE EXPRESSED. 

REMEMBER, TOO, THAT WHEN A PLANET IS IN THE 1ST, 4TH, 
7TH or 10TH HOUSE IT IS STRONG BY HOUSE-POSITION. IT IS WEAKER 
BY HOUSE-POSITION IF IT BE IN THE 2ND, 5TH, 8TH OR 11TH HOUSE. 
THE HOUSE-POSITION IS WEAKEST IN THE 3RD, 6TH, 9THOR 12TH . 
HOUSE. But this applies only to the influence of the planet in external affairs. 
Its effect on the inner life should be judged by the sign position and aspects 
(these to be considered later). 

The MOON is regarded by some astrologers as the indicator of per¬ 
sonality. I doubt this, for the ascendant or rising sign seems to be more 
truly the indicator of the personal elements of a life. The Moon is more 
correctly judged if it be thought of as the significator of the subconscious 
inheritance from past lives. Where the Moon is placed by sign and house 
shows what lessons the incarnating Ego has brought to this life with him, an 
what use he will make of those lessons. When the Sun and Moon are place 
in signs and houses which are harmonious by nature, the subconscious and 
individual elements of the life will be harmonious. When they are place in 
signs and houses inharmonious to each other, you may look for some con c 
between the subconsciousness and the inner life of the individual. 

The Sun*s correspondence in the Tarot is Key No. 19, and with re 
lation to astrology this Key points out the fact that the Sun's sign-posi 1 ° I \ n 
a chart is an indication of potencies to be developed, just as the chi ren 
Key No. 19 have to grow into maturity. 
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The Moon's position is better understood if we think of the Moon's 
Key in the Tarot. Key No. 2, The High Priestess, stands for the Moon. 
There you see The High Priestess as the keeper of the records of the past, 
as the mistress of memory, as the recorder of stored-up experience. 


In astrology, the Sun is said to be the ruler of the fifth sign, Leo. 

Thus whenever it is in that sign, it is regarded as being strong, or dignified. 
If it be placed in the opposite sign, Aquarius, it is thought to be in its detri- 
ment, and the solar vigor and vitality are somewhat obscured by this position. 
If it be placed in the sign Aries, it is said to be exalted, and this is the stron- 
gig n ~P °sition for the Sun. If the Sun be placed in the sign opposite to 

Aries, Libra, it is said to be in its fall and this is the weakest sign-position 
for the Sun. -

can judge a planet's house-position by combining its Tarot Key with that of 
the sign corresponding to the house. Only the judgment will relate more 
particularly to external affairs than to temperament. 


VENUS is the significator of the emotional nature, and of the subcon¬ 
scious process that germinates mental imagery. Thus Venus is said to be 
the ruler of the arts, all of which depend upon imagination. She also rules 
financial matters and love affairs. Financial matters, because imagination 
is necessary to success in any business. Love affairs because they are 
fundamentally emotional. In Tarot, Venus is represented by Key No. 3, 

The Empress. Careful study of this Key will aid you in interpreting the in¬ 
fluence of Venus, for the symbolism of the picture sums up all that astrology 
says of this planet. 


Venus rules Taurus, the second sign, and Libra, the seventh. She is 
exalted in Pisces, the twelfth sign. In Taurus she governs the emotional 
nature principally. In Libra her influence upon imagination makes itself 
most evident. In the sign opposite to Taurus, Venus is weak, and she is 
also weak in the sign Aries, opposite to Libra. Her weakest position by sign 
is in Virgo, the sign opposite to Pisces. Pisces is her strongest position, 
and in this sign she is to be regarded as significator of those mysterious 
powers of the subconscious mind which have to do primarily with building the 
body and controlling its functions through creative imagination blended with a 
strong emotional urge. 


The 2nd and 7th houses are strong for Venus. The 12th house is her 
strongest house-position. The 1st and 8th houses are weak posittons for Uns 
planet. Her weakest house position is in the 6th house. Venus is friendly 
the Moon, but she is ordinarily inimical to Mars, although there is an occu 
correspondence between Venus and Mars which will be dealt with later. 

MARS is the planet primarily of physical action. I ^ ls ° governs all 
the motive powers of the organism. Its Tarot Key is No. , 
where the disintegrative effect of this planet is shown with great emphasis. 
Mars is impulsive, hot, dry and electric, like the Sun, but more densely 
so. Its work is disintegrative, transforming, motive. Mars ru es n ^ 

Scorpio. In the first its influence is felt in the head and brain as intense im¬ 
pulse and as motor energy, often applied to destruction. In ^ c ° r P 10 ' w c . 
is the sign governing the generative process, the most potent of the Mars in 
fluences are to be sought, even though this planet is said to be exalted in 
Capricorn. For it is in the Mars center near the Scorpio area that the grea 
force used in occult practice resides. In Capricorn this force has its stron 
gest expression, as the power which breaks down opposition and enables us 
to transform problems into opportunities. Mars is weak in Libra and weak 
in Taurus. It is also weak in Cancer. Similarly it is weak in the 7th and 2nd 
houses, and weakest in the 4th. 


JUPITER is the planet of cosmic laws and their operation in human 
personality. It represents in a large way the influence of the universe upon 
the personal life. Its general quality is expansive and fortunate. The Jupiter 
center in the human body is the solar plexus, the abdominal brain which is 
the storehouse of the cosmic memories or Akashic records. Jupiter is strong 
in Sagittarius and Pisces, and strongest in Cancer. It is weak in Gemini and 
Virgo, and weakest in Capricorn. Similarly it is strong in the 9th and 12tn 
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houses, and strongest in the 4th. It is weak in the 3rd and 6th houses, and 
weakest in the 10th. The Tarot Key corresponding to Jupiter is Key No. lo, 
The Wheel of Fortune. 

SATURN is the planet of condensation and limitation. It is that most 
closely associated with the outward forms of things, and with the structure 
that gives solidity to form. The ancients regarded it as unfortunate, but 
esoteric astrology knows that it is so only when misunderstood. Saturn 
governs the signs Capricorn and Aquarius and is strong in both. It is exal¬ 
ted, and strongest, in Libra. It is weak in Cancer and Leo, and weakest in 
Aries. Similarly it is strong in the 10th and 11th houses, and strongest in 
the 7th. It is weak in the 4th and 5th houses, and weakest in the 1st. The 
Tarot Key corresponding to Saturn is Key No. 21, The World. 


URANUS is the planet of occultism. By rightly instructed astrolo¬ 
gers it is understood to be the 'octave' of Mercury. Its influence is similar 
t0 ?° f Mercur y on a higher plane. It has to do with the mental approach 
to i en things, and is the significator of all things sudden and unexpected. 
Uranus rules, and is strong in, Aquarius. It is exalted in Scorpio, where 
its power is strongest. It is weak in Leo, and weakest in Taurus. Similarly 
it is strong in the 11th and strongest in the 8th house. It is weak in the 5th, 
and weakest in the 2nd house. Its Tarot Key is No. 0, The Fool. 


NEPTUNE is the planet of mystical and psychical unfoldment. It is 
the octave of Venus. It represents the subconscious development of the 
knowledge of higher laws. It is emotional like Venus, and affects many of 
the same things that are affected by Venus. Neptune rules Pisces, where it 
is strong. It is exalted in Leo, where its influence is most potent. Occul¬ 
tists who know what can be done with the heart-center will see the force of 
this astrological dictum. Neptune is weak in Virgo, weakest in Aquarius 
In the houses, Neptune is strong in the 12th, and strongest in the 5th. It is 
weak in the 6th, and weakest in the 11th. In the Tarot, Neptune is repre¬ 
sented by Key No. 12, The Hanged Man. 


PLUTO, the latest planet to be discovered, is said by most astrolo¬ 
gers to be the 'octave' of Mars and co-ruler with Mars in Scorpio Astro¬ 
logers have not agreed on an exultation for Pluto as yet. Pluto is’presen¬ 
ted in Tarot by Key No. 20, Judgement. represen

The whole wheel revolves every 24 hours. Signs move clockwise 
at the rate of one degree every 4 minutes, or about 2 hours per sign.

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Seven 


EXPLAINING THE WHEEL 


The wheel of the zodiac accompanying this lesson is practically a 
summary of all that has been said hitherto concerning the influence of the 
luminaries and planets in the twelve signs of the zodiac. In the small cir¬ 
cle at the center of the wheel you will see the numbers of the signs in their 
natural order. These are also the numbers of the houses in any horoscope, 
no matter what signs are present in those houses. 

In the circle just outside this are the symbols of the planets ruling 
the corresponding sign. Thus, next to the number 1 is the symbol of Mars; 
next to the number 2, the symbol of Venus; next to the number 3, the sym¬ 
bol of Mercury, and so on around the wheel. 

The third circle out from the center (bounded on either side by dou¬ 
ble lines) contains the symbols of the luminaries and planets which are 
exalted in the corresponding signs. In the first space, corresponding to 
Aries, is the symbol of the Sun, exalted in Aries; in the second space, cor¬ 
responding to Taurus, is the symbol of the Moon. This arrangement con¬ 
tinues around the circle. NOTE THAT NO PLANETARY SYMBOL IS 
SHOWN IN THIS CIRCLE IN THE SPACES NUMBERED 3 AND 9. Neither 
Gemini nor Sagittarius is the place of exaltation for any planet or luminary. 

In the fourth circle from the center are the names and symbols of 
the twelve signs, plus the colors corresponding, the notes of the musical 
scale, and (in Roman numerals) the numbers of the corresponding Tarot 
Keys. Close to the double line which divides this circle from the one con¬ 
taining the symbols of the exalted luminaries and planets, you will also see 
the symbol of the triplicity (Fire, Earth, Air or Water) to which the sign 
belongs. 

In the fifth circle out from the center are given three key words 
which describe the fundamental characteristics of each sign. These apply 
most strongly to the individuality, when the Sun is placed in a sign. But 
they also apply to the effect of the sign on whatever luminary or planet is 
in that sign. Thus the mentality is represented by Mercury, and if Mercury 
be placed in Aries, you may say that the person*s mental qualities, so ar 
as self-conscious awareness is concerned, are: enterprising, pioneering 
and impulsive. If Venus were placed in this sign, the person would e emo 
tionally enterprising and impulsive. And similarly with the other p anets. 

The sixth circle from the center is divided into 36 parts, each part 
containing 10° of the zodiac. These 36 sections are what are known as tne 
36 decanates, and in the sixth circle are shown the luminaries an p 
ruling these decanates. Thus reference to the diagram will s ow Y ou 
as ruler of the first decanate of Aries, the Sun as the ruler o e se 
decanate, and Jupiter as the ruler of the third division of 1 u* rl * , 
Similarly, Venus is the ruler of the first decanate of Taurus, ®r 
ruler of the second division of 10°, and Saturn the ruler of e 
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These rulerships of the decanates follow a regular rule, so that 
you can easily determine, when you have mastered the rule, just which 
planet is the sub-ruler of any decanate. In any sign the first decanate is 
ruled by the ruler of the sign itself; the second decanate is ruled by the 
ruler of the sign of the same triplicity next following in the natural order; 
and the third decanate is ruled by the ruler of the second following sign of 
the same triplicity. Thus the first decanate of Aries is ruled by Mars, 
which also rules Aries; the second decanate is ruled by the Sun, which 
rules Leo, the next fiery sign after Aries; and the third decanate is ruled 
by Jupiter, ruler of Sagittarius, the second fiery sign after Aries in the 
natural order. In order, then, to determine what are the rulers of the 
decanates of any sign, simply count around the zodiac to the next sign of 
the same triplicity and take its ruler as the ruler of the second decanate 
the sign you are considering. Then count around to the next sign of that 
triplicity and take its ruler for that of the third decanate of the sign you are 
considering. 

These decanate rulerships are important, and they modify that part 
of the sign that they govern. Thus you will notice that the general charac¬ 
teristics of Aries are designated by the key words: enterprising, pioneering, 
impulsive. These particularly refer to the influence of Mars over the whole 
sign. In the first decanate this Mars influence is even stronger than any¬ 
where else in the sign, hence impulse becomes impetuosity, and the key 
words of the decanate are given as: impetuous, spirited, active. In the 
second decanate the general influence of Mars is blended with the special 
influence of the Sun in that 10°, and the key words which represent this 
blended influence are: exalted, enthusiastic, loyal. In the third decanate 
the influence of Mars is combined with that of Jupiter, and the key words 
are: generous, religious, idealistic. But note that in this instance the 
generosity will be impulsive, the religious nature will be active on the side 
of pioneering and experiment in this field, and the idealism will be aroused 
by the consideration of practical enterprises in which ideals can be ex¬ 
pressed in action. 

Any luminary or planet in a decanate is modified in its influence by 
the special quality of that decanate, and this blending of influences is one 
of the main points in fine analysis of a horoscope . . . and the power of a 
planet is stronger if in a decanate that it rules, or in a decanate that cor¬ 
responds to the sign in which that planet is exalted. Thus the Moon is strong 
in the first decanate of Cancer, in the third decanate of Scorpio, and in the 
second decanate of Pisces. It is also strong anywhere in Taurus, but parti¬ 
cularly in the first decanate, and strong also in the third, or Taurus, deca¬ 
nate of Virgo, and in the second, or Taurus, decanate of Capricorn, because 
these decanates have the Taurus quality in which the Moon reaches its 
greatest heights of power. 

The outermost circle of this diagram contains the dates when the 
Sun is in the corresponding decanates. These dates, however, are only 
average, and in any particular instance should be checked by reference to 
the ephemeris for that year. 

Weakness of luminaries or planets is also judged by the same prin¬ 
ciple that has just been mentioned. Thus the Sun is in its fall in Libra, and 
will be correspondingly weak in the Libra decanate of any airy sign. It is in 
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its detriment in Aquarius, and will be correspondingly weak in tv> a 
decanate of any airy sign This, indead, is one o£ the reasons for

The student should pay particular attention to the planets which are 
opposed to each other in the second circle from the center of this diagram. 
There it is evident that Mars is opposed to Venus, Mercury to Jupiter and* 
and Neptune, the Moon to Saturn, and the Sun to Saturn and Uranus. The 
careful consideration of these oppositions in connection with the Tarot Keys 
that correspond to these planets will do much to deepen your intuitive know¬ 
ledge of astrology. Remember that intuition does not take the place of 
knowledge. Before you can read a chart intuitively, you must fix deeply in 
mind the fundamental nature of the planets, signs, houses and decanates, so 
as to be able to avail yourself of the working of intuition. 


Intuition is largely very rapid assembling of the various points of 
knowledge. "When you first learned to tell time on a clock face, you had to 
study very carefully what now you see at a glance. That was so long ago 
that you have forgotten the process, but if you will watch a child who is just 
learning to tell time, you will see the process at work. It is sinular vnth 
this astrological work. Nobody can progress rapidly in it at first. There 
must be continual drill. The combinations must be gone over again and 
again and slowly reasoned out, until they are firmly impressed upon the 
subconsc^iusne^ss. When one is patient and persevering 

studies, the result is real ability to judge a horoscope, without any reference 
to books whatever. ##

Lesson Eight 
THE AQUARIAN AGE 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

Every one of us is not just a member of this planet. We are not 
even just participants in a specific life-wave. We are also one with the 
World Soul. Along with that, we are part of a Solar System which is really 
our larger body. From this point we can see ourselves as aspects of a 
galaxy, and so on into the infinity of the Universal Order. We must con¬ 
sider these relationships in order to better understand what we are and 
what it is that is the goal of life on this planet. 

A Cosmic plan exists that has to do with Esoteric Astrology — 
the astrology that is related to Tarot and Qabalah. Certain special forces 
from the Cosmos, from other solar systems, are now entering the atmos¬ 
phere of our planet. These energies are being concentrated and directed 
toward our earth to effect its evolution. This plan has to do with the New 
Aquarian Age long predicted as the herald of the true brotherhood of man 
on this earth. 

This Aquarian Age cycle has already begun and has definitely brought 
with it a new energy. There is a focus of cosmic rays connected with this 
cycle which make us more open to the kind of consciousness that exists in 
life waves that are more highly evolved than the planetary earth life waves. 

In this era is an intensification of the ability for this to occur in larger 
groups. It is part of the New Age plan. We of B.O. T. A. are not the only 
ones working on this plan. There are many on this planet who are working 
on other phases of the plan. In B.O.T.A. we are utilizing the Mystery 
School training system that includes Tarot and Qabalah. This is considered 
by the Inner School to be the most advanced method available. It requires 
people who have above average mental and emotional capacities. Our work 
is not for everyone, but only for those who have reached a point where they 
are ready and willing to work diligently toward a better understanding of 
their own nature and that of others — ready to become the complete zodiac 
instead of just one sign. Training school centers are aimed at helping us 
not only to overcome personal Karma, but more specifically to become such 
strong centers within our own being that we can help transmute the World 
Soul through our actions and knowledge. Actually, at a transition time like 
the end of one age and the beginning of a new age, there is a bringing to¬ 
gether of many types of life waves. This is a time when those born in this 
life wave, or those who were left behind from higher life waves, can over¬ 
come their soul sicknesses and psychotic tendencies. That is why this is 
such an important time. All these extra forces give a great opportunity for 
forward movement. 

Every age is approximately 2, 100 years long. We have just left 
the Piscean Age. This means that the Sun had been whirling in its cycle 
through a part of the heavens called Pisces. 2, 100 years before that it 
whirled through the Aries section of the heavens. Right now it has moved 
from the Piscean to the Aquarian division. A whole new cycle is starting 
with a different part of the heavens involved. This means that our Sun with 
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its planets is now being influenced by a different part of the galaxy. This 
influence heralds in an influx of consciousness from new areas of the cos¬ 
mos. The whole Solar system has just entered into a stream of energy, 
that is affecting our earth in a particular way. This new energy is making 
it possible for all kinds of consciousness, wherever it is in the galaxy, to 
progress toward much higher levels of consciousness than we can even 
image at the present stage of our awareness. The energies which we are 
now receiving from the universe are aimed at bringing about this new de¬ 
velopment of consciousness to all members of humanity who are able to 
utilize these higher rates of vibration. Those of us who are able to take 
these stronger rates of vibration are the ones who will go on into a com¬ 
plete brotherhood of man era. Those who are not yet able to comprehend 
and assimilate these energies will be the dropouts. They will be sent to 
the next planetary "hospital" to evolve at a slower rate and await another 
opportunity. 

That is why there has been such a population explosion at this 
time. It has just been in the last few hundred years that we have been 
able to start working intensely toward this new era. Now each year and 
each day bring us that much more ability and opportunity for advancement. 

It is up to those like you and me, who aspire to higher levels of awareness, 
to take the responsibility — to see that we get enough of this new energy 
going so that fewer of our human brothers will be left behind. In other 
words, it is up to us to give whatever is necessary to the mass mind so it 
will be easier for those who are below us on the Path to achieve and evolve 
and attain enough awareness of Reality to evolve with the New Age. The 
few of us who have attained enough individuality so that the mass mind does 
not push us around with hatreds and delusions of separateness must unify 
our efforts to bring in the energies that will help others overcome the 
negative deluded aspects of our planetary consciousness. We have been 
preparing for this particular era for a long time. We must work toward 
making our bodies more and more aware and sensitive to the vibrational 
forces which are coming in from other parts of the universe. God needs 
each and every one of us as a center of this kind of higher conscious ex¬ 
pression. 

In Esoteric Astrology we work to better understand our conscious¬ 
ness and the consciousness of others. We work to gain control of the 
planetary forces that are above us in the heavens as well as within us, 
thereby balancing these forces and improving our relationships with others. 
In doing this we not only change our Solar system, we actually begin 
changing the universe. This is our positive contribution to the total evo¬ 
lution of consciousness. It takes personalized centers, such as we are, 
to get to work on transmuting the World Soul. We cannot, apparently, 
succeed in helping all individuals we wish to help, at least not in this in¬ 
carnation, because different people have different levels of response. All 
individuals have different correlations of energies. Keep in mind that the 
variations are the very things that give us our uniqueness, our individuali¬ 
zation . . . make us a pillar of strength in God's Temple, forever. We 
can work to help others see the Light as long as we remember that we are 
not out to change them to conform with what we think they ought to be. 

There are people who have personality expressions that do not at all cor¬ 
relate with ours, just as some chemicals explode if they are brought into 
too close proximity with each other. It doesn't necessarily mean that there 
is anything particularly wrong with the other individual. Certain chemical 
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compounds are immediately attracted, while others are immediately re¬ 
pelled. These vibratory affinities or repulsions also affect human relation¬ 
ships. We must develop an ability to discriminate between those who are 
ready in this incarnation for higher knowledge and those who are not. We 
cannot force anyone to partake of knowledge no matter how much it means 
to us. There is no more futile effort. When people are ready for the Path, 
they will find us. We can help transmute the World Soul by transmuting 
ourselves first and being an example to those who are ready. 

All humanity shares seven centers of force in the body, but these 
are dispersed in different strengths, relationships and levels of expression. 
Every human being who has evolved to the point of being able to grow a 
human body has these same centers of whirling force in different combina¬ 
tions. Each of our charts at birth indicate the relationships of the different 
functions of our nature one to the other. The day, the hour and the year 
show the coming together of specific energies in specific ways. Some of 
these energies are somewhat opposed to each other; others balance and 
enhance each other. The angles of relationships, or the aspects of the 
planets one to another, as shown in our birth charts, influence our mental, 
emotional and physical responses to life. This has much to do with the 
vibration of the ^ord 1 . . . the creative word of consciousness which each of 
us is. There is a way in which you might say that we are the playing of 
different chords or combinations of vibrations in our expressions of per¬ 
sonality. 

Our birth charts will show us that we have certain energies that are 
not too happy together. These are the planetary forces that meet at 90° 
angles and are in square position to each other. They often indicate frus¬ 
trations, weaknesses and problems that we will have to face, but they are 
nevertheless angles of force which can be used to advantage when we learn 
how to cope with these more intense vibrations. We will also find indicated 
in our birth charts certain happy relationships between angles of force. 
These are the 60° sextiles and the 120° trines, and they usually indicate 
opportunities, talents and positive personality traits. These angles of one 
planet to the other in relationship to the earth are referred to as aspects. 
Other important aspects to be taken into consideration are the conjunctions 
and parallels. They are of equal strength. The conjunctions are two pla¬ 
nets in close proximity to each other and indicate a blending of forces. 
Parallels are in the same degrees north and south of the equator. They 
are considered both benevolent and adverse, depending on the planets that 
are making the conjunction. For instance, a conjunction of the Moon with 
Venus is considered benevolent and indicates a charming, happy-go-lucky 
personality, usually smiled on by fortune. A conjunction of the Moon with 
Saturn, on the other hand, indicates frustrations and a cool, sober disposi¬ 
tion. In the final analysis, such a conjunction can deepen the nature through 
sorrows and problems to such an extent that the person has evolved con¬ 
siderably under its influence and has gained insight into his own nature and 
the nature of others, while the Moon/Venus conjunction has not had that 
opportunity for growth. 

These aspects are a most important part in reading an astrological 
chart. Exoteric astrology often misses the point in over-maligning the 
square or difficult aspects. Actually, these are what give us the conflicts 
that drive us to awakening. We can choose how we are going to work with 
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these energies. This is what I mean when I say that we are going to learn 
to become rulers of our Solar System. The important thing is to have energy- 
angles. It does not matter what they are. Once we become aware of our 
energy angles, we can direct them for our own growth. Remember, cons¬ 
ciousness is the creator at all times. Your consciousness can take any and 
all angles of force and make them what it will. Your control of these forces 
will become more and more potent as you learn how to will in harmony with 
the Divine Plan. As long as we continue to work against the Divine Plan, we 
continue to get our repercussions. We are all in training, so to speak, 
earning to use these energies in such a way that they are more and more in 
harmony with the Universal Order. You advanced B.O.T.A. students are 
much more than average aspirants. You are ready to take up the real train¬ 
ing that is going to make you masters of your personal solar system, which 
is, as you know, within you.

Lesson Nine 
SATURN (1) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

In this lesson we are going to begin our study of the planetary 
energies, an understanding of which is imperative before we can compre¬ 
hend the zodiacal types. We will relate these energies to our own personal 
solar system so as to see how we influence each other and are all related 
within the larger solar system. This will include a step by step method 
for becoming masters of our interior stars, which in turn will give us the 
ability to master the forces of nature which surround us. Each of us is a 
point of expression for consciousness. Each of us takes in all the ener¬ 
gies of the universe at all levels. There is no light coming from any star 
that is not a part of what we are expressing and a part of what is express¬ 
ing us. This relatedness extends out into our solar system, into our 
galaxy, and on and on out into the infinite heavens. 

The first planet which will concern us is Saturn, connected in 
occultism with the awakening of the Kundalini. Sa-turn, in our interior 
solar system, is correlated with the center at the base of the spine. 

Kundalini is the Eastern name for the energy that is said to be concentrated 
in this base of the spine center. We in the Western Tradition call it the 
Saturn center, and it is represented in Tarot by Key No. 21, The World. 
Please bear in mind that Saturn, in exoteric astrology, is thought of as that 
which indicates or reveals Karma in an astrology chart. In a sense this is 
quite true. Saturn is the name for the energy focused in you and your finer 
vehicles, which holds the patterns of your potentialities in your body like a 
wound up spiral. The energy that is focused in that particular area of your 
finer vehicles holds a record of everything you have ever been. It is very 
similar to the idea of that first infinitesimal fertilized egg, smaller than 
the dot over an i, that started off your physical body. It held within itself 
the pattern for all your subsequent physical growth. Now, a newly born 
infant is not a completed human being at all. It is still an embryo because 
it does not remotely have the same form or the same abilities to think, feel, 
do, etc. as in its maturity. This is just part of the growth process which 
takes place in one area. The rest of the growth process takes place in 
another area of, shall we say, the universal womb. The mother's womb 
is an aspect of the universal womb. We are born out of the mother's womb, 
but it is just another condition of the same basic process. 

In like manner, there is no doubt at all that wound up in the Kundalini 
is an energy pattern of our past accomplishments and failures which are to 
be 'matured' during a given incarnation. You have heard about the genes 
and the memory of the genes. That gene memory is very much correlated 
with this energy that is called the wound-up serpent, or the 'Serpent of 
Wisdom', He was the one who tempted Eve in the Old Testament. These 
words have meaning other than we have heretofore understood or realized. 
What we have to see at this point is that Tarot Key No. 21 holds, symboli- 
cally, the visual imagery that involves the karmic patterns of you as a 
person and also of you as a species. You as a species and you as a person 
are inter-related and co-related. We all must work from where we are — 
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at the personality level. As we transmute our personalities, compre¬ 
hending our unity with the AH, then from the personal level our influence 
washes out into the species. 

Notice how the figure in Tarot Key No. 21 is holding two spirals. 
These spirals are emanating potent energies. They move in opposite 
directions. This is very symbolic of one of the latest findings in physics: 
the whirling motion of the electron around the nucleous in an atom has an 
opposite whirling motion. They call this motion the mirror image and 
speak of matter and anti-matter. These are just terms for the two oppo¬ 
site whirling motions. Whenever one motion exists science has come to 
recognize that there must be the other. The two opposite whirling motions 
really involve the idea of consciousness, as such, setting itself in the 

center of whirling motion which expresses as a mirror image in the oppo¬ 
site direction. ^ 


Your universe matter is the result of your universe of conscious- 
ness. That is why Saturn is said to be the planet that symbolizes the 
principle of manifestation. In fact the Divine name, Elohim, attributed 
to Binah, the sphere of Saturn, is given to the principle that manifests, 
that brings together, that limits. This is where the idea of the dark 
Terrible Mother originates. limitation is something we all fight We 
have to learn, however, that if we couldn't limit ourselves, we couldn't 
know anything as a thing. We wouldn't have the ability to see, to know 
to experience details in relationships.

3p< L Clfl< r ■ f T ^ 1S Popularizing principle is related to the Saturn aspect, 
although its function is symbolized by Tarot Key No. 1, the Magician, re¬ 
lated to the power of attention. This Saturn center is the aspect that we 
begin with. It is a whirling energy source in one of our finer vehicles It 
has within it the vital energy related to the entire principle of manifesta¬ 
tion; not just in the solar system, but in the entire universe In occult 
work it is utilized in a special manner. The energy must be unwhirled in 
a conscious manner - in a trained manner. As we unwhirl that energy 
consciously, it energizes the whole spinal cord. On either side of the 
spine are the solar and lunar currents of the Great Magical Agent. They 
are definitely electrical in operation. In the Chinese philosophy they are 
called the Yin and Yang. In Hindu philosophy they are called Ida and Pin- 
gali. These are the forces that relate to the positive and negative electri¬ 
cal currents. Unless we utilize both, we have no power. 


The energy at the base of the spine is really a vortex of force, 
something like an ice cream cone. The narrowest part of it melts away 
into the immaterial level of consciousness and the wider part is the part 
that expresses in physical manifestation. If you will think of that force as 
starting from the narrowest part and then whirling outward in a spiral, it 
will give you a better idea of what we mean by your centers. Don't mix 
them up with your physical body, although they have a physical level of 
contact. It is similar to a radio set picking up energies from the atmos¬ 
phere. You know that when you tune in on a station, the radio set is not 
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making the music or the broadcast. You know that it is merely a receiving 
station condensing the energy of the radio waves so that you can experience 
it within a limited range. In the same way, think of these whirling centers 
of force as coming from a level of your being that is not physical, even 
though it has its physical area of expression. This physical area of expres¬ 
sion, incidentally, is what gives us the ability to evolve. Without the physi¬ 
cal level, evolution as we know it would be impossible. It is the condensation 
and the expression into the physical that gives us the ability to know and 
experience and grow, thereby becoming something more than we were. Other¬ 
wise we would all remain free, ecstatic, primitive "I". 

The Saturn energy in you is not a malefic energy. It isn't the energy 
that gives you bad karma. In fact, karma is not necessarily bad. Indeed, 
all karma is really good. It is all a development, within the sphere of action 
from one level of understanding and growth to ever higher levels. Looking 
at it from the higher evolutionary point of view, there is no such thing as bad 
karma. There is only the continuous inter-reaction of experiences that 
forces our consciousness to know and understand what it is working with, so 
it can become an ever more proficient sculptor, artist, actor, musician. 

Your sour notes are merely the way that you learn to be a little more careful 
in hitting the right keys at the right time. In the relative sense, we do have 
what we call difficult karma, and we do have people who can be called nothing 
but deliberately evil. We are not running away from that because a true oc¬ 
cultist does not hide his head in the sand. We have to recognize that, rela¬ 
tively speaking, there are evil people who are on an immature level of their 
consciousness. They will eventually overcome their selfish, unwholesome, 
cruel acts, because the repercussions from anti- 3 ocial actions finally teach 
them the delusion behind selfishness or separateness of any kind. They are 
going to suffer — they can't help it. It is all in the training process. Error 
in action is what brings the disciplines and the pains. Binah on the Tree of 
Life is the Sphere of Saturn because she symbolizes the first limiting, mani¬ 
festing power. In reality she is the disciplining, loving, nurturing mother 
image that is growing the soul to become something ever more glorious. That 
is why there is a female figure in Tarot Key No. 21. 

All of your Karma is tied up in the energy patterns that we call Saturn, 
but it has to do with how that relates to the rest of the centers. Overcoming 
karma does not mean you are going to overcome cause and effect. What will 
happen is that the process of growth is speeded up under the influence of oc¬ 
cult training. We have more experiences faster and learn to pay our karmic 
debts in 'higher coin', so to speak. Even the Masters of Wisdom are subject 
to the law of cause and effect, which means the reactions from action, whether 
it be in thought, emotion or deed. We are going to try to start releasing our¬ 
selves from the un-needful repercussions of unwise action. We are going to 
start releasing ourselves from being habit-response mechanisms to some of 
our older patterns. Most of us have fallen into the same patterns over and 
over again. For example, people tend to pick the same kind of person to 
become involved with, even though they think the person is different. Then 
they are surprised when they find themselves faced with the same kind of 
problems. We also tend to enter into the same kind of situations over and 
over again, even though it seems that we have changed. Then, of course, we 
are faced with the same repercussions and life seems to be a merry-go-round 
to nowhere. We are going to try to release ourselves from these useless 
patterns of repetition, because we can never release ourselves from prob- 
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lems. Problems to solve are a part of evolution.

Lesson Ten 
SATURN (2)

In this lesson we are going to relate Ssturn and. Uranus as aspects 
of the Kundalini energy. Uranus is the co-ruler of Aquarius with Saturn. 
Saturn, the original ruler of Aquarius, is connected with the limiting prin¬ 
ciple of life. Uranus, discovered just about as the Aquarian Age dawned, 
shows as much freedom as Saturn, according to the exoteric astrologers, 
shows lack of freedom. In Tarot, however, we show you that it is not a 
lack of freedom. It is limitation within a mapped out area, depicted in Key 
No. 21 as an oval resembling the cosmic egg. 


Within limitation there is freedom. Without limitation freedom 
would be meaningless. The primordial essence is a state of screeching 
ecstasy. There is no awareness of anything. In order for manifestation 
to occur, this primordial "I" must go through compression after compres¬ 
sion. Astronomy shows that the creation of every single body in the uni¬ 
verse takes place through compression. Form results from compression. 
Compression is the limiting of the freedom of the energy of life, whether 
it be on the subtle planes or on the physical plane. The manifest universe 
is the flower of compression. 


The idea of freedom can be expressed in human terms only when 
we have also accepted the principle of discipline and understood it. Realize 
that limitation is what has made you a human consciousness. Without limi¬ 
tation you would not be able to be conscious of yourself as I , experiencing 
other things appearing to be "not I".

Cosmic Consciousness is symbolized by Uranus, Key No. 0, as 
well as Saturn, Key No. 21. All our work of conscious control of the 
planetary forces is a balancing of these two extremes of one idea, the 
alpha and omega — beginning and end. We will be learning to gain control 
of our own solar system by balancing and aligning these forces within our 
nature. Then, and only then, can we align ourselves consciously with 
the forces that pour through us from the universe, becoming any sign of 
the zodiac at will for any length of time, and then returning to our own 
individuality and enjoying it. The idea of enjoying what we are is very 
vital. The Fool, Key No, 0, is gay and debonair. All he is carrying is a 
very light staff, his memories. We have to train ourselves to carry our 
memories lightly, learning to see them as jewels of experience that have 
grown us instead of using them for self-condemnation and regret. We 
have to give up our burdens. Saturn, when we are not using this force 
correctly, is what makes us feel burdened. It is Uranus which helps us 
to give up these unnecessary burdens. When Uranus makes a transit 
over a person's Sun in his birth chart, his whole life is apt to change 
abruptly. Does that mean it is unhappy? No. It depends on the person. 


This type of aspect brings an extra intensity of emotion. Saturn 
holds you to what you have, while Uranus explodes you out of it, and yet 
they are co-rulers in Aquarius, the sign that heralds the New Age thinking 
This is again showing how the law of opposites is working. The whole S * 

awakening of the Kundalini in occultism has to do with these two forces 
and their inter-action, one on the other. In a truly balanced nature you 
can have your explosions and changes when needed, and yet these explo¬ 
sions are held within due bounds. Just now our scientists are experi¬ 
menting with the attempt to release energy from the hydrogen atom through 
the process of fusion. They are trying to copy the power of the Sun Our 
Sun does not give out energy by blowing itself apart as some people think 
The energy it gives out is the result of fusion. So you have one kind of 
energy that comes from an explosion. That is how the original atom bomh 
worked. Now you have the fusion that is being experimented with in the 
laboratory. They haven't as yet been able to hold such a power Thev 
are, however, working with the principle which makes the Sun give off ito 
radiations and rays. So far, they have for a very slight fraction of * llJL ^ 
held the energy of a fusion together through setting up an electro-magnetic 
field. Remember, the human being in a incarnation is an electro-macmet 
field. Those who have psychic ability along that line see this field as the 
aura. In these attempts to control and discipline the vast energies that 
make a sun, or a star, scientists have found that only an electro 
force field will hold the energy even for a fraction of a second This^ould 
prove to be a fantastic accomplishment, this harnessing of such vast energy 
for the benefit of humanity, 


« n mtere8t i n 8 correlation in our Tarot Keys is that in Tarot Kev 

No. 0, Uranus, we have the spirit of expansion and explosion and readiness 
for the next height of attainment. With Saturn we have the idea of compres- 
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sion, of holding together, fusion and control. Yet as co-rulers of Aquarius 
for this present New Age you have both forces equally present. Our exoteric 
astrologers have made a great mistake in replacing Saturn as the ruler of 
Aquarius by Uranus. One does not take away from the other. Both of these 
influences are present because they have to do with the forces of our own 
being. These forces do not get replaced that readily. 

Through the disciplines of Saturn and the New Age freedoms of 
Uranus, our own present New Age emotional life can emerge from the 
limitations of the past. When we speak of getting any planetary center 
under control, we mean getting it balanced as well as vitalized and a- 
wakened. When a pupil is being trained in the awakening of the Kundalini 
in the Eastern occult methods, it is always done under the personal in¬ 
struction of the Guru. Unfortunately, many books have been written giving 
various techniques in this awakening. The greatest safeguard, the reason 
more people are not injured, is that most people who read these books are 
so poor at following the instructions that nothing happens. This awakening 
has to do with forcing upward a whirling vortex of light, which on the physi¬ 
cal plane really involves the upsweep of certain energies stored in the 
sacral area of the body. Compression has stored this energy, and the 
awakening of this energy has to do with its traveling up the spine. The 
electro-magnetic force field, or aura, is also an oval of protection. It 
does keep us from being aware of the subtle areas of life until they are 
stirred by these practices, but at the same time it protects us from fierce, 
violent, unleashed, undisciplined forces that we cannot yet handle. -To un¬ 
leash these powers prematurely would be like taking someone who has never 
learned to swim and throwing him into a turbulent sea. Until through dis¬ 
cipline and training he had learned to use his natural powers, such an action 
would surely destroy him. In the same way we must work with awakening 
forces within us in a controlled manner. For this reason the Western 
Mystery Schools worked out a very special method to protect aspirants 
from stirring these energies prematurely and risking the danger of in¬ 
undating themselves in energies that they could not yet handle. That is 
why anyone who is in too much of a hurry really isn't ready for the higher 
occult teachings. You make haste slowly and you get there the most rapidly. 

With these New Age Aquarian energies, however, and the New Age 
necessities, we can and must work more rapidly than has been necessary in 
the past. Our Western methods, of which B.O. T.A. is a center, are far 
more effective than the Eastern methods in certain ways, because the Wes¬ 
tern methods do not aim only at helping you to experience higher levels of 
consciousness, but also aim at awakening and controlling step by step the 
next evolutionary level in man. 1 have found in my working on the inner

You are 
unfortunate in another way, because as these awarenesses make an impact 
they tend to enchant your mind and entrance your attention away from the 
real job of spiritual attainment. Once we understand the relative impor¬ 
tance of various states of consciousness, however, we can experience 
them without danger of illusion and distraction. Being enchanted by 
psychic phenomena is just as distracting as being enchanted by materia¬ 
lism. You shouldn't permit anything to distract you from the most 
important endeaver in this universe, which is to take your own evolution 
in hand and become that which you are destined to be.

As a technique for this week we will combine the forces of Saturn 
and Uranus. This technique will give you an extra impact of energies for 
stirring your Kundalini into awakening you to higher levels of conscious¬ 
ness. Combine Keys No. 21 and Key No* 0 in this technique. In actuality 
the center of whirling force that we call Uranus is above your head as the 
higher octave of Mercury, which is correlated with the pineal gland. We 
will be starting a process for stirring your energies from the bottom of 
the spine in order to begin raising it to the upper centers. We are doing 
it in a safe way, guided by special images. Put No. 21 and No. 0 together 
as symbols for meditation. Don't think of your body as such at this point. 
Think of Saturn, Key No. 21, as being the bottom-most whirling center, 
the center of your ability to develop individuality.

The next planet we will consider in relation to our interior nature 
is the Sun, depicted in Tarot by Key No. 19. The Sun is related to the 
center within at the cardiac plexus. It is slightly above the heart and 
towards the middle. This is the area where we often experience waves 
of feeling and emotion. This center is actually a psychic vortex of energy 
and is the place where the One Ego is located, where the undifferentiated 
consciousness enters the field of personality. The differentiations take 
place within this field of personality, and they are related to the twelve 
zodiacal signs the sun transits during a solar year. 

Our true I is seated here — not in the head. The head, or brain, 
is one of the Ego 7 !* expressions, but it is in the heart that the True Will 
is seated. This should tell us many things. You have a sense of I because 
the Cosmic I is compressed and individualized by entry into the field of 
personality through this center. It expresses in and through that vortex 
of force that, on the physical plane, has its connection with the cardiac 
plexus, but isnot that plexus itself. Your every awareness of yourself as 
I is thus an individualized expression of the One Conscious Energy. This 
individualization is expressed through the infinite blendings of the seven 
basic forces or planets through the twelve zodiacal signs or types. From 
each degree of each zodiacal sign, the angle of the Sun's rays and the angle 
of the Sun's reflected rays from the planets is a little different. This 
center within you is your interior replica of the Sun in our solar system. 
And just as in our solar system it is the sun that is the center, with all the 
planets rotating around it and partaking of its light and force, so in your 
interior nature all the things you are, all the things you think, all the 
things that occur to you, are rotating around the True Center, the Ego, 
seated in the heart. 

The sun itself is far vaster, far more all-encompassing, than we 
realize. When we look out into the heavens we see what appears to be a 
globe of burning fire, composed of incandescent gases. Actually we are 
looking at the core only of this vast center. A core of compressed energy. 
The sun with its rays extends throughout the whole solar system and be¬ 
yond. The sun does not begin and end in that circle you think you see. 
Notice the sun in Key No. 19, and see how the rays are formed. They 
are alternatingly straight and curved, male and female, aspects of the 
law of opposites. This tells us that the sun is actually identical with the 
electro-magnetic energy of modern science. The extension of the rays 
is shown by the yods. It is saying symbolically that the yods are the final 
energies — the atomic structures from the sun. We are made up of 
atoms; thus we are extensions of the sun. The light that we see in the 
sky is the dense core, not the whole being of the sun. We do not live 
away from or outside of the sun. We live inside the sun, inside its rays, 
inside its influence. The fact that it looks like it is distant is only because 
we are in a more tenuous atmosphere of it. We live and move and have 
our being inside the sun.

In our Color and Sound course dealing with the awakening of the 
psychic centers, we skipped from the Saturn Center to the Sun Center 
instead of going straight up through the Mars and Jupiter centers. This 
practice is a protective measure. As the Kundalini power becomes awa¬ 
kened we must first get ourselves centered in the whirling forces at the 
heart. Then can we safely awaken the other centers because we have 
symbolically placed our growth and development in the hands of the One 
Ego seated in the hearts of men. 


m ust train our consciousness to give all energies over to the 
Higher Self. This does not mean giving up unity or love or the reproduc¬ 
tive drive. We mean that we consciously give our energies over to the 
116 ^° r E u f*iance. Thus the level on which the mind and emotions 

respond to these energies is raised and purified. What is purity and what 
is not purity? Purity is in the heart. It is our attitude toward a force or 
power which determines our sense of purity about it. This sense of purity 
about all forces is an essential beginning before we can safely begin un- 
winding the Karmic past stored in the Saturn center. This unwinding in¬ 
cludes not only our personal patterns and problems, but also the Karma 
which we share with all of humanity and with all of life. We have portions 
o± all of it because we are parts of all of it. We can't escape these pat¬ 
terns, but we can transmute them. We can do this within our magic cir¬ 
cle of awareness as shown by the two children dancing in the fairy ring 
We make our own magic circle by what we train ourselves to think and ’ 
feel and be, until it becomes automatic and we no longer have to think 
about it. When we can react in a positive manner towards any situation 
and reach to the Higher for guidance without conscious thought, then has 
it become a permanent part of our innermost being. 

Those who have difficulty in the raising of the Kundalini usually 
have guilt complexes about the sex energy and feel that purity depends 
upon having no thoughts or hopes or yearnings in relation to unity between 
male and female. They really suffer the tortures of the damned because 
of the way they feel about an energy that is the basis of incarnate life 
The energy at the base of the spine is the wound up energy of all the crea¬ 
tive past and is therefore being pushed with a force that is beyond calcula¬ 
tion, When you have thi3 kind of force stirred with an impure attitude 
about creative power, untold problems can result. We must form new 
habit patterns of response in thinking about the sexual creative drive We 
cannot evolve into the next level of awareness until we are able to look 
upon the creative force in all its aspects as the creative power of God 

Another essential as we work with awakening the psychic centers 
is to develop an ethical awareness that is in harmony with the Real World 
A better understanding of what 'right' and 'wrong' encompass and a keener 
awareness of Our mental and emotional responses to what we think these 
words include is essential. Then must follow a balancing of severity and 
mercy in all aspects of our life. It is just as bad to be over-merciful and 
thus permit relative evil as it is to be over-severe. Tarot is especially 
designed for transmuting all of our responses. Tarot helps to recondition 
our habit patterns of thinking and feeling so that the psychic powers cannot 
run wild. Premature awakenings of these energies often bring spectacular 
psychic experiences, but without the necessary discrimination these are 
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unreliable at best and can be downrio^t

Everyone experiences and lives life in terms of his own personality 
Your interior solar system is your window through which you look out into 
the universe. It is expressed through the inter-relationships between the 
seven centers or planets. Your natal chart will show certain inharmonies 
or affinities between various centers. Your chart will not show, however, 
how highly evolved you are. It will not show whether you will be able to 
take the 'squared' aspects and, through the conflicts arising from them, 
use them for your growth and understanding, or let them use you and defeat 
you. Therefore, your chart will not show what the outcome of any aspect 
is going to be, although a lot of astrologers like to tell you they can ascer¬ 
tain this. The more highly evolved you are, the less can anyone read your 
chart. The more highly evolved you are, the more you need someone on 
or above your evolutionary level to understand it at all. Your chart might 
look the same as that of someone less evolved, but it will not be the same 
because your level of reaction will be different, and so your responses to 
all situations will be different. 


Look again at Key No. 19. That is your magic circle of control. 

That is your individualization. You can use your birth chart to advantage 
as an aid to pointing out the highlights in your nature, your talents, powers, 
conflicts. We are out to live above what the usual idea of Karma is. We 
are out to become masters of our stars. You advanced B.O. T.A. members 
have undoubtedly been working for many incarnations towards this mastery. 
We must always remember that we are actually the entire zodiac; we are 
all the planets. Our job is to bring them all into harmony in our natures, 
using the talents and highlights along certain lines to advantage. More 
than this, we will learn to use the conflicts and inharmonies to advantage 
also. This is truly learning to be master of the stars.

power of the One Life. The Great Work is the regeneration of human 
personality. The children in Key No. 19 symbolife this rebirth, which 
is yet; in its early youth. To attain this goal of regenerated humanity, 
something more than personal effort is required. That something more 
is an influx of power from superconscious levels, entering the field of 
personality through the sun center. The solar energy shines in us, and 
our energy shines in the sun. We must become ever more conscious of 
this truth. When you walk in the sunshine, remind yourself that in Him 
you live and move and have your being. When the sun sets, you can still 
walk in the sunshine because you are walking in the sunshine of all the 
other stars. 


Do keep in mind that the sun's body is the whole solar system; 
that the sun's consciousness is walking around in every human being on 
this planet; walking around in every creature on this planet; expressing 
through every tree and every flower. The sun's consciousness is the 
correlation of all the beings that are. We are all One, but you and I are 
something very special in the scheme of things. You and I are the most 
highly evolved centers of consciousness that the sun has evolved. What¬ 
ever awareness the spiritual sun behind the physical sun has is an attri¬ 
bute of your nature, not yet fully developed, but ever growing toward 
ultimate and inevitable perfection. 

In this lesson we will give you another technique for awakening 
and balancing the planetary forces of your interior solar system. We will 
first look at Keys 21 and 0. Key No. 21 symbolizes the restrictive satur¬ 
nine force that holds the patterns of the past as a coiled up energy in the 
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center at the base of the spine. This force must be awakened ir. 
awaken the higher centers. At the same time, we must proceed with Hi 
crimination. Psychism in the form of clairvoyance, clair audience clair 
sentience, etc. can bring all sorts of false images and impressions We 
must direct our consciousness toward guidance from the highest levels as 
we "explore the rivers of our soul". It is also important, as we have 
stated before, to hold the proper attitude. If you have beauty and love in 
your heart, you will be viewing your psychic experiences through the win¬ 
dow of beauty and love. You will be tuning into a level where such emotions 
are prevalent. Remember, many psychic experiences are delusion. You 
can't rely on them completely until you have attained a degree of spiritual 
awareness that gives you the ability to verify your experiences. 


The technique that follows is designed to help you awaken and 
utilize your psychic powers with confidence, safety and understanding. 

It is important to remember that the imagery of the Tarot Keys holds 
your consciousness in a positive form, so that it doesn't go haywire on 
the psychic or astral levels. That is why it is so important to look at the 
Keys while working these exercises. Your work with them throughout your 
Tarot studies has helped your subconsciousness to respond to the positive 
images that they invoke. The Keys are used for our control, as well as for 
awakening latent powers. 

Saturn, when it makes certain aspects in your personal chart, has 
a tendency to make you suspicious, despairing, unhappy, morbid, frustrated 
or feeling heavy with responsibility. We are starting to train our conscious¬ 
ness to respond to the Saturnine influence in a more constructive way. We 
will correlate it with Uranus in our practice which symbolizes the New Age 
awareness. We will also correlate it with Key No. 21 itself, which depicts 
this force as a Dance of Life, a joyful freedom that includes control of 
motion, thus control of experience. Saturn can help us to control our 
thinking and feeling processes in a positive manner that will lead us to 
being more conscious, more accurate co-creators with God. 


TECHNIQUE 

Look at Key No. 21 in conjunction with your blue-violet color card. 
Have ready the pitch pipe that you used in our course on Color and Soun 
Key No. 21 symbolizes the energy we are awakening. Correlate it wit 
Key No. 0, its co-ruler in Aquarius, as you did in our first Technique. 
Picture yourself as being Key No. 21. Be Key 21 and have Key a ov ^ 
you. Image yourself backed into Key 21. You are the Dance o e, 
joyful control of experience that leads to ever higher levels o mas er ^* . 
You are all the experiences you ever had. You are unwinding t ese ex ^ 
ences with discrimination, wisdom and perception. Now switc your c

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filling your aura. Sound the note A-natural on your pitch pipe, and intone 
Aum (ah- 00 - 00 -mm) three times, holding the intonation each time as long 
as you can. 

Now that the Saturn force has been stirred into activity in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Uranian influence, we are ready to start the second part of 
this technique. 

Back yourself into Key No. 19. Feel yourself as being this whole 
Key. You are the Sun with its forty-eight rays pouring radiance upon the 
figures of the children below. You are the children in the magic fairy 
ring being filled and transmuted by the flowing radiance from the sun. 

See your aura as filled with vibrating orange. Brilliant, vibrating orange, 
Chant the Aum as before, but this time to the note D-natural. 

In this part of the Technique you are bringing up to the heart center 
all the forces from the awakened Saturn center. This includes the forces 
we share with other forms of life, as well as personal forces. We bring 
all this up to the heart center to be consecrated into purity by the sun; to 
be put in the care of the Central Ego; to be purified by the love force of 
the Solar Logos. 

As you proceed w T ith this practice, mentally hand your karma over 
to the love center in the heart, the unifying Ego. Here the forces of love 
and unity flow most strongly. Here we may experience I as being unique, 
glorious, eternal, individual, and at the same time we experience our¬ 
selves as One with every other I_and every other center.

ESOTERIC ASTRO LOGY 
Lesson Thirteen 
MARS (1) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

In this lesson we will be investigating just what part the Mars 
force plays in our interior solar system. In Tarot Key No. 16, attributed 
to this planet, you see a crown being shattered by the lightning of heaven. 
You see figures being thrown out of the tower. You see a fire! In a word, 
you see destruction! Now what is all this symbolizing? What is occur¬ 
ring? Mars is a disintegrative force, and disintegration is a most neces¬ 
sary preliminary to the building of anything new. In Alchemy, solve 
always comes before coagula. Destruction is actually the basis of existence. 
In the act of destruction lies all the utility there is in any item we use. Our 
food, clothing, automobiles, houses, etc. are all in the process of destruc¬ 
tion as we utilize them. Power, or utility, is released by disintegration. 

Much of this disintegration and destruction, when applied to 
personality patterns, is uncomfortable. The process of awakening is 
often painful. It involves the shattering of erroneous beliefs and the giving 
up of unreasonable prejudices, outworn customs, fixed patterns of thinking 
and acting, and negative attachments. 

The power of Mars helps us to disintegrate these outworn forms of 
personal consciousness. This preliminary breaking down is as fundamental 
in the rebuilding of our personality as it is in the rebuilding of a house or 
bridge. Before we can find release from the chains that bind us, we must 
learn how to break the chains. Before we can build new temples for our 
consciousness, we must apply the power of Mars to break down old patterns 
of thinking and acting. 

It is a very uncomfortable sort of experience, but it does not need 
to be quite so devastating as it sometimes is. Much of the discomfort is 
due to our tendency to hang on to what we are accustomed to; to hang on and 
on. Because of this, any new idea, any new orientation to our thinking or 
understanding, is a difficult thing to accomplish, especially if it knocks 
down the crown of egomania from which we all suffer to some extent. 

Now the lightning of heaven will always strike, sooner or later, 
whether we are conscious aspirants or not. Evolution must take place. 
Certain things are going to occur in any case. We are going to be knocked 
out of our old towers or prisons, out of our patterns, out of our false self- 
evaluations, whether we want to or not. The difference is that some peop e 
take something like a dozen lifetimes to knock out one negative pattern, 
while others can knock out a hundred in one incarnation. 

That is the difference it makes if one has developed the strength of 
soul to face the lightning, the willingness to accept reality even thoug 1 
shatters dearly held inculcations and prejudices and leaves one seeming y 
naked and shaken for awhile. We have been conditioned, every one o us. 

We have been conditioned in every way you can imagine: by p^r paren s,' * s 
our teachers, by radio and television programs, books, politicians# r 
etc. It is not a simple or comfortable thing to have to give up so muc 
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what the rest of the world believes in. Most of this conditioning has been 
shot through and through with false knowledge, false actions and false 
attitudes, because most of it is based on separatism. Based on the idea 
that we are each separate beings, one against the other. Each must 
watch out that he gets his share of material things, attention, fame, ad¬ 
miration, acceptance, etc. or be left out in the cold.

We have all been locked in our various conditionings, but it is 
ime we started seeing with a new vision. This conditioning, however, 
is a necessary part of evolution. We had to be conditioned in order to 
eve op consciousness. Conditioning involves the principles of compres¬ 
sion, and compression is necessary to bring about any manifestation. It 
is a part of manifestation. However, once you have the compression, the 
concentration in certain areas, and have completed that part of your de¬ 
velopment, you need to give it up for the next step. The scaffolding that 
was necessary at one stage of the building of the Temple is superfluous, 
as well as being a menace when it is retained after it has outworn its 
usefulness. Once you have developed self-consciousness, the next step 
is to become aware of your self-consciousness as a vehicle for the One 
Consciousness. Our further evolution depends upon whether we are readv 
to dispel many of our set and fixed patterns of thinking and action and how 
much we are able to let go of the materialistic ideas of what determines 
security. This need to feel secure has to do with many things. It has to 
do, for example, with how people may or may not appreciate us, or what 
others think of us. Status symbols as determiners of personal worth are 
deeply imbedded in our culture. It is not easy to walk contrary to the 
world in our thinking and actions. 

If we really want to achieve liberation — freedom from the pri¬ 
sons of false conceptions and actions — we must be willing to face up to 
the fact that we have been misinterpreting life. Misinterpreting what has 
been happening to us and misinterpreting other people's roles in relation 
to us. When we honestly want enlightenment, we can use the driving 
Mars force in our nature to give us strength and impetus. Then the 
lightning flash of reality will illumine our minds to the truth about our¬ 
selves and we will never again be in quite so much darkness. Not that 
darkness will not descend again. Life is not yet a perfected state, but it 
will never again be quite so dark. Anyone who expects manifest perfec¬ 
tion now is again not looking at reality. We are on our way up in evolution, 
but the Great Work, as far as the physical plane is concerned, is not yet 
finished.

The fundamental activity of Mars in human personality is the stimu- 
lation of desire. It takes a person with deep, powerful desires to really 
accomplish anything in this world. Those who really get things done are 
the ones who have few desires, but those they have are deep, powerful and 
one-pointed. This is the method for fulfilling any desire, incidentally. 

Keep it one-pointed. Let nothing deflect you from your singular aim. Let 
your thoughts dwell on what you have decided to do or be and picture clearly 
what activities and what objects will be manifest with its fulfillment. 


To Geburah, iTnUJ , the sphere of Mars on the Tree of Life, is 
attributed volition, the activity of the Life power which gives man his feeling 
of personal will. The name Geburah is from a Hebrew adjective which sig¬ 
nifies muscular power in a strong man. The same adjective indicates 
sexual virility in man also. It is in the Geburah aspect of the Life Power 
that the Mars force is specialized as our feeling of will power. Primitive 
man utilized this power in hunting, warfare and sex functions. At this 
level of evolution the emotion which was dominant in calling forth volition 
was what psychologists now term the f, fear/rage 11 complex. This, of course, 
is related to the aspect of Geburah symbolized by the term Pachad, "irB, 
fear. In these primitive uses of the Mars force man developed courage and 
strengthened his feeling of personal will. Whether he fought or ran depended 
on whether his gonads and his adrenals, both ruled by Mars, were functioning 
properly. 

The Mars energy is your creative energy in its basic, most elemental 
state. All drive is the Mars energy, no matter where it is expressing. It 
isn*t good or bad in itself. It is how it is used that makes the difference. t 
is the energy we must use to become conscious co-creators with God. We 
must train ourselves to regard all action and work as being not our own. We 
must think of all our actions as being merely personal expressions of univer¬ 
sal laws. 


In the physical body, the Mars force is associated with the prostatic 
ganglion, the upper and lower mesenteric plexus, and the adrenals in ® 
glandular system.

astral bodies. This center supplies the power which stimulates an 
active the physical nerve centers mentioned and the parts o e y 
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control. Mars also rules Aries. In this bodily area it activates the motor 
centers of the brain and controls the muscular system, both voluntary and 
involuntary. People who have Mars in Aries usually are blessed with lots 
o vitality, drive and energy. The Mars influence tends to incite to action. 
Mars is related to our animal drives, to the impulses we have carried over 
rom earlier states of unfoldment. A well-aspected, well-placed Mars ex¬ 
presses in personality as the power to do things and the power to move 
others. It gives an ability for leadership. A weakly placed or afflicted 
ars expresses in a tendency to lack of vitality and energy, inability to 
make decisions and a nameless fearfulness. A strongly placed but afflic¬ 
ted Mars, unbalanced by softening aspects in the chart, can express in a 
harsh temper, unruly animal desires and a streak of cruelty in the nature. 
However, as you know, this entire course is dedicated to the balancing of 
these aspects in our personality. We are learning to live above our as - 
B£ cts » learning to balance all of them in our nature, learning to develop 
those that need developing and softening those aspects that are too promi¬ 
nent and out of balance. 

All aspects, all energies, in our nature can express in more than 
one way. The energy that can free us from hatreds and prisons of pre¬ 
judice and false knowledge is the same energy that, misunderstood, can 
destroy love, destroy justice and disintegrate the constructive evolution¬ 
ary tendencies in us. Destruction, as we have said, is necessary for new 
construction, but it must be controlled, understood and channeled. Just 
as truly, you cannot have a new condition without destroying the old one. 

You cannot open your heart to love until you have pushed out the hate that 
was keeping love from entering your life. You cannot experience freedom 
until you have recognized and eliminated any subconscious need for sla¬ 
very. That is part of using Mars constructively, seeing that true justice, 
not mere maudlin mercy, rules our lives. As Voltaire said: "If there is 
anything more despicable than a tyrant, it is the tyrannized. " Mars can 
give us strength to stand by our convictions and strength to act severely 
when it is necessary, even when it is not the easy thing to do. Mercy 
must be balanced by severity. Most occultists, most aspirants, are over¬ 
balanced on the side of mercy in relation to others, because of a greater 
understanding. Nevertheless, we must learn the greater good, the greater 
charity of severity when it is needed, not only for ourselves, but for those 
who would use us for selfish purposes. Over mercy can actually become 
the accomplice of evil. ##

In astrology it is assigned not only to the sex drive, but to the 
whole driving energy of personality. The sex drive is just one way that 
the entire forward push of evolution expresses. On the physical plane it 
works through the sex urge. Thinking ill about, or having guilt in relation 
to, this urge is probably one of the most difficult subconscious responses 
that all of us must transmute. H we think that there is anything wrong with 
this urge, we are actually blaspheming God's method of reproducing cen¬ 
ters of Himself. This is the method that Divinity uses to keep creating and 
recreating bodies, i. e. forms, in and through which to evolve. 

We have all been conditioned erroneously in this area. You can 
readily see why the Mars energy is involved with the sex drive. In almost 
all societies you will find that the most intensive conditioning and the 
strongest taboos are related to sex. This function has become surrounded 
by fixed ideas, unthinking reactions and adverse responses leading to such 
a contradiction of moral codes and dogmas that this alone should prove 
their unreliability. We have as many different moral codes as we have 
types of societies and periods of recorded history. Morals change with 
geography and history. One thing they all have in common is their con¬ 
cern with this 'force of all forces' which is set up, as the Alchemical doc¬ 
trine puts it "for the salvation of some and the ruin of many". 

This may surprise you, but one of the strategems that the Masters 
of Wisdom use to test aspirants is to see just how they react to matters 
pertaining to sex. Anyone who is too fixated, too emotional or embarrassed 
by sex functions is not free to use that tremendous energy for illumination. 
Don't ever forget that sex union is union on all levels and involves all the 
vehicles. Therefore, if you look upon it as ugly, dirty or unspiritual on one 
level, you are restricting much of that energy by putting it into a prison. 

Now this does not mean that one should be promiscuous. When one 
uses the sex energy indiscriminately he is not feeling sacramental or reve¬ 
rent about God's driving energy. This sacramental feeling involves the 
ability to open one's heart and mind toward the capacity to have union with 
God. You cannot divide or divorce your vehicles as is so sadly done in some 
schools of metaphysical thought. Some hold to the idea that anything on the 
physical plane is unspiritual, especially sex union. This idea holds back 
more aspirants than any other one factor. 
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The Mars energy is your creative energy in its basic, most ele~ 
mental state. That is why most of the greatest creative artists in all 
fields have had unusually strong sex drives. Some of them have used 
this drive in 3uch undisciplined ways that they have brought notoriety 
upon themselves. They were not able to handle the energy properly so 
it tended to run away with them. Does that make them evil? Not at all. 
As we have said, the energy itself is just energy — neither good nor 
bad. Their ignorance in its use will bring repercussions and miseries 
that will eventually give them the ability to handle even more of the force. 
The repercussions attending misuse of an energy actually teach us how 
to handle it and give us the ability finally to handle more and more power 
without ill effects. 

This basic Mars energy is the evolutionary energy as such. 

Your sex drives, whether you have been conscious of it or not, are 
expressions of the evolutionary energy. Your reproductive organs 
manufacturing hormones in your physical body are actually manufac~ 
turing evolutionary energy. These are the physical level expressions 
of the energy with which the Life Power creates and keeps creating the 
universe. It’s just a matter of levels of expression within the time/space 
framework of our physical world. Your ability to have intensity of feeling 
has to do with that center . . . your ability to keep going, to have bravery 
and inspiration, etc. 1 

That is why you hear me hammer so often about the importance 
of transmuting your attitude towards sex. We want you to know God We 
want you to have union with the Most High. We know that you are going 
to do this only to the degree that you learn to revere the evolutionary 
energy on all levels. 1 

The thing is, that the coiled up Kundalini energy at the base of the 
spine, the serpent Power, involves our whole spiritual capacity and holds 
the patterns of our habitual attitudes and responses. In the Mars area we 
have these patterns being shown in another way. In Lesson 12 we showed 
you that to develop control of your personal solar system you must work 
with techniques that stir the Kundalini without directly concentrating on 
the physical part of the body involved. This is the only safe way to work 
It is the way we awaken ourselves to spiritual truths and reality We 
then had you immediately relate this awakened force to the heart center 
the True Ego seated in the heart. This center, as you know, involves ' 
your ability and capacity to love. Your capacity to love has to do with 
how much awakening you have stirred in the heart center. 

So we first stir the energy, and then we immediately relate it to 
the heart center in our work with the personal solar-planetary system 
Remember, these connections in us are part of the whole solar system. 

Just like a woven piece of cloth with its patterns, we have all the univer¬ 
sal patterns interwoven within us. These are expressed in a very de¬ 
tailed manner within our inner solar, or cellular, system, and then from 
this personalized point we are interwoven into the universal system. We 
are a part of all of it. 

Our first and immediate concern is naturally with that area that 
deals with our personality evolution. Our personality evolution is depen- 
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dent upon the balance of forces and the capacity for expression of our 
interior solar system. This in turn is a reflection of the powers sym¬ 
bolized by the solar system in the heavens. 

The Mars center, incidentally, is approximately two inches below 
the navel in terms of your physical body, though the real center, as we 
have said before, is not in the physical body. 


Now this driving energy is first related to the heart by looking at 
the appropriate Tarot Key. What we are doing is saying in a symbolic 
language that we are ready to stir all the past, all the karma, all the pat¬ 
terns that we have lived through up to this point. These include our gene¬ 
tic and mass karma, as well as our personal Karma. We are stirring all 
this and then handing it over to the True Ego in the Sun Center. Through 
this Center do we experience our oneness with the Solar Logos, and through 
this Union our union with the Father in Chokmah, PlODT! . We are taking 
it to the Highest Beingness aspect of our nature. Our true center of being¬ 
ness isn't in the head, it is in the heart. Our brain holds certain evolu¬ 
tionary factors, but our center of I-ness is in and through the heart. Here 
we contact our Selfhood; here we finally get to the essence of everything we 
have thought, everything we have done, all the successes, all the failures, 
all the loving, and all the hating, as well. 


The essence of all these things is brought into the heart center, 
where it becomes the background for our higher automatic feelings; not the 
personality feeling nature, but that deeper feeling nature that you may call 
your true and eternal soul. You have known the difference, haven t you . 

You have all been in spiritual work long enough and have learned to be ob¬ 
jective enough to watch your personality with a deeper part of your being; 
watch it react with childish emotional responses perhaps, or with over¬ 
sentimentality or anger. Somehow, a part of you knew these to be surface 
responses. You may have been taking it hard; you may even have een 
having a fit about something. That isn't the point. Somehow you knew that 
these reactions were from a surface area of your nature; and compare o 
a deeper part of your feeling nature, you knew them to be only a s a ow. 
That other part of you, that which you share with the One Ego, reacts in a 
wordless way, watching with a sort of maternal amusement as your per 
sonality puts on its act. The deeper area of you usually makes itse own 
as something that must be done or understood because it comes to you as a 
principle. It is not like a personality compulsion. It usually comes as 
some deeper knowing that you can't put into words, because there are no 
words, really. It comes from a part of the soul that has taken the essence 
of an experience in such a way that the reaction from the soul has ecome 
strengthened in that special area or special condition. 


Once a response has become a response from this deeper sou ev 
it becomes more and more controlled, and we start seeing more an mor 
what is really important. We see from a higher vista; we see a 
panorama. The enlarged vistas of awareness give us a better a 1 lty 
handle our Mars energy. 


So you can see why we had to go to the heart center e ore that 

the Mars energy. The Mars center, as you can now see, is t e en *> 
can run away with people in many different areas. Harsh temper. 
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hate, sadism, sexual incontinence — these are the negative expressions 
of this energy. Remember, all drives are the Mars energy, no matter 
where they are expressing. It is not good or bad in itself; it is the evo¬ 
lutionary level of the person or persons through whom it is expressing 
that makes the difference. 

TECHNIQUE 

For this technique you will need Key No. 21 with Key No. 0 above 
it. Key No. 19 and Key No. 16, with Key No. 20 above. 

We will be working with awakening and controlling the positive 
Mars energies. First intone A-natural and look at Key 21, thus stirring 
the Kundalini force as in previous practices. Relate this energy to the 
Sun center by intoning D, imaging orange and looking at Key 19. Now 
look at Key 16, The Tower. Intone C-natural and see your aura as filled 
with a vibrating, brilliant red. See yourself as in the Tower. See the 
lightning strike the Tower and the figures falling. These falling figures 
symbolize your erroneous ideas about consciousness. The falling male 
figure symbolizes a false sense of separate will. The falling female 
figure is a symbol of the subconscious destructive patterns that have held 
you in bondage. As they fall, feel yourself as being freed, under the 
guidance of the One Ego. The false race opinions, the habit patterns 
that have chained you to repeated unwise actions and destructive relation¬ 
ships are falling away. You have seen the light. Remember, you cannot 
have a new condition without first destroying an old one. The positive 
side of Mars permits no rulership except God. 

Now cast your gaze upward to Pluto, symbolized by Key 20 of 
Tarot. Pluto is the higher octave of Mars. It is said by astrologers to 
be the indicator of the highest spiritual attainments. Gabriel, the arch¬ 
angel in Key 20, is another aspect of the Ego. Surrender your little self 
to Him. Feel the sound vibration from his trumpet bathing you in the 
higher octave vibrations of Pluto, awakening you to rebirth . . . the birth 
of the Christ Child within. 

AFFIRMATION 


I stand ready for the lightning flash of true perception; ready to let 
go of my little self and surrender to The Self. Thus under the guidance of

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Lesson Fifteen 
JUPITER (1) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


Esoteric Astrology is aimed at helping us to recognize our place in 
the universe. There is a difference between our esoteric presentation and 
the usual view of exoteric astrologers. They often give us the impression 
that we are mere puppets being pulled around by the strings of universal 
forces. This fatalistic view is not part of the esoteric tradition. In Gene¬ 
sis we read: "Man is created in the image and likeness of God. " This 
really refers to man as the Microcosm, or Universe in little. We are 
actually a complete universe within ourselves, reflecting the vast universe, 
the Macrocosm. Esoteric Astrology relates specifically to the develop¬ 
ment of an ability to see the universal patterns and relate them to physical 
and emotional responses in personality. The patterns unveil the harmony 
that exists between everything in nature. To the degree that we learn to 
understand these patterns, to that degree can we consciously use them to 
perfect our personalities. This is achieved by learning to balance and 
attune all the forces that play through personality. 


Our personality is not a static thing. Everything is in motion. As 
we look out on the physical universe we see that everything is moving. 

Tarot Key No. 10, called the Wheel of Fortune and related to Jupiter, 
shows you this. It symbolizes the idea of whirling motion. Actually it 
relates, esoterically, to motion that never stops — perpetual motion. 

Key 10 astrologically corresponds to the Jupiter center at the solar plexus. 
This center correlates with certain universal electro-magnetic currents 
tied in with the planet Jupiter. There is a sort of electro-magnetic umbi¬ 
lical cord between the planets and the psychic center in our bodies. Keep 
in mind, however, that it is not in the physical body. The correct inter¬ 
pretation is that while we are in an incarnation expressing our conscious 
ness in a physical body, that part of our selfhood, our self-consciousness, 
our powers which we have carried through from other incarnations, re a es 
symbolically to what we call the Jupiter center. During the incarnation 
experience the solar plexus is the physical contact that receives this P a 
ticular energy and then distributes it throughout the rest o our more su 

bodies. 


The inner holy planets are related to these whirling forces which 
are located actually in our subtle bodies. Each and every one o ese 
planets has its individual being. The planets in the heavens are eir 
apparent outer body. At the time of our birth the relationship ^ the planets 

in the solar system form a certain pattern. This P a ^ :t ^ rn 1S 6 * P e outside 
the individual's personality and his experiences.

1/lodern science often calls the solar plexus the abdominal brain, 
or second brain. This area holds together a group of very sensitive 
nerves. Even on the physical plane it is a sort of collecting station for 
impulses from the nervous system. Though all impulses go to the braln, 
certain impulses also collect in the solar plexus, i.e., those that have to 
do with physical functions. We want to understand the inner make-up of 
these aspects, because we must start thinking of the Solar Logos as a 
living Being. Whatever we think we are seeing when we look at the pla¬ 
nets, they are actually the organs of this Vast Being. We are only seeing 
a certain limited view in a specialized v/ay that makes it look like it has 
a particular form. 


Jupiter in astrology is called the Greater Benefic. It is the most 
benefic planet in the solar system. It is said to be the bringer of all 
good. Each Key pictures evolution in a different way. The Tarot Keys 
stir your consciousness as you look at them. As you look, you are ex¬ 
periencing the vibratory rate of the various colors, lines and forms it 
contains. You are reacting to a symbolic pattern which is aimed at 
helping you to become attuned and awakened to larger fields of knowledge. 
In Key 10 the cyclic activity of evolution is expressed by the wheel. On 
the downward curve, or involutionary curve, there is a serpent or primal 
vital energy becoming involved in form. On the upward curve you see a 
creature with a man's body, but a dog's head, like the body of Horua. It 
is on the upward curve to symbolize the natural stages humanity has at¬ 
tained. On top is a sphinx, with a lion's body and a woman's head. The 
lion symbolically has to do with the whole driving energy of evolution 
which we discussed when studying Mars. 

There are several symbols given to each kind of energy for a good 
reason. Only one symbol might lead to bigotry. This happens in religious 
groups consistently, as you know. It is necessary, in order to keep the 
mind expanding and growing, to not let consciousness get fixated on just 
one symbol for one thing. There are many symbols that express different 
phases of different forces. The lion symbolizes what the Freudian school 
calls the libido energy. It can also be called the Mars energy, the sexual 
energy, or the reproductive energy. It is that fiery force that drives into 
evolution. In alchemy the lion symbolizes this energy. There is the 
young green lion, the red lion, and the old lion. Each of these refers to 
a certain phase of control of that wild energy which, in its primordial 
state, is undifferentiated and uncontrolled. It can be very dangerous, 
just as a wild animal can be dangerous. The taming of the lion — Tarot 
Key 8, Strength — is one of the most extraordinary types of symbolism. 
Actually all the work of higher occultism has to do with the control 
transmutation and exaltation of this force. 


The Jupiter center or abdominal brain carries the knowledge of 
all of the evolutionary levels of life from the first stirrings of one cell 
existence up to the present human vehicle, which is the highest animal 
vehicle on this planet. It is an animal vehicle, you know. It is just that 
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our evolving consciousness has learned how to tame the animal energy so 

it doesn't act in the same way. Our animal vehicle — the human body_ 

has developed to a point that has given us the ability to control and trans¬ 
mute energies no animal below man is able to even remotely do as yet. 

Now the thing that you want to keep in mind is that this knowledge 
located in the solar plexus area has a focal connection with your subtle 
bodies. This knowledge includes the ability to build the physical body. 

In previous lessons we have related this ability to subconsciousness. 
Jupiter is connected Qabalistically to subconsciousness. The same color, 
violet, which is attributed to Key 10 and Jupiter is also attributed on the 
Tree of Life to the sphere of the activity of the moon, Yesod, showing 
what you might call a harmonic coordination. You will see this again 
when we study the moon center and Tarot Key 2, the High Priestess. 
There is an intimate relationship between the Jupiter center and the moon 
center. 


In terms of size, Jupiter is the largest planet in our solar system 
and it is very much larger than any other. The Jupiter center, in essence, 
is the controlling area of the higher evolutionary development of our vehi¬ 
cles. This center is located at approximately the center of the body. It is 
also approximately at the center of our solar system. Before Jupiter you 
have Mercury, "Venus, Earth and hfars. After Jupiter there is Saturn, 
Neptune, Uranus and Pluto. There are four before and four after. Now 
take the wheelin Key 10. We have often heard that it is subconsciousness 
that carries the karmic patterns. Jupiter, as we have seen, is by har¬ 
monics very much related to and works with our planetary moon according 
to Esoteric knowledge. Our planetary moon is so tiny that in a sense you 
could say that Jupiter also has a great deal to do with our karmic pa erns. 


Astrologers usually say that Saturn gives us our unhappy ka ™^’ 
while Jupiter brings us our successes and joys. Actually ey can 
responsible for either happiness or misery, depending upon our evo u 
ary level. Saturn starts a compression to hold you down m °je ® ^ 

you responsibilities, but some people would be miserable wi ou re p 
sibility. They would feel that life is meaningless. The fact that a toree 
can have the ability to compress or hold down doesn't mean t a i is 
necessarily adverse. It can, if properly utilized and understoo , ring 
great deal of fulfillment as well as education. 


Notice the four figures in the corners of Key No. 10. They are 
the symbols for the four fixed signs of the zodiac. The central w ee sur 
rounded by the zodiac symbolizes the center that takes in and expresses 
energies from a master field, that is, from a universal field. It is li e a 
radio or TV antenna that takes in the radio or TV wave energies and then 
expresses them in broadcasts and TV programs. 


The solar plexus center in our individual solar system is the area 
in which we take in and store all sorts of very fine spiritual energies. 
Because of its name many have thought that it is related to the sun. This 
is not true. The Sun center is at the heart, the Ego center seated in the 
hearts of men. The Sun center does not store energies. It sends ou war » 
expressing itself in and through us. The Jupiter center is the place in our 
inner holy vehicles where we store all energies.

The Jupiter center is related to certain types of personality traits 
We all have Jupiter in our chart, we all have a solar plexus in our body, 
so we all have a Jupiter nature related to the vibratory rhythms symbo¬ 
lized by the planet Jupiter. What we are attempting to do with these 
specialized practices is to get the vibratory rates of all the planetary 
forces into harmonics. The Jupiter force must be very much in harmony 
with the Moon center, as well as with all the other whirling forces. As 
we stimulate these psychic centers for spiritual illumination, they must 
be harmonized, balanced and attuned with each other. 


Jupiter as the ruler of Sagittarius rules religion, the higher mind 
and philosophy. Undeveloped Jupiterians are usually bigoted, ostentatious 
or over conventional. The vibratory rate of Jupiter in this case is not in 
harmony with the other cosmic forces. One meaning of the four figures of 
Key 10 is the wider vistas of consciousness that are attained by the evolu¬ 
tionary cyclic process. More developed Jupiterian types have a basic 
understanding, wisdom and philosophical comprehension that expresses in 
a depth of compassion for their fellowman. Actually most of us in occul¬ 
tism are over-balanced in this respect. We must learn to balance our 
mercy with severity. Just having a very well developed Jupiterian center 
is not enough. This expansive quality has to be properly harmonized with 
all the other centers and their qualities so that we can express our com¬ 
passion with discrimination. Otherwise our very love and understanding 
can lead to such laxness in punishment of wrong-doing that we actually are 
aiding and abetting evil. The awakened Jupiter center is a key to the 
balance of past and future. We recall the past, become aware of the pat¬ 
terns that lead to manifestation in our lives, and then project this know¬ 
ledge into the future for a more awakened life. 


The energy stored within our solar plexus when properly awakened 
and utilized gives us the ability to achieve spiritual illumination and heal¬ 
ing powers during our meditational periods. Actually we start storing 
this energy automatically in the whirling vortex of force at our solar plexus 
when we get ourselves into the vibratory correlation that occult work and 
study always initiate. Then life begins to bring us experiences at a faster 
rate. We are guided into an accelerated pattern of existence. I am sure 
most of you have noticed this happening in your family and professional 
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fically aimed at the correlation and attunement of our personal solar sys¬ 
tem. We thus become harmonized with the Solar Logos, which in turn 
brings our personalities into vibratory contact with higher levels of human 
consciousness. This is not a matter of just technique. I must remind you 
that no technique alone can achieve this contact. This is where some as¬ 
pirants go astray. It is an important part, but along with technique you 
have to understand and control your psychological states and your emotions 
and your actions. We have to begin correlating our conscious thoughts and 
emotions with our knowledge. In time we start remembering and utilizing 
this knowledge. Then we begin living these wisdom teachings. We are 
brought more experiences and perceptions. This is the accelerated 
growth process of conscious participation in the cosmic evolution. ##

JUPITER (2)

Once we have been able to release ourselves from the restrictinp 
patterns of the past, we can start moving to our greater good, symboUzed 
by Jupiter and the cyclic motion attributed to Key No. 10? wi m^t first 
escape from the dead coffins of yesterday's unhappiness. We all have a 
tendency to hold on to what happened to us as children — the hurts and 
sorrows of the past We want to blame all our problems on yesterday or 
karma or the evils of others. When we knock ourselves out of these pri- 
sons of negative reaction and response to the events and circumstances in 
our lives, we release the energy necessary to expand to greater areas of 
awareness; therefore greater riches. We open ourselves to the benefic 
vibration of the expansive Jupiter. Expansion is the only fortune that 
there is . . . the only real riches. 


Jupiter, in mythology, is ruler of the gods, thus master of the 
destinies of man. Kaph, the Hebrew letter on Key 10, symbolizes grasp 
or comprehension. The Greater Fortune is really the development of the 
ability to comprehend the universal laws which govern human destiny. 
This comprehension has to do with our ability to correlate our personal 
activities and emotions with the cycles of cosmic activity. It ultimately 
leads us to the freedom from restriction and misfortune associated with 
the beneficence of Jupiter. The power of Jupiter is a power of man. 

This realization, however, must be more than intellectual. We must 
act as if we knew our every action, thought and deed were cosmic, as 
well as personal. Repeated conscious awareness of this grows our new 
comprehension into the very cells of our bodies. Eventually we reap the 
fruits of this comprehension in the Higher Illuminations that come with 
transmuted cellular consciousness. 


From our course on the 32 PATHS OF WISDOM you have learned 
that the consciousness associated with Jupiter is "The Rewarding Intelli¬ 
gence of Those Who Seek" or "The Intelligence of Desirous Quest". 
Comprehension of the law of cycles actually does lead to the satisfaction 
of every desire. It does mean, however, that you must really seek. 

You must really want to know, with the driving power of emotion behind 
it. Seeing the law of cause and effect at work in your life is the beginning 
of this awareness. When we truly see that our future good depends upon 
our present actions, we have opened the door for the Jupiterian vibration 
and will be able to detect its expression in our lives. No matter what 
aspect it happens to be making in our personal charts, we can expand 
ourselves to express its beneficence more freely. The ability to express 
good fortune in our lives is, as we have seen in our last lesson, related 
to the proper functioning of the Jupiter center in the human body. It is 
situated in the abdomen behind the stomach. All the abdominal viscera 
and the assimilation of food are controlled from this organ. 

Awakening this vortex of force to full function gives us a higher 
level comprehension of the cyclic activity inherent in all of nature. This 
higher knowledge has to do with the dissolution through 'philosophical 
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mercury 1 that you learned about in our course on THE GREAT WORK. 
The two wavy lines in the second circle of the wheel in Key 10 are a 
symbol of dissolution. The symbols for Mercury, Sulphur and Salt are 
also in this circle that corresponds to the formative world. The disso¬ 
lution and recombination of what they stand for is to practice the Great 
Work. It is in this plane of consciousness that dissolution through right 
knowledge can make available to us the energies locked up in form. 
These are the energies that we can then re-combine to bring about the 
circumstances that give us a more abundant life. 


On the psychological level this same principle can be applied to 
our search for higher levels of awareness. We dissolve the habit pat¬ 
terns, traumas and negative responses that hold us back. The energy 
so released is then recombined into the patterns of habitual meditation

The practice of true comnassion 
has a real transmuting power. It is the most essential practice in the 
awakening of the Jupiter center. Another name for this fourth Sephirah 
is Gedulah, rftTU, meaning greatness, magnificence, majesty 
The root of this noun is gadal, , "to twist, to twirl", which 

brings to mind the spiral motion connected with Jupiter and Key No 10 
It has a secondary meaning of "to grow, to increase in size or power", ’ 
which ideas are directly connected with the expansiveness of Jupiter. 

The attribution of memory to Chesed also ties in with the Jupiter vibra¬ 
tion. Awakening of the Jupiter center, as we have seen, enables us to 
correlate our personal activities with cosmic principles. This is really 
a recollection that extends our personal memory to cosmic memory. 
Eventually, as we expand this memory, we will be able to recall the 
entire creative process held in the Universal Mind. 


Astrology can help us to understand our own personal cycles.

In this connection the Cancer area of the body — 
stomach, mammary glands and liver — responds especially to this com¬ 
bination Moon/Jupiter vibration. This extreme impressibility is reflected 
in the Cancerian personality type, as we will see when we get to the signs 
of the zodiac. 


Remember, the Jupiterian vibration must be balanced with the 
other planetary vibrations for a completeness in personality expression. 
Highlights of emphasis here and there give individuality and uniqueness, 
but too much over-emphasis of any vibration destroys balance in both 
bodily function and personality expression. A lack of any vibration has 
a similar effect. Over-emphasized, the Jupiter vibration tends to over¬ 
conventionalism, pride, materialistic-orientation and ostentation. 111- 
aspected, towards blocking, the expression of this vibration leads to 
selfishness, ill temper, narrow-mindedness and fanaticism. Well- 
balanced and aspected, Jupiter brings our good fortune, a healthy body 
and the fulfillments of our aspirations. Remember, no matter how it 
may be aspected in your personal chart, the Tarot technique method of

Even a mathematician has a feeling of 
satisfaction that is emotional about his intellectual triumphs in solving a 
difficult problem. No true forward thrust of livingness, no true motion 
toward growth has ever come about, except that it has been charged with 
emotion. People often erroneously believe that an intellectual idea is 
cold and abstract. They are not aware of their own nature in this case. 
The objective intellect is inescapably merged with emotion. When you 
have a perception, even if it be an abstract perception, remember your 
feelings ! When suddenly a new awareness dawned on your intellect, 
were you not elated? Ecstatic ? It is this surge of livingness that is 
the emotion. 

I have often seen people who considered the repression of emotion 
desirable and advanced. They would repress their feelings with deter¬ 
mination. Often they have a deep intensity of emotion just quivering to 
express itself, but imprisoned and chained. I have said to them, "Oh, 
you have a lot of emotion. " They considered this an insult. Actually, I 
had meant it as a compliment. The degree of your emotions is the degree 
of your capacity to love. Love in itself is the essence of emotion. It is 
the emotional life of God. No matter what you have ever loved, whether 
it has been a blade of grass, a little trinket or another human being, it 
has been an integrating force. Love can never harm anyone or anything. 
Even if later you decided you had not really loved, that it had been only 
an infatuation, it has had its effect. You really did love to the degree to 
which you had the capacity at that time, colored by whatever neurotic 
patterns you may have been burdened with at that period. To say, I 
really did not love" is nonsense. It is foolish to look back on apparent, 
past mistakes and deny love. Whoever charged our emotions with feelings 
of love, we loved, even if only for a moment, even if the stirring was 
done because of false concepts in our minds. Years ago the Master 
pointed this out to me and Dr. Case. He said: "Do you really think that

We mast always remember that our bodies are the instrument. In 
the case of the underactive thyroid, the body, our instrument, is unable 
to perform properly because it is being robbed of a very necessary hor¬ 
mone. Just as a musician can be very fine, but if the instrument upon 
which he is performing is out of tune, he will be able to produce nothing 
but discord. The body likewise must be in tune in order to perform 
properly. In our work with attuning the centers we are creating more 
beautiful harmonies within our vehicle. We are doing it by using the in¬ 
tellect to develop the power of the emotions under proper control. 


It is necessary in this dawning Aquarian Age that we develop more 
power. We cannot kill the force of desire anyway. All we do is freeze 
it up or wall it away. This is the primal power of God. The power of 
love. Realize that it is through the emotional life that ecstasy is ex¬ 
perienced. Unity with God is attained through the balance of emotion 
and intellect. Notice the pointing finger in Tarot Key No. 1, The Magi¬ 
cian, which we will discuss when we get to Mercury. That is the power 
of the self-conscious intellect, but no matter how accurately we point an 
arrow, we must have the bow for power if we expect to hit the mark. 


The push of our emotions is the push of evolution. This push of 
evolution is the Divine Discontent that drives us to ever better circum¬ 
stances and experiences. At immature levels it may result in mon¬ 
strous acts. The desire nature is ever driving us toward completion 
of ITS PLAN ... ITS IMAGE. That is why Tarot Key No. 3, The 
Empress, the Venusian desire nature is assigned to the pair of oppo¬ 
sites, wisdom and folly. Nothing could be more appropriate than this 
designation to the way in which we use our drive of desire. Through 
our use of desire we make many mistakes, but these very mistakes, 
because of the repercussions we must bear, grow us and evolve us. 
Next time we make wiser choices and more accurate decisions. How 
else, indeed, can we evolve? We cannot be twelve until we have first 
been eleven. However, Aspirants (such as all of you are) can and do 
speed up the process. We evolve more rapidly, but you must realize 
that the principles cannot be put aside. There is no shortcut, except 
that we accelerate our learning cycle. We experience more and learn 
from our experiences more quickly. In other words, we are not as 
likely to repeat incessantly the same mistakes. 

Venus personifies the unfailing power of love. Love has many 
forms of manifestation. It is the attractive force which maintains the 
order of the universe. It is the power behind every form of desire. 

A strong desire sets up mental and physical responses at points far 
distant from the person who is creating the mental image.

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ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Eighteen 
VENUS (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

Venus, in astrology, is said to be the Lesser Bencfic. Next to 
Jupiter, she brings more good fortune as she transits through the heavens 
or aspects our charts than any other planet. What, then, is this quality 
that brings us joy second only to the grasp of universal principles at work 
in our life? As we can see from Tarot Key No. 3, this quality or attri¬ 
bute is creative imagination fed by desire. Venus is our desire nature 
expressed in creativity and love. This force, particularly active in the 
nerve center back of the well of the throat, has great influence upon the 
functions of the thyroid and parathyroid glands. The secretion of these 
glands has an important effect upon the emotional nature, as we have seen, 
and upon the action of the brain in the production of mental imagery. This 
same Venusian force is also dominant in the region of the kidneys, where 
it has much to do with maintaining the chemical equilibrium of the blood. 
Thus the Venus influence is closely related to mental and physical balance, 
particularly the balance of body chemistry. 

The Venusian force is very active in the sense of touch. On the 
mental side it inclines to all that pertains to the higher attributes of the 
mind and imagination. Through its operation in the glandular system, its 
effect on temperament is powerful. When its higher aspects are brought 
out it makes the nature sympathetic, affectionate, harmonious and cheer¬ 
ful. To bring out these higher attributes, meditation on Tarot Key No. 3 
impresses subconsciousness with the positive symbolism of this vibration. 

The rich fruitfulness of the Empress* garden refers to the opera¬ 
tion of the Venus force in the production of mental imagery. Imagination 
is the power which is more potent than any other in human progress. 

Every improvement in our ways of living must be imagined before it can 
be brought into actual expression. Imagination is the root of those forms 
of human activity which enrich, feed and beautify every department of 
human experience. Thus the picture of the Empress shows us types of 
beauty in the roses and types of usefulness in the ears of wheat growing 
at her feet. 

The chief value of this vibration is its power to stimulate creative 
imagination. It does this along practical lines as well as in the field of 
the higher arts. The inventor and the mechanic, the business executive 
who has to make plans, the man or woman in public life who has to fore¬ 
see and prepare for the future — all these must use the power of creative 
mental imagery just as truly as does the writer or the dramatist, the poet 
or the painter. Even in pure science, creative imagination is of para¬ 
mount importance. Thus we find that men like Einstein or Swan, celebrated 
for mathematical achievements, are often proficient also in some of the 
arts, such as music, painting, sculpture or literature.

In the 32 PATHS OF WISDOM we find that Key 3 is called the 
Luminous Intelligence. Solar energy is the actual physical force which 
assumes form when we exercise our imagination. Mental images are 
patterns for physical conditions. That is why creative imagination is also 
assigned to Tiphareth on the Tree of Life. Under ordinary circumstances 
this process of the embodiment of mental images is so slow and complex 
that we cannot trace all the links in the chain. Nevertheless, though we 
cannot see all the links, the power of Venus is the basis of all our environ¬ 
mental conditions. The secret of dominion is to learn to so control our 
imagery that only those ideas that we want manifest in our lives are al¬ 
lowed to multiply by attention and creation. 


The Venus vibration is the basis of our ability to create new com¬ 
binations of ideas. Creative imagination elaborates the conditions spon¬ 
taneously provided by nature, changing the original seed forms into new 
forms which in their turn are points of departure for further growth and 
development. 

As we know, the throat center where the Venus vibration rules is 
the center of strong emotion. To arouse this center to full activity is to 
develop also the depth of feeling required to give our creations the neces¬ 
sary force. The pearl necklace that the Empress wears shows seven 
pearls, correlating it with all of the seven nerve centers. It is through 
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the use of imagination and love that these centers are controlled and 
balanced. 


In alchemy Venus is called "our copper", the power of desire. 
This desire comes to us formless, at first, through the Venus center. 
This indefinite urge of desire is transformed into "visible coin". These 
are mental images partaking of the moon vibration, which represents the 
subconscious storehouse of memory. Every definite mental image is 
built from this material, these impressions stored in subconsciousness. 
Turning them, then, to "redness" is giving them the drive, the power of 
Mars. Redness has to do with action, either mental or physical. We 
must act on our images in order to bring them into manifestation. 


Venus always personifies the unfailing power of love. Love has 
many forms of manifestation, but basically it is the attractive force 
which maintains the order of the universe. It is the power behind every 
form of desire. Realize that your desires have real substance and real 
power. A clear-cut image is a real thing formed of mental substance. 


Always remember that no matter what your aspects to Venus may 
be our work with the interior stars so combines and coordinates the 
chemical and electrical energies which enter the body that they tend to 
become perfectly balanced in their functioning. Our natal or progressed 
chart might show us that the Venus vibration is restricted or unfortunately 
aspected. This would indicate that we needed to do a little extra work 
with Key 3 for a time. As we work with balancing and awakening to fu 
function the seven centers, we free from restriction the vibrations that 
are blocked and tone down any undue overemphasis. This is what maxes 
our approach to astrology so different from the exoteric presentation, 
want to know what our tendencies are only to make the most of our talen , 
develop any deficiencies, and tone down any erratic expressions.

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drive in relation to Mars. No aspect is really separate from another. 
All things are inter-related. Some aspects are expressions e 

phenomena, while others are expressions of the same force m 1 s 
workings on the inner spheres. Mars relates to the sex energy in e 
particular area of the specific organs where the glands are at wor 
manufacturing chemicals. These chemicals pour through the blood¬ 
stream and feed the physical vehicle as well as all the finer vehicles. 
The Moon is related to the principle of reproduction and its activity 
throughout the entire planet. This is the principle in terms of every 
blade of grass, every flower, every creature. It relates to the pro¬ 
cesses of every living being that reproduces itself from the most min¬ 
ute single cell to the largest complex of cells that we call the higher 
creatures. The Moon Center is the vortex of force where the principle 
of reproduction resides on all planes, including mental reproduction, 
which is the basis of memory. 

The High Priestess symbolizes the pure virginal element of 
life. However, virginal does not have the same meaning most people 
in the western world connect with this term. The western world's 
ideas of this term have come to us through the puritanical thoughts 
and feelings that have had a determination to see the reproductive pro¬ 
cess, in man at least, as a symbol of evil. In a way, this very sick¬ 
ness has been an aid to evolution in the larger picture. Mis-usage of 
t e principle of sex does waste energy, and therefore it becomes neces¬ 
sary during certain periods of history to concentrate this energy in 
order to bring evolution to higher states. The orgiastic, animalistic 
expression of this force that was rampant at a still earlier stage of 
evolution wasted the energy that is necessary to evolve us into higher 
beings. However, remember that in Western Occultism we do not 
advocate celibacy as such. It is sometimes necessary to go through 
periods of celibacy for the conservation of energy, but it is not a matter 
of being more pure. Purity is our attitude toward the reproductive 
energy. It is our ability to include in our expressions spiritual feelinr»<j 
and the higher aspects of love as symbolized by the Empress whom we 
studied in connection with Venus. The conservation of the sex force for 
certain periods is for the purpose of charging our blood with a super¬ 
abundance of energy in order to awaken and balance the higher chakras 
Remember that concentration for a certain time does not mean that the 
energy so concentrated is evil. It is never evil when it is exDressed 
with idealism, love and beauty. ^ 


To return to the Tree of Life we see that the sphere of the acti¬ 
vity of the Moon is called the clear, or pure, intelligence. This word 
'intelligence' as related to the sphere of the Moon could also be rendered 
as 'the pure or clear expression of the emanation of God' or as 'the 
clear or pure expression of God's drive to unity'. Of the’Divine Feminine 
Qabalah also says "forever pure and undefiled", which doesn't as we 
have said, mean virginal in its ordinary usage. It means that the mind 
and heart are pure because of knowledge that in union, Divine is meeting 
with Divine. This becomes the only reason for unity in those who have 8 
higher spiritual aspirations. 


The Moon Center, the pituitary body as the master gland, is that 
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part of our brain which when stimulated inspires activity in all the other 
glands of the body. It is in and through subconsciousness that all of the 
glands and all of the activities of the body become stimulated. Yesod, 
its sphere of activity, is also called Basis or Foundation. That foundation 
is related to reproduction and to the scroll which symbolizes what we have 
been in all our yesterdays, including past incarnations. 

You were born with tendencies, and these tendencies are basically 
that which is related to the Moon center. In other words, you come with 
a subconscious memory of certain experiences even though you do not 
remember them consciously. Your reactions to experience, however, 
will be in terms of what you have developed in the past. That is why, for 
example, children brought up in the same environment, even twins with 
almost identical charts, will react to life in very different manners. Of 
course even the charts of identical twins are not exactly identical, as we 
have stated before. Our reincarnational tendencies account for these 
differences. It used to be thought that everything was caused by environ¬ 
mental influences. I used to believe this myself. I believed that if we 
developed perfect environment for humanity, evil and pain would disap¬ 
pear from the world. I decided that all we needed were social reforms. 
Well, social reforms we need, and all true occultists have this desire in 
their hearts and souls; nevertheless, they are not the only necessities. 
Only the atheistic behaviourist holds to this idea now. Even they are 
changing their minds because of intensive studies that have shown that 
sometimes people who have had the same environmental conditions will 
react to life in opposite ways. One may turn into a saint, while another 
may become a criminal. The differences are accounted for in the Wis 
dom Teachings by the age and strength of the soul. Still we must have a 
conscience in relation to the social structure. We must all ee a res 
ponsibility for all of life and realize the need for a society t at promo es 
the brotherhood of man. We are our brother's keepers. 

Residing in subconsciousness we all have a history of all living 
creatures since the beginning of manifestation. We are part o e 
We all have this knowledge somewhere deep within our scro , an we 
share it with everyone else. Our subconsciousness holds this universa 
memory, or akashic memory. When we reach a point where we can 
vibrate on the proper level, we will be able to recall much of t is recor 
Sometimes we touch it in spots. Actually we recall these subconscious 
memories as we need them. Always there is a deeper part of us in ouc 
with this knowledge, or we wouldn't have been able to grow our ie ®‘. 
Each and every one of us is part of the stream of evolution symbolize y 
the robe of the High Priestess. It is this stream of evolution that pushes 
toward reproduction, as well as toward the forming of habit patterns o 
every description. Habit patterns are most necessary. They are only 
adverse when we outwear their need and yet want to hang on to them. 
Along with this cosmic knowledge, we hold in our subconsciousness t e 
entire history of our individual march in the river of life that has taken 
us to the level of individualization which we have achieved up to this poin 

The universal memory is like an ocean and the individual memory 
is like a river within the ocean. It is our personal river, and yet it keeps 
mingling with the water of the ocean. The rivers within the ocean take on 
from the ocean all the chemistry therein. The rivers in the ocean are the 
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basis of the streams and currents that hold to a certain course. That is 
the reason that some places in the ocean are warm where you would ex¬ 
pect them to be cold. The Gulf Stream, for example, is a warm water 
river that feeds a certain area, yet it is part of one ocean. It follows a 
e mite pattern, but all the time it is mixing with the rest of the chemi- 
ca s in the ocean. In like manner we are all part of the whole as we 
o ow our individualized rivers within the evolutionary ocean.

personality. As you well know, we are not limited to anything. The moon 

travels continuously around the earth and we can decide, as you will see 
when we get to the signs of the zodiac, to respond at will to any sign we 
wish in order to accomplish a certain purpose. This is not difficult for 
us because our work with Tarot has a tremendous effect upon subcons¬ 
ciousness. The language of subconsciousness is the language of symbol. 
Even when the conscious mind does not understand perfectly, subcons- 
ciousness always has its own responses to symbolism. That is why some 
modern schools of psychology have used dream analysis to help uncover 
the causes of neurotic problems. I hasten to add that not every dream 
has meaning. People who think so are being foolish. Yet it has been 
found that every human being on the face of the earth, whether that person 
be an Australian aborigine or a nuclear physicist, dreams in the same 
symbols. This has definitely been discovered by anthropological research. 
There are certain symbols that are identical, and Carl Jung gave them the 
name of archetypal images. Curiously enough, this is the word that Qaba- 
lah uses for the highest world, the subtlest vibratory level of our being, 
the beginning of all things prior to their manifest expression. 


Bear in mind, then, that the Moon affects us more intensely than 
any other body except the Sun. The phases of the moon have a very unu¬ 
sual effect upon all living beings. It is very obvious even to modern 
scientists that during different phases of the moon people who have mental 
and emotional problems are far more apt to break down than they are at 
other times. The relationship is very deep. It is our subconsciousness 
which has made us individualized beings. Not that subconsciousness is 
really something separate from superconsciousness or from self-conscious 
ness. It is a level, a stratum of total consciousness. It is the part of 
consciousness, for example, that lets us type without having to be aware 
of what our fingers are doing. We have made a habit pattern of it. If you 
are a musician, you play the notes and go through the necessary motions 
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without having to think, because you have made a pattern of arMr. 
Everything that has become a pattern is part of your subconscious' 
knowledge. This type of pattern is necessary, of course It is the 
basis of evolution and need not be disturbed. What we do'have to disturb 
are the patterns that have become outgrown, outmoded and untenable 
the patterns that were all right for yesterday, but are not all right for * 
today ... the patterns that keep vis frozen without serving any positive 
purpose. It is our part to become aware of these processes so that we 
can watch and find out what patterns it is time for us to discard. Then 
we can look back to last month, last year or two years ago and be amazed 
at how much our personalities have changed. We will be able to see that 
our Tarot studies have truly helped us get rid of unnecessary old patterns 
in our scroll. It is because we are putting conscious attention upon them. 
We dissolve these patterns and replace them with new constructive ones 
— the solve and coagula of Alchemy. Every pattern of action or reaction 
that you have today, conscious attention was put on at some time or an¬ 
other. 


In this work, as we awaken and balance the master gland, we 
bring it to a point where it can reorient our whole glandular system and 
lead vis to the cultivation of patterns of action and reaction that in turn 
lead to ever higher levels of consciousness and illumination. Iam cer¬ 
tain that all of you advanced students have seen some changes in your 
personality during your years of study and aspiration. Little by little 
we expand our area of superconscious awareness and lessen the areas 
of illusion and false knowledge that hold us in bondage. ## 
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Lesson Twenty 
MOON (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

The High Priestess in Tarot is related to the 13th Path of the 
Uniting Intelligence, to which the power of recollection is also related. 
What we call the 'laws of Nature 1 are the Life Power's perfect memory 
of the orderly sequence of Its self-expression. 

Gimel, the letter name associated with the High Priestess, 

is the number 7 3. This is also the number of Chokmah, HDDH . She is thus 
said to represent the lesser Chokmah, or the feminine aspect of Cosmic 
Wisdom. She stands for the reflection of all that the One Self is, its per¬ 
fect self-recollection and self-knowledge. The word Tora on the scroll 
can be re-arranged to spell Rota, wheel, intimating that the basic law is 
the Law of Rotation. This Law of Rotation is more specifically symbo¬ 
lized in Key No. 10. Key 10 corresponds to Jupiter and, as we men¬ 
tioned in our study of that planet, there is a close relationship between 
Jupiter and the Moon. This is evident in astrology where Cancer, ruled 
by the Moon, is the place of the exaltation of Jupiter. 

Yesod, as the sphere of the activity of the Moon, is called basis 
or foundation . It is the seat of Nephesh, the vital or animal soul, 

and of the automatic consciousness. In our use of the automatic cons¬ 
ciousness we must remember that it's the way we habitually see our envi¬ 
ronment and our relationship with others that constitutes the patterns 
that eventually become manifest. In our periods of meditation we lift 
this force up to the higher centers in order to impress it with the unity 
of life and with the intellectual knowledge that no one does anything of or 
by himself. This knowledge gradually becomes habitual, changing the 
cellular consciousness to a point where we can eventually participate in 
Cosmic Consciousness. 

Remember, the Moon, in astrology, carries all the powers you 
have learned to associate with the High Priestess in Tarot. The calm 
figure of the High Priestess is seated between the pillars Jakin and Boaz 
in the gateway of the Temple. The fundamental power of subconscious¬ 
ness is the power to record and store impressions. The scroll on her 
lap not only represents personal memory, but also the greater memory 
of nature. Every human being is part of the whole of nature, and thus 
through subconsciousness has access to the great storehouse of cosmic 
memory. 

The astrological influence of the Moon is said to be cold, reflec¬ 
tive and receptive. Those in whom the Moon vibration is particularly 
strong, as for instance if it is either the ruler of your Sun sign or of 
your ascendant, are often somewhat changeable, but they need not be¬ 
come unstable on that account. Their ability to be happy in varying 
conditions and their love of novelty can be turned to good account, 
dominant Moon influence makes the mind flexible and adaptable an us 
enables those in whom it is strong to adjust themselves easily to n ^ w 
situations. It is also through the power of the Moon that we can es a 
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harmonious relationships with other people, and thus it finds expression 
in happy and peaceful home conditions. The Moon vibration is always 
strongly operative in our dealings with the public. Thus, in national 
horoscopes, the influence of the Moon is associated with the public mind 
and with affairs of interest to the masses of the population. 

As we use our Technique for bringing about the highest and most 
positive manifestation of this subconscious force, we will be improving 
our ability to adapt and adjust to varying situations. Our Technique will 
also help strengthen the retentiveness of memory and will automatically 
improve our powers of recollection. The Moon vibration calls forth from 
subconscious levels the mood of calm, balanced adjustment. 

When the Moon is strong and in good aspect in a horoscope, it 
gives the ability to become consciously aware of the reflective powers of 
subconsciousness. The subconscious mind, or the Moon vibration, is 
the medium whereby one becomes aware of superconscious levels of 
being. It acts as a mirror for the superconscious and reflects the images 
received to the conscious mind. The impressions so received are called 
intuitions. When the Moon in your chart is well aspected you will find 
that it is the best possible time to develop the intuitive faculty. This con¬ 
nection with intuition is shown by the fact that the Moon is exalted in 
Taurus, the sign that we have learned to associate with intuition. 

As we all know, the moon has much to do with all physical cycles, 
particularly that of conception and birth. Hence it represents everything 
which is known through the five senses and our reactions to such things. 

It follows, therefore, that the moon indicates the instinctive response of 
the personality to its environment. The danger always present when 
Luna is emphasized is that one will become too involved in surface ap¬ 
pearances. 

During an adverse aspect to the Moon, the tendency is to forget 
that the world exists (as far as we are concerned) and to turn inward, 
focusing so completely on our own subjective responses to the outer ap¬ 
pearances of our environment that we lose contact with reality and see 
things in a way similar to that of the dream state. While this may be 
absorbing and make us feel deeply, it should not be permitted to cloud 
the mirror of truth. Think of yourself as possessing a mirror which you 
may place in such a way that it will reflect a scene of confusion close to 
you, or, if tilted to another angle of the total view, will show only the 
peace and glory of the stars overhead. 

The beneficent aspects to the Moon hold an equally strong chal¬ 
lenge. Possibly one harder to meet, inasmuch as the world turns a 
smiling face to us and encourages us to believe in the permanence of its 
gifts. There is no experience that is permanent. The essence of expe¬ 
rience is what has most value to the Real Self. Extract this essence, 
record it, and discard the waste as you would blow chaff from wheat. 

The composition of the High Priestess is a perfect representation 
of the ideal attitude to assume during strong lunar aspects. You will 
notice the calm of the figure as she sits in the doorway of the Temple. 

She has her scroll of memory in her lap. She may unroll it at any time

there. A most important point to note is the diminishing clarity of the 
writing on the scroll. Here is a hint that we must clearly register our 
experiences in memory in order that we may refer back to them instead 
of having to go back through them again and again, incessantly living 
through similar mistakes in order to learn lessons. 


As we have seen before, the pituitary body in the brain is the 
principal center where the Moon vibration enters the body. This organ 
is protected by a little "skull within a skull", known as the sella turcica, 
or Turkish saddle. The pituitary body itself is about the size of a pea. 
Endocrinologists have found that all bodily rhythms are regulated by this 
organ, including the bony growth of the skeleton, the respiratory rate, 
the waking and sleeping rhythm, and the menstrual cycle. 


The phenomena of telepathy is connected with this center also. 
Besides regulating bodily rhythms, the vibration through this center is 
the connective activity which links together the tiny cells from which the 
body is built. Every cell is in its way a living entity, a distinct persona¬ 
lity. The Moon vibration is the associative, coordinating influence which 
combines the trillions of cell lives into an organic whole. 


The Moon vibration is especially active in the Cancer area of the 
body—in the stomach, mammary glands of women, esophagus, thoracic 
duct, the upper lobes of the liver, the lower lobes of the lung, and the 
diaphram. The Moon, being exalted in Taurus, also influences the 
Taurus area of the body. This includes the neck, palate, larynx, tonsils, 
lower jaw, ears, atlas and cervical vertebrae, the carotid artery, an 
the jugular vein. 


When the Moon vibration is strong and well aspected it makes for 
the healthy function of all the bodily organs mentione a ov ®« ® n 

ruled by the Moon or in whom the Moon is strongly in uencia 
sensitive, emotional, psychic and possessed of strong r y itli lc *

The chakra corresponding to the Moon is the Ajna Chakr 
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between the eyebrows. The corresponding metal is silver. The color is 
blue and the note is B-flat. 

This vibration has a lot to do with astral awareness and anything 
pertaining to the psychic levels of life. The trouble is that on the psychic 
levels too many people get all wrapped up in their visions and voices. You 
might call much of this negative enchantment. We can be enchanted away 
from the real job at hand. As I pointed out before, the real job at hand is 
not only to prepare ourselves for the New Age, but to do everything pos¬ 
sible within our thinking/feeling natures to bring our personalities to that 
level of response to life that will bring in — like a magnetic center — the 
higher levels of consciousness. Just as the Moon has a gravitational pull 
on the tides, we too have a gravitational pull on everything and everybody. 
We must begin living our realization of unity to the best of our ability. 

Not that we are going to be perfect at it. We are not expected to be. The 
act that we are making an effort towards this as our goal is the point. I 
do know that in the division of humanity that is now taking place, this is 
the primary factor. We must feel a responsibility for the rest of huma¬ 
nity, as well as for all living creatures. I know too well that we cannot 
escape certain of the pains that come with the realization of the unity of 
life. When we feel at one with life, we share the world pain. At the same 
time, this unity is the channel for awakening in us our responses to the 
higher levels of consciousness that bring us the ecstasies and glories of 
livingness. Remember, then, that when you think anything, you are not 
just thinking it alone. When you feel anything, you are not feeling it alone 
We are all One. 

TECHNIQUE 


In the Technique that follows we will be perfecting our subcons¬ 
cious personalities. We will be concentrating on bringing to conscious 
awareness the patterns of action and response, hidden deep in the scroll, 
that need dissolution. We will then direct the forces so released to the 
construction of patterns more in harmony with our intellectual awareness 
of the unity of all of life. 

Start by going through the exercises for the preceding planetary 
centers — Saturn, Sun, Mars, Jupiter and Venus. Now look at Key No. 
2, the High Priestess, and the blue color card. Intone I-A-O (Eee-Ah- 
Oh) to G-sharp three times and feel the blue vibration, connected with 
the Moon, permeating your body and your aura. 

Feel yourself as one with the High Priestess. The crown on your 
head is symbolizing rhythm and repetition . . . the waxing and waning of 
the moon. . . the return of the seasons. . . the bodily rhythms. This 
principle is the basis of the patterns inherent in our subconscious nature; 
the basis for all manifest forms and all recurring actions. Notice the 
veil between the two pillars with its analogy to reciprocity. The male 
palms are the green of the Empress. The female pomegranates are the 
red of the Emperor. They symbolize the balancing of opposite forces. 
Through this balance do we achieve our consciousness of the unity of life. 
Through the Moon center do we transmit this awareness to the cellular 
consciousness. 
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Notice the fluidity of your robe as it streams down your lap. This 
is the astral mental substance that is formed in imagery. As it streams 
out of the picture it waters the gardens of the Empress and of the Magician. 
Become aware of its purity and clearness. The virginal substance that 
cannot be defiled, taking on forms and then returning to its pristine state. 
As you sit between the pillars of Jakin and Boaz, feel your unity with all of 
life y Remember that the High Priestess connects the Crown with the Son. 
She is the lesser Chokmah uniting us, through wisdom, with the Highest.

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Twenty-one 
MERCURY (1) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


Tarot Key No. 1, The Magician, relates in terms of our interior 
solar system to the Mercury center, attributed to the pineal gland. In 
both Eastern and Western occult systems, the pineal gland is the organ 
that is said to require art in order to complete its function. For many 
years scientists have considered the pineal gland to be a residual organ 
similar to the appendix in its lack of necessity to the body. Lately, 
however, several scientists have expressed their uncertainty about the 
non-usefulness of this organ. They have become more interested in it 
because they have come to realize that it is quite directly connected to 
the forebrain, and it is the forebrain which makes us human and dis¬ 
tinguishes us from the lower animals. Incidentally, the buttocks are 
also a human characteristic. They have helped us to be upright crea¬ 
tures. They represent the development of the tail into the muscular 
system that becomes the buttocks. However, although we still do not 
have agreement on the usefulness of the pineal gland among our scientific 
minds, at least they are beginning to search for functions for this organ. 


In Western occultism, especially Alchemy (which you studied in 
our course THE GREAT WORK), it is the Stone which man must confect 
in order to attain to perfection. The Stone is Aben (ABN) the union of 
Father and Son, Chokmah and Tiphareth. Jesus often said, "My Father 
and I are One. " Actually, "My Father and I are in union" is a more 
accurate translation. The Stone is said to be finished when the sand in 
the brain becomes crystallized into a cube. That is another reason for 
the prominence of cube symbolism in the Tarot. The pineal gland does 
have what we can call sand. As we work with the vibratory powers re¬ 
presented by the planets and with the various techniques that take us 
from stage to stage of our growth, the brain sand begins to adhere. It 
has been found that certain musical notes cause grains of sand to take 
various patterns. Similarly, the work that we are doing, the spiritual 
work, has its physiological effects. We are in the process of developing 
an instrument our body — that can register vibratory rates capable 
of tuning into the higher consciousness. Another analogy would be the 
crystal sets the first radios. Certain crystals, or shapes of crystals, 
were used in order to bring in radio waves. The pineal gland, when it is' 
finished, functions in a similar way. 


Self-consciousness is the state of consciousness assigned to Mer¬ 
cury and Key No. 1. Its basic function is to give attention or concentra¬ 
tion. However, you have to have an emotional feeling towards the object 
of your concentration or your attention will not remain with it. As I have 
often mentioned to our classes, no one ever has any problem concentrating 
when he is in love. We also never have any problem concentrating when 
we are worried. No one has to teach us how to concentrate on problems 

So we 
don t really have to learn how to concentrate, as you can see What we 
have to do is to better understand our desire nature and learn to reallv 
hold ,h,t which important ,o ... w. decide on a goal i„d po^our 
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concentration power in a direction which is consistent with that desire. 

In this way our fears and doubts will not be forever destroying the images 
we wish manifested. The whole secret of cosmic experience, of illumina¬ 
tion, is really involved here. The Mercury center is the vibratory center 
for the greatest magic that there is. The magic of awareness. Aware¬ 
ness is self-consciousness. The ability to be aware is the ability to con¬ 
centrate. It is a focusing down of our attention that eventually expands 
our knowledge • 

Now in Eastern occultism is it quite well known that concentration 
is the first essential. However, the problem here is that usually the 
techniques given in Eastern books are not so designed as to hold the atten¬ 
tion of the Western mind. In my early years I tried to utilize these 
methods, but found it difficult to keep my mind from wandering off. It 
wasn’t that I lacked the ability to concentrate, because even as a small 
child I had no trouble in this area as long as I was interested. In a word, 
the Eastern techniques bored me. This is true of all of us. The moment 
we are bored our minds begin to wander. Though I didn't realize it at the 
time, I certainly did realize it later. Western occultism teaches that the 
whole secret of concentration is in desire, whether that desire be for il¬ 
lumination and cosmic consciousness, a loved one, or some physical ob¬ 
ject. The attention goes where the heart is. If the heart is filled with 
fear, the attention will dream up all kinds of terrors. When love is filling 
our hearts, the attention will be fastened on the object of our love. 


The human being who aspires must learn to recognize how he often 
focuses his attention in negative areas, and he must learn to draw away 
from these undesirable images to something that is important to him. 

Just trying to pull it away without a positive substitute won't work. You 
have probably all found this to be true in the past. It is similar to the 
determined attempt to go on a diet. From then on you find yourself eating 
more and more if you put too much attention on how difficult it is. So long 
as something is important to us, we are going to be able to bring it into 
manifestation, providing we learn how to recognize and immediately switch 
the power from its negative expression of doubts and fears into positive 
imagery. The point is that we cannot concentrate properly on ideas that 
are too abstract. They simply will not hold our attention. That is one of 
the reasons why in all our lessons we are insistent that you must work 
with your actual desires. This is the only way you are going to care enough 
to be able to persist in concentration. 


Mercury, then, like Saturn, is involved with concentration. How 
ever, with Mercury we are dealing with this principle in relation to its 
self-conscious usage. In its perfection, this is the Stone of the Wise. 
Until the brain sand in the pineal gland crystallizes through proper medi¬ 
tation and aspiration, we do not experience the full flower of conscious¬ 
ness, the full flower of Reality. 


The Hebrew letter assigned to Mercury is Beth, the house. This 
is associated with the Temple. In Greek the word temple is a dytum . As 
you probably know, adytum symbolizes for us the Holy Temple wi in, e 
Holy of Holies, the Sanctum Sanctorum. We are all Builders of the Adytum. 
Remember, Jesus was a carpenter. We are building this Holy emp ® 
within. Actually, this building has to do with the completion of the lunct 
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of the pineal gland. As we evolve, we become more and more conscious. 
We are working to consciously bring about the awareness of supercons¬ 
cious states. Until we acquire awareness, our body is not really the com¬ 
pleted Temple in and through which the real sacred work of God takes 
place. At this point in our evolution it is an unfinished temple; it is in the 
process of building. Tarot Key No. 1 expresses this undertaking symboli¬ 
cally. As we work to bring superconsciousness into consciousness, we 
are perfecting the Temple, we are making it the receiving station for vib¬ 
ratory levels not yet available to us. 

Notice the position of the Magician's right hand in which he holds 
a wand. He is self-consciousness, the power of attention. The wand 
symbolizes his ability to bring superconscious states down from above. 

He is the mediator. He is transmitting them to the subconscious flower 
garden below. The roses are desire; the lilies knowledge. These are the 
flowers being grown and cultivated by subconsciousness. All knowledge 
we receive goes into the subconscious storehouse. What we call nature is 
really the knowledge of the Universal Life. Remember, behind self-cons¬ 
ciousness is the principle of attention. The path of Key 1 on the Tree of 
Life joins Kether to Binah, where it symbolizes this principle before any 
forms are built. The Universal mind had to put attention on any manifest 
forms, even though the creatures below man are not self-conscious as 
man is self-conscious. In a sense all of nature was once superconscious, 
then self-conscious, or attended to, and then became subconscious know¬ 
ledge. Below the level of man, the Life power still acts directly upon the 
animal soul, so that in the creatures below man the instincts of learned 
responses are built directly without any M I ,f consciousness as we experi¬ 
ence it. All this was accomplished through experience, through bringing 
into manifestation forms that had been imaged. For example in terms of 
man, take your ability to walk. At one time you used conscious attention. 

You used attention to balance yourself, even though you have probably for¬ 
gotten. There was a time when you concentrated on each step until it be¬ 
came a habit pattern. Then you were able to run and jump and climb. 

You had given self-conscious attention to something which finally became 
subconscious ability. Now you do not have to think about it. That released 
your self-conscious attention so that it could go on attending to other ex¬ 
periences and acquiring more knowledge. 

Imagine what amazing cycles of learning we have gone through in 
order to do the extraordinary things we had to learn in our evolutionary 
march toward the human vehicle which is able to be self-consciously 
aware of being aware. Now we are beginning to participate in our own 
evolution. This is what each and every one of us have learned to do up to 
this point. The Tree of Life expresses this beautifully. The Three Veils 
of the Absolute circumscribe certain areas because there are some things 
we are not yet capable of thinking about on intellectual levels. It is a 
waste of time, energy and effort to try to comprehend something that can¬ 
not be handled by the intellect. There are some truths that none of us can 
know while functioning in the human vehicle; however, the veil of potential 
comprehension is drawn at different places for different people. For exam¬ 
ple, consider the Australian aborigines. What is now self-conscious know¬ 
ledge to us would be superconscious knowledge to them, because they have 
not gone through the training and experience necessary f or comDrehension 
Therefore they are not capable of handling certain concepts^an^deas that 
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are everyday knowledge to us. In like manner a Master of Wisdom 
experiences as self-conscious knowledge levels of awareness that we 
consider superconscious. We have graduating scales. You cannot draw 
a line and say: "This is self-conscious, this is subconscious and this is 
superconscious. " We are all functioning from different awareness levels 
Among aspirants there are subtle differences, and our awareness level 
will vary in different areas of understanding. Our work with Tarot is 
helping us to draw the veil further back. 


Mercury is our power to be aware of this instant in time, the 
power in and through which we grow. For a moment think of self- 
consciousness as a traveling point of light. Think of the Universal Self, 
or Go , as being a sphere and your point of light as traveling around 
this sphere. That point is your power of attention, of self-awareness.

This self-experience 
has brought you to your present point of awareness. The area of the 
sphere that you have not yet experienced is still superconsciousness to 
you. mat which you have been through is subconscious to you. The 
present point is your self-consciousness, which is in continuous motion, 
and motion is really the livingness of the Life-power. It is often said 
that the motion of the mind must be stilled in order to experience the 
higher aspects of being. This can only occur, however, when we have 
achieved a state of evolution where we are aware of being aspects of 
Piety# and beginning to realize that we are One with the Life-power. 


The pair of opposites, Life and Death, are attributed to Mercury 
and Key No. 1. It is the destiny of living centers of life to develop such 
a complete degree of self awareness that all that is superconscious to 
them now, becomes self-conscious in time. Eventually it becomes sub¬ 
conscious, which means it has become registered knowledge in the auto¬ 
matic consciousness. In a sense all that we have been, all that we have 
done, and also all that we have not as yet lived through, are supercons¬ 
ciousness in essence. Some knowledge or awareness may be still in our 
future in terms of awareness, yet it already exists in the Higher Self or 
the Higher Substance. Again, in regard to the attribution of Life and 
Death to Mercury, the power of attention is what gives you the ability 
to experience the magic of livingness. To the degree that you are aware 
on the self-conscious level, to that degree are you really alive. This is 
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not difficult to see. For instance, if you are walking down the street or 
driving your car and your attention is turned inward, you are not seeing 
what is around you. You are therefore dead to your environment, because 
your attention is withdrawn to the abstract world of ideas, which has its 
own life, of course, but nevertheless there is an unawareness of that which 
is going on around you. Most of the time we fail to see what is going on 
around us. We are dead to it. Only that to which we give attention is alive 
for us. That is why it becomes so important to learn how to direct the 
attention to images which will produce what we want. The whole secret of 
life is in the intensity of attention as Key No. 1 symbolizes. We must learn 
to say, and feel: n Superconscious, the Divine, sees through me, touches 
through me, works through me, lives through me. 11 As we do this we bring 
down more and more of the higher realms of consciousness from "that 
which is above 11 into our self-conscious awareness, and this, in turn, initi¬ 
ates new subconscious responses. 

Self-consciousness, as we have learned from our Tarot lessons, is 
inductive in its reasoning. It is not this phase of consciousness that does 
the actual creating. It is superconsciousness that creates. As I pointed 
out before, self-consciousness is like a line that does not exist ... a dot 
that is traveling along a line ... a point between an eternal past and an 
equally eternal future. It is our attention that is self-conscious. We be¬ 
come aware of images streaming down from above. All higher creative¬ 
ness, that is, all creations that are not merely reflections from subcons¬ 
ciousness, come from higher levels of awareness. Every real artist or 
musician has contact with superconsciousness in the area of his interest . 

It doesn't matter how undeveloped his personality may be in other ways. 

In the area of his artistry he is contacting superconsciousness. There is 
a sense in which our evolutionary level is determined by the degree of 
emotion we are able to experience. Since awareness is the ability to focus 
and hold to a steady attentiveness, it must then be rooted in emotion, de¬ 
sire, love, interest, wonder. These are what hold our attention. Remem¬ 
ber, then, it is intensity that gives our self-consciousness its power to be 
aware. ## 
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ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Twenty-two 
MERCURY (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


Mercury is the planet that represents your mind. In mythology, as 
well as in astrology, it symbolizes the vehicle for the expression of forces. 
This Mercurial vibration manifests through the higher brain, or cerebrum. 
Of the brain centers through which it expresses, the most important, as we 
have seen in Lesson 21, is the pineal gland or conarium. This is a reddish- 
white cone-shaped organ near the center of the brain. It contains a yellow, 
granular substance commonly called 'brain sand'. The work we are doing 
is aimed at completing its function so as to form a crystalline body. This 
is what is known in Alchemy as the Philosopher's Stone. This organ is 
connected with the Mercury vibration itself. 


Mercury rules Gemini, which in bodily areas includes the shoulders, 
arms, hands and lungs. Therefore the Mercury vibration affects this bodily 
area directly. Most work is performed by the hands, so civilization is ac¬ 
tually the handiwork of man. It is through the lungs that we absorb and uti¬ 
lize the subtle forces necessary to complete the function of the pineal gland. 
Therefore deep rhythmic breathing is a requisite on the path to Illumination. 
Be sure that you practice it as outlined in earlier lessons. 


Key No. 6 of Tarot refers to Gemini and depicts this process sym¬ 
bolically. The Great Work, as you have learned, is "the operation of the 
Sun and Moon performed by the aid of Mercury". The outcome of this opera¬ 
tion is the equilibration of the powers known as the alchemical Man and 
Woman. Key No. 6 represents this equilibration of the conscious and sub¬ 
conscious minds. It is also related to the balance between the two aspects 
of Prana known to yogis as Surya and Rayi , the solar and lunar currents of 
the serpent power. As symbols of this equilibration the man in Key No. 6 
represents the solar current, the woman the lunar. The planet Mercury is 
symbolized by the angel who is Raphael, archangel of air. 


Mercury also rules and is exalted in Virgo. The upper intestine is 
included in the area governed by Virgo. Here occurs a most important 
feature of the true alchemical operation. Through the small intestine passes 
chyle, a milky, oily fluid resulting from the digestive processes carried on 
in the stomach. From this chyle, the lacteals abstract the various materials 
required for maintaining body structure. These materials are passed by the 
lacteals into the bloodstream, and as the latter circulates, the various or¬ 
gans select from it what they require. Remember the area where this assi¬ 
milative process takes place is under the rulership of Mercury. That means 
that by gaining conscious control, this process can be intensified. 


, Strong and well-aspected Mercury stimulates the higher functions of 

e rain and gives mental alertness, discrimination and emotional balance, 
veremphajjijzed, it tends to indecision and a substitution of thinking and 
taiKing for action. If its balancing influence is ill-aspected or blocked, it 
ne "vous overactivity on the one hand or deep mental depression 
n the other, depending on the other planets involved. 
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In Yogi philosophy the Mercury vibration correlates with the 
'thousand petaled' Sahasrara Chakra. This center is not in the physical 
body, but in the subtle etheric astral vehicle at a distance of some eigh¬ 
teen inches above the head. Its influence, however, corresponds to the 
higher functions of the brain and is focused in the pineal gland. 

The Intelligence of Transparency is attributed to Key No. 1 and 
Mercury in the 32 PATHS OF WISDOM. Self-consciousness effects 
transformations because something works through it. It does nothing of 
itself. We concentrate units of power toward some selected area of our 
environment. Mentally, this is keen perception and alert awareness of 
events. This develops the ability to see through superficial appearances 
into the inner realities veiled by these appearances. The energy which 
self-consciousness uses in controlling and arranging these materials is 
brought down from above, as symbolized by the Magician's right hand in 
Key No. 1. His left hand is a symbol of the habit mind. The pointing 
finger represents habitual concentration which results from long, per¬ 
sistent practice. The materials utilized by self-consciousness are de¬ 
rived from below. The energy used in controlling and arranging these 
materials is brought down from above. The implements on the Magician's 
table symbolize the materials. The wand is will, the cup is memory and 
imagination, the sword is action, and the coin represents form. Every 
magical transformation we are able to bring about results from varying 
manifestations of will, imagination, action and physical embodiment. 

The garden, as you have learned, is the subconscious field of cultivation. 
All that surrounds us is the manifestation of subconscious forces. The 
objective mind, the vehicle for the expression of the Mercury vibration, 
can control these subconscious forces directly and thus modify and adapt 
the rhythms of vibration operating at subconscious levels. It is man, and 
man only, who can achieve the full flower of self-consciousness. This 
attainment cannot be accomplished by the subhuman and subconscious 
levels of being. "Nature unaided always fails. " The human personal 
factor is required in order to bring about the perfection of the powers 
which are only partly expressed in the kingdom of nature below man. 

Self-consciousness constitutes our awareness of environment. 

This is really awareness of mental impressions we receive from the 
world through sensation. The activities of environment are manifestations 
of various powers of subconsciousness. Your intelligent awareness of 
these manifestations is a prerequisite of gaining control over them. Self- 
consciousness can be cultivated. By correct measurement of sense ex¬ 
periences man is able to rearrange the forces composing his mental, 
emotional and physical existence. 

Your will, insofar as it is will and not a reflection from subcons¬ 
cious automatic responses, is a specialization of the One Will. To know 
this is to be certain that your true will is irresistible. This establishes 
confidence in the happy outcome of all your undertakings. This enables 
us to live in the Now instead of being timebound, relating ourselves either 
to the past or to the future. By acts of attention the etheric vibration of 
the objects around us are concentrated on a brain center. These vibra¬ 
tions have a tendency to organize that center in accordance with the intrin 
sic nature of the thing to which one attends. Thus the brain center is 
attuned to the idea which is the inner reality of the thing under observation. 
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This attunement is expressed as conscious perception of its inner reality 
Then one sees through the form of the thing into its essential nature. Re¬ 
solve to see into life instead of merely looking at it. You will find the 
world transforming itself before your eyes. This is a fundamental secret 
of magic. Use the Magician, symbolizing the balancing, stimulating Mer¬ 
cury vibration, to sharpen your powers of attention and observation. We 
want to learn to vibrate mentally to the keynote of the sages. Once we 
start on the right course, the body cells which hold this record of past 
wise interpretations of experience are awakened into activity and we begin 
to find our minds picking up unexpected bits of wisdom. Superficial obser¬ 
vation and hasty generalization lead to errors that cause our bondage to 
appearances. Profound observation and accurate inductive reasoning lead 
to correct generalizations which work through subconsciousness to effect 
an affinity to wise interpretations of experience in the subconscious store¬ 
house. That is why in Key 15 the symbol for Mercury is on the Devil's 
belly. It is a misuse of our self-conscious powers that attunes us to er¬ 
roneous interpretations of environment and experience, causing all our 
bondage and misery. 

On the Tree of Life, Hod is the sphere of the activity of Mercury. 

It is called the Perfect Intelligence ( ^35 , Saykel Shalom). The adjec¬ 

tive shalom means complete, finished whole. This Perfect Intelligence is 
called the^"dwelling place of the Primordial" or the "treasure of the Pri¬ 
mordial" (nicipn r.nan. tekunath ha-qadmuth). The noun tekunath is 
from a root meaning "to arrange, to measure". This is another indication 
of the cultural or completing power of human self-consciousness. Without 
the personal factor of human intellectual activity the latent potencies of the 
Life-power cannot be completed. The path which sets the eighth sephirah, 
sphere of Mercury, into activity is that of the letter Mem, through which 
the 'will power* flows into Hod from Geburah. The path of the Hanged Man 
symbolizes the consciousness, "Ido nothing of myself". Thus the eighth 
sephirah is really man's growing awareness of the essential perfection of 
the cosmic order. The power at work in it, as we have seen since it is the 
sphere of Mercury, is the power of concentration operating in the field of 
man's self-conscious awareness. 

Concentration is said to be a preliminary requisite to the art of 
meditation. This art has to do with mind control and practices which have 
for their object the restraint of the flow of the stream of mind-stuff (which 
mind-stuff is the 'water* of Mem). This mental substance, held in check 
by practices of concentration and meditation, becomes very still and very 
intense. The mind stuff is in continual vibration and every practice which 
aims to control and direct it utilizes the Law of Rhythm to bring this vi¬ 
bration under man's intelligent self direction. Concentration is the re¬ 
straint of the mind-stuff from taking various forms. Samadhi refers to 
complete suspension of all consciousness of personally originated activity. 
Absolute consciousness is the support of personal consciousness. When 
the activities of personal consciousness are suspended, when the vibrations 
of the mind-stuff are stilled, the Absolute consciousness rays forth its 
beams and the person experi *nces illumination. This illumination is the 
realization of one's innermost identity with the One Reality. By this reali¬ 
zation one may become so completely aware of the One Self that all sense 
of separateness is extinguished during this trance-like state. There is, 
during this experience, no vestige of personal consciousness. Practice 
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enables us to slow down the modifications of the mind-stuff until they come 
to a standstill. This is made easier if we devote ourselves daily to accus¬ 
toming our brains to expressing the thought that every personal action is 
some aspect of the Life-power's cosmic activity. This 'perfect realization 
of the limitless Light' is represented by Hod. Use of Key 1 and the Mer- 
cury vibration in our technique will lead us toward this goal of control over 
the fluctuations of the mind. We should understand that personal intellect 
is the expression and temporal manifestation of the eternal creative powers 
o t e Divine Soul in Binah. Hod is at the base of the pillar from which the 
powers of Binah flow down. It is through human intellection that the crea- 
lve impulses streaming down the Pillar of Severity from Binah are spe- 
cia ize and brought to bear on the actual problems of man's daily existence. 

The outcome of the alchemical process, in like manner, leads to

The implements of the Magician's table symbolize the physical 
materials that we must rightly understand and use. However we must 
understand and utilize their grosser forms before we can begin usine their 
more subtle manifestations. Our first concern, then, should be with a 
proper understanding and use of food (pentacles), air (swords), water (cuds) 
and light (wands). All these are forms of the One Thing. Our job is to ^ 
learn to separate the subtle, ethereal forms of the Life-essence from the 
gross forms in which nature presents them to us. Remember, your body is 
the Athanor or furnace of the Alchemical process. Use your intellectual 
self-consciousness, the Mercury vibration, to discriminate 'suavely and 
with great ingenuity'. Not in haste. Your every thought and action rests 
on the secure foundation of Eternal Being. You shall inevitably attain to its 
perfection. 

TECHNIQUE 


As before, go through the techniques for the previous centers first. 
Now place Key No. 1 before you, intone Ee-Ah-Oh to the tone E and image 
your body and your aura as filled with a vivid, vibrating yellow. Mentally 
back yourself into Key 1 and assume the position of the Magician. Your 
right hand is bringing down power from superconscious levels. Your cons- 
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cious mind is the mediator. You are cultivating your garden of subcons¬ 
cious wisdom and desire, cultivating it with power drawn from above, 
filling your consciousness with light. As you assume the position of * 
mediator you feel that you do nothing of yourself. Personality is the 
vehicle for the Higher Self. The more intensely you can feel this, the 
more power you will be channeling.

I am a channel of expression for superconscious powers drawn from above.

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 


Lesson Twenty-three 

(THE HIGHER OCTAVE PLANETS) — URANUS 
(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

Tarot Key No. 0, the Fool, relates to the higher octave planet, 
Uranus. When Uranus was discovered in the heavens, exoterically, a 
study was made of the type of force involved and how this force affected 
the consciousness of man. It was decided by modern exoteric astrologers 
that it correlated most closely with the zodiacal sign Aquarius and was 
therefore established as its ruler. Uranus deals with revolution and the 
knocking out of the old to make way for the new. As we discussed the 
Aquarian Age in an earlier lesson, you can see why Uranus is correctly 
attributed to Aquarius. However, while in modern exoteric astrology the 
Saturn ruler ship was replaced by Uranus, in our Tradition Saturn is con¬ 
sidered as the co-ruler with Uranus in Aquarius. In Qabalistic teachings 
the attributions of the seven planets that relate to the basic centers have 
always been kept intact. In ancient Astrology Saturn was considered to be 
the ruler of both Aquarius and Capricorn. 

Now in the Western Mysteries, as we have pointed out, the disco¬ 
very of a new planet is definitely understood to mean that the consciousness 
of humanity has actually expanded to be receptive to that particular force. 

In other words, it is the next stage of growth. Until Uranus was discovered 
in the heavens, only the very, very few (those who were not part of this 
planetary life wave) were able to respond to the kind of consciousness that 
we can call Tarot Key 0, the Fool, or the Uranian consciousness. Those 
of this planetary life wave were not able to respond to it at all. They had 
not yet grown the crystals in their organism or the inner chemistry which 
could receive this kind of impact. Actually, the most important work we 
have is to develop our organism and change the chemistry of our bodies so 
that they can be receptive to the more subtle energies. Until recently, the 
higher teachings have not been available to the broad spectrum of our popu¬ 
lation because the Hierarchy knew that, as a whole, they had not yet deve¬ 
loped the ability to handle such concepts or to see their importance. This 
does not mean that anything has been deliberately withheld. You do not take 
a child in kindergarten and try to teach him higher calculus before teaching 
him fundamental math. The same goes with any of the higher teachings, 
whether it be in philosophy, psychology or physics. The giving out of cer¬ 
tain ideas has to correlate with the ability and the capacity of the people to 
receive, understand and utilize them. 

In terms of the co-rulership of Saturn and Uranus in Aquarius, 

Saturn is the discipline, while Uranus is the forward-moving revolutionist. 
By revolutionist we do not mean communist. The government of the United 
States was built upon revolution; revolution from the old, revolution from 
restrictions, revolution from slavery. Revolution means the ability to 
throw over the old, the prejudiced, the outmoded, as it is related to Uranus. 
We think of preparing for the New Age. Saturn is that part of our nature 
which gives us the ability to put on the brakes; and remember, the thing 
that makes us human is this ability to inhibit ourselves. We do this in order 
to conserve energy for further movement, for further evolution and the next 
stage of our development. Therefore Saturn and Uranus, in the Mystery 
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Training Tradition, are definitely considered to be co-rulers of Aquarius. 
We do not throw out Saturn because Uranus has been discovered in the 
heavens. Humanity is now beginning to reach a stage in the life wave of 
this planet which enables its members to start thinking and feeling and 
expressing the idealism of the forward movement of true democracy, the 
true unity of life. This is what the Aquarian Age is to bring. 


However, we also must note that Uranus is said to be the higher 
octave of Mercury. The real astrology can never be completely under¬ 
stood without knowing the background of its esoteric aspects, hidden in 
Tarot, Qabalah and Alchemy. There is a sense in which the two rulers 
of Aquarius give ability to our self-conscious mind, Mercury, to express 
in a special way. You need the vibratory powers of what we call Saturn 
and what we call Uranus to make an impact upon Mercury. Your ability 
to be consciously aware of higher levels of understanding is tied up with 
a synthesis of forces that results in the concentration of the Saturn power 
in an organized manner toward superconscious receptivity. 


This brings into self-consciousness an awareness of higher levels, 
t gives us the ability to register higher energies and use them in a prac¬ 
tical way. The higher octaves in general open us up to the super cons¬ 
cious levels of the powers which are related to the seven basic planets. 
They bring us the fullest knowledge of who and what we are and the ability 
to express this knowledge in a more fulfilling life. 


The Fool is a symbol of faith in Divinity. This feeling of security 
is to know that no matter what happens, there are always higher moun¬ 
tains to climb. The real security is in the ability to feel, even if it 
seems irrational, that everything which happens, in the final analysis, 
has been for our ultimate growth. It is the ability to look at all past 
events and see them as a wondrous gift of God because they have given 
us the capacity to live more fully today. Now spontaneity, as the Fool 
also symbolizes, has to do with an inner intuitive knowledge that God lives 
U3 - Let's try to think of Uranus, then, as that beginning that has faith in 
its end. The end is in that beginning. The Fool is looking at the goal. 

He has achieved a height and he is ready to go on to new heights. He is 
going to descend into the valley of experience and is pretty gay about it. 

He doesn't mind the problems, going down the mountain, finding out what 
is going on below, and climbing up another mountain. He knows where 
he is going and he has the equipment, that is, the occult powers symbo¬ 
lized by his robe. He has a sense of adventure. The spirit of adventure 
is a most necessary one to aspirants. If you had not been adventurous as 
a child you would not have learned. If you had not been adventurous in 
the past, you would not have had all the heartaches and heartbreaks which 
taught you what to avoid as well as what to embrace. You couldn't have 
been at all, really, because Divinity is the spirit of adventure, always 
working towards greater awareness of self-experience. Your deep intui- 
OW8 ent ^ will be fine because you are an aspect of Divinity. 

Ihis part of you knows that no matter what occurs, the end is fulfillment, 
so you can afford to be spontaneous, debonair and gay. 

Uranus is said to be the planet of occultism. Its influence is 
similar to that of Mercury on a higher plane. It has to do with the mental 
approach to hidden matters, and in a chart it is the significator of all 
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things sudden and unexpected. This does not mean necessarily adverse, 
as we shall see. Because Uranus represents superconscious perception 
and power, the title of Key 0 is most appropriate. Nearly every great 
inventor has been called a fool, as has every great spiritual leader of 
humanity. Men and women who dare aspire to a higher level of attain¬ 
ment than that reached by the plodding rank and file are usually looked 
upon by their contemporaries as being fools or mad men. The visions 
of the great prophets call forth the jeers of those whom they seek to en¬ 
lighten. Yet it is to those who have had the courage of their high vision 
that the world owes all its progress. It does not follow, of course, that 
every person who fails to interest the world in his pet ideas is a genius. 
It is just that the vision of the few has made possible the progress of the 
many. True vision is the expression of the force pictured by the Fool. 
This is a psychological force coming from above the level of ordinary 
intellectual thinking. Those in whom Uranus is strong are original, pro¬ 
gressive and intuitive. They are the ones whose ideas really reform the 
world, but they must be sharply distinguished from those meddlers who 
are always talking about reforms. 

When Uranus aspects your Sun or ruling planet beneficently, it 
will tend to make you original in thought and action. You will be in¬ 
clined to act according to your own inner promptings, rather than to 
follow the worn groove which humanity in general travels. Whatever 
latent genius you possess is likely to come to the fore. During this as¬ 
pect you are tuned in with the cosmic broadcasting station. This gives 
you a special opportunity to free yourself from whatever of prejudice and 
ignorance has held your soul confined. Often conditions that have been 
binding you cease to exist. It also can bring you more popularity and in¬ 
fluence with others. Vision and action are both needed to reap the full 
benefit possible for you. Remember, though, use of Tarot Key 0, The 
Fool, in meditation will tend to bring these good qualities of Uranus to 
you whether it is making as aspect or not. Never forget that it is through 
the use of Tarot that we attune ourselves in such a way that we start 
reaping the beneficent aspects of all of the planets. That is one of the 
big differences between exoteric and esoteric astrology. Having a planet 
in favorable aspect just gives you a little extra help toward this attune- 
ment. 


During adverse aspects it often brings a time of testing, through 
sudden and unexpected set-backs and disappointments. Also it gives a 
strong tendency to run counter to accepted rules and regulations. Guard 
against bitterness. Try to realize that this force is to blow you out of 
uncreative routines of action and thought, so that you will be able to es¬ 
tablish a way of being which is more in accordance with your status as a 
child of God. Whenever you feel out of control use this statement from 
the PATTERN ON THE TRESTLEBOARD: H A11 the Power that ever was 
or will be is here Now. M Adverse aspects tend to weigh the soul in ba¬ 
lance to discover what of truth and stability is permanent. Those things 
in your environment and in your mind which do not measure up to prin¬ 
ciple will be cast out. During such an aspect accept whatever there may 
be of disruption. Use the cleared ground for building a finer structure. 
Guard against lack of emotional stability and the tendency to do a bit of 
tearing down yourself. Thus you will gain perspective. Work from a 
spiritual point of view and seek guidance. Use the Fool, during this 
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c nt aspects of Uranus. The Fool

Use the technique that follows to 
release you from the dead level of the ordinary and enable you to rise to 
the heights of vision and power, whereon you shall realize the full fruition 
of your goal of understanding and utilization of the higher and subtler 
forces of the universe. 

TECHNIQUE 


After having balanced the seven interior stars by quickly going 
through the previous techniques, place the yellow color card before you 
with Keys No. 1 and No. 0 side by side. Intone E natural as before and 
image your aura as filled with a pale yellow color, lighter than that on 
the color card. Expand the yellow light upward above your head and 
mentally establish the definite intention of opening your consciousness to 
the Uranian influence, symbolized by Key 0. Feel yourself as being per¬ 
meated with a sense of adventure, a readiness for the new, and at the 
same time a willingness to let go of the old. During all these techniques 
your breathing should be deep and rhythmic. On the in-breath bring in 
the new, the adventurous, the guidance from above; on the out-breath 
let go of the past patterns of erroneous thinking and feeling that have 
held you in bondage. Guidance from above is open to you and you are 
ready to receive it. 

AFFIRMATION 


I enter the valley of experience, adventurously, knowing that the 
Superconscious level of life guides me in all my ways.

ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Twenty-four 

(THE HIGHER OCTAVE PLANETS) — NEPTUNE 
(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

Neptune is the second of the higher octave planets to be discovered 
exoterically. It is symbolized in Tarot by the Hanged Man, Tarot Key 
No. 12. As you know. Key 12, Key 0 and Key 20 are called 'Mother 1 let¬ 
ters and are attributed to the elements in the following order: Uranus and 
Key 0 are attributed to Air. Neptune and Key 12 to Water. Pluto and Key 
20 to Fire. It would be advisable to review the lessons on these elements 
in the Great Work Course at this time. Actually, each of these symbolizes 
an aspect of superconsciousne ss. Tarot was invented long before these 
three planets were discovered in the heavens. Their existence and nature 
were known to occultists, and a place for them was left in the Tarot series. 

Astrologers call Neptune the planet of inversion, which accounts 
for its correlation with Key 12, symbolizing the Law of Reversal in many 
ways. Mem, the name of the Hebrew letter on Key 12, means 'water' or 
'seas', and water reflects everything upside down. The psychological 
correlation is that of reversal of consciousness — a reversal of the super¬ 
ficial, deluded view of the universe that holds us in bondage. In the state 
symbolized by the Hanged Man, awareness of the true nature of the uni¬ 
verse is perceived. Such an awareness reverses the idea that the things 
in our environment are so dense and resistant that our mind cannot control 
them. In this high level of awareness it is seen that things have neither 
the solidity nor the inertia that they seem to have from the report of our 
senses. All physical substance, from the lightest gases to the densest 
metals are perceived as forms of energy built up from infinitesimal, 
widely separated 'drops' of mind stuff, or 'water', as the alchemists term 
it. 

Neptune is 9aid to rule inspiration, psychometry and mediumship. 

It is connected also with gases, drugs and alcohol, which produce uncons¬ 
ciousness and hallucinations. As we know from modern experimentations, 
especially with the widely publicized LSD, these drugs and gases do effect 
chemical alterations in the blood which make possible imperfect percep¬ 
tions of higher states of consciousness. However, and in the case of LSD 
particularly, though some people experience ecstatic states, others report 
nightmarish horrors. We must be on guard in respect to this type of ex¬ 
perimentation. I know you have all read reports of how some drug has 
temporarily opened the gateway into the higher conscious states. We urge 
our students not to make experiments in this direction. Though such drugs, 
when introduced into the bloodstream, do stimulate the action of the brain 
centers through which the higher modes of consciousness are experienced, 
the active principle in them which accomplishes this result cannot be se¬ 
parated, by any process known to modern chemistry, from certain other 
substances which are terribly damaging to the delicate tissues of nerves 
and brain. 

Yet, the fact that narcotic drugs do enable one to experience a 
measure of superconsciousness points to an important conclusion. He who 
experiences Cosmic Consciousness does so because of a chemical change 
m t e composition of his blood. This change, as we have pointed out, must

be effected from within the bodily organism, not by an outside agent. 
Remember, all bodily processes are under the control of subconscious¬ 
ness which, in turn, is amenable to control by suggestion from our 
conscious mind. The necessary chemical changes in your organism are 
being brought about by your regular use of Tarot and the instructions you 
are receiving. You are giving subconsciousness patterns on which to 
work that will bring about the required modifications in body chemistry 
and nerve structure in a perfectly normal and safe way that will ultima¬ 
tely prepare you for the higher states of consciousness symbolized by the 
Hanged Man. 

The twenty-third Path of Wisdom, correlating with the Hanged Man 
and Neptune, is that of the Stable Intelligence ^32’* saykel qayam). 

There is a correspondence here between the Fool, attributed to Uranus, 
and the Hanged Man, attributed to Neptune. Both symbolize the high 
vision of adeptship resulting from perfect stability of mind. All the 
higher octave planets, as we have said, symbolize forces connected 
with superconscious awareness. The Hanged Man is a picture of the 
suspended personal actions, while the Fool pictures the impersonal 
vision of reality which results therefrom. 

In the Sepher Yetzirah the path of Mem is called "The power of 
permanence in all the Sephiroth". This is related to the idea of rhythmic, 
controlled vibration. Samadhi, depicted by Key 12, leads to complete 
identification with the One Power. This is not a mere intellectual appre¬ 
hension. It is first-hand knowledge. In Samadhi, the fluctuations of the 
ar ® stabilized. There is an unbroken flow of knowledge in a parti¬ 
cular object or idea. The fact that the Hanged Man is suspended from the 
letter Tav intimates that in order to attune oneself to the Neptunian vibra¬ 
te 011 ultim ately brings Cosmic consciousness, one must utilize the 
limiting, concentrating power of the Saturn vibration. Control, concen¬ 
tration and limitation of the flow of mental images is the indispensable 
preliminary to higher states of awareness. 

Neptune, in astrology, is the planet of hidden matters, veiled 
strength, and behind-the-scenes activities. Its influence can be subver¬ 
sive, illusory or kindly, but usually has a formless, boundless, non¬ 
material nature. This ties in with its attribution to the Hanged Man, 
because the state of consciousness he depicts is boundless and non¬ 
material in the ordinary sense. Neptune is said to be the higher octave 
of Venus, so its effect when well aspected gives a sensitiveness to and 
an appreciation of beauty, art, music and all things esthetic. Actually, 
its influence gives more than an appreciation of beauty for its own sake. 

Those in whom this vibration is prominent are able to utilize all things 
beautiful to create a mood of loveliness and charm for themselves. It is 
a mark of deep sensitivity to all that is lovely and esthetic. 

When prominent in the chart and well aspected, Neptune also gives 
a special ability to veil inward awarenesses with an outward show of con¬ 
formity when necessary. In other words, the ability to put on a good act 
when the need arises. After Neptune was discovered, interest in spiri¬ 
tualism, psychic matters, telepathy and psychometry developed in their 
modern form. Science began to explain •matter' in non-solid ways. 
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The Neptune vibration is particularly active in the functions of the 
nerve center back of the well of the throat, where it works in conjunction 
with the Venusian force also active at that point. It is likewise dominant 
in the feet, and whenever the weather permits, you will find that contact 
with the earth through the bare feet will calm your nerves and increase 
your vitality. 

The Neptune vibration is also active in our ability to make a given 
set of circumstances produce an effect just the opposite to that which is the 
usual result. Look at Key 12. You will see that the Hanged Man is not 
suffering and that a glory is shining around his head. He is symbolizing 
the operation in human life of a power which is only beginning to find ex¬ 
pression on the physical plane, although its effect upon mental and spiri¬ 
tual conditions have been known for centuries by the wise. A person in 
whom this force is strong and well developed feels that something in the 
universe supports him adequately in all of his work. Sometimes vaguely, 
sometimes very definitely, he senses that every detail of his life is the 
expression of a power or powers which extend far beyond the limits of his 
personality. He realizes that whatever he accomplishes is achieved through 
him, rather than by him. This mental attitude, it must be conceded, is not 
common and it is the reverse of that held by the greater number of people in 
the world. Yet, we have daily before us the evidence that the greater num¬ 
ber of persons do not realize their heart's desires. History, furthermore, 
presents us with numberless examples of the fact that the man or woman 
who does achieve great things is always more or less clearly aware that 
universal forces work through the various phases of personality. 

The influence from Neptune in a chart lasts for several years, as 
this planet takes some fourteen years to transit a sign. If its aspect is 
beneficent, your outer affairs should run smoothly and there should be a 
feeling of very real satisfaction. There isn't a better time for spiritual 
development than this, but a great deal depends upon the use you make of 
the force. Many of us seem little inclined to seek inner growth and under¬ 
standing unless our material affairs are upset. When there is peace and 
harmony in our everyday lives, there is an inclination to relax our studies 
and just float along on the crest of the wave. This is an excellent vibration 
to strengthen your ties with the Real Self. It is also a good time to develop 
latent artistic ability in any field. 

When Neptune is adversely aspecting your chart it is likely to bring 
upsets, some psychological, some material. Your aspirations may seem 
to be keyed to an entirely different level of development from those of the 
average individual. At the same time you may be forced to live a life 
which seems antagonistic to everything you hold worthwhile. It is abso¬ 
lutely necessary, in order to maintain proper balance, that you do some 
sort of creative or spiritual work. Doing this will make it possible for 
you to understand the reasons for your outer trials and will develop your 
intuition. This vibration can also bring you a very definite realization of 
your oneness with the Life-power. Here is an opportunity for spiritual 
growth which comes only once in a lifetime. Sometimes adverse aspects 
are better in many ways than those which are supposed to be good. The 
latter, while beneficial in material ways and outer expression, are apt to 
incline us toward an easy-going tendency to accept the illusion of success 
and popularity as all that is necessary to a 'perfect existence'. Neptune 
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does not force you to accept his rule, but he gives you the water cure by 
washing out of your life the forms to which you have become un u y a 
tached, until you finally come to realize the folly of the world s a se 
values as compared with the Great Treasure of inner growth. 

When you are under Neptune aspects you should make every effort 
to fit yourself into the social scheme in a positive way. You must realize 
that those whom you like and those whose personalities do not appeal to 
you are equally a part of life, are equally important to the Greater Scheme 
of which you and they are a part. When this aspect is being emphasized 
there are demands on one to subordinate his personal desires and feelings 
and flow willingly with the current of the stream of his life. Cultivate 
awareness of what is really happening and refuse to accept the seeming 
as true. During trying times, remember that there is always present the 
opportunity for contact with 'that which knows 1 and that you may fully de¬ 
pend upon this power to see you through. Turning to lesser things for 
forgetfulness will only increase your misery instead of dissipating it. 

The benefic aspects of this vibration also indicate changes coming 
through outer conditions with ability to meet them under standingly. Your 
intuition should function strongly at this time. The major danger is that 
in this state of strengthened sensitivity you may accept mere feelings for 
intuitions. True guidance, remember, never runs counter to reason and 
logic. 


Work with Tarot Key No. 12 and the Technique which follows will 
intensify your inner awareness that all conditions in your life are suppor¬ 
ted by a power adequate to meet your every need. It will enable you to 
put into operation the Law of Reversal, which will transmute even the 
most threatening adverse conditions into means to bring about the results 
which now present themselves to your imagination as being desirable. 

It will arouse in your subconscious mind the positive working of the Nep¬ 
tunian force. This will increase your psychic sensitiveness, so that you 
will quickly feel the innate quality of persons and circumstances. It will 
open your mind to inspirations from superconscious levels. It will make 
you more idealistic and at the same time give you power to clothe your 
ideals in definite mental imagery which will enable you to weave your 
dreams into the actual fabric of material manifestation. Tarot Key 12 
typifies the attitude of willingness to give one's self up freely to the rea¬ 
lization of the unutterable splendor of achievement which is possible for 
every human being who has learned how to get his petty personality out of 
the way of the great cosmic forces, so that he becomes the immediate 
agent of these forces working always toward beautiful results. 

TECHNIQUE 


As before, attune the seven basic centers before doing this tech¬ 
nique. Place Keys No. 3 and No. 12 before you. Intone F-sharp to Key 
No. 3 and G-sharp to Key No. 12. As the higher octave of Venus, it is 
important to use both Keys for awakening the Neptune vibration. Now 
image yourself as permeated with the blue of Neptune and in your imagi¬ 
nation place yourself in the position of the Hanged Man. You are thus 
symbolizing a reversal of consciousness. Feel yourself as utterly depen¬ 
dent upon the One Self for all your thoughts, emotions and desires. Con- 
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centrate your attention on surrender to guidance. Feel your body as a 
vehicle for the expression of superconscious forces. The more you can 
arouse a feeling of complete surrender to the One Will, the more your 
personality will be attuned to guidance from above. There is only One 
Will and your personality is ever growing toward a more complete ex¬ 
pression of Its limitless power. 

AFFIRMATION 


I give up my petty personality completely. I surrender all my 
thoughts, actions and desires to expressing perfect attunement with the 
universal principles behind all aspects of personality.

Lesson Twenty-five 

(THE HIGHER OCTAVE PLANETS) — PLUTO 
(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


Pluto, associated in Tarot with Key No, 20, is said by astrologers 
to be the higher octave of Mars and to be co-ruler with Mars in Scorpio. 

Its vibration is an intense force which helps us destroy the coffins of error 
that hold us in bondage. If you will look at Key 20 in conjunction with Key 
16, you will see a similarity of symbolism. In Key 16 there is a tower; 
in Key 20 there are coffins. Both are symbols of bondage to false know¬ 
ledge. In Key 16 the male and female figures that are being thrown out of 
their prison are clothed. They are clothed because they are ashamed. 

They are hiding their true nature from each other. In contrast, the fi¬ 
gures in Key 20 are naked and are accompanied by a child. The male and 
female of Key 16 have given birth to a child (resurrected personality) and 
they are no longer imprisoned in coffins. They are now able to be open 
and honest with each other. No longer lost in mass consciousness, they 
are receptive to guidance from the angel. The man is the regenerated 
self-consciousness and the female is the regenerated subconsciousness. 
They have given birth to the new personality, freed from its grave of error 

Pluto is the most recently discovered, exoterically, of the higher 
octave planets. Its effect is not yet fully expressed in the natural man. 

In our course 32 PATHS OF WISDOM, Key 20 is associated with the Per¬ 
petual Intelligence, implying a perpetual recognition of the power of spirit. 
When this force becomes more fully expressed, man will be able to renew 
and perpetuate his mind and body. Sleep will cease for us. We will put 
our bodies to rest, but we will be able to remain awake and consciously 
functioning in the 4th dimension. To be unconscious eight out of twenty- 
four hours is unnecessary. When we are able to tune more fully into this 
vibration it will help us develop the physical instruments necessary for 
recording experiences on other planes. 

Shin ($), the Hebrew letter associated with Pluto, is one of the 
three ’mother 1 letters of the higher octave planets. It is also attributed 
to fire. This correlates with its being the octave of Mars, the fiery 
planet. The banner on the trumpet of the angel in Key 20 is a square of 
5 by 5 units. It is a magic square of Mars, having 25 cells. The Pluto 
force symbolizes fire at work in the areas that Mars rules both psycho¬ 
logically and physically. Furthermore, in the Cube of Space, Shin cor¬ 
responds to the line joining the north face, attributed to Mars, to the 
south face, attributed to the Sun, source of all fire in the physical world. 
The Cube is brought into manifestation from the central point. As you 
have seen, all the higher octave planets, related as they are to super¬ 
conscious states, are assigned to these co-ordinates. The first co¬ 
ordinate is assigned to Aleph and the Uranus vibration. This line extends 
upward from the center to the face above, assigned to Mercury, and 
downward to the face below, assigned to the Moon. Mem extends east¬ 
ward from the center to the eastern face, assigned to Venus, of which it 
is the higher vibration, and from the center to the western face, assigned 
to Jupiter. Each of the interior co-ordinates is an aspect of supercons¬ 
ciousness or an awareness of the Within. Uranus is associated with the 
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life aspect of superconsciousness. Neptune, because of its attribution to 
water, is associated with the substance aspect, while Pluto and fire are 
associated with the activity aspect of superconsciousness. Thus Uranus 
is mainly concerned with superconscious awareness of life; Neptune with 
superconscious awareness of substance; and Pluto with superconscious 
awareness of activity.

The Pluto force, as the higher octave of Mars, is connected with 
that center in our bodies. This center in the yoga doctrine is said to be 
the seat of the Apas Tattva, which is the Tattva of water. Here is another 
correlation of water with fire as Key 20 symbolizes it. In the human body 
this vibration is especially active in the nerve centers and organs con¬ 
cerned with reproduction. Thus in order to express this vibration posi¬ 
tively, it is quite essential that we first transmute our ideas about the sex 
force. We must see it as the creative energy of the Most High. There 
can be no taint of shame connected with our thoughts about it. 


On the Tree of Life the 31st Path of Shin carries the patterns 
framed by the intellectual activity of Hod down to the physical plane. 
Through this path also the powers of the Pillar of Severity are carried 
into the physical organism. This pillar is connected with the future. 

Key 20, as we have seen, depicts a state of consciousness which is in the 
future for most human beings. Always remember that it is through the 
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physical body, or the natural body, that the spiritual body, which transcend 
the necessities of birth and death in successive reincarnations, is resur¬ 
rected. It is completed through the spiritual fire which enters the body by 
way of the thirty-first Path of Shin and the Plutonian vibration. X 


Key No. 20 depicts an interior metaphysical experience. The agency 
at work in this experience is the higher octave of Mars. Liberation has an 
aspect of destruction which we have come to associate with the Mars force. 
Every change in consciousness tears down cells. The liberation of the fiery 
essences of these cells is what makes us aware of states of consciousness 
beyond thought. Before this can occur, the Mars/Pluto force must burn up 
cells which obstruct the free flow of the Life-power through certain bodily 
channels. This we are doing in a safe, but certain, manner in our work 
with the Keys. When, through meditation and devotion to the One, we bring 
about this bodily alteration, the nerve force in the Mars/Pluto center is 
raised and energizes a center in the brain. We then emerge from the world 
of sense and three dimensions into the super-personal world known as the 
4th dimension. The object of all our training is to get the inadequate per¬ 
sonality out of the way so that the One Self may find no resistance to the 
free expression of its perfect mastery of mind and body. 

At the stage of development depicted by Key 20, death is overcome 
because the experience it symbolizes transmutes the very force which we 
have learned to associate with Scorpio and Key 13 — the force that destroys 
our physical bodies. Our higher vehicles are then liberated from their 
bondage to the physical plane. The new man is the little child (transmuted 
personality) in Key 20. When we enter four-dimensional consciousness, our 
personal consciousness is lead into a new world. 

In Key 20 the clouds that surround the angel symbolize the veiling of 
the true nature of the Self by appearances. The appearances of our sense 
world are really the flow of the stream of consciousness which gives us our 
ideas of time. These ideas blind us to the true nature of the One Identity. 

The trumpet which the angel is blowing is an instrument for amplifying 
sound vibration. In our work we amplify the vibrations of the seven planets 
as well as balance them, in order to prepare ourselves for liberation. The 
icebergs refer to the fixation of the volatile, depicted in Key 12 as a state 
of Samadhi. The fixation is of the stream of consciousness. This state 
culminates in the even higher state depicted in Key 20, which is a more 
perpetual or constant awareness of superconsciousness. The positions of 
the arms of the three figures symbolize L. V.X. , Latin for Light. The man 
is in an attitude of passive adoration. This, as we have learned from our 
previous studies, is a first essential in attuning ourselves to receptivity 
from above. We must become transparent channels for the Higher Life 
descending from that Above to the lower levels of manifestation. The more 
transparent self-consciousness becomes, the less interference it offers to 
the free passage of the Light of the True Self. 


All the Tarot Keys relating to the seven planets correspond to the 
pairs of opposites. When we fully express the state of consciousness which 
the Pluto vibration initiates, there is a perfect blending of all the seven 
pairs of opposites. Thus the grey flesh of the figures shows that the forces 
of the seven centers have been perfectly coordinated. 
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In mythology Pluto is god of the underworld, but he was known to 
be a just and incorruptible judge. He passes judgments that may bring 
sorrow and suffering but are necessary for growth and purification. 

Pluto, which was discovered exoterically only in 1931, has not yet come 
to its full measure of influence. There should be great advances under 
this influence that will ultimately bring to the world consciousness some 
measure of the resurrection and regeneration symbolized by Key c.\i. 

As god of the underworld, Pluto rules the subconscious workings of the 
body and the transmuting actions which bring about higher states of cons¬ 
ciousness. He is also said by astrologers to rule the conscience our 
ability to distinguish right actions from wrong. Activity as a key word 
associated with Pluto implies actions which ultimately overthrow the 
present limitations of mind. Through this vibration man will be able to 
renew and perpetuate his mind and body until he is totally receptive to 
superconscious guidance. This is one reason why many astrologers 
consider Pluto to be the highest indicator of spiritual development and 
potential. 


In its aspect of renewal, the potent influence of vitamins to the 
human body became known and applied beneficially soon after the advent 
of Pluto. Even its eruptive aspects can be beneficent. That which has 
been in the dark and bound or enclosed can be violently ejected. One 
instance of this, since the discovery of Pluto, is the development of 
atomic power. Psychology has also come into the fore. That which 
was unconscious and hidden can be discovered through psychoanalysis. 
People have thus been helped to eliminate overstressed repressions 
from the subconscious mind. Astrologers also associate transmutation, 
the workings of the Life force through sex, birth and death, with Pluto. 

This correlates with its co-rulership of Scorpio. In all these - sex 

birth and death — that which has been bound is released. Thus Pluto 
is connected with beginnings and endings. 


In a personal chart, the ability for decisive, eliminative actions 
will be determined by Plutonian characteristics. However, its effect 
on a chart should not be taken too personally unless very prominent 
Pluto stays in one sign for from fifteen to thirty years, so its sign posi¬ 
tion is not particularly important except as to generations. Because of 
its co-rulership of Scorpio, its effects are tied in with traits attributed 
to Scorpio and the 8th house. Pluto can be a key to a person's abilitv to 
free himself from that which has held him in bondage. If Pluto is ' '

TECHNIQUE 

After attuning the seven basic centers as outlined in previous 
lessons, place Keys No.16 and No. 20 before you, along with the red 
color card. Intone Ee-Ah-Oh to the note C and image your body and 
aura as permeated with a vivid, vibrant red. Open yourself mentally 
to the renewing, revitalizing Pluto vibration. Feel in yourself a willing¬ 
ness to let go of all structures of error and false knowledge. Through 
the activity of this vibration you are transmuting the subconscious workings 
of the body and preparing yourself for perpetual receptivity to higher 
states of consciousness. 

AFFIRMATION 


The structures of error embodied in my flesh are ready for 
change and transmutation. Through the beneficent revitalizing influence 
of the Pluto vibration I prepare myself to become an ever more open 
channel for Light from Above. . . the Light that will lead me ultimately

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ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 

Lesson Twenty-six 

ASTROLOGICAL ASPECTS 
(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


In the next lesson we will begin our study of the tv/elve basic 
zodiacal types and the thirty-six sub-types. When we have a knowledge 
of these we will be ready to construct our personal Tarot Tableau and 
learn how to utilize it to help us in solving our basic problems for this 
incarnation. But before taking up the zodiacal types, we will in this 
lesson indicate some of the more important aspects to be considered in 
reading a chart. Remember, in this course on Esoteric Astrology we 
are not going to go into the construction of a chart as such. You can find 
this information in any exoteric astrology textbook. We are guiding you 
to a fuller understanding and interpretation of all aspects of astrology by 
interpreting them through our knowledge of Tarot and Qabalah. 

Astronomically, aspects are angular distances made at the cen¬ 
ter of the earth between a line from one planet and a line from another. 
These are measured in degrees along the ecliptic. In interpreting an 
astrological chart these aspects are most important because they qualify 
the way in which the principles, represented by the planets, manifest 
and thus affect how we express these principles. Most modern astrolo¬ 
gers no longer use the terms "good" and "bad", because they are mis¬ 
leading. The terms "easy" and "difficult" are preferred. We are in 
agreement with these terms. All aspects are basically good; some are 
just easier than others. The more difficult ones may cause conflicts, 
but these very conflicts are a source of power which we can use for 
positive good.

Planets brought into connection by aspects basically affect each 
other according to their natures and according to the type of aspect. No 
single factor in a chart can be judged by itself. All factors should be 
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interpreted in relation to main factors. Hence too much ease or too many 
trines interpreted in conjunction, for instance, with a lazy ascendant 
could result in non-action and thus result in disaster rather than success. 
On the other hand, in a strong chart, difficult aspects, such as squares 
and oppositions, often result in success because the power is there to 
overcome difficulties.

ASPECTS OF THE SUN 

To the Moon - A conjunction brings general harmony and ease. 
Difficult aspects initiate disharmony that can be an impetus to 
accomplishment. 

To Mercury - A conjunction will emphasize the sign involved, 
since both mentality and self-expression will partake of its 
nature. Some astrologers term too close a conjunction "com¬ 
bust" and say that the mentality can be adversely affected, but 
this has not proven to be the case in research by many astrologers. 

To Venus - A Venus/Sun conjunction indicates that the indivi¬ 
duality will be expressed through the affections. This also usually 
indicates a love of beauty and art. The semi-sextile and semi¬ 
square incline toward idealism. 

To Mars - Conjunctions and good aspects indicate an energetic, 
bold, strong, forceful individuality. Difficult aspects may im¬ 
pair vitality and indicate a tendency to bad temper or cruelty. 

To Jupiter - Conjunctions and easy aspects can be interpreted 
as cheerfulness, expansiveness and generosity of character; also 
plenty of opportunities for success. Difficult aspects can lead to 
over-reliance on luck, conceit, extravagance and ostentation. 

To Saturn - Conjunctions and difficult aspects indicate limita¬ 
tions on self-expression, difficult lessons to learn, feelings of 
inadequacy, and self-control. Easy aspects also indicate limi¬ 
tations or frustrations, but with better acceptance. All Saturn 
aspects, if properly handled, can lead to wisdom, patience and 
success in later life. 

To Uranus - Conjunctions and easy aspects indicate an indepen¬ 
dent, interesting, magnetic, dramatic, original nature. Also 
success in inventiveness. Difficult aspects can be disruptive and 
lead to rebelliousness, brusqueness and eccentricity. 

To Neptune - Conjunctions indicate attractions to music, art, 
psychism, the spiritual and mystical; can indicate a lack of con¬ 
creteness. Easy aspects can be interpreted as strong, imagina¬ 
tive abilities and an ethereal, inspirational nature. Difficult 
aspects can result in vagueness, susceptibility to self-deception, 
and escapism in drugs and alcohol. 

To Pluto - Conjunctions and easy aspects indicate ability to 
free oneself from bonds and ties, and eliminate the unneeded an 
unwanted. Difficult aspects can result in ruthless behavior to 
others if found in undeveloped types. 


ASPECTS OF THE MOON 

To Mercury - Conjunctions and easy aspects indicate a sensitive 
and energetic mentality; good memory. Difficult aspects give 
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restlessness, excitability and tendency to nervous system dis- 
orders. 

To Venus - Conjunctions and easy aspects give poise, balance, 
charm and a love of beauty. Difficult aspects can indicate a 
troubled emotional expression and problems in love. 

To Mars - Conjunctions indicate a robust nature, courage, 
physical and emotional strength; can cause over-activity and 
nervous tension. Easy aspects give an ability for strong, suc¬ 
cessful activity. Difficult aspects can lead to a moody, quarrel¬ 
some nature. 

To Jupiter - Conjunctions and easy aspects are extremely 
helpful. They imply an optimistic nature, good health and suc¬ 
cess. Difficult aspects indicate the same tendency, but danger 
of extravagance and over-optimism. 

To Saturn - Conjunctions indicate a cool, cautious, duty-bound, 
orderly nature with tendencies to feelings of inadequacy. Diffi¬ 
cult aspects are similar, but also impair relationships with 
women. However, they give an ability to meet hardships philo¬ 
sophically. Easy aspects give a deep sense of responsibility 
and orderliness, but may tend to a too sober personality. 

T° Uranus - Conjunctions indicate an intense emotional nature, 
unconventional tendencies, independent behavior. Easy aspects 
bring strong intuitions, desire for change and an ability to meet 
change. Difficult aspects can result in nervous tension, change¬ 
able affections and eccentricity. 

To Neptune - Conjunctions and easy aspects indicate sensitivity, 
ability for deep understanding of motives, receptivity to ideas, 
love of all that is beautiful and esthetic, well developed imagina¬ 
tion. Difficult aspects can indicate the same if properly handled, 
however, in a lazy or undeveloped chart, they can indicate esca¬ 
pism, self-deceit and susceptibility to delusion. 

To Pluto - Conjunctions and good aspects indicate ability to 
eliminate negative subconscious patterns. Difficult aspects sub¬ 
ject the native to violent upsets if not properly handled. 

ASPECTS OF MERCURY 

To Venus - Conjunctions give ease in writing and speech, charm, 
harmony and balance. The difficult aspects are not harmful, as 
these planets cannot be more than 76 apart. Actually, the semi¬ 
square can be very constructive in the expression of beauty and 
harmony in painting and craftmanship. 

To Mars - Conjunctions indicate a strong, forceful, quick mind. 
Easy aspects give power and courage to mental abilities. Difficult 
aspects can indicate an energizing of the mentality to the point of 
overstrain. Sarcasm and caustic expression can result. 

To Jupiter - Conjunctions and easy aspects indicate width of 
mind, optimism, humor, cheerfulness and wit. Difficult aspects 
indicate an over-expansive mind that leads to lack of grasp of de¬ 
tail. This can result in poor judgment.

To Neptune - Conjunctions with Neptune give a sensitive, imagina¬ 
tive, kindly mentality. Good aspects also give the mind an ability 
to channel higher aspects of awareness, a receptivity to intuition, 
writing and artistic ability. Difficult aspects also result in vivid 
imagination, but can lead to gullibility, confusion and over-sensiti¬ 
vity to criticism, and escapism in drugs and alcohol. 


To Pluto - Conjunctions and good aspects can lead to an ability 
for spiritual development through elimination of negative habit pat¬ 
terns and false knowledge. Difficult aspects can result in the same, 
though usually by a more violent, disruptive route. 


ASPECTS OF VENUS 

To Mars - Conjunctions give strong sex drive and an ability to 
love deeply, though not always expressed with delicacy. Good as¬ 
pects give warmth and enthusiasm in affections and sex life. Diffi¬ 
cult aspects can give a harshness to the affections, and though 
feelings are strong, they can cause hurt. Sex relationships are 
intense, but quarrelsome. 


To Jupiter - Conjunctions result in popularity, social success, 
harmonious relationships with others; artistic inclinations are 
strong and love affairs frequent. Good aspects again result in 
popularity, ease in attracting others through charm, happy and 
frequent love relationships. Difficult aspects tend to too much 
desire for ease, trouble through frequent love affairs, and an in¬ 
ability to be happy alone. 

To Saturn - Conjunctions and easy aspects seem to limit expres¬ 
sion of love, but often lead to a successful relationship because of 
a one-pointed affection for a chosen one. Difficult aspects also 
limit love expression and tend to a solitary life. There can be 
sorrow through loss of love. 

To Uranus - Conjunctions indicate unusual ideas about love, art, 
beauty; excitement and changefulness in love relationships. Easy 
aspects also give unusualness in love and artistic expression; a 
magnetic, attractive personality; delightful, fascinating relation¬ 
ships with others. Difficult aspects lead to the same unusual and 
fascinating relationships, but with a tendency to unpleasant endings. 
There would also be an inability to relax, resulting in nervous 
tension. 
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To Neptune - Conjunctions combine receptivity and sensitivity 
with harmony, rhythm and beauty. The result is sweetness of 
character, artistic expression, and psychic and mystical ten¬ 
dencies. Some delusion may be noticed in love relationships. 
The imagination is strong and well~developed. Good aspects 
tend to a likelihood of much success through the attributions 
listed above. Difficult aspects give the same tendencies, but 
more constructive effort is needed to develop them. Delusion 
is more probable, and deception and confusion in love affairs 
can result. 

To Pluto - Conjunctions can indicate upheaval in the affections. 
Good aspects indicate the same, but with better results. Diffi¬ 
cult aspects can lead to trouble and unpleasantness through the 
affections. 


ASPECTS OF MARS 

To Jupiter - Conjunctions give increased energy, desire for 
enjoyment, daring and courage. Good aspects give the same, 
but with even more gaiety, fun and humor. This aspect is for¬ 
tunate for material success because opportunity is combined 
with enthusiasm and energy. Difficult aspects can lead to un¬ 
disciplined extravagance in thought and deed and result in over¬ 
strain. 

-To Saturn - Conjunctions tend to combine energy and limitation. 
If properly handled, this configuration can be used to energize 
inertia or subdue excess energy. However, the results can be 
depressing to the energetic and hurtful to the slow and solid. 

Good aspects combine the same principles, but with better pos¬ 
sibility of harmonious interplay. Difficult aspects can force 
the native to patient completion of tasks, but not with ease. 
Narrowness of outlook can produce selfishness and egocentricity. 

To Uranus - Conjunctions of Mars and Uranus combine initia¬ 
tive with drive and volition in unusual ways. The result can be 
impressive, but there is likely to be much nervous tension and 
disruptive behavior. Easy aspects can, because of the forces 
involved, result in unusual successes, particularly in scientific 
or New Age fields. The personality will be compulsive, magne¬ 
tic. Difficult aspects have the same tendency to magnetic leader¬ 
ship, but results can be explosive if not properly handled. Im¬ 
patience, nervous strain, violent temper and tactlessness can 
result. 

To Neptune - Conjunctions and good aspects indicate an interest 
in mysticism and occultism pursued with energy and desire to 
experiment in new ways; interest in the sea; enthusiam for art, 
music, idealism. Difficult aspects can lead to delusion, dis¬ 
appointment and escapsim. 

To Pluto - Conjunctions are explosive and likely to bring an 
end to conditions, forcing new beginnings. Easy aspects usually 
bring good results after a crisis. Difficult aspects result in 
forceful action, but with dubious results. 
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ASPECTS OF JUPITER 


To Saturn - The principles combined here, limitation and expan” 
siveness, are contradictory. The result is usually alternatives of 
gay optimism and deep depression. This configuration can lead to 
most satisfactory results if the rhythm is noted and outgoing ex¬ 
pansiveness is sought in the optimistic periods, while study and 
learning are pursued during the sober periods. Easy aspects 
usually bring success in material ways, since control and caution 
are combined with optimism and a desire for expansion. Difficult 
aspects, as usual, can bring success, but with more hardship and 
delays. 


To Uranus - Conjunctions usually express in willfulness and in 
unconventional and expansive ways. It can be helpful to those who 
can handle this combination, otherwise resentfulness and rebellion 
can result. Easy aspects give a forceful, magnetic, determined 
nature and an expansive optimistic personality; can indicate genius. 
Difficult aspects indicate the same freedom-loving expansiveness, 
but with less ease of expression. Can produce a tactlessness and 
bluntness that is offensive to others.

In undeveloped types, 
the exaggerative effects of Jupiter combined with the receptive sen¬ 
sitivity of Neptune can lead to escapism in drugs and alcohol, and 
treachery and foolishness.

Let me say^ then that 
although much of the subject matter of these lessons resembles ordinal astrology 
there is, for those who can read between the lines, a considerable difference. That 

> ffe - nce u ls chiefly in the point of view from which the subject is approached. On 
the other hand, if you have studied astrology you may suppose that this course is onlv 
an elementary review of what you already know. But you will find, if you read care¬ 
fully, that it is anything but that. The B.O.T.A. teaching, in relating astrological 
wisdom to Tarot, departs at a number of points from the ordinary exoteric astrology, 
both as to method and manner of interpretation. 


In explaining the twelve basic types of humanity corresponding to the signs of 
the zodiac, moreover, we are really giving you a study in consciousness. You will 
be able to recognize the operation of these types in the people you meet daily, and 
you will find it an interesting exercise to identify these characteristics in the people 
you know. But still more important is the fact that in your own make-up all these 
types are present. One of the commonest errors of ordinary astrologers is the sup¬ 
position that because a person has (for example) the Sun in Aries, with Gemini rising, 
that person is to be correctly described as an Aries-Gemini person. The characteri¬ 
stics of the two signs, it is true, will be emphasized in his individuality and persona¬ 
lity. But all ten phases of consciousness which are represented by the other signs 
are at work on subconscious levels. Thus to know the full measure of your own nature, 
you will need to have some acquaintance with the twelve types; and this knowledge will 
also make it much easier for you to bring about harmony in personal relationships. 

The lessons which follow are concerned with the twelve basic t ypes of huma¬ 
nity indicated in astrology by the twelve signs of the zodiac and in Tarot by the twelve 
Keys corresponding to the signs. Through Tarot the astrological types are correlated 
to twelve basic types of consciousness which you have been studying in your Tarot 
courses. 


Your Individuality sign (the zodiacal sign in which the sun was transiting at the 
time of your birth) shows certain dominant elements of your deeper inner life. Your 
Personality sign and Key (the sign of the zodiac ascending on the eastern horizon at 
the time of your birth) show like dominant elements of the vehicle through which your 
inner life finds expression. But every human being is a whole zodiac, and under pro¬ 
per stimulus we should be able to respond in thought, speech and action with the spe¬ 
cial qualities of any of the signs. Knowledge of all the various types can be of great 
practical value. It will help you to understand why people think and act as they do. 

It will enable you to put yourself in the other fellow's shoes. It will help you to deve¬ 
lop sympathy and insight, and thus make you more serviceable, potentially to the

Adv * ntur ® appeals to them, and it is significant that England, a great pioneer¬ 
ing nation, is under the rulership of Aries. From that stock, pioneers in religion 
and in political philosophy, came the founders of the United States, whose motto, on 
“* e ^ V i r8 , e 8 * de oi Great Seal, is NOVO ORDO SECLORUM, that is, "A New 
World-Order". Notice that word "Order". With all their impulsiveness and enter- 
prise, this Aries type loves order and is able to keep it. As much is hinted by the 
name of the corresponding Tarot Key. Emperor really means, "He who sets in order". 
Much of the Aries pioneering is based on this love of order. It is not so much the love 
of novelty for its own sake that takes the Aries people into the paths of adventure. 

What they are after is a better arrangement of things, a more satisfactory manage¬ 
ment of their affairs. 


This is what is meant by the basic type of consciousness associated with the 
sign in the Hebrew wisdom. Constituting Intelligence is fundamentally orderly. It is 
based on clear mental vision of the elements of a problem. And Aries people excel 
in mental vision. Almost all of them are good visualizers. They picture things de¬ 
finitely and concretely, and although they are described as impulsive, the impulse 
that drives them is more mental than emotional. That is, they reason with great 
speed, and quickly arrive at clear pictures of what they want to do. Indeed, they so 
outstrip the natives of some other signs in this ability, that in their conversation they 
seem to be jumping about from one subject to another. You say something to them, 
and if you are the least bit prolix or verbose in your elaboration of your theme, they 
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have arrived at your conclusion before you have stated it. Thus in talking with Arie,

As a rule, they care little for authority, unless they are the ones who exercise 
it. They are likely to "make their own rules", and sometimes this gets them into 
trouble. These are the boys and girls who chafe under the restrictions of small town 
life, who leave home early and strike out for themselves. 

The characteristic features of the Arietan are a pointed and prominent sheep¬ 
like nose, wide forehead, and pointed chin. Thus the face is triangular in outline. 
They often have light brown hair, verging on reddish. The body is often slender and 
well-formed, and the movements are characterized by energy and quickness. The 
dominant color of the sign is red, which is also the color of the ruling planet, Mars. 
This corresponds to the musical tone C-natural. This color and tone are to be used 
in stimulating the normal function of the parts of the body ruled by Aries, which are: 
The head, the cerebral hemispheres, and the various organs in the head, with the ex¬ 
ception of the nose, which is governed by Scorpio. 

The Aries Sub-types 

People born between March 21 and March 30 are the most intense of the Aries 
types. The influence of Mars is doubly manifest in their lives, because it rules the 
ten days just mentioned, as well as the vh ole sign. More than any other natives of 
this sign, these people are given to acting on the spur of the moment. They must be 
in action all the time. They are therefore wholly unsuited for sedentary work. They 
should have an occupation which gives them plenty of active contact with other people, 
and plenty of opportunity for exercising initiative. Children of this type find it almost 
impossible to keep still. 

Those born between March 31 and April 9, inclusive, combine the influence of 
the Sun with that of Mars. The quality of the Sun vibration, which manifests itself 
through the cardiac plexus, is vitalizing, radiant, expansive. This influence, typified 
by the 19th Key of Tarot, has been explained in earlier courses. The Sun is Exalted 1 
in Aries. This exaltation, you will recall, is symbolized by the golden sceptre, the 
golden globe, and the golden crown of the Emperor. For Aries rules the head, and it 
is in the head of man that solar force finds its highest manifestations on earth. 

People born between April 10 and 19, inclusive, are under the influence or the 
beneficent vibrations of Jupiter, which are centered in the solar plexus, as explained 
in Lesson 9. They are somewhat more generous than other natives of Aries. They 
are also more philosophical. They have a deep religious strain, but as they retain 
the pioneering, adventurous qualities of the sign, they are usually numbered among 
the adherents of the more advanced schools of religion and philosophy. They are en¬ 
thusiastic about their conventions, and eager to lead others to see the light. 

After reading this Lesson, concentrate upon Keys 4, 16, 19, and 10, laying 
them on the table in that order. Do this during the coming week, and you will stir into 
action within you the best of the positive qualities of the Aries type. In the next les¬ 
son we will take up the esoteric significance of the Aries consciousness taken from 
transcripts of class work by Ann Davies. ## 
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ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Twenty-eight 
ARIES (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

In this lesson we will be dealing with the esoteric aspects of the Aries cons¬ 
ciousness. Remember, it is our job to become the positive qualities of each of the 
zodiacal types. 

The Emperor, to which Aries is attributed, means the King. It is the first 
sign of the zodiac. It is related to that bodily part of ourselves which is the head -- 
that is, certain parts of the brain, as well as the face. It is related esoteric ally and 
through Tarot to vision. By vision we mean the inner vision. Never forget that when 
we see anything which appears as a physical phenomena, this is merely the manner 
through which certain aspects of consciousness, or certain kinds of vibrations, are 
translated by our self-consciousness. We are an entire zodiac, as you will see. We 
are also centers of expression for all of the planets which are within our specific 
solar system. Each of us is a special co-mingling of various energies. Therefore, 
each of us comprehends the universe in a specialized manner. 

What we shall learn to do is to function from the viewpoint of any one of the 
signs of the zodiac for a specific period or purpose as it is required. In psychology 
there is the development of a new word called "empathy". The idea of this is that, 
through empathy, one has the ability or the sensitivity to be able to tune into another 
human being*s feelings and thoughts. Remember the old Indian saying, "Judge no man 
until you have walked in his moccasins for three moons. " Developing empathy will 
help you to understand and judge your fellow human beings more accurately. 

How do our problems arise and what do they stem from? First of all, we have 
not yet learned how to have true vision, as shown by the Emperor, in relation to our 
own consciousness. When we lack an understanding of our own make-up, we certainly 
are unable to have true insight (vision) into the make-up of another individual. So, we 
react with annoyance, with irritation, with condemnation. These are the negative 
ways in which we react. When we learn to develop the positive elements of all the 
zodiacal signs, as depicted in the Tarot Keys, we are more apt to react with under¬ 
standing, compassion and insight. We will then be in a better position to help another 
individual. You cannot help others if you do not know what is going on in their hearts. 
No matter how apparently materialistic a person might be, intuitively everyone knows 
whether you are understanding and accepting him or not. What we do not realize is 
this: People do not really want us to think that they are brilliant, if they know in their 
hearts that they are not. They do not really want us to endow them with certain cha¬ 
racteristics if they know they have not developed these characteristics. What every 
human being longs for is understanding and acceptance. This can only come about 
when we learn to understand and accept ourselves and others. 

Those of you who were born in the sign of Aries might feel that this is the 
most important sign for you to understand. The rest of you may not feel that this is 
as essential for you. If you feel that way, we hope we arc going to help you to change 
your minds, because we all have a head, and therefore every one of us has Aries in 
his nature. Aries is necessarily on the cusp of one of the mundane houses in your 
personal astrology chart. So even if you were born with both the Sun and Ascendant 
in some other sign, those qualities which belong to Aries, e.i. , vision, reason, etc., 
work and react through the interminglings of the energies that are related to the sign 
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of the zodiac that you were born under.

w— .-. No matter where the Sun happened to be at 

the time of your birth, there are these elements that have to do wit your »Y ur 

brain, your vision. It is just that through the particular sign of your In ivi ua 1 y, 
you have to work at developing the positive Aries qualities during this incarnation. 
Actually we can, if we have achieved that level of evolution, develop our Kingship, 
our rulership, in all of the signs of the zodiac . This is what we will have to do even¬ 
tually. How do we know that this is not the incarnation in which we can take at least 
a very strong forward step towards that goal? A full, rounded, evolved human cons¬ 
ciousness is an active self-conscious zodiac, aware of all parts of itself and able to 
tune into any individual with an empathy and understanding of his inner thinking and 
feeling. Such a human consciousness can tune into the consciousness of another and 
then tune right back out again to his own individuality. Therefore, it is important 
that you pay strict attention to the qualities of all of the signs of the zodiac. Try to 
understand them fully, meditate on them deeply, because not only will they help bring 
these qualities up to the fore of your own consciousness, but they will help you to de¬ 
velop positive relationships with others. 



You will always run into representatives of all of the signs of the zodiac. In 
astrology we know that certain signs are said not to mix very well. They are squared 
to each other. There is said to be difficulty between individuals who have what are 
called square aspects to each other. Yet those who have achieved a higher evolution¬ 
ary level in their consciousness can develop just as beautiful a relationship with a 
square aspect as with any other. 

We have included with a previous lesson the Zodiacal Wheel. The tableau for 
Aries, which you were given in the last lesson, will help you develop the positive 
qualities of this sign. At a later date, the means for finding your personal tableau 
will be given. This will be the tableau connected with your own chart. It will help 
you gain insight into your real problem for this incarnation and the means for over¬ 
coming it. 

The Aries nature, as we have said, is basically enterprising, pioneering and 
impulsive. Some may say, "Well, I know Aries people who are not that way. " You 
don't know. Learn how to tune into them. You might discover that these qualities are 
there, but they are being blocked. Don't forget, we are the entire zodiac. Suppose 
the Moon was transiting a sign that is very conservative at the time of this individual's 
birth, and this person is expressing towards you more of the emotional aspects that 
are connected with the Moon. Again, suppose the rising sign happens to be in a con¬ 
servative area of the chart. You would not be able to recognize the Aries qualities in 
the surface personality. Whatever our sign is, remember, we have to develop the 
positive qualities of the Aries nature - enterprising, pioneering, visionary - in terms 
of our own sign. It is through the complexities of these interminglings of aspects 
being colored by other aspects that the distinct individuality which is each one of us 
is achieved. 


You are going to develop the ability to tune in and out of and understand the 
inner nature of each zodiacal type. This is what is going to make you the Emperor of 
your environment and give you the ability to serve the Lord of Life with ever greater 
awareness of all beautiful creations. As sons and daughters of God we must learn 
how to rule. In Genesis it says that God gave Adam dominion over the fish of the sea 
and the birds of the air and over every creeping and flying thing. 

Each sign is divided into three sections. This is involved Qabalistically with 
the four-letter word I H V H and with the four elements depicted in the corners of 
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Tarot Keys No. 10 and 21. In astrology these are the triplicities of air, earth, fire 
and water. These elements symbolize, among other things, the elemental beings 
They are consciousnesses that have a hierarchy, just as there is a hierarchy of human 
consciousness going from the primitive to the most sublime. These angelic forces 
work in and with us, even though they are on another line of evolution. Yet we are to 
become as the Gods, because of eating of the fruit of the knowledge of good and evil, 
and thus developing individualized self-consciousness through awareness of polarities. 
The decanates of each sign are associated with these triplicities of the elements. 

Aries belongs to the triplicity of fire. The first decanate of Aries governs the 
dates from March 21 through March 30. This decanate has a double ruler ship of 
Mars. The 16th Tarot Key is assigned to Mars, the planet primarily of physical 
action. It also governs all the motive powers of the organism. In Tarot Key No. 16 
the disintegrative effect of this planet is shown with great emphasis. Mars is impul¬ 
sive, hot, dry and electric. Its work is disintegrative, transforming, motive. Be¬ 
cause of the double rulership of Mars in this decanate of Aries, the Mars influence is 
very strong. This type is said to be impetuous, spirited and active, in addition to the 
basic Aries nature. 

We will be meditating on the tableaus corresponding to each sign of the zodiac 
as we go along. They are designed to awaken our abilities to tune into these cosmic 
forces more effectively. Remember that your lessons on Color and Sound are related 
to Esoteric Astrology. It would be a good idea to review that course in connection 
with this one . 

Those born in the second decanate of Aries, March 31 through April 9, are 
said to be enthusiastic and loyal in nature. This is in addition to the basic Aries 
nature. These qualities are highlighted, however, because the second decanate has 
another planetary ruler involved. Since Aries belongs to the fire triplicity, the next 
fire sign after Aries in the natural order of the zodiac is the subruler of the second 
decanate of Ajries. All signs who share in the same triplicity influence each other. 

The next fire sign after Aries is Leo, and the ruler of Leo is the Sun, so the Sun is 
the subruler of the second decanate. 

The principle involved in ruler ships and planetary influences is this: we are 
all citizens of the heavens. We belong to the universe. We receive the universal 
emanations, and we, in turn, emanate out to the universe. Within our own particular 
solar system, the sun is the center. In Qabalah it is called the Collective Intelligence. 
What is not known exoteric ally is that the sun keeps collecting within itself all the 
cosmic energies from the entire universe on the physical level. Consider it now on 
the level of consciousness, because everything is consciousness. The sun is continu¬ 
ously absorbing the universal consciousness. It is in continuous relationship with all 
of the energies and powers and knowledge of the Cosmic All, of God, of the Life 
Power. Thi9 being so, the sun emanates out universal consciousness, though physi¬ 
cally it is making an impact on us which we experience as light. This light, or uni¬ 
versal consciousness, hits each one of the other planets and reflects back to the 
earth specific qualities of consciousness related to each of the planets. In this re¬ 
flection back to us, we absorb more or less of the specialized qualities according to 
our vehicle or make-up. If we have a vehicle which is attuned more readily, say, to 
the Mars energies, we absorb the Mars energies a little more readily and our nature 
is a little more influenced by the Mars vibration. Although we have them all, there 
are some that have a little extra strength, or more intensity, depending upon our 
specific chart at the time we were born. For instance, Mars is the ruler, or has an 
affinity for, Aries; so if in your personal chart you should have Mars in Aries, you 
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would have what is said to be a very strong Mars nature. The strength of the Mars 
nature is also emphasized in the first decanate of Aries, as we have shown. The 
second decanate is influenced also by the sun. 


Those born from April 10 through April 19 are in the third decanate of Aries. 
Sagittarius being the third fire sign from Aries, its ruler, Jupiter, influences the 
third decanate. The third decanate Arietans thus have the expansive, beneficent Jupi 
ter as a secondary influence on their nature. 


The complete tableau for Aries is thus Key 4, Key 16, Key 19 and Key 10. 

The Sun is exalted in Aries, so we have a double emphasis on that Key, as well as on 
Key 16. If you are an Aries, meditate on this tableau to help bring out the positive 
Arietan qualities in your nature. For everyone, working with this tableau will help 
awaken the Aries qualities in your consciousness. It will work, and it will work in an 
amazing manner. Your ability to reason, to bring order into your life, to become the 
ruler of your environment will be developed. Another ability it will give you is the 
advantage of better understanding the Aries type. Suppose you have had a disagree¬ 
ment with somebody who is an Aries. The first thing to do is to pull out this tableau. 
Meditate on the positive aspects. You can use the astrology wheel to help you to re¬ 
member the basic qualities. Then you can extend it in your own thoughts. Bring up 
the meanings in your mind. Try to get tuned into this type of consciousness. You 
will be in a better position to understand and get along with the Arietan. 

When one member got to the Emperor in our work and tried to color that Key, 
she became sick to her stomach. She couldn’t seem to get beyond this point. She 
told Dr. Case about her problem and he asked her what conditions her closets and 
drawers were in at home. She looked at him in astonishment and said, "Packed and 
disorderly." He said, "This Tarot Key is related to order. No one can rule anything 
in his mind, emotions, or in his environment, until his thoughts and possessions are 
in order. It is because your environment is disorderly and you are, therefore, dis¬ 
cordant with your Aries nature that you are having this problem. Go to work on that 
and see what happens. " She did, and after that she was not only able to paint Tarot 
Key No. 4, but she developed an ability to handle - and rule - certain parts of her 
emotions that had been a tragic and lifelong problem to her. 


So you see, there is a great deal of benefit to be derived from the esoteric 
aspects of astrology through the use of Tarot. Should any of you have certain prob¬ 
lems or extra upsets in relation to any Tarot Key, it could be that there is some as¬ 
pect of the positive qualities of the type of consciousness symbolized that you are not 
expressing well, or that you are expressing in reverse. Inasmuch as none of us are 
perfected human beings, none of us express all the positive qualities of any of the 
signs or forces. For this reason it is important for us to know what the negative as- 
nects of the zodiacal types are, so that if we see them in ourselves or in others, we 
will be able to have a little more understanding. We will be able to say, "Certain 
astrological forces are affecting this person in such a way that they are making him 
her act negatively. " This is the first step towards perfection of relationships.

She could now help him because she had more understanding of his problim 
In tuning in and meditating on his tableau, in understanding the impact of the enerSw 
that were bombarding him at the time, she was able to emanate towards him certain 
emotional elements that were positive. Since everyone really longs to be understood 
and accepted, he responded to her help. 


We have not gone into the negative aspects of the Aries nature to any great 
extent because there is always the danger that you will start looking for them in others 
or yourself and thereby stimulate their expression. It is, however, important to re¬ 
cognize them in order to get along with the Aries type. For instance, the Aries type 
does not like to take orders from others. So if you want to get along with them, do 
not give them direct commands. It is not that they are unreasonable. They will co¬ 
operate with you from beginning to end if you approach them tactfully. If you make a 
request and tell them why you would like this or that done, you will get a great deal of 
cooperation. But don't go into too much detail when you tell them why, because an¬ 
other thing that annoys the Aries type is long-winded, detailed explanations. Make 
your explanations short and to the point. Otherwise, they will snap back at you with 
great bluntness and you'll think that they are the ones who are completely lacking in 
tact. Patience is just something that the Aries type does not possess in great abun¬ 
dance. But, as we have stated previously, the positive qualities of all the signs can 
be developed by any type of consciousness. This is the work we are taking up in this 
course. 


For this week we will be concentrating on developing the positive aspects of 
the Aries type of consciousness. We will be working to develop initiative, rulership 
of our emotions and thoughts, orderliness, an abundance of energy, and the develop¬ 
ment of mental or inner vision. 

TECHNIQUE 

Place the Aries tableau before you (Keys 4, 16, 19 and 10, in that order). 
Quickly review in your mind the basic type of consciousness, or force, depicted by 
each card. The first Key in this case is the type of consciousness, and the following 
three are the universal forces that are blended and intermingled in the Aries type. 

As you meditate on the Tableau, mentally permeate yourself with red and concentrate 
on Key 4, the Aries personality. Mentally affirm that you are going to express in 
your personality the positive qualities of Aries in every aspect of your life. You are 
going to be ruler of your thoughts, your emotions and your environment as you are 
truly destined to be. Next, concentrate on Key 16, the Mars force, to stimulate 
activity and drive in your nature. Feel the universal drive, or will force, enter your 
aura. Then meditate on Key 19 and feel the One Ego, the one conscious energy of 
our solar system permeating your aura. Go next to Key 10 and feel the expansive, 
beneficent Jupiter force filling you and attuning you to the order of the cosmos. 

AFFIRMATION 


Through me the driving force of the universe finds its highest expression. I 
am at one with the Ego of all humanity and attuned to the order of the cosmos. Thus 
do I express, through my personality, the perfect control, the enlightened vision, and 
the orderly environment symbolized by the Emperor. ## 
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Lesson Twenty-nine 
TAURUS (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

The natives of Taurus, born between April 20 and May 20, inclusive, are 
determined, practical and dutiful. Thoroughness is also one of their main charac¬ 
teristics. In whatever they undertake, once their course of action is decided upon, 
they persist in spite of every obstacle and heedless of all opposition. 

Fundamentally they have a kind, friendly and affectionate disposition. Yet 
kindly as they are, they are set in their ways and opinions. When they have accepted 
an idea, they cling to it, and it is hard to convince them that they have made a mis¬ 
take. At the same time, they have an innate love of justice and truth, so that when 
one has accomplished the by no means easy task of changing their views, they readily 
acknowledge their mistakes and spare no pains to rectify the consequences of their 
errors. 


Taurus people are not usually very brilliant students in childhood and youth. 
Yet they often go farther than natives of some other signs, simply because they are 
so persistent. The same thing applies to their business activities. They make haste 
slowly and are often thought to be mere plodders; but by the time they are between 
forty and fifty, they often have a good deal to show for their labor. They are great 
lovers of comfort and abhor physical pain. Yet their love of comfort often brings 
them the very pain they dread and hate because they live "not wisely, but too well”. 
They are endowed by nature with abundant vitality, but unless they learn early to 
direct their energy wisely, they often go to excess in work or play and suffer the con¬ 
sequence. And they love to eat, as a rule. Their sense of taste is highly developed 
(many tea-tasters and wine-tasters are natives of Taurus), and the typical Taurean is 
always familiar with the names and flavors of expensive foodstuffs. Plover's eggs 
and terrapin, caviar and pate de foie gras, are seldom mere names to them. Thus 
they frequently suffer from digestive troubles, enlargement of the liver and kidney 
ailments. 

The remedy is to inculcate in them, while they are children, the intelligent 
and scientific use of food. They have good sense to understand the principles of cor¬ 
rect eating, provided those principles are made clear and vividly linked up with ap¬ 
peals to their desire for comfort. Mere prohibition of this or that will not convince 
them. But if a little care is taken to make them see that sensible eating will make 
them physically comfortable, they will adopt, and persist in, a course of self-control 
which often is more thorough than that followed by people who are far less susceptible 
to the pleasures of taste. 

As a rule, Taureans are more or less averse to exercise. Thus, as middle 
i e approaches, they have to be on guard against overweight. Here, again, if they 
Can e P er9ua ded that exercise will keep them fit and comfortable, they will persist 
unti t ey have accomplished surprising results. Ordinarily, they are placid and 
go natured. They hate to give offense, and are slow to take it. They dislike argu- 
k ^ nd pained by disagreements among their friends. Even the sham battles 
e a e which some people enjoy disturb them. Yet when their own settled convic- 
ns are attacked, they will defend them stoutly, with a great many words. And tho 
ey are slow to anger, their rage is fearfully destructive when it is aroused. Then 
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they "see red", and it was for their cyclonic anger that the phrase "mad as a bull 11 
must have been coined. 


When highly developed, the natives of Taurus are very intuitive. This is 
hinted at in the attribution of Intuition and Triumphant and Eternal Intelligence to the 
etter Vau, and to the 5th Key of the Tarot. Theirs is true intuition, and it is always 
a manifestation of the Hidden Force of which the Erne raid Tablet says: "Its power is 
integrating, if it be turned into earth. 11 For it is the inner perception of eternal 
rut s, which are the same yesterday, today, and forever. And this perception al- 
ways es concrete, definite form. It is constructive. It leads to new combinations 
ot torces and materials. In its highest aspects it leads to new combinations of the 
materials provided by human life. Thus highly developed Taureans are often found in 
executive positions where the activities of human beings are welded together in some 
^ rea 1131 er * Natives of this sign, indeed, often make good executives, for they 

re absolutely dependable, and not easily swayed from the main issue. Furthermore, 
fT . ey f a j e - re served and secretive. They can keep their own counsel and are to be 
trusted in all confidential matters. 


, T ^eir love of comfort makes them long for a home where they can be sur¬ 
rounded by everything they love. Taurus women display considerable taste in fur- 
shmg and decorating a house, and interior decoration is one thing at which they 
frequently make a success. Under the influence of their planetary ruler. Venus. 

tohl^r. ar < e >, love “ ° f th , e beautiful. According to the degree of their development, 
to be sure, their standards vary considerably. But the desire for beauty is a strong 
motive in them all and when its manifestations are garish and gaudy, the desire is 
no different from that which finds expression in a more cultivated taste. 


Many actors and actresses, and many people engaged in amusement enter¬ 
prises are found in this sign. So are people who engage in businesses which make 
for the increase of comfort and luxury. From confectioners and proprietors of 
beauty shops, up to dealers in the finest products of art, you will find natives of 
Taurus active in supplying whatever appeals to the senses, to love of luxury, to the 
desire for comfort, and to the spread of beauty. This is by no means so far from 
the implications of the 5th Key of the Tarot as might be supposed. The Hierophant 
is the revealer of secrets and the expounder of mysteries. He is also the genius of 
true religion. This is something altogether different from theology; altogether dif¬ 
ferent, too, from the gloomy interpretations of life which often usurp the place of 
true religion. Whenever true religion is an active influence in human society, art 
flourishes, too. And affiliates of the B.O.T.A. should never forget that Beauty is 
the central idea of the Hebrew Wisdom on which Tarot is based. L 


Science is primarily analytical. It takes things to pieces. It botanizes and 
dissects. Art is synthetic. Even the practical arts, such as give us electric lights, 
and skyscrapers and automobiles, are fundamentally inseparable from the fine arts. 
Because we are passing through a transition stage in this mechanical era, this truth 
has been lost sight of b y many manufacturers of the countless things we use. Every 
year that passes, however, is full of indications that the better adapted a thing is for 
the uses to which it must be put, the more beautiful must be its structure and outline. 
Ugly things are weak things. Our eye for beauty is really an eye for strength. Thus 
Taurean love of the beautiful, its desire for comfort and luxury, when properly 
directed, become the foundations of real power, of a truly ox-like strength. True 
bodily comfort, for example, which every Taurean craves, is to be experienced only 
in a healthy organism. Physical efficiency and physical comfort are inseparable. So 
arc physical efficiency and a good complexion, a clear eye, a vibrant voice, and a 
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beautiful bodily outline. What is true here is true in every phase of human life. All 
art that is great is the expression of real strength, of real virility. And the highest 
art expresses those profound intuitions of reality which can only be experienced by the 
man or woman whose body, purified by obedience to the laws of life, responds to life- 
vibrations that pass unperceived by the grosser, less finely organized, and consequent¬ 
ly less effective and less beautiful , bodies of the ordinary run of humanity. 

The Taurean Sub-types 

People born between April 20 and April 30, inclusive, are the most typical 
Taureans. In their lives the influence of Venus, as your chart shows, is doubly active 
because it rules both the sign and the subdivision corresponding to these dates. The 
key-words for this part of the sign are given in the chart as: devoted, artistic, and 
sympathetic. Natives of this sub-type are often intensely religious, although they 
may take up some unusual cult or sect. Sometimes they have considerable psychic 
ability, often in the way of clairaudience or psychic hearing. Their senses of taste 
and touch are frequently very acute. They are very emotional, feeling things deeply 
and being somewhat subject to the psychic atmosphere of other people and of places. 
They should be careful in the selection of friends and particular in their choice of 
places to live. Ugly surroundings depress them and sometimes bring on actual illness. 

Those born between May 1 and May 10, inclusive, are not quite so emotional. 

The scientific and intellectual influence of the Mercury vibration is in their case 
blended with the artistic and sensuous Venus. They are more deliberate, and the 
constructive power of Mercury (hinted at in the fact that in the Hebrew alphabet this 
vibration is associated with the letter named "house") is marked in their tempera¬ 
ment. The chart also says that they are conservative, but you should not interpret 
this as meaning reactionary. They are conservative in the sense that they seek to ex¬ 
tract all possible values from life, in that they seek to put all their possessions and 
abilities to the best possible use, avoiding waste like a pestilence. 

Those born from May 11 to May 20, inclusive, have the restrictive influence 
of the Saturn vibration mingled with that of Venus. They are often mistaken by be¬ 
ginners in astrology for natives of the sign Capricorn. Their temperament is des¬ 
cribed in the chart as “stoical, persevering and firm". Persevering it surely is, 
and firm. But although it is hard to find a better epithet than stoical, it will not do 
to interpret their silence and their uncomplaining attitude as indicating that they be¬ 
lieve, as the Stoics did, in deprivation and hardship as being a desirable form of 
spiritual athletics. These Taureans of the third sub-type can put up with hardship 
to attain an end, but they resent the hardship. No matter what they endure, they en¬ 
dure it as an evil to be borne, until it can be overcome, never as something which 
they believe to be good for their souls. They do not complain, because they see the 
futility of complaint, and do not wish to waste their energy. But they always hope for 
a way out, and work firmly and persistently towards the solution of their difficulties, 
animated by the same fundamental desire for comfort and beauty that inspires all 
natives of Taurus. 

Typical Taureans are usually short and stocky, but this is by no means an 
invariable characteristic. A more dependable physical indication of this sign is the 
9 ^ or j» strong neck, supporting a head usually carried a little forward, as if the 
s ou ders were sustaining a weight. The lobe of the ear is often full, and the nose 
is usually short, and sometimes stubby. A typical Taurean feature is their walk. 

ey plant their heels first and rather heavily. The physical characteristics enu¬ 
merated, however, are those belonging to relatively pure types. 
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The diseases of Taurus, for which the color of the sign, Red-Orange, and the 
tone C-sharp are indicated, are: Affections of the throat, palate, larynx and tonsils, 
neck, lower jaw, ears and occipital region. The cerebellum is also governed by 
Taurus, as are the vertebrae of the neck and the great veins and arteries in that re¬ 
gion. The tableau for this sign, to develop its vibration and mental qualities, is: 

Key 5 (Taurus), Key 3 (Venus), Key 1 (Mercury, ruling second decanate), Key 21 
(Saturn, ruling third decanate), and Key 2 (Moon, exalted in Taurus). ## 
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ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Thirty 
TAURUS (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

In this lesson we are going to take up the Taurus astrological tableau as used 
with Tarot. Key No. 5, the Hierophant, is assigned to Taurus. The next key in the 
tableau is the Empress, Key No. 3, assigned to the planet Venus. Venus is not only 
the ruler of all of Taurus, but it rules the first decanate as well. The decanate rulers 
add particular colorations that blend with the sign ruler to make subtle differences in 
psychological types. Each of the three decanates are influenced by the rulers of the 
other signs in the same triplicity. Taurus, as you know, belongs to the Earth tripli- 
city. Though it is very little understood in exoteric astrology, the four elements are 
definitely involved with the four levels of being, the four Qabalistic worlds, the four 
archangels, the angels and the elemental beings. Each really symbolizes types and 
levels of consciousness. 

Because Venus rules the first decanate of Taurus, as well as the whole sign, 
those born in the first ten degrees are double Venus Taureans. The second ten de¬ 
grees have Venus as their ruler, but Mercury as their sub-ruler, so Tarot Key No. 1 
is the next Tarot Key in our Taurus tableau. The third decanate is sub-ruled by 
Saturn, the ruler of Capricorn, and second Earth sign from Taurus, and Key No. 21 
is the next in our tableau. To complete the tableau, we add Tarot Key No. 2, the 
High Priestess, symbolizing the Moon, which is exalted in Taurus. What is meant 
by exaltation is that the highest degree of development in that type of consciousness 
can be attained under this vibration. The characteristics and spiritual aspects of the 
human being which pertain to the planet thus exalted are more easily attained here. 
Remember, we are all the entire zodiac. There is no particular sign which does not 
affect us. When an astrologer makes up a natal chart, he sets up the entire astrolo¬ 
gical wheel; he doesn*t leave out any one of the zodiacal signs. He places Mars, which 
is really your activity nature, in the sign it was transiting at the time of your birth. 

He places Mercury, your intellectual nature, in its appropriate sign. What astrolo¬ 
gical sign these planets occupied at the time of your birth affects this aspect of your 
nature. A person may be born with the Sun in Taurus. This means that the basic 
individuality will naturally express through those psychological characteristics that 
we call Taurus, but Mercury may be in Aries; therefore his intellectual faculties will 
function more through the colorations which have to do with the psychological attri¬ 
butes of Aries, as mixed with the things that the intellect basically is. The Sun might 
be in Taurus, but Venus might be way across in Scorpio; therefore the emotional na¬ 
ture, the love nature, will be interpreted through the colorations of the sign Scorpio. 

We all have planets, usually in many different signs. We also, necessarily, 
have signs which are occupied by no planets. Even this does not mean that that part 
of the nature isn*t functioning. Every sign of the zodiac has a planetary ruler, and 
when no planet is posited in that sign, we go to the ruler of the sign to understand 
that part of our nature. This ruler, of course, then, is in some other sign. There¬ 
fore the characteristics of the sign in which no planet is posited will express in us in 
a special way colored by the sign in which its ruler is posited. 

We talk about telepathy a great deal. What we do not realize is that one of the 
reasons telepathy functions as it does is because we all have within us all of the ele¬ 
ments that everyone else has. Some elements are more highly developed; others are 
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still functioning on a very immature level. Nevertheless, we have all the aspects 
within us. If they are undeveloped, then that is more reason why we need to concen¬ 
trate and meditate on all of the tableaus to bring the undeveloped parts alive in our 
consciousness. We have come back over and over again from incarnation to incar¬ 
nation. We have been all of the signs of the zodiac innumerable times. We have been 
going round and round, but not in one spot. It is a spiral motion, a climbing spiral. 
We keep working on perfecting all these elements, all these signs within us. 

In exoteric astrology there is a great deal of forecasting in relation to a chart. 
The thing to remember is that the more on the mass mind level a human being is, the 
more easily can an astrologer prognosticate for him. When he is on this level it is 
relatively simple to ascertain what is going to happen to him, because he is not likely 
to vary much from the norm in his reactions to the astrological forces. However, if 
someone has started a definite and determined rise in consciousness through occult 
study, he will be more individualistic and be not so likely to follow the conventional¬ 
isms of the masses. The more highly evolved a human being is, the less can one 
prognosticate about his future, because he has developed more rulership of himself 
and his destiny. Therefore, to the degree that we gain control of our inner make-up, 
our reactions, our responses ... to that degree are we free from the repercussions 
of certain cosmic energies. We will have all sorts of experiences, but the measure 
in which we react is what determines what the outcome is going to be. Please do not 
permit yourselves to become suggestible in relation to certain aspects of astrology. 

If you have been trained to feel, for instance, that Saturn is a malefic and is going to 
bring you burdens and heavy responsibilities when it aspects your chart, then it will, 
because you will be feeding a destructive idea. 

Let*s analyze Taurus in conjuction with Tarot, and then tie it in with the astro¬ 
logical ideas as understood by the esoteric schools of Wisdom. Taurus is the fixed 
Earth sign. We have seen it pictured in Keys No. 10 and 21 as the Bull. In Qabalah 
the bull, or ox, is assigned to the Fool, who symbolizes the highest 9uperconscious 
levels. Qabalah relates superconsciousness with the Earth. What does this tell us? 

It tells us that people make a great mistake when they disparage Earth. The wild 
dreamer, who does nothing but dream, accomplishes nothing. The people who sit and 
meditate, but fail to take these meditations out into their lives and accomplish a 
change in and on earth, have missed the point. It is only as things are changed on the 
physical plane that we have proof of the workings of truly spiritual principles. Many 
schools of thought and unhappy religions teach their followers to scorn the body, have 
contempt for all that is physical, and lift their hearts only to spiritual matters. In 
other words, they separate the so-called spiritual from the so-called physical. The 
Hierophant, who is assigned to Taurus, fixed Earth, and also to superconscious intui¬ 
tion, says something very different. 

Taurus rules the ears, the throat, larynx and tongue. The higher aspects of 
Taurus refer to inner hearing. This does not mean psychic hearing. Inner hearing is 
something above and beyond that. Psychic hearing can get you into a lot of trouble, 
whereas the true intuitive hearing is really another order of experience. Thus we find 
true intuition assigned to Taurus. Taurus is also the second sign that rules money in 
mundane astrology. The Taurus type is said to be stubborn, earthy, materialistic and 
self-indulgent These, of course, are the negative things that are said of Taureans. 
Fverv sicn has both negative and positive responses. Whereas the very lowly evolved 
Tmrean rniffht be materialistic, a highly evolved Taurean certainly will not be. He 
11 be indeed, exactly the reverse. He will be intuitive and so spiritually oriented 
r,\ , i* 'ill be a’matter of the utmost importance to him that his intuitive perceptions 
hr-* 1 washed down to earth and made available to his fellow man. Taurus symbolizes 
intuition made manifest. 
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There is a very great difference in all of the signs between the high and low 
types. Actually, of course, we react to the highest parts of our sign at times, and 
at other times to what appear to be its very lowest aspects. We can learn to hold our 
consciousness to the positive expression - to the positive outer manifestation of our 
astrological types - through work with these tableaus. This outer manifestation has 
to do with the integration mentioned in the Tablet of Hermes. The Tarot Tableaus we 
are giving you for each of the zodiacal types are related to their positive expression. 
Many of us are already well along the path, but we need the help of these extra inten¬ 
sive and long time hidden techniques to help us in our progress. They are very po¬ 
werful and must never be overdone. It is also very important to take special periods 
with each of the Tableaus. 


Intuition is something that many misunderstand. One of the great problems is 
that those who are psychic get the idea of psychism and intuition mixed up. We want 
to point out to you that one of the basic differences between a psychic message and an 
intuitive message is the content. A psychic message will usually try to flatter you 
and get you to follow orders. A true intuitive message gives you basic principles for 
your spiritual growth. True intuition comes only to those human beings who have de¬ 
veloped enough insight through the meditative processes to practice discrimination. 
Even though such human beings may not have overcome all their negative habit pat¬ 
terns and biases, they will at least be aware that they are there to overcome and will 
not be so at the mercy of these patterns and prejudices, nor be so likely to rationalize 
them as intuition. The Taurus nature has the quality that can instantly discern the 
false from the true because of their ability to develop true intuition. And they can 
more easily develop the ability to discern the difference between hate which goes under 
the guise of spiritual teaching, and true spiritual teaching. 


In Key No. 5 we have two figures kneeling before the Hierophant. These two 
figures relate to desire and knowledge. The really highly evolved Taurean nature is 
ready to kneel before the Inner Teacher, the Higher Self. Meditating on the Taurus 
tableau helps us to develop oneness, humility, and willingness to give up our false 
interpretations of life, our false knowledge, our negative and foolish desires, so that 
we can bring the true heaven down to earth. Never forget, Earth is the cloak of Go , 
and is not to be looked down upon as something unspiritual. 


Venus is the ruler of Taurus, Key No. 3 in Tarot, the Empress. Notice the 
shield she holds. This is an important aspect of the entire Taurean nature that we a 
need to develop in ourselves. Her shield is shaped like a heart, and that means love. 
The dove of peace is across it. Love does bring peace. Hate brings the opposite. 

The Empress is fertile. When you start receiving true intuition, you become fertile 
and start growing in your garden all of the beautiful things that bring fulfillment. 


To return to our Taurus tableau, you will remember that the first decanate, 
or Venus type, is said to be devoted, artistic and sympathetic. This first grouping in 
the Taurean nature is to bring to our awareness the basic good will towards all things 
and all beings. Let's remember that to develop true intuition the first thing we need 
to do is to start using love and acceptance toward all creatures and all situations. We 
need to develop the basic feeling that all creatures are special, wonderful, unique 
manifestations of the One Life. Thus can we give all creatures a certain reverance, 
whether they are to be close associates of ours or not, whether their personality as¬ 
pects mingle well with ours or not. 


Those born in the next ten degrees, under the sub-rulership of Mercury, 
called deliberative, constructive and conservative. Mercury is assigned to attention 
in Tarot. Attention is being here and now We can see how it ties in with the ideas ot 
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the Earth sign Taurus. Being attentive to the physical universe is what evolves our 
awareness and makes us more capable of proper meditation. It helps us o eve op 
the ability to hear the Inner Voice. If we walk down the street with our hea s in e 
clouds, we are not being attentive to the manifestations of life. We are not really 
being alive. Wherever we are, whatever we do, we need to learn to be attentive. 
Attention is the beginning of concentration (Mercury Key No. 1). Learning to concen¬ 
trate develops little by little the ability to enter into a true meditative state. The 
reports of the physical senses are what give us the vital pictures that develop the in¬ 
tensive emotions we need in order to receive intuitional reports. Many erroneously 
think that they have to get rid of their emotions to attain higher spiritual states. That 
is committing spiritual suicide. Only when you care is your concentration going to be 
deep enough to overcome mind wandering. When you care, you are able to really con¬ 
centrate. You have all probably experienced this type of concentration. When you are 
in love, you care, and nothing can stop your concentration on the beloved. This type 
of concentration on what is going on around us will develop our intellect to an aston¬ 
ishing degree. When you work with the ideas that deal with the Magician, you are 
working with those ideas that are going to develop intellect. 

The third decanate Taurean, under the sub-rulership of Saturn, is said to be 
stoical, persevering and firm. Saturn, in exoteric astrology, is very much feared as 
the oppressor and frustrater. In our work we show you Saturn in a more accurate 
light. As you know, the planet Saturn is assigned to the dancer in Key No. 21. It 
shows you that the definite measured control of the dance is the true function of Saturn. 
Every kind of dance, or song, or any accomplishment, is attained through disciplines. 
Saturn is like the loving mother teaching her child through discipline. We must deve¬ 
lop a special attitude towards that which holds us down and frustrates us. We must 
learn to see restrictive circumstances as the compression of energy within us that 
helps bring us stability and strength, giving us the capacity to experience the Inner 
Voice. Usually that which we think is frustration has as its basis the actual love, the 
Venus quality, which is the primary ruler of the Taurus Tableau. It is important to 
see Saturn as that which develops true grace and strength, symbolized in Taurus, the 
first Earth sign, as the strong, stable bull. 


The Moon is exalted in Taurus, so it completes our tableau. The Moon is sym¬ 
bolized in Tarot by Key No. 2, the High Priestess. Remember, the Moon is assigned 
to subconsciousness. Subconsciousness holds the memory patterns of everything we 
have ever been, every way we have ever reacted. As we have said, exaltation in a 
sign means that that particular type of expression finds its highest development thru 
the qualities of the sign in which it is exalted. It doesn't mean that those who have the 
Moon in Taurus have the most highly evolved subconscious mind responding to the 
highest intuitive levels. What it does mean is that if people happen to have the Moon in 
Taurus, they can more easily and more readily effect the transmutations of subcons¬ 
ciousness that can lead to true intuitive guidance. We all want to be the entire tableau 
of every one of the signs. When we work with this tableau, we can develop this exalta¬ 
tion of subconsciousness, this transmutation of all the hates and misinformation that 
have held us back. It is our subconsciousness which stands in the way of true intuitive 
perceptions and guidance. It is what we have registered in subconsciousness that 
brings us all of our difficulties. Our deepest problems and sorrows come from that 
part of our nature which is still clinging to the old habit patterns and prejudices

are emotional, we have not transmuted that area of subconsciousness. The way to tell 
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how biased a person is about a situation or idea is to watch how emotional he becomes 
in relation to a discussion regarding it. You can use this yardstick on yourself, too. 
Watch your own emotional reactions and you will discover just how biased you are in 
certain areas. It doesn't always mean that you do not have the proper reaction, but if 
they are arrived at through prejudice or propaganda, you are not using your reasoning 
faculty. You are not expressing Kingship of mind and heart. You have not evaluated 
your responses with proper objectivity. Without this objective evaluation we are not 
responding consciously with the higher nature and will not bring the positive results in 
terms of transmutation of subconsciousness. We all must get our subconsciousness 
exalted in our Taurean nature. We must open the inner gates of our minds and hearts 
to true intuition. 

By meditating on each of these tableaus, you will be awakening the positive 
elements of that part of your nature. Use this Taurus tableau to develop your ability 
to receive the true intuition that will transform your life here on earth and guide you 
to ever higher levels of spiritual attainment. 

TECHNIQUE 

Place the Taurus Tableau in front of you, reviewing as before the basic type of 
consciousness or universal force therein depicted. The first Key in these tableaus is 
always the type of consciousness and the following Keys are the universal forces (pla¬ 
nets) that are being expressed and co-mingled. First permeate yourself with Red- 
Orange, intone the note C#, and meditate on Key No. 5, the Hierophant. You are thus 
opening yourself to the development and understanding of the positive qualities of this 
type. You are developing your intuitive faculties and your ability to bring them down 
to earth. Next concentrate in turn on Key No. 3, No. 1, No. 21, and No. 2. Image 
their colors and intone their notes. Endeavor to see how the expression of love and 
desire (Key 3), attention (Key 1), limitation (Key 21), and repetition (Key 2) are fun¬ 
damental elements of a well-developed, intuitive faculty. 

AFFIRMATION 


True intuition is the fruit of love. Because I care, I concentrate my attention, 
bringing more love into my field of influence. I know that limitation is but the neces¬ 
sary framework for overcoming error. Thus does my subconsciousness become an 
ever clearer channel for the Wisdom from Above. ##

GEMINI (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

Gemini, the Twins, is the third sign of the zodiac. It is the Individuality sign 
of people born between May 21 and June 19# inclusive. It is one of the four mutable, 
or common# signs. These common signs are all mental in quality, and their natives 
are characterized by adaptability. 

In that section of the astrological chart containing the name, symbol, color 
and musical note corresponding to Gemini, you will find also the symbol A. It repre¬ 
sents the element AIR, The same symbol is associated with the Fool, because 
really stands for the cosmic Life-Breath, or Spirit, which Hebrews call Ruach (R V Ch), 
Hindus term Prana, and Greeks name Pneuma, The attribution of this symbol A to 
the Fool indicates that the influence of the Cosmic Life-Breath is powerful in all the 
airy signs of the zodiac. In all the airy signs, too, the mental qualities of Uranus find 
their best expression. In them, again, the Fiery Intelligence of Superconsciousness 
has a very potent influence. 

This you see, of course, when you look at the picture of the Lovers, where the 
airy and fiery quality of the Life-Breath is portrayed by the Angel. Moreover, the 
Lovers represent the type of consciousness called '’Disposing Intelligence 11 ; and what 
I want you particularly to understand at this point is that the Disposing Intelligence is 
really superconsciousness, is really identical with Fiery intelligence. In other words, 
in the sixth Key the Disposing Intelligence is represented by the angel and his influence. 
It is manifested through and by_ the personal aspects of the Life-Power symbolized by 
the Man and the Woman, 

When we say that a person has fine discrimination, we really mean that he is 
an unusually unobstructed channel for the supcrconscious knowledge represented by 
the Fool, and by the angel in the sixth Key, In other words, discrimination is not a 
personal quality. It is a cosmic, or super conscious, quality which finds outlet through 
human personality. One does not acquire discrimination. As the personal vehicle be¬ 
comes more finely organized, it expresses finer and finer degrees of discrimination. 
The Discriminator is the One Self, the true I AM. Since the beginning of the cycle of 
manifestation in which we have our being now, there has never been one moment when 
the Self lacked knowledge of the least detail of the life-process, Nor has there ever 
been a moment when the Self did not possess perfect understanding of the meaning of 
the ALL* When a man or a woman shows ability to make nice distinctions, the perfect 
discrimination of the Life-Power simply radiates THROUGH that person* 

Bearing this in mind, you can understand why Mercury is the ruler of Gemini. 
Trans pa r ency (symbolized by the Magician) is the basis for all personal expression of 
the Disposing Intelligence. The dominant thing about Gemini people is the t ran amis ~ 
sive quality associated with the Magician, What the Magician represents is NOT crea¬ 
tive power. It is not originality* He is a herald, an announcer, a messenger; but he 
heralds something higher than himself, announces the presence of something greater 
than he, delivers a message of which he is not the author. He builds and arranges, as 
the letter Beth (the House) hints, and as the symbolism of the first Key shows; but he 
builds with materials already present, and arranges and relates the manifestations of 
something above and beyond himself. 
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Even the key-words of the sign Gemini take this into account. They are: 
Intellectual, inquiring, dualistic. Intellect examines what already is, in order to 
discover relationships. It inquires into the meaning of experience, and this attitude 
of inquiry supposes ignorance at the outset of the investigation. We inquire because 
we don't know. (This will help you to understand why the Devil, type of bondage and 
ignorance, is at the bottom of the row of three Keys headed by the Magician. Even 
so, ignorance is the ground, or basis, of inquiry.) Inquiry finds itself stimulated by 
a world full of apparent contradictions. Contrasts and oppositions are everywhere, 
which intellect seeks to reconcile. 

Thus the typical Gemini person is continually asking "Why?" The best of 
them have the truly scientific mind. Mediocre Gemini personalities are more super¬ 
ficial, though often great readers. But their attention is quickly diverted by new in¬ 
terests. Before they have solved one puzzle, life shows them another, and so they 
never really learn the answers to any. Singleness of purpose, and practice in con¬ 
centration, are therefore indispensable for Gemini natives. 

The dualism of the sign is clearly indicated by its symbol, which you will find 
in the chart. It closely resembles the Roman numeral II. Some say it originally re¬ 
presented the Roman dieties. Castor and Pollux. I presume it is far more ancient. 
What it clearly indicates is similarity combined with difference. True discrimination 
shows us the subtle differences between similar things. Difference must not be con¬ 
fused with separateness. Ability to perceive it is the mark of mental greatness. No 
mental power is better worth developing. Relatively few people have unfolded any 
high degree of this power. We are continually deceived by resemblances, and when 
we make progress in any field, it is largely because we have learned to distinguish 
differences. Gemini people are able by training to accomplish marvels in this direc¬ 
tion. They are by nature apt at nice discrimination and classification. They can see 
both sides of a question, and while this sometimes makes them somewhat hesitant in 
arriving at decisions, it also prevents them from rushing headlong into action without 
taking into consideration the pros and cons of a matter. 

Because they perceive differences, they can usually express themselves well. 
They make nice distinctions of meaning in their choice of words. Thus they usually 
study the dictionary and have a fine vocabulary. Often they are good writers and, 
generally, entertaining speakers. While they are in a company, conversation seldom 
lags. If sometimes they do rather more than their share of talking, they are seldom 
bores, because they always have some new point of view to present which other peo¬ 
ple have not noticed. Thus their apparent monopoly of a conversation is generally 
due to the fact that others gladly listen to what they have to say. This, however, ap¬ 
plies only to the highly developed types of Gemini people. The undeveloped ones are 
often intolerable chatterboxes. 

They learn easily and usually have good memories. Moreover, whatever they 
know seems to be instantly available. This enables them to make wonderfully effec¬ 
tive use of a small store of knowledge. Their fault is that they learn so easily that 
they may become superficial. Sometimes they are a trifle - occasionally more than 
a trifle lax about verifying what they have heard or read. As public speakers, there¬ 
fore, they are always plausible and interesting, convincing in argument, but some¬ 
times not quite dependable in their statements of supposed fact.

° r s. When the sign is rising, the body is tall and slender, and the arms and 
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legs are long, while the hands are fine with long fingers. The bodily movements are 
quick, and the facial expression is continually changing with the play of thought and 
emotion. Gemini rules the arms and hands, shoulders, lungs, collarbones and upper 
ribs. Afflictions in this sign of the zodiac cause pulmonary diseases, pneumonia 
pleurisy, asthma, bronchitis, and nervous affections of the region ruled by the sign. 
Neuritis in the arms or hands is included in this category. For normal function in the 
region of the body governed by Gemini, the color Orange is indicated, and the musical 
tone D-natural. Gemini people need plenty of sunlight and fresh air and should have 

sufficient light exercise. They need also to pay particular attention to the matter of 
correct posture. 


Clerical work, writing, correspondence, scientific research, public speaking, 
teaching, salesmanship, newspaper reporting, literary criticism, and all similar 
work is congenial to the Gemini type. Teaching is perhaps the least congenial if it 
involves too much repetition and routine, or if it ties one down to one place too stea¬ 
dily. For Gemini natives like changes of scene and usually find themselves happiest 
in work that enables them to move from place to place a good deal, gives them oppor¬ 
tunity to make new acquaintances continually, and provides considerable variety of 
experiences on which they can exercise their inquiring minds. Dull routine work is 
not for them, nor should they attempt to be executives, for executives often have to 
make quick, snap judgments, and Gemini people, though agile of mind and often quick 
in thought and action, do not commonly arrive easily at decisions. 

The Gemini Sub-types 


People born between May 21 and May 29# inclusive, are the most characteri¬ 
stic Gemini types. They are often literary, and they can usually do a number of dif¬ 
ferent things very well. It is not uncommon for them to be engaged in at least two 
kinds of business at once. Often, when they are in conversation, they are doing some 
sort of routine mechanical work, like sewing or knitting, or among men, whittling or 
some other such light work. Their minds are very acute, and they usually see all that 
is going on in their immediate vicinity. Mercury (the Magician) is their special ruler. 


Those born between May 30 and June 8, inclusive, are rather more artistic 
than the natives of the first sub-type. They have more feeling in their make-up, too, 
and are not so purely intellectual. They are distinguished for kindness and sympathy. 
Usually they have fine manners, and their speech and writing are exceptionally po¬ 
lished. Venus (the Empress) is their particular ruler. 


Natives of the third Gemini sub-type, born between June 9 and June 19, inclu¬ 
sive, have about them a subtle something which arrests attention. They are somewhat 
more secretive than the natives of the other two sub-types of this sign. They are also 
more original. Often they are interested in history, in antiques, and also in inventions. 
They are very adaptable, both to persons and surroundings. Thus they can get along 
with almost anybody and can make themselves comfortable in almost any environment. 
Their special rulers are Saturn (the World) and Uranus (the Fool). 

To develop in yourself the positive qualities of the Gemini type, use the follow- 
lng arot Keys: No. 6, No. 1, No. 3, No. 21, and No. 0. Use this sequence during 
T e wee k as a special exercise. Use it, whether Gemini is your sign or not.

In this lesson we will gain insight into the Gemini nature. As with all the 
tableaus we must remember that to complete ourselves, the entire zodiac must be 
b . ced within our personalities. The techniques given with these lessons are de¬ 
veloping our abilities to express the positive qualities connected with each sign 
thereby developing wholeness in ourselves and understanding of others. We will also 
become acquainted with the negative traits connected with each sign. By under- 
standing that these qualities may also be present in an individual, we will not be as

ndecisiveness. Seeing all the elements involved in any situation is of course 
very good, if one is at the same time able to reach a definite conclusion. 

The other Gemini quality that can be carried too far is their ability to partici¬ 
pate in many different activities at the same time. Unless handled very adeptfy this 
often results in nothing being finished or accomplished. On the other hLid, the 7 Ge¬ 
mini type would be very unhappy in vocations that require too much routine. They 
must have variety. Their minds are quick and they learn rapidly. With many Gemi- 
nis thls leads to their greatest problems. They learn so easily that they don't really 
get to the bottom of things. They can often give the impression of being quite brilliant 
and knowing many things. But unless they develop stability and the self-discipline 
necessary to get to the heart of things, their brilliance is all surface knowledge with¬ 
out the deep wisdom that comes with perception and understanding. 


The Magician, ruler of Gemini, represents tremendous discipline. He is 
attention. He is concentration. This is the quality that sees into and through. The 
Magician is also the ruler of the first decanate of Gemini. The qualities listed for 
this decanate are literary, versatile and acute. These qualities also denote quick 
comprehension and keen attention. This ability to pay attention and quickly perceive 
differences is the fruit of an inquiring, curious mind. All of life, all of beauty, all of 
consciousness develops and expands as our ability and capacity to see differences ex¬ 
pands. This does not mean separativeness. It means appreciation of all of the varied 
aspects of the One. This is what develops self-consciousness. To discriminate be¬ 
tween the me and the not me is the beginning of self-consciousness. All the pairs of 
opposites are involved in being aware. Male and female. Dark and light. Active and 
passive. Without awareness of differences, we couldn't have any awareness at all. 

It is this same principle brought into finer and finer distinction that brings enlarged 
self experience. This is why we must revere the differences that exist between all of 
us. God apparently loved diversity. Diversity is not separativeness. Iam one per¬ 
son, but I have hair, a nose, a mouth, etc. I have many elements that go into making 
me one person or one vehicle.

The second decanate of Gemini is influenced by Venus, ruler of the next airy 
sign, Libra. This decanate adds the qualities of kindness, cleverness and polish 
These qualities are really typical of Gemini as a whole. That is one reason why Tarot 
Key No. 6 is called the Lovers. This kindness is the fruit of discrimination. When 
we understand, we love. You might say you know a Gemini who is exactly the reverse. 
This is quite possible. Immature natives of any sign are likely to express qualities 
exactly opposite to the positive aspects. This does not imply immaturity in every¬ 
thing. We all have personality aspects that need development. In the case above cited, 
the lack is in the ability to discriminate differences accurately and thus understand 
others. The loving of life and the loving of people really has to do with gaining an 
understanding and acceptance of their various points of view. 

The added qualities of the third decanate are: adaptable, intuitive and original. 
Your third decanate Gemini, along with all the previous influences, is ruled by the 
rulers of Aquarius — Saturn and Uranus. Unlike some schools of exoteric astrology, 
the esoteric teaching has retained the original rulers along with the New Age planets. 
The Masters who drew up the Tarot included Keys for the planets that were yet to be 
discovered by exoteric astronomers. The Masters knew that there were still areas of 
consciousness undeveloped in mankind. They knew that the physical representation or 
vehicle must be discovered in our solar system before it could become a part of our 
consciousness. When man's evolution reached a certain point, consciousness was e- 
volved capable of developing telescopes that in turn made possible the discovery of the 
outer planets in the heavens that correlate with the newly developed areas of conscious¬ 
ness in man. Mass evolution had reached the point where it was possible to receive a 
new impact of forces. That is why and when it becomes consciously discovered. It 
ties right in with the whole principle of evolution in all its phases. When Uranus was 
discovered, careful study indicated its affinity for the zodiacal sign Aquarius. Thus 
it is the co-ruler with Saturn in our third decanate of Gemini. Saturn is retained be¬ 
cause our Tradition holds with the idea that the original quality of consciousness in¬ 
volved is not eliminated when a new element is added. As you can see, in order to 
truly understand the Gemini nature, we must also understand the Aquarian nature and 
the Libran nature. Are you beginning to see why it is important to see and understand 
all of the signs ? 

TECHNIQUE 


Place the Gemini Tableau before you (Keys No. 6, 1, 3, 21, and 0, in that 
order). As before, review the basic type of consciousness (Key No. 6) involved, and 
the universal forces that are blended in this type of consciousness (Keys 1 through 0). 
Permeate yourself with the Orange connected with Gemini, intone the note (D), and 
mentally affirm your desire to express the positive qualities of this type of conscious¬ 
ness. You are going to develop keen discrimination, easier comprehension, and the 
ability to see both sides of any question. Concentrate in turn, imaging the color and 
intoning the note, on each of the planetary forces involved in this type of conscious¬ 
ness. See how their proper proportion and balance will develop in you the positive 
qualities of the Gemini nature.

Lesson Thirty-three 
CANCER (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

Cancer, the Crab, is the Individuality sign of people born between June 20 and 
July 23. It is one of the four cardinal signs of the zodiac, the other three being Aries, 
Libra and Capricorn. They are called cardinal signs because they correspond to the 
four cardinal points of the heavens. When the sun is in Aries, it reaches the eastern¬ 
most point of its yearly journey; in Cancer it is farthest north, and from that point be¬ 
gins to go backward, like a crab; in Libra it reaches the extreme west; and in Capri¬ 
corn it is at the point farthest south. People born when the Sun is in any of the four 
cardinal signs have more initiative and greater executive ability than the natives of 
other signs. 

The circular astrological chart shows the inverted triangle^, symbol of the 
element Water, in the place assigned to Cancer. The element of Water is assigned in 
Tarot to the Hanged Man. The Hanged Man also represents the planet Neptune and the 
attribution M Stable Intelligence". Review the interpretation of the Hanged Man given 
in Tarot Fundamentals. Then you will begin to understand why all three watery signs 
of the zodiac - of which Cancer is the first — are mystical and psychic in quality. 

Stable Intelligence is the phase of consciousness working through all the watery 
signs, and the essence of Stable Intelligence is a realization of the total dependence of 
personality upon the cosmic life. Natives of watery signs feel their connection with 
the sum total of cosmic activities. Theirs is feeling, rather than intellectual percep¬ 
tion. They have an inner sense of relationship to the ALL. In highly developed peo¬ 
ple, this grows into the true mystical experience symbolized by the Hanged Man. 
Natives of Cancer express this inner sense of connection with the whole of Universal 
activity as intense responsiveness to their surroundings. They feel the atmosphere of 
places. They often have no definite understanding of the significance of their impres¬ 
sions, but the impression itself is usually definite enough. 

Usually they are great home lovers. Their sense of family solidarity is strong, 
to the point of clannishness. They are happiest in the midst of surroundings to which 
they are accustomed. Often they are very patriotic, and this feeling is simply an ex¬ 
tension of their love of home. As key words for this sign, the chart gives: sensitive, 
tenacious, maternal. It may seem strange to use the word "maternal" to describe 
masculine natives of Cancer, but the adjective is really well chosen. Frequently men 
born in this sign are more maternal than their wives. They feel keenly the responsi¬ 
bilities of home and children. They find it perfectly natural to express themselves in 
ways which are essentially "motherly". This is true of many men who are not in the 
least degree effeminate. 

Cancer people hate pain, and they dislike controversy. Their sensitive natures 
incline them to be retiring and quiet. At the same time, they frequently are found in 
positions of public trust, although usually these are positions which do not demand 
that they make very many contacts with the masses. Their dislike of pain makes them 
avoid physical danger whenever they can; but although they have less physical courage 
than most people, they often make up for it by great moral courage. There their 
tenacity shows itself. Let them be convinced that a cause is right, or that a principle 
is just, and they will defend their convictions to the last ditch. 
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With the Moon for their ruler, they are usually fond of change, and adapt 
themselves easily to changing conditions. But no matter how much they like change, 
they also like home. Thus one often finds natives of Cancer roaming the whole world

As a 
rule they mean that if Jupiter was in the sign Cancer when you were born, the Jupiter 
vibrations will be particularly strong and beneficial in your life. This is true, so far 
as it goes. But there is more to it from the occult side. No matter where the planet 
Jupiter may be located in your horoscope, the interior "planet" which concerns you 
most always has its most potent expression through the mental states and the physical 
functions corresponding to Cancer. In consciousness, the Jupiter vibration finds ex¬ 
pression as the ’'Rewarding Intelligence of Those Who Seek" or the "Intelligence of 
Conciliation 11 * The course 32 Paths of Wisdom told you a good deal about this phase 
of consciousness and its effect on your life. Review also what has been written in 
earlier courses concerning Key No. 7. 


In addition, it would also be beneficial to review the material in the course on 
Color and Sound concerning the Jupiter center. As you review, you will see that to 
be able to tap the store of information which may be reached through the Jupiter cen¬ 
ter is to come into possession of knowledge which gives direct and pertinent answers 
to specific questions. The unfolding of the powers of the Jupiter center also brings a 
progressive realization of the occult relationships between things which are apparently 
disconnected, or even actively opposed to each other* Little by little, this perception 
of hidden correspondences takes definite shape and form in the mind of the speaker, 
until at last it becomes the experience allegorically described as the "finding of the 
Lost Word 11 . 


If you are ready to receive it, this experience is physiological as well as men¬ 
tal* It happens to us when our body chemistry is just right, and not otherwise* This 
fine adjustment of the body chemistry depends upon transformations of physical sub¬ 
stances which occur during the process of digestion in the stomach, which is astrolo- 
gically governed by the sign Cancer. This may not be so "spiritual" as some people 
would like to have all things occult. No matter what one calls it, it is true. Further¬ 
more, the subtle modifications of the digestive process which are necessary to bring 
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about the particular chemical changes in the organism I have mentioned are them¬ 
selves the result of an attitude of mind. Your Tarot tableau describes that attitude 
as "RECEPTIVITY-WILL' 1 . That attitude is evoked by the 7th major trump. It is 
more than a mere intellectual recognition of the significance of the symbols combined 
in that picture. It is more than saying, "Yes," to the proposition, "The universal I 
AM is the rider in the vehicle of personality. " This assent is necessary. This intel¬ 
lectual recognition must be given. But these are only preliminary. Genuine and com¬ 
plete receptivity, such as Jesus expressed when he said, "My will is to do the will of 
Him that sent me, " is a matter of interior growth. Key No. 7, used as a focus for 
concentration, will accelerate that growth. 

Cancer governs the breasts, the stomach, the esophagus, the thoracic duct, 
the lacteals in the small intestine, the upper lobes of the liver, the diaphragm and the 
lower lobes of the lungs. Astrological afflictions in this sign cause coughs and hic¬ 
coughs, indigestion, gas on the stomach, and the gloom and hypochondria associated 
with indigestion — sometimes amounting to hysteria. Gallstones and jaundice are also 
among the ailments characteristic of this sign. To restore the normal functions of 
the parts of the body ruled by it and thus overcome the diseases enumerated, use 
Orange-Yellow and the tone D-sharp. Use also the complementary color, Blue-Violet, 
and the tone A, when any of the ailments mentioned above have produced a state of 
auto-intoxication, or when there is any indication of abnormal growths in the parts of 
the body ruled by Cancer. 

The Cancer Sub-types 

People born between June 20 and July 3 are under the special rulership of the 
Moon. As key words for these dates, your chart gives: receptive, domestic, imita¬ 
tive. People born at this time are the most likely to show the characteristic features 
of the cancer native. Usually they have a large chest. As they grow past middle age, 
they develop a prominent abdomen because of eating too much. The face is usually 
marked by a strong lower jaw, and the widest part of the face is between the ears. 
Brown hair, blue eyes and pale complexion are typical Cancer features. By compari¬ 
son with the large upper body, the legs are slender. The gait is often rolling, like a 
sailor's. 


From July 4 to July 13, the influence of Mars (16) is combined with that of the 
Moon (2). The key words are: intense, patriotic, tenacious. These are the people 
who know their rights and are determined to defend them. Conservative as natives of 
Cancer are, those whose birthdays fall in the period now tinder consideration are often 
ready to make iconoclastic and radical changes in their ways and in their environment 
in order to preserve what they regard as the fundamentals worth saving. To insure 
the liberty of the individual, the sanctity of the home, and the integrity of the nation, 
they will even go to the length of overthrowing existing institutions. Tenacious of es¬ 
sentials, they are ready to cast aside any mere form whose continuance seems to 
threaten the true substance they desire to preserve. 

From July 14 to July 23, there comes into play the combined influence of Nep¬ 
tune (12) and Jupiter (10). Neptune confers a mystical quality, and Jupiter gives love 
of ceremony and a leaning to formal religion. People born during this period are de¬ 
scribed as being sympathetic, courteous, and ceremonious. In many respects they 
are the most fortunate natives of Cancer. Usually they are the ones who accumulate 
the greatest amount of property and receive the most attention and respect from their 
contemporaries.

Lesson Thirty-four 

CANCER (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


The seventh Tarot Key, called the Chariot, is assigned to the zodiacal sign of 
Cancer. The Moon is the ruler of Cancer; therefore Tarot Key No, 2, the High Pries¬ 
tess, is the next Key in our Cancer tableau. The ruler of the second dec an ate of Can¬ 
cer is Mars, ruler of Scorpio, the next water sign after Cancer. The last decanate 
has a double ruler ship. Neptune, after its discovery, was given co-ruler ship with 
Jupiter in Pisces, The later planets, Uranus, Neptune and Pluto, all have to deal 
with more of the mass mind developments, or generic Karma. The more personal 
elements in relation to each of the signs are much more closely represented by the 
original planetary rulers. Therefore, in our Tradition we consider both as rulers in 
order to show the full picture, psychologically and spiritually. Both Tarot Key No, 12 
and Tarot Key No. 10 are next in our current tableau. Jupiter is exalted in Cancer, 
so we have an extra emphasis on Tarot Key No, 10, Jupiter. 

In order to grasp the esoteric significance of each of the signs of the zodiac, 
we must remember always that we are dealing with One Universal Mind. This ALL 
cannot really be separated into this degree or that degree — into this sign or that sign. 
The entire universe is born of the activity of this Universal Mind. It has a thought 
form of its own activity. This thought form, according to our present sensory per¬ 
ceptions, is represented by what we see when we look out into the heavens. The sun, 
the planets, the stars, the nebulae —all of these things are just the way the mental 
motion of the cosmic substance appears to our senses. Although we are seeing the 
heavens from an outer sensory awareness, nevertheless, because all of these elements 
are the workings of consciousness experiencing itself in specific ways, we come to 
realize that the physical thing is apparently there because there is consciousness to 
think it and consciousness to experience it. We are part of the way consciousness, or 
God, experiences that particular aspect of its own livingness. So in understanding the 
apparent differences in personality traits in various zodiacal types, it is well to rea- 
lize that they are the outcome of angular differences in the planets' relationship to the 
Earth, The sun and planets describe interwoven angles of radiation. The various 
impacts of the angles of force are what bring the specializations of personality reaction. 

Generally speaking, the typical Cancer type is a home lover. Cancer is con 
side red the most domestic sign in the zodiac, very attached to family. This is an as¬ 
pect of their nurturing, maternal nature. Whether it be a man or a woman, it doesn t 
matter* A man can be very masculine and still be nurturing towards those to whom 
he feels a responsibility, This nurturing element, strong in the basic Cancer type, 
can result in anti-social activities in the not too highly developed native, Un eve ope 
Cancerians can be extremely clever in conniving for the benefit of the family. or ^_ 
highly developed types express this quality in civic mindedness. In very hig y evo 
ved types, this expresses in a compassionate social consciousness — a ove or a . ° 
the world. This beautiful nurturing instinct is a very vital trait. It is the eginning 
of seeing all of life as an aspect of God, of developing a wonder and love or ev ^ n , 
tiniest aspects of consciousness. This is the way one expands oneself into t e nl ^_ 
sal Consciousness, a consciousness of being One with God.

Another important aspect of the Cancer nature is its impressionability The 
three water signs are the most psychic in the zodiac. Many psychic medi^Th, 
a.rong Cancer or Pieces aspects in their char,. Scorpio. b'e^a fLrd . g” , more 
occult than psychic. Being psychic, however, does not necessarily mean that onl 
spiritual Psychism can actually hinder spirituality if the opennesl to the thoughts ind 
feelings of others is allowed to operate negatively. Having a psychic vehicle can mie 
it easier to develop certain subtle awarenesses if one realizes that this gift is a two 
edged sword. Those of us who are psychic are forever being bombarded by the thoughts 
and feelings of others. We must be on guard in this area. When we experience nap¬ 
less depression, for instance, we must not personalize it by seeking its basis in our 
personal life. We must recognize that because of our sensitivity we are tuning into a 
universal phase of depression and endeavor to let it wash around us. We must not sur¬ 
render to its influence by searching for its cause in our environment or relationships 


The ruler of Cancer is the Moon, symbolized in Tarot by the High Priestess 
The Moon is more than just the reflective body we see in the heavens at night. There 
is a spiritual conscious reality related to all of the planets. The hidden reality can no 
more be seen than you can see or weigh love. In the same manner the actual true spi¬ 
ritual entity is a type of consciousness that is behind the so-called outer form of the 
planets. In the solar system the planets which revolve around the Sun are elements of 
the Sun, just as a toe is part of our foot and our foot is part of our body. The planets 
are a part of the Sun and they live within the radiations of the Sun — just as we do. We 
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are expressions of the entire solar system, and the solar system is an expression of 
the Sun. The Sun, in turn, is an expression of the Universal Spiritual Life, or Spiri¬ 
tual Sun. 

The position of the Moon at the moment of our birth is very important. The 
Moon's position indicates the subconscious deeper inner personality. It is in relation 
to the placing of the Moon that we get an understanding of some of the emotional ele¬ 
ments of our nature. The depth and intensity of the emotions is one indication of evo¬ 
lutionary level. As we become more highly evolved, we develop greater power and 
intensity. That is why you sometimes hear that the greatest sinners become the grea¬ 
test saints. It is because great sinners often have great emotional power. When they 
learn to properly channel this power it can take them to the highest levels of perception 
and awareness. We are working at reaching into the depths of our own souls, to face 
the things that our moon — or subconscious nature — holds. The Moon vibration con¬ 
trols the subconscious faculties, including psychic abilities such as telepathy, etc. 

The Cancer type, or those who have certain planets highlighted in Cancer, are usually 
tremendously telephathic. In Tarot Key No. 2 the whole emotional element may not 
seem to be so obvious when we look at the still, calm figure of the High Priestess. 

But if you will notice the water flowing from her robe, you will begin to see the emo¬ 
tional content symbolized. 

The Cancer type has to learn to control his emotions. Controlling the emo¬ 
tions requires this element of serenity depicted by the High Priestess. He who really 
knows how to deal with his subconscious nature and trusts the guidance of the Higher 
Self can be serene in the face of the flowing, fluidic waters of the collective subcon¬ 
scious that we all share. Being emotional is a very lovely thing, but we must be able 
to calm the waters into stillness for power and direction. The Cancer type, because 
they have such deep feelings, are very easily hurt, very sensitive. They are sensitive 
to a greater degree than any other zodiacal type. Cancerians are like the quivering 
strings of a violin. The slightest touch will set them in motion. If you have problems 
with Cancerians, remember that their emotions are very deep and very strong. You 
must be careful not to be harsh with them. They have a tendency to go to pieces under 
the impact of dissention. No one should be this vulnerable, of course. The Cancerian 
type should work on controlling their sensitivity and not letting themselves be pulled 
into the subconscious levels of depression. We are all vulnerable in this respect to 
some degree. We all have everything in us, as you know by now. This sensitivity 
can be an asset if we can develop strength to back it up. On the positive side, when 
under control it gives the ability to know more readily the emotions and feelings of 
others. This is an ability that truly needs developing in all of us, because one of the 
greatest problems that plagues mankind is an inability to understand the feelings and 
needs of others. This is the basis of so much of man's inhumanity to man. 

Every one of us is our brother's keeper, whether we want to be or not, whe¬ 
ther we know it or not. We all have an inter permeating flow on subconscious levels. 

We all influence each other all of the time. The Cancer type become aware of this in¬ 
fluence more readily than others. Work with this tableau will help us to become more 
aware of this subconscious rapport that we have with all of life. We will then be able 
to see that it has been our inability to tune into the potential of other souls that has 
been the cause of so many of our emotional problems. When we comprehend the af¬ 
finity between all of us, we will be more likely to become aware of the emotional blocks 
and patterns in ourselves. We will better be able to see what is going on beneath the 
surface, and control oversensitivity. Super-sensitivity always means that we are wor¬ 
rying more about ourselves and our ego than considering the other person's needs or 
trying to understand his point of view. People who are deliberately unkind to us are

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expressing a need in themselves in an immature manner. When we permit ourselves 
to get hurt, we are accepting the opinion of another human being without proper evalua- 
lon on our part. As an example, suppose you have no desire to be wealthy. You feel 
you would be content with a small income — enough so you can study and do the things 
you e to do without too many physical or material responsibilities.

„„ , Th °® e b °f n il ?. the / ir3t decanate of Cancer, approximately June 20 to July 3 
are under the ru ership of the Moon. The highlighted characteristics are: receptive 
domestic and mutative. Imitative in this instance has to do with an ability to concen- 
trate in the subconscious emotional aspects of life. Their subconscious awareness 
makes them appear to be easily influenced by the thoughts and feelings of those about 
them. It gives that imitative quality which is fine when one is conscious of it Look 
how we delight in the comedians who do imitations of others. We are all many asoected 
creatures. Although we have this stable something which is the Self, that stable Self 
falls into various relationships and plays many different roles as friends and acquain¬ 
tances pull different aspects of ourselves out of us. This is how we get to understand 

our personality - how we learn to differentiate between that which is the Self, the 

Watcher, and that which is the experience or personality aspect. This is part of li¬ 
vingness. We lose ourselves in our personalities just as we can lose ourselves in a 
play or a movie. This is a rewarding experience, provided we know we are losing 
ourselves in it and can return to our selfhood. We need to be able to consciously fall 
into the role that others pull from us. We can learn much from this. "Why is it, " 
you might say, "when I am with so and so, the lowest elements in me suddenly seem 
to crop up; yet when I am with another friend I feel so serene and at peace. With still 
another acquaintance I am all excited and stimulated?" Always remember that this is 
your response because of the kind of relationship impact that is being made on the sub¬ 
conscious levels. 


When you really start enjoying your personality, that fence, which is the vehi¬ 
cle in Tarot Key No. 7, you will consciously fall into your role and realize that all of 
us are automatic response mechanisms to what other people want us to be to some 
degree. With this realization, however, should come a determination not to respond 
to others in this manner on negative levels. Suppose people are determined they are 
going to be rejected in relation to you. Subconsciously they have decided they are 
going to be rejected. This, incidentally, is not at all unusual. They may be punishing 
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th e mselv es for something, or you may remind them of somebody elso who 
jected them. You, so to speak, fall into the rejection groove of thexr re ‘

You will then be able to react from your own consciousness and substitute the beuin- P * 
nrngs of a positive relationship. By so doing you will be helping that person overcome 
a serious personality problem, because for once in his life he has not been played 
back the record of his own negative pattern. In these subtle ways we help others, as 
we learn the basic types through work with these tableaus. With this tableau, we are 
learning to work with the waters of subconsciousness. To work with it, to enjoy it, 
to experience it, but not to become lost in it. That is, perhaps, one of our greatest 
problems. We become lost in what others bring out in us, instead of being what we 
decide to be, strongly and with a force that will motivate others to respond to our 
positiveness. 


The second decanate Cancer, July 4 to July 13, have the subrulership of Mars. 
This second decanate type is much more forceful, more intense, than those of the 
first decanate. They are said to be patriotic, tenacious and intense. Their intensity 
can be so profound that they are subject to the development of psychosomatic illnesses. 
The patriotic element in the Cancer type is very interesting. A part of the nature ex¬ 
panded itself away from just a maternal instinct toward the family and extended out to 
include the nation of birth. It is really the same maternal protective feeling basically. 
Patriotism is an emotional response, even though it isn't usually considered as such. 
Everyone tends to rationalize his emotions and make them sound reasonable. Emo¬ 
tions, however, that we are not aware of or that we do not understand completely are 
never rational. The understanding of the emotional life is part of attaining Cosmic 
Consciousness. Without it, such attainment is impossible. This supreme attain¬ 
ment demands that we become aware of the emotional influences on our thinking pro¬ 
cess. 


In a hypnotic experiment, several subjects were given the suggestion that they 
were to take off one of their shoes and put it on the mantel fifteen minutes after being 
released from the hypnotic state. Each of the subjects, after the proper time lapse, 
took off his shoe and put it on the mantel. When each was asked why he had done this, 
the answers were revealing. One answered, "My foot was hot. 11 The foot couldn't 
really have been hot, but he had to find a rational excuse. Another said, "My toes 
were itching. " But was that the reason? There was one subject who said, "I really 
don't know. I just had the compulsion to do it. " This last one, who did not try to 
rationalize, proved to be the most aware and alert in other areas when further tests 
were given. He had the least unconscious rationalization of the emotions. These un¬ 
reasoning emotional tendencies are what we must watch in ourselves. Emotions are 
wonderful} they are our basic livingness. We must, however, learn to see and under¬ 
stand the immaturities involved in unreasoning emotional responses. 

In the third decanate Cancer type, July 14 to July 23, there is a double ruler- 
ship of Neptune and Jupiter. Neptune is represented by the Hanged Man, Tarot Key 
No. 12, and Jupiter is symbolized by the Wheel of Fortune. Neptune symbolizes in¬ 
tuitive and psychic forces. Tarot Key No. 12 shows the reversal of the old, incor¬ 
rect and immature ways of thinking and feeling. It shows an awareness of complete 
dependence on the Cosmic Life. Jupiter, the other sub-ruler, is the greater benefic 
and symbolizes expansiveness and good fortune. The third decanate Cancerian have 
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less trouble with over-sensitivity because they have this combination of the ruler 
ship, which is a little stronger. The key words are: sympathetic, courteous and 
ceremonious. This Cancerian type are truly sympathetic with the ‘ r ° ubleS ° f * 

They possess an unusual kind of empathy that is able to tune into wha o ^ 

feel. This trait, which is true of all highly evolved Cancer types, is most easily de¬ 
veloped by the third decanate natives. For this reason you will very often find your 
third decanate Cancerian in social work or other benevolent activities. Remember, 
again, all of us have this potential in our nature. We all must develop the positive 
qualities of Cancer as we must develop the positive qualities of all the signs in order 
to achieve that wholeness of personality that is essential for real transmutation. 

TECHNIQUE 


Place before you the Cancer Tableau, Keys No. 7, 2, 16, 10 and 12. First 
permeate yourself with the Yellow-Orange of Key No. 7 and intone the corresponding 
note (D#). Meditate on the positive qualities of the Cancer type — emotional depth, 
sympathy, understanding of others, and social consciousness. In turn concentrate 
upon, image the color, and intone the corresponding note of the planetary forces which 
are being blended and properly proportioned in the Cancerian personality. 

AFFIRMATION 


My personality is a beloved chariot of the One Self. Rich, deep emotions of 
livingness being expressed through this ever more perfected vehicle are channeled

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ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Thirty-five 
LEO (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

Leo is the second of the four fixed signs of the zodiac, and the second of the 
three fiery signs. As you know, all the fixed signs are characterized by stability and 
persistence, and all the fiery signs are intensely vital. Enduring vitality is thus indi¬ 
cated as the basic quality of Leo. This is plainly shown by the title of the correspond¬ 
ing Tarot Key, Strength, which has a lion as a prominent feature of its symbolism. 

Leo is ruled by the Sun. In Tarot, therefore, Key No. 19 represents the domi- 
nant influence behind all the activities pictured by Key No. 8. Certainly it is true that 
the Intelligence of the Secret of all spiritual activities is a particular manifestation of 
the Collective Intelligence. And equally true that the control of subconscious forces 
pictured by Key No. 8 is what brings into active manifestation and objective expression 
the truth that the real Self in every human personality is always, has been always, and 
will always be the eternal Child who is One with the Father of lights. 

Try to understand that this is true of you, right now, because it is always true 
of every human being. It does not appear to be true, but you are not concerned with 
appearances. All wise men unite to tell us that the basis of mastery is intellectual 
recognition and affirmation of this truth in spite of appearances. This recognition and 
affirmation are the basis of mastery, because by practicing the recognition the idea 
takes on a suggestive value. It is then communicated through the law of suggestion to 
the body-building activities of the organism. Little by little, under the influence of 
this suggestion, the flesh and blood are changed and purified. New cell structure is 
developed. New functions are thereby made possible. Then the truth, which has al- 
ways been , becomes manifest, because the transformed vehicle is able to express it. 

The Child, or real Self, is never anything but One with the Paternal Light- 
Source. It does not attain that identity. Neither, as some have taught, does it regain 
it, after having lost it. What happens is that it builds a vehicle which can express that 
identity. The whole process of evolution has been part of that building operation; your 
previous states of existence have been part of it. It is going on in you even as you 
read these words. Little by little it is transforming your physical body, and the pro¬ 
cess will continue until that body becomes the transparent vehicle of the Life-Power 
playing through it. None other than this is the meaning of the phenomenon of trans¬ 
figuration which has been witnessed again and again in the course of a Master's de¬ 
velopment. We have had the cart before the horse when we have believed that the 
change was spiritual. Spirit never changes. Body, the vehicle, is altered, and the 
basis of the alteration is the vital energy associated with the sign Leo, the energy 
which enters the organism through the heart center governed by that sign. 

It is because Leo is the channel of the Solar energy which is typified in Tarot 
as the Children who are One with the Father, that the first of the key words given for 
this sign is ,, paternal M . The others, "commanding" and "magnanimous", indicate the 
most prominent mental qualities of the Leo type. Even Leo women are paternal. Just 
as Cancer men are often obviously motherly in their attitude toward children and young 
people, so Leo women are prone to exhibit what can only be called a "fatherly" interest 
in persons younger than themselves. Though they are commanding, and thus resemble 
the Aries type in liking to rule, there is a decided difference. Aries natives must 
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always be at the front, leading the procession. Leo people are willing to stay in the 
background, if only the real authority is theirs. They do not particularly dislike pro¬ 
minence, but power and mastery mean more to them than mere leadership. Thus 
many political bosses are to be found among natives of Leo, and many business exe¬ 
cutives who are seldom in the limelight of public notice. 



The developed Leo temperament is distinguished by strong powers of concen¬ 
tration. The fixed quality of the sign makes them purposeful and unwavering in their 
progress toward a given objective. From this fixed quality, too, come their deep and 
lasting affections, and their equally decided aversions. As might be expected from the 
fiery nature of the sign and its ruler, the Sun, natives of Leo are often quick-tempered. 
Yet they are seldom found nursing a grudge. Their nature is too sunny for that. And 
1 their temper has flared as a consequence of misunderstanding or mistaken judgment, 
ey are quick to make amends and apologies. What angers them most is anything pet- 
y or cowardly. They hate deceit and are outspoken in their condemnation of meanness 
or a se °°d. This often makes them come into conflict with the scheming type of per- 
son w ose e is principally motivated by fear and a sense of inferiority, and among 
such people the Leo native finds his worst enemies. Neither can he get along very well 
with anybody who is lukewarm or a "straddler". For whatever a Leo individual does, 
liev UtS everythlng he has mto and is boundless in his enthusiasm for anything he be-

Physically, the typical Leo is about middle height, or a little u u 

broad expansive chest, massive shoulders, strong arms, and large head. The lower* 
part of the body is smaller tapering at the hips, but yet musculaf. The erect car¬ 
riage of the body is noticeable and conveys a distinct impression of dignity id pJide 
The complexion is ruddy or florid; the hair often has a reddish tint under Sunlight 
even when it is dark The eyes are usually blue or gray, often rather prominent and 
the glance is keen and penetrating. The expression is sunny and little laughter wrink¬ 
les around the eyes are a common indication of the Leo nativity. Often the face hi a 
dictinctly leonine cast. nas a 


When natives of this sign neglect the rules of health, the organ most likelv to 
be affected is the heart. Other areas of the body governed by Leo are the dorsal r - 
gion of the spine, from the joining of the lower ribs up to the neck joint, the spinal 6 " 
cord, and the aorta. Diseases of this area are; palpitation of the heart,’ regurgitation 
defective circulation, aneurism, fainting, arteriosclerosis, angina pectoris** hvpere- ’ 
mia, anemia, hydremia, spinal troubles of all kind including meningitis and’curva- 
ture. The color to promote normal function of the area governed by Leo is Yellow 
and the corresponding tone is E-natural. ’ 


Neptune, the planet represented in the Tarot by the Hanged Man, is exalted in 
Leo. This means that Leo people, more than any others, are natural mystics; also 
often make excellent practical occultists, character analysts, and astrologers. Miss 
Elizabeth Aldrich, of New York City, once published an interesting study of the horo¬ 
scopes of celebrated astrologers which showed that nearly every prominent exponent 
of this art has had the Sun in Leo, Leo rising, or strong planets well aspected in Leo. 
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The reason why Neptune is strong in Leo is that this vibration, as the Hanged Man 
shows, makes for intuitive dependence upon the universal Life-Power and its laws 
This is easy for Leo people, because their consciousness is strongly fixed in the heart 
center, which is the point where the Life-Power n^akes its physical entrance into the 
personal organism. Leo natives are more keenly aware of their contact with this Life- 
Power than are natives of any other sign. Their awareness of contact with it amounts 
almost to a physical sensation of its influx. 

The Leo Sub "types 

Persons born between July 24 and August 2 are the most typical Leos, because 
the Sun, ruler of the sign, also rules the time-period in which they are born. They 
are described in your chart as "sincere, amiable, and dignified". These qualities 
bring them many friends. Often they are found acting as advisors, for their sincerity 
inspires confidence, and they are usually good judges of character, and can quickly 
find out what is best to do to solve any difficult problem. They have active minds and 
strong bodies. They are very independent and determined, industrious, frank, honest, 
outspoken and very conscientious. 

Persons born between August 3 and August 12 have the vibrations of the planet 
Jupiter mixed with those of the Sun, since Jupiter is the ruler of that time-period. 

They are described as kindly, tolerant and urbane. They are a little stockier than 
other Leo natives. In manner they are somewhat more formal and also more given 
to display. They like company and entertainments, and are often found taking promi¬ 
nent parts in political, church and lodge activities. As a rule they are fond of outdoor 
sports and love horses and dogs. 

Persons born between August 13 and August 22 have a strong tinge of the Mars 
vibration. They are more independent than any of the other Leo types, and also more 
progressive, and sometimes iconoclastic. Their key words are: fearless, outspoken, 
animated. Usually somewhat slighter of body than the other Leos, they are also more 
energetic and quick in their movements, and their glance is very keen. Their tem¬ 
pers are quick, and under provocation they have sharp tongues. They speak rapidly, 
crisply, and very much to the point. 

To develop these Leo qualities in your own personality, use the following 
Tarot sequence: 8 - 19 - 10 - 16 - 12. The corresponding color sequence is Yellow, 
Orange, Violet, Red, Blue. The related musical tones are E - D - A# - C - C#. In 
using this tonal sequence, complete it by returning to E, and thus keeping the whole 
sequence in the key of E. 

The same procedure is advisable in using the tonal sequences corresponding 
to the Tarot sequences given for the other signs. Returning to the tone which corres¬ 
ponds to the sign keeps the tone-sequence in the same key as that of the sign. ## 
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Lesson Thirty-six 
LEO (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

Our tableau for this lesson deals with the zodiacal sign Leo, symbolized by 
Tarot Key No. 8, Strength. The Sun is the ruler of Leo; therefore, Tarot Key No. 19 
is next in the tableau. The second decanate is sub-ruled by Jupiter, Tarot Key No. 

10; and the third by Mars, Tarot Key No. 16. Tarot Key No. 12, the Hanged Man, 
assigned to Neptune, completes this tableau because Neptune is exalted in Leo. This 
tableau, like all the others, refers to everyone. It is just a bit more accentuated for 
those who have the Sun, Moon, or Ascendant in Leo. Any other planets in Leo also 
highlight its qualities. If Mercury were in Leo, then the intellect would express thru 
qualities associated with this type. If Venus were in Leo, then the emotional nature 
would express through Leo characteristics. Even if you should have no planet in Leo, 
this sign still influences you because the Sun is ruler of Leo, and its position at the 
time of your birth would determine what other characteristics the Leo part of your 
nature would be blended with. There is no more important point in this whole course 
than that we must meditate on every one of the twelve tableaus in order to perfect 
ourselves as the entire zodiac, expressing the most positive aspects of each sign. 

In analyzing a pattern of individuality in astrology, we must remember to con¬ 
sider not only where every planet is in terms of the sign of the zodiac and the deca¬ 
nate, but the aspects they make with each other as well. Aspects are, you might 
say, the degrees of force that meet each other and blend to produce different effects . 
For instance, 60 degrees between two planets is called a sextile and is considered 
favorable. 90 degrees between two planets is called a square is said to be rather ad¬ 
verse. A square in the chart between two planets would indicate a certain conflict 
involved with what the planets symbolize. This conflict, however, manufactures 
extra energy, and the extra energy helps one to do a lot of growing. It has been found 
that most sincere occultists, and those who attain prominence in other fields of en¬ 
deavor, have had their share of squared aspects. Too many exoteric astrologers 
view squares as unmitigated evils. They do bring problems and bring out weaknesses, 
but they are unhappy only because we are not yet able to cope properly with these 
stronger vibrations. We are apt to find ourselves meeting these problems unwisely 
at first. Nevertheless, this is what matures us. This is what gives us fire and force. 
It is how we handle our problems and the response we make to the situations that 
plague us that determines whether we learn by them or succumb to them in despair 
and inertia. 

The Leo key words are most enlightening: paternal, commanding, magnani¬ 
mous. They emphasize the warmth and majesty of the Sun rulership. In the Cancer 
tableau we had the key word "maternal 11 . What is the difference between maternal 
and paternal? The maternal aspect is nurturing, protecting. The paternal aspect is 
expressed through interest in younger people and an attempt to help guide and advise 
them. 


The commanding element is interesting here, too. Leos have a great need to 
rule, to be dominant, be the king. It is a little different from the need for leadership 
of the Aries type. Leos are much more intense about what they want. They want to 
be the real king. Outward leadership is not as important to them as having the final 
authority. Leos are also very intense and persevering about whatever they think or 
eel. They tend to have strong reactions pro or con. This Leo intensity is a neces 
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3 ary tool for getting things done. Getting things done i9 certainly something that 
this world seems to be in dire need of, especially in the area of transmuting unde-

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You'll get cooperation and friendship and love from them if you'll make them feel 
that they are the Sun to you. Leo natives have a deep capacity for lasting affection. 
They give it with depth and loyalty. In terms of love, Leo rules the Fifth house which 
has to do with love affairs, or more broadly, with the basic love nature. Your spiri¬ 
tual progress is dependent on your understanding of love. It is said that the universe 
exists because God is love. The symbolism of Tarot Key No. 8, assigned to Leo, 
will help us to grasp the significance of this part of our nature. The lion symbolizes 
the libido. This is the vital soul that we share with all living creatures. This vital 
soul is really the driving energy of livingness itself. As it expresses on different 
levels, it is called by different names. When it expresses on mental levels, we call 
it thinking ability and capacity. When it expresses on feeling levels, we call it emo¬ 
tion. When it expresses on reproductive levels, we call it the sex drive. When it 
expresses on creative levels, we call it artistic ability for music and the arts. These 
are all specializations of this one energy — the love energy — the sex energy — the 
libido — the vital soul which we share with all creatures. The Hebrew letter assigned 
to this Tarot Key means serpent. As you know, serpent is one of the terms used for 
the actual sex energy and sex drives. The shape of the lion's tail indicates this. No¬ 
tice that the woman has tamed this lion with the flowers of Venus, who symbolizes 
creative imagination and love. This woman is an aspect of Venus, love. She is using 
love, the red roses, to tame, to cultivate, to civilize, the animalistic, unthinking 
drives of the libido. Because of her love, she can even put her hands in his mouth. 

He will not destroy her. He is tamed by love. Above the woman's head is the figure 
8, symbol of eternity. The same symbol is above the Magician's head. This whirling 
8 of eternity is indicating the hidden self-consciousness that is the actual doer, the 
actual initiator, of this taming process. 

The whole idea is that we must become aware on conscious levels of this pri¬ 
mary force. We must work with it from self-conscious levels, giving it constant at¬ 
tention, in order to get the humanized part of our subconsciousness to train and direct 
this force that ordinarily is destructive. Then the driving desire nature is turned to¬ 
ward spiritual levels and this energy is utilized for attainment. As we have often 
stated, this does not mean that one stops expressing love on the physical or repro¬ 
ductive level. Unhappily, there are schools of thought who tell you that if you want to 
attain the highest spiritual development you must become a celibate or an aesthetic. 
God would not have evolved this method, this means for expressing the unity of life, 
if it were a hindrance to spiritual development. The flowers that we find so beautiful 
in our gardens are the sex organs of the plant. We should consider the sex aspect 
between human beings as being a sacred expression of unity. The experience of com¬ 
plete sex unity between man and woman is one of the most extraordinarily beautiful 
ways of experiencing the unity of all of life. Only those who develop purity of heart 
toward this function, however, can approach this perfection of expression. 

Leo, as you know, rules the heart. What does it mean to be pure of heart? 

Leo is ruled by the Sun, which in alchemy is the holy planet corresponding to the 
heart. Being pure in heart includes the ability to see the sex drives of all humans, 
all creatures, all plant life, as a sacred, beautiful, sacramental performance that 
expresses the unity of life. What we mean is that the emotional attitude toward sex 
must be transmuted. When you have transmuted your emotional attitude toward this 
function of life, then and only then are you ready to begin lifting the Kundalini Power 
for Illumination. What lifting the Kundalini really involves is the awakening of all of 
the interior centers in a harmonious manner, so that you become consciously aware 
of your true Selfhood as being an eternal aspect of God. Then the whole basic founda¬ 
tion of your being becomes permanently changed. You know by direct experience that 
you were never born and that you will never die. You are eternal, immortal and in-

finite love. That is what awakening the Kundalini really involves. It is an awakening 
to another order of being. It takes place in the upper brain centers, but it involves 
what is really in the heart. The True Ego seated in the hearts of men. 

Being pure in heart, or innocent in the sense of the two children in the fairy 
ring in Key 19, also is related to an important Qabalistic phrase: M Within the heart 
there is no guile. ,f This carries with it the idea of the ability to respond to all of the 
elements and aspects of life with the feeling of purity and beauty, wonder and miracle, 
of the child. 

The first decanate of Leo, July 24 through August 2, is also ruled by the Sun 
and adds the qualities: sincere, amiable and dignified. First decanate Leos have a 
tendency to become advisors in different lines of endeavor and are usually very com¬ 
petent at giving good advice in many areas. Because this decanate Leo like to be the 
heart behind the head -that is, the true drive- there are many first decanate Leos 
who go in for politics. They are also active in clubs, organizations, etc. 

The second decanate Leo, August 3 through August 12, is ruled by Jupiter. 
Besides the other qualities, with this decanate are added the qualities: Kindliness, 
tolerance and urbanity. The reason that the second decanate is inclined towards extra 
kindliness is because of the Jupiterian influence. In Tarot, as you know, it is called 
the Wheel of Fortune. A Jupiterian influence usually adds an expansive, benefic qua¬ 
lity to the nature. The tolerance that comes from this broader perspective is a trait 
we should all develop. » 


The third decanate, August 13 through August 22, has a Mars sub-rulership. 
This Leo type has the most intense kind of fearlessness, outspokenness and animation 
because of the emphasis of fiery qualities. On the negative side, the third decanate 
Leos are apt to have uncontrollable tempers. However, they do not hold grudges. 

When they get over a thing, they are finished with it. If someone else is still holding 
a grudge about some situation, they are quite confused and bewildered and wonder what 
is the matter with him. This temper can show itself in great cruelties in undeveloped 
types, whereas the more highly evolved third decanate Leo is usually very progressive. 
They are not as fixated as fixed signs can sometimes be. In fact, some of the best 
known iconoclasts are from this decanate of Leo. They have the drive and intensity 
to knock down and destroy old worn out patterns and forms in governments and social 
and economic systems. They can be powerful fighters against bigotries and the false 
crowns of isolationism and exclusiveness. 

When you meditate on the Leo tableau, image these positive elements as part 
of your nature. 

The Hanged Man, Tarot Key No. 12, symbolizes Neptune, exalted in Leo. If 
Neptune was in Leo at the time of your birth, it will be easier for you to reverse the 
old patterns of negative thinking and feeling. You will be more open to reversal than 
other types. Neptune stays in a sign for about fourteen years. It was in Leo roughly 
between 1916 and 1929. Those born during this period are as a whole more open to 
Neptunian influences. This group has proven to be far more ready to accept a chan¬ 
ging environment and to eliminate outmoded ideas and thoughts than those of many 
generations before them. 

Neptune is called the planet of illusion and delusion on the negative side. On 
the positive side it is the planet of illumination. In respect to our Leo nature we can 
think of this illumination in terms of illuminating our love nature and illuminating 
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the drive to rule, so that it becomes the drive to rule our own forces in tho 
positive way. We can also develop the ability to completely turn upside down those 
elements in our nature that have kept us fastened to patterns of continued frustration 
and unful£illment. 

Wherever Neptune is placed strongly in a chart — such as a conjunction to Sun 
or ascendant - you will usually find people who are quite psychic. Depending on their 
evolutionary level, they will be psychic in a negative or a positive sense. If they are 
very highly developed, the psychism will express as direct perception of principles of 
consciousness and as true intuition. When Neptune makes good aspects to Mercury, 
you will find that the intuition is highly developed. Adverse Neptunian aspects to Mer¬ 
cury, on the other hand, usually bring psychic awarenesses that are not very accurate. 
They are the deluded hunches coming from the lower astral levels. Remember in 
meditating on the Leo tableau to image the positive Neptunian aspects being developed 
in your nature. 

TECHNIQUE 


The tableau for this week is comprised of Keys No. 8, 19, 10, 16 and 12. As 
before, first review mentally the personality type involved, imaging the proper color 
(yellow) and intoning the corresponding note (E). Impress on your consciousness your 
desire to develop the positive qualities of the Leo nature. Next meditate on the plane¬ 
tary forces that are blended in this personality type. As before, image the color cor¬ 
responding to each and intone the proper note. This particular tableau will do wonders 
for developing a sunny disposition, a broader tolerance of others, and an ability to 
open the inner sensorium that leads to true guidance from within.

Lesson Thirty-seven 
VIRGO ( 1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

Virgo and the Hermit represent the Individuality type of persons 
born between August 23 and September 22. The basic quality of the sign 
Virgo is earthy. It shares this quality with the signs Taurus (Hierophant) 
and Capricorn (Devil). Your tableau assigns the element earth (^7) to the 
21st major trump, which also corresponds to Saturn. 

A profound occult secret is connected with this element of earth. 
Thomas Vaughan, the alchemist and Qabalist, says that nobody ever secs 
the real earth except by attaining to the heavenly vision. The 21st Key, as 
you know, represents the heavenly vision, for it is a symbol of cosmic cons¬ 
ciousness. It represents the adept's perception of the real meaning of the 
physical plane which is so misunderstood by most people — including a 
great many who style themselves metaphysicians and philosophers. 

Long before we experience that vision in its perfection, we get inti¬ 
mations of its significance by the channel of interior hearing, or intuition, 
which is represented by the Hierophant. As we learn to listen to the Voice 
of the true Self, we get instruction as to ways and means to overcome the 
actual difficulties of everyday experience; we receive specific guidance that 
enables us to solve our problems. Because that guidance is based on im¬ 
mutable laws of the Life-power, the aspect of consciousness represented by 
the Hierophant is called "Eternal Intelligence". Because the direction of 
our lives through interior hearing makes them successful, the same mode 
of consciousness is termed "triumphant". What needs emphasis always is 
that the Hierophant represents a mode of consciousness which instructs us 
what to do here and now, on the physical plane. The crossed keys in front 
of him, with their bell-shaped wards, plainly intimate that the power he 
teaches us how to use is that of sound-vibration, a distinctly physical aspect 
of the Life-power's manifestation — the power, indeed, whereby we realize 
the doctrine of the Emerald Tablet, when it says of the One Force, "Its 
power is integrating, if it be turned into earth. " 

To integrate is to combine into a whole. Combination, mixture, 
synthesis, and embodiment are all synonyms. Every letter and picture in 
the Tarot tableau which relates to the element earth shows some aspect of 
these related ideas. The letter Vau means a nail , and the Hierophant pic¬ 
tures the union of the personal consciousness with the universal through in¬ 
tuition. The letter Ayin means an eye , the organ which synthesizes light- 
impressions as physical vision, and the Devil symbolizes the apparent in- 
congruities presented to our minds by this synthesis. The letter Tau means 
a cross (either -{-or X ), and this is a symbol of that union of positive and 
negative forces which the World typifies as a cosmic order. And the letter 
Yod, which means hand, represents the organ used by man for all his works 
o mixture, whereby he effects combinations not produced by the life-power 
m its self-manifestation below human levels. 

This idea of combination is definitely symbolized by the union of the 
two equilateral triangles which form the star in the Hermit 1 s lantern. It is 
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also emphatically expressed by the attribution Coition to the letter Yod. 

Tarot Fundamentals I have alluded to one phase of the occult reasons 
why sexual intercourse is represented in Tarot by a symbol which casual 
examination would naturally interpret as a symbol of celibacy. There I

Because of the natural intensification of the activity of this part of 
the organism which is found in persons having Virgo as an Individuality sign, 
astrologers have always noticed that the Virgo type is interested in health. 
During the ages of ignorance from which we are slowly emerging, that in-' 
terest has more often than not been morbid, simply because people ignorant 
of hygiene and diet are prone to be morbid in all their mental activities, so 
that when they are natives of Virgo they frequently become what used to be 
termed hypochondriacs, suffering from all manner of imaginary diseases. 
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Perhaps it is true that these sufferers do not u-,,. 
they think they have. But we cannot diemies their problenX sayLTthat*' 
it is all imagination . Nor can we make them well in every instance h 
purely mental methods. Suggestion, it is true, often works wonders by^e- 
movmg fear but no amount of suggestion will charm away the definite poi¬ 
sonous results of unintelligent diet. The hypochondriac is really a sick man, 
but his disease is auto-intoxication complicated by insufficient supply of 
solar force extracted from chyle. Cleanse his intestinal tract, put him on 
a sensible diet, and use suggestion to promote the maximum efficiency of 
the cell-workers that attend to the extraction of fluid sunlight from chyle 
and he will get well. 


Virgo types are honest, thoughtful, contemplative and industrious. 
They need periods of isolation and silence more than any other types. They 
love order, and are usually able to keep it. They have high ideals, but 
though their heads are in the clouds, they usually have their feet on earth. 
Their tempers are often quick, but they are not very combative. They pre¬ 
fer arbitration to fighting, reason to force. 

They are distinctly mental. Often they are great readers, and they 
are always eager to add to their store of knowledge. As a rule they are 
natural spellers, and have some skill at literary expression, especially in 
such forms as the essay and educational or scientific work. They learn 
quickly and easily, so that they seldom seem to work hard for knowledge. 

Natives of Virgo are usually above middle stature. The head is a 
prominent feature. Its upper part is usually large, so that the face is kite- 
shaped, and often the chin is somewhat receding. The face is rather thin, 
and the complexion inclines to be sallow. Sometimes the eyes are light 
brown, but more commonly hazel or grey. Small feet and hands are cha¬ 
racteristic. The feet frequently toe inward. The hands, as a rule, are 
dextrous. 


The Virgo Sub-types 

All Virgo people, when positively developed, are properly described 
by the key-words: serving, industrious, discriminating. Those born between 
August 23 and September 1 are predominantly mental. They delight in study, 
demand time to be by themselves for thoughtful consideration of life and their 
part in it, and have much discernment. 

Those born between September 2 and September 11, unless highly 
developed, are the ones who are in greatest danger of morbid preoccupation 
with health matters. Among them are the diet cranks and faddists, the hypo¬ 
chondriacs, and the typical cold-hearted, pessimistic natives of Virgo whose 
negative expression of the Saturn vibration which rules the period in which 
they are born makes them grasping, fussy and mean. Developed natives 
born during this period are practical and perhaps always a little matter-of- 
fact, or at least they seem so to other people who are less methodical, pru¬ 
dent and calculating. 

Those born between September 12 and September 22 combine the 
Venus influence with the Mercury vibration. They make the most expressive 
writers and speakers and have the most sympathetic understanding of other 
people. They are described as "chaste ,v because they are highly selective 
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and discriminative. But they are almost invariably romantic. 

The color of Virgo is yellow-green, and the musical tone is F.

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Lesson Thirty-eight 
VIRGO (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

Our Tarot Tableau for Virgo starts with Key No. 9, The Hermit, 
assigned to the zodiacal sign itself, and includes Key No. 1, The Magician, 
correlated with Mercury, ruler of Virgo and also exalted in Virgo. This 
is the only sign in the zodiac where the ruler and the planet of exaltation 
are the same. This has profound significance, as we will discover later 
in this lesson. 

Virgo is an earth sign; therefore the ruler of each of the other earth 
signs is a partial ruler of this sign. The next earth sign after Virgo is 
Capricorn, ruled by Saturn, making Saturn (Key 21) ruler of the second 
decanate of Virgo and next in our Tableau. The earth sign following Cap¬ 
ricorn is Taurus. Venus is the ruler of Taurus, so Venus rules the third 
decanate of Virgo, and Key No. 3, The Empress, completes our Tableau. 
This Tableau is one of the most profound. Every one, of course, is im¬ 
portant. If we are to perfect our natures we must work with every one of 
them to become each type at will. These Tableaus can also help us under¬ 
stand other human beings. No matter what your sun sign is, if you can 
become the Virgo nature at will, in its positive aspects, you will have 
vastly increased insight into this zodiacal type and therefore can establish 
relationships that would have been impossible otherwise. This is true of 
all of the signs. It is most important, if we are to learn to handle all of 
these elements constructively, powerfully and properly, to continuously go 
around and around in the zodiacal tableaus in our own meditations. 

First, we will give a brief analysis of the apparent outer charac¬ 
teristics of the Virgo type. Then we will give the esoteric aspects that are 
involved. The more recondite elements will be made clear when we study 
them in conjunction with Tarot. 

The basic Virgo type is said to be serving, industrious and discrimi¬ 
nating. Virgo is correlated with the natural sixth house of the zodiac, as¬ 
signed to service. Therefore, the development of our ability to truly serve, 
whether it be our wives, our husbands, our friends, or life in general, has 
to do with the proper development of this part of our nature — our Virgo 
nature. This does not mean that all Virgos have this quality well developed. 
Whatever the positive characteristics are, if one is immature and undeve¬ 
loped, they will be expressed immaturely, or even oppositely. However, 
even undeveloped Virgos usually have a tendency to want to serve in some 
manner or other. There is a basic need to do things for others. He who 
wants to serve and isn't given the opportunity to do so is quite miserable. 
Just as he who has a love nature and hasn't anyone around to love is unhappy, 
and he who has a gift and has no way to express it is miserable. God has 
made us in such a way that we have an absolute need to give from within. 
Even undeveloped types can have this need. Continuous taking from without 
causes a compression on the soul that finally explodes and develops the need 
to give from within out. I'm sure that all you advanced Builders have de¬ 
veloped this need to a far greater degree than most, or there would not be 
this aspiration and drive to knowledge.

All these processes, as you can readily 
see, are absolutely essential in occult development. 


Too often the mind is disparaged in occult schools of thought. They 
teach that we must rid ourselves of thinking and depend completely upon in¬ 
tuition. You have probably known some who have followed this idea. They 
often say, M Oh, I don't bother with study. I let my intuition guide me in 
everything. n Have you ever noticed the kind of mess their lives are in? 
They might call it intuition, but this can be a lazy way to rationalize their 
being nothing but a subconscious automatic reactor and calling it "my intui- 
tion 11 . It may make them feel spiritual, but in a sense they are not here .

Usually when we find that others do not understand us, it is because we have 
not been watching attentively enough to become aware of their reactions and 
responses. When we become aware of how they are responding to us, we 
will know if they are understanding us. If we want to be understood, we 
have to start understanding. This means using this studious, thoughtful, 
discerning element in our natures that is particularly highlighted in the 
first decanate of Virgo. 


The second decanate Virgo has Saturn as sub-ruler. Here we have 
an interesting combination. This decanate are said to be methodical, pru¬ 
dent and calculating. Many mistake the second decanate Virgo for a Capri¬ 
corn. Negative Capricorns can have the most calculating nature in the whole 
zodiac. Their attentiveness is focused on what they can get for their own 
benefit. Conniving is another word for this trait. Of course, the highly 
developed Capricorn is just the opposite. They are full of love and thoughtful 
givingness. The calculating element in the Virgo type can be quite startling 
when it is prominent. We have to be watchful of all these traits in ourselves. 
We want to be very careful to use our attentiveness, the Mercurial vibration 
in Virgo, to become aware of any calculating elements in our own nature. 


In THE PROPHET, by Kahlil Gibran, he speaks of those who give but 
their giving is not from the heart. They are giving in order to get. This is 
a most unhappy state. This type of personality is continuously bitter. They 
acquire frozen, narrow expressions. Their disapproving natures become 
etched into their faces as they become older. Your evolutionary level and 
basic attitude toward life, incidentally, become a fixed expression after about 
the age of thirty-five. If you become properly discerning, you will discover 
much just by looking at the expressions on people*s faces. You can become 
aware of whom you can trust and whom you cannot really trust. We do live in 
a world where humanity as a whole is still very, very immature.

In other 
words, if we know a person is a thief and we leave money or valuables around, 
we are just as guilty as he for the theft that takes place. We should be able to 
discern other*s capabilities and weaknesses without condemnation, without 
sitting in judgment. We should be able to recognize the need for keeping 
matches out of the reach of three-year-old children. We should also be able 
to see that there are some people we cannot put our faith in. If we do get 
hurt, we must learn to say, M I must develop my discernment. It is not his 
fault. I was lacking in judgment. 11 That is the only way we are going to grow 
and evolve and transmute, by not letting ourselves start beating the drum 
against the inadequacies of others.

All of livingness comes from and is m 
volved with that universal energy which, on the physical plane, is the pro- 
creative energy, the sex energy, also called the libido. All our aspirations 
toward super conscious states and all our efforts to control the various 
powers of man are involved with getting to understand this energy, learning 
how to handle it, and learning to transmute our attitudes and feelings about 
it. We must realize that everything we are is a development from this 
energy.

Remember, a Master of Compassion is either male or female. He is 
holding a six-rayed star, the star of David. In Hebrew, David means 
beloved. It is the perfected union of opposites on any and every level. 

The Hermit appears austere, and yet he is full of warmth because he is 
holding out the lamp of love, the six-rayed star. He is holding out the 
Lamp of love to those who are toiling up the mountain. He has no reason 
for doing it except love. What other reason can there be but compassion 
and love? Who are those struggling up the mountain? We are the ones. 

We are struggling up the mountain of attainment. You might also call the 
Hermit the Higher Self. He personifies the Higher Self of all of us, guiding 
us with love into reverence and appreciation for the creative power of God. 


Key 9 is assigned to the Hebrew letter Yod. This letter is the fiery 
etter that is a part of every other one of the Hebrew letters. This is sym¬ 
bolizing the fiery energy, the life energy, the energy that creates and pro- 
creates on every level. It is this energy that is a part of all livingness. 
Virgo s being assigned to it intimates what the proper attitude toward this 
energy should be. Those who have attained real love have the purity of 
heart which we must all develop if we would attain to our greatest and 
deepest desires; if we would attain to that which our soul is pushing us 
towards every moment. As we progress, our soul pushes us into some 
very strange highways and byways, but these are merely steps toward the 
tinal purification. They give us the insights into the true nature of this 
force that eventually leads us to our final goal. Whenever human conscious- 
ness comes to really feel this attitude of the eternal virgin, forever pure

LIBRA (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 


Libra and Tarot Key No. 11, Justice, represent the individuality 
types of persons born between September 23 and October 21. Libra is the 
second of the airy signs. It has the same fundamental elementary quality 
as the signs Gemini and Aquarius. To it, therefore, you may apply the 
remarks about the element air which are made in our lessons on Gemini. 
There, you will remember, I said that the The Fool, Tarot Key 0, repre¬ 
sents a quality which finds special expression in the signs just mentioned. 

The Fool also stands for the occult force which we call the Fiery Intelligence. 

Poise is the aspect of the airy force which is emphasized by Libra 
and Justice. The Fool stands poised on the brink of a precipice. He is the 
Life-power on the verge of its descent into the conditions of physical exis¬ 
tence. The picture of Justice represents the operation of that same force, 
after it has involved itself in the states of Name and Form which we call 
the physical plane. 


Many details in the design of the eleventh major trump show this. 
For example, the woman sits on a cubical stone seat, which is flanked by 
stone pillars rising from a stone floor. Straight lines and right angles, 
always symbolic of physical manifestation, abound in the picture. The 
woman's crown has a square jewel and three square projections. Her cape 
is fastened by a square brooch. The balances in her left hand are at rest, 
so that they show a right angle. So does the T-shaped handle of her sword. 


Your Tableau, however, says that because this picture corresponds 
to Lamed, it also represents Work, or Action. Thus it is evident that the 
poise here portrayed cannot be mere motionless fixity. On the contrary, it 
is the coordination of numberless modes of intense activity, the correlation 
of wheels within wheels of the universal 'spiral force'. Hence the straight 
lines and right angles in the design are combined with many circle symbols. 
The veil between the pillars shows a curve which is the lower segment of a 
circle. The crown itself is a ring. The pillars are cylindrical. Their 
bases are circular. The lines of the sword-hilt terminate in circles. The 
pans of the scales are round. The white, square brooch encloses a red 
circular jewel. 


All this is perfectly obvious when one looks attentively at the picture. 
The many repetitions of circle and square are too numerous to be accidenta . 
In'other words, the designs show plainly the essential elements of the as ro 
logical symbol of the planet Venus, a circle surmounting straight lines so 
disposed that they form four right angles. This combination is a so one o 
the many glyphs for the Great Name I H V H, which according to e rew 
wisdom is likewise represented by the letter Aleph. 


The letter-name. Lamed, is spelled with Hebrew letters which i 
Roman characters may be represented as L M D ( i C > » nr i® )' . . 

M is 40, and D is 4, so that the total value of the word is 74. This 
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numeration of the Hebrew words D I IN (P’T, Deen), a leader, chief, 
judge; SBIB(3' 3D, Sabib), a circuit; and O D ( *7 J), Ode), all the 
way, constantly. Observe how these words correspond to: the title of the 
eleventh major trump (D I I N, Justice); the idea of circular movement 
repeated so many times in the symbols (S B I B, a circuit); and the idea 
of faithfulness or constancy (O D, constantly) indicated by the attribution 
Faithful Intelligence to this card. 

I have included these details concerning some of the deeper 
meanings of this Key in order to stimulate your subconscious associative 
processes. This particular group of lessons has to do with esoteric 
astrology, remember, and although the full force of what has been said 
may not be apparent to you as you read these lines, I know what seeds 
will be planted in your subconsciousness by even a brief consideration of 
these correspondences; and what subconscious responses, even to the 
building of new brain-cells, will occur in consequence. The remainder 
of the lesson will discuss the characteristics of the Libran type. 

key-words given in the chart are: artistic, just, cooperative. 
The artistic quality comes from the rulership of Venus in this sign. A 
keen sense of justice is also a characteristic libran quality, and natives 
of this sign are usually a little 'touchy' on this point. They are never so 
affronted as when their motives are questioned. This is true, no matter 
how distorted their ideas of justice may be. According to what compre¬ 
hension they have, they always intend to be just, and while it is possible 
to approach them tactfully with criticisms of their standards of justice 
it is useless to make any direct attack whatever upon their opinions or' 
actions, if the opening of that attack be the direct or implied statement 
that those opinions or actions are unjust. 

Librans love peace and harmony. On this account the undeveloped 
types are sometimes too ready to agree with other people and fall in with 
their ways, for the sake of avoiding friction. They are courteous, plea¬ 
sant and agreeable. Usually their tempers are under good control, but 
sometimes they amaze their associates by outbursts of devastating anger. 

Being under the rulership of Venus, they are emotional, tempera¬ 
mental and artistic. Their love-nature is intense, and they are usually 
very affectionate. Until they learn to control it, the Saturn element which 
is strong in their make-up inclines them to fits of blues. Indeed, the un¬ 
developed Libran is a moody person, rising suddenly to heights of joy and 
descending as suddenly to depths of despair. 1 

Librans should never engage in messy, dirty work. Sometimes 
they will take up hard physical labor, for a short period, for some parti¬ 
cular reason. As a rule, however, they do better with work that requires 
neatness and precision and gives exercise for their large faculty of com¬ 
parison. Many Librans are writers. Many are musicians. They also find 
success as teachers, lecturers and, if they have had good business training 
as salesmen. 

Libra rules the kidneys, the lumbar region of the spine, the vaso¬ 
motor system, and the skin. It also rules the suprarenals, and has some 
influence upon the gonads, or sex-glands. The color of the sign, green, 
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and the note F-sharp, are indicated for diseases of this area, such as 
Bright's disease, dizziness, eczema, skin eruptions, inflammation of 
kidneys, ureters and ovaries, lumbago, uremia and polyuria. 

Librans usually have elegant, pleasant figures. In youth they are 
slender, but even the added weight which they sometimes take on with 
advancing years seldom detracts from their good appearance. They usu¬ 
ally have fine skin, well-shaped, expressive hands, and large, luminous 
eyes. The mouth is attractive, although not always especially strong. 

Often there is found the characteristic Venusian sign of a cleft chin. This 
should be distinguished from the dimpled chin and cheeks which are more 
often the Venusian signs of Taurus. 

The Lib ran Sub-types 

People born between September 23 and October 1 are described in 
the chart by the key-words: fastidious, refined, aesthetic. They are 
beauty lovers, and are at their best in work where they are surrounded by 
harmony and cultured pleasures and amusements and are often found in the 
ranks of those who make professional success in such things. They love 
company and dislike to be alone, unless they are beset by one of their 'blue 
fits 1 . Then they love seclusion and revel artistically in being thoroughly 
and completely miserable. 

People born between October 2 and 11 have combined with the Venus 
vibration the influences of Uranus and Saturn. They are usually more in¬ 
clined to extremes of mood than natives of either of the other LLbran sub- 
types. The chart gives the key-words as: modest, orderly, imaginative. 
Occasionally the modesty goes to extremes of self-depreciation, and these 
people have to be boosted along by the good opinion of other people before 
they will venture to express their talents. Orderly they are, but it might 
be a little more accurate to describe them as 'lovers of order'. For when 
they are in a pressure of work, they can fill a workroom, for example, 
with every external evidence of confusion. Yet in spite of the apparent dis¬ 
order, they are usually mentally precise and have good memories, so that 
they generally can tell the exact location of any of their possessions. Under 
the influence of Saturn, their imaginativeness is far from mere fancifulness. 
They have very concrete, definite images; and thus they are usually interes¬ 
ted in the practical application of whatever knowledge they may have. 

People born between October 12 and 21 are the most mental of the 
Libran types. They are also the most reasonable, for the alert watchful¬ 
ness of actual conditions which is represented by Mercury, the ruler of 
their birth-period, and by the Magician in Tarot, is combined with the Venu¬ 
sian quality of imagination. This is why the key-words are: logical, per¬ 
ceptive, impartial. They succeed best in work where they are perfectly free 
to state things as they see them. They play no favorites, and are often ac¬ 
cused of being too critical, simply because they do not hesitate to give honest 
expression to their views, no matter what others may think. This does not 
mean that they are blatantly self-assertive. On the contrary, they keep 
their own counsel better than most Librans. But if their opinion is asked, 
they say exactly what they think, honestly and courageously. ##

Lesson Forty 
LIBRA (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


Tarot Key No. 11, Justice, is associated with the zodiacal sign 
Libra. Libra, called the Scales, has a great deal to do with work or Karma. 
Likewise Key 11, in its symbolism and Qabalistic attributions, correlates 
with this same idea of work or Karma. Scales balance weight just as Karma 
is the balance of action and reaction. Our acts, our works, react upon us 
for either good or ill, joy or sorrow, wealth or poverty. There is a con¬ 
tinuous re-establishment of universal balance. We see this same principle 
at work in the vastness of nebulae, stars and solar systems. Everywhere 
in the universe there is a continuous re-establishment of balance taking 
place. The suns whirl around the central nucleous of the nebulae; the planets 
whirl around the suns; the electrons whirl around the nucleus of the atoms; 
all of these are being maintained by a balance of forces, an attraction and 
repulsion, by electro-magnetic polarity. Libra is ruled by Venus, the planet 
of love. The same attraction and balance of forces active in love are at 
work in maintaining the balance of universal forces. This correlation of 
work, or Karma, and love is a vital one to understand. We will return to 
this idea later in the lesson when we take up the more esoteric aspects. 

Libra is called the balance of the zodiac. It has to do with that part 
of our natures which knows how to balance the extremes of all things. Let's 
now go into the personality types as they are related to our Libra Tableau: 

All librans are aligned with the element of air. Actually, these elemental 
attributions have to do with intelligent entities known as the elemental beings 
— gnomes, sylphs, undines and salamanders. The gnomes are the elemen 
tal consciousness assigned to earth; therefore all the earth signs parta e 
somewhat of the qualities of the gnomes. The fire signs are ruled by the 
salamanders; the undines are aligned with all of the water signs; while the 
sylphs are the elemental forms of consciousness correlated with the air 
signs. Everything is consciousness. You may be experiencing something 
as a physical thing, but actually all physical phenomena are different rates 
of whirling motion which affect our sensory apparatus in different ways, 
forms are made up of atoms, which in turn are made up of astral light. 


There is nothing which is not consciousness in different graduations 
from the latent consciousness of mineral forms, on up through the vegetab e 
kingdom, to animal and man. All the elements are involved in the building 
of the vehicle. They symbolize hierarchies of consciousness. You have 
probably read in occult literature about the spiritual devas or nature spirits. 
The Devas are the heads of the elemental beings. They most assure _ y ave 
consciousness, although it is other than human, I have experienced them 
many a time. This is not unusual; many people have experienced them an 
are able to see elemental beings. People are given to seeing gnomes more 
than the others. What is actually seen is a sort of etheric astral vehic e 
which works with the force field that builds and holds forms, because it is 
a consciousness. Elementals do not have physical vehicles, but they ° 
have astral vehicles which sensitive people are often aware of. Inte *g en 
entities are behind all creation. All physical things were first created 
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mind. 


Creative ability is not only important during an incarnation o m e 
it a richer, fuller life; it is also important to have developed this ability 
when we drop our physical vehicle. On the more subtle levels we can build 
with our minds easily if we have developed the ability here. Those who 
have been materialistic, who have not exercised mental creation, have a 
pretty rough time when they die because their minds have just been grey, 
dull and bound. They find themselves in a terrible twilight for a time be¬ 
cause whatever you are here, you are there. As we keep reincarnating, 
we become ever more adept at creating properly and ecstatically, with de¬ 
dication and love. That is the secret behind everything, as I am sure you 
are recognizing by now. 

Those born between September 23 and October 1, the first decanate 
of Libra, are intensely influenced by the Venusian vibration and are the 
most typical of the basic Libran nature. The second decanate of Libra, 
October 2 to October 11, is ruled by Uranus and Saturn. The third decanate, 
from October 12 to October 21 is ruled by Mercury. Saturn is exalted in 
Libra, so Saturn has a strong influence in this sign. When a planet is 
exalted it means that those functions of consciousness, those principles of 
awareness that have to do with that planet, find an easier way for their 
highest expressions in that particular sign. So those who have Saturn in 
Libra in their birth chart find it much easier to cope with the Saturn part 
of their nature, the limiting aspect that deals with practical things. 

Librans, as a whole, can be most impractical. Because the scales 
that symbolize Libra intimate balance, Librans can be quite unbalanced in 
their emotional upheavals. This is because they swing with the scales like 
a see-saw. Librans are more given to heights of joy and ecstasy and then 
depths of despair than almost any other sign outside of Capricorn. Capri¬ 
corns do not have the same heights that the Libran can, but they certainly 
have the depths. This is the Saturnine influence. Librans swing from mood 
to mood. This is one of their greatest problems. Any of you who are close¬ 
ly related to a Libran, or if you are a Libran yourself, should get to under¬ 
stand this tendency. The most important problem Librans have is getting 
the scales balanced so that they are not so susceptible to environmental 
changes. 


Because of this susceptibility Librans are said to be tremendous 
appeasers. Even well-developed natives are given more than most to ap¬ 
peasing others because peace and harmony are so important to them They 
cannot bear dissention. It tears them apart. They cannot bear any kind of 
conflict basically, so they will appease. If they are talking to a Republican 
for example, the Republican will think that he has been conversing with a 
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fellow Republican. The Libran hasn't really said he was, but he hasn't 
said he wasn't. He seemed to agree. If the Libran converses with a 
TVmocrat five minutes later the Democrat will think he is a fellow Demo-

If any of you female Builders are married to a Libran man, you will do we 
to see that he is surrounded with beauty. Librans love meals served ele- 
gantly with candles and white tablecloth. Charming settings feed their soul. 
You male Builders, if married to a libran woman, will please her if you 
bring flowers and charming trinkets as a token of your love. Librans can 
teach all of us how to appreciate gracious living and the subtleties of beau y 
which we often, in the turmoil of life, overlook. We tend to think these 
things are of secondary importance. We should remember that God has 
gone to a lot of trouble to create beauty. We fail ourselves and those sur¬ 
rounding us when we do not do everything possible to be beautiful, both in¬ 
side and outside. We actually owe it to life to be beautiful. Of course, the 
greatest beauty is when we learn to love. Then beauty shines out from our 
eyes. When we have that kind of love, it will express through the persona¬ 
lity, through careful attention to the outer as well as the inner being. This 
is truly balancing the scales, giving due consideration to all the aspects of 
our beingness. 

The first decanate Librans, September 23 to October 1 are given 
the highlights of: esthetic, refined, fastidious. This aspect comes in be¬ 
cause of the double Venus rulership. These attributions correlate with 
what astrologers say about Librans as being the greatest lovers in the 
world. An astrologer friend of mine said to me, "Librans make wonderful 
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I do not believe that Librans are any more inclined to unfait u ® 3S an 
others. It is just that they love beauty and the romantic approac so muc , 
that if they do not find it at home they are apt to let their eyes stray per 
haps a little more readily than others. The Libran needs the romantic, 
the sentimental, the beautiful, to an extreme degree. He has a very in¬ 
tense love nature and has a need to love and be loved all in terms of beauty. 
Librans are apt to speak poetically in relation to romance, similar to the 
more classical love stories. It is the Libran part of our nature that is the 
most likely to express poetically. It becomes important, therefore, to 
develop this, because we want to learn how to express our love with gra¬ 
ciousness and charm instead of with gruffness. Most men, once they say 
to a woman, "I love you; will you marry me ", figure they have told her 
once and for all. They become very confused and bewildered if the wife 
later becomes unhappy because he does not repeat his affirmations of 
love after marriage. He will say, "What is the matter with you? I mar¬ 
ried you, didn't I?" That is not living life artistically, and the Libran, 
least of all, can bear this undemonstrative kind of love. None of us 
should settle for it. We should all decide to be artistic lovers of life, to 
make our husbands and wives and friends happy because we express our 
feelings regularly. Each day is a new day and a new birth. Each day 
needs a tender word of love and appreciation. 

The second decanate Libran has the most intensive tendency to¬ 
ward the heights of joy and the depths of despair that we mentioned earlier. 
They are said to be imaginative, orderly, modest. The orderliness and 
modesty are particularly related to the Saturn influence because Saturn 
gives a wonderful ability for thinking ahead and for good organization in 
practical ways. In the Libran type this orderliness expresses through the 
mind. They may be working in seeming confusion, but they have a great 
mental orderliness and a perceptive kind of understanding. Second deca¬ 
nate Librans are more inclined to modesty than other librans, who in 
general are not given to modesty. However, we must distinguish true 
modesty from false modesty. Modesty is often used as a cloak to cover 
up exactly the opposite. There is a part of all of us that is ego-centric. 

At heart we are enraged if somebody does not recognize how magnificent 
we are, whether it be our mental faculties or our emotional depth or our 
physical powers. We all have this tendency. Actually it stems from an 
intuitive knowledge that we are amazingly glorious and wonderful. The 
trouble is that we attribute it to the personality expression instead of to 
the Higher Self. The personality is still undeveloped and cannot be as 
wonderful as our egomania calls for. When we understand this tendency 
we can develop a smile and a chuckle at our own needs. When we see it 
in ourselves it is no longer a serious problem. We can even have some 
fun with it. We can feel free to tell others how marvelous we are. And 
do you know what? They will usually agree with us and mean it I They 
realize that we are not taking ourselves too seriously. When we take our¬ 
selves too seriously, whatever modesty we present is false modesty. Just 
the fact that we are so self-serious shows that we are putting an over¬ 
importance on whatever it is that we think we are. We are so much more, 
actually. We are infinite, immortal aspects of God. We are growing our¬ 
selves an instrument through which that immortal, glorious aspect can 
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consciously function and can become a co-creator with God. That is our 
destiny. Perhaps not in this incarnation, but in time. That is what we are 
working for. We don't have to have false modesty. Know what you are and 
you will be able to see what you need to develop. This is a most necessary 
first step to self understanding. 

Third decanate Librans are said to be: logical, perceptive, impartial. 
The reason for these attributions is that with Mercury as sub-ruler you have 
the combined forces of Venus and Mercury giving the imaginative faculty an 
intellectual guidance. This in turn gives a beautiful ability for logic. Here 
it may be pertinent to say that the logic of women is different from that of 
men. Actually both are logical in the ways they are biologically conditioned 
to. This difference in approach to logic is as it should be. We should all 
give reverence and respect to the other aspect of God. If men and women 
were not different, life would be very boring. We wouldn't be forever 
looking to the other to reveal the hidden aspects of our own nature. The 
very difference that bewilders, confuses, or even annoys, is the heart and 
principle of the thing that delights . . . the eternal mystery to be solved. 

The logic of women, though not as direct, is just as valid as that of men 
and actually more complex. The kind of consciousness we express is con¬ 
ditioned by the vehicle that is expressing it. We are all expressing cons¬ 
ciousness through a field which is shown by the body we are functioning 
through. Our vehicle likewise determines what we are going to expreience 
and how we are going to react to experience. The kind of ears we have, 
for example, determines what range of vibrations is audible to us. alike 
manner the difference between the male and female vehicle makes a di er 
ence in how we express consciousness. The female body is more complex 
because it is made to bear children. Because of this complexity, the fe¬ 
male utilizes nerve currents that the male does not. Women are more 
given to intuition than men, so they arrive at their logic after another 
fashion. Of course, there are plenty of men who are very intuitive, es¬ 
pecially when highly developed. As we evolve we become more able to 
register the positive qualities from the opposite polarity of God. As we 
learn to see the differences between the sexes and revere them, we develop 
more and more of the true logic and true perception that are a particular 
attribute of the highly developed third decanate Labran. 

Now we will give you some of the esoteric elements involved with 
Tarot Key No. 11 and the Libra Tableau. Key 11 balances the zodiac. 

This Key has to do with our ability to perceive universal principles as they 
unfold within us and to meet life in terms of these principles. In ordinary 
man, his narrow band of response and his inability to relate himself to the 
whole is what brings him so many tears, so much frustration and heart¬ 
ache. Our work, or Karma, is at the heart of the problems in our lives at 
all times. We must learn how to balance these energies constructively so 
as not to be the pawn of these forces. 

Equilibrium, as we have so often been told, is the secret of the 
Great Work. It is the secret of attainment in all things. We want to under¬ 
stand what is meant by work or Karma. Karma is something that many 
people consider to be only adverse. You often hear occultists spea , ° 1 
as something inevitable, that must be born stoically.

We all have, blindly, 
intolerantly, unthinkingly, at times. Even in this incarnation, who of us 
can say we haven’t brought sorrow to somebody whether we wanted to or 
not? Does that mean we have to come back in sorrow? That is ridiculous. 
Balancing the scales can be done in other ways. If it were not so, life 
would be a real hell, and one might almost say eternal hell with no hope of 
relief. What we can do is develop an emanation that is so full of riches, of 
gratitude, of love, that anything we do is a service to life. If we feel rich 
in the service of taking care of our husbands or our wives and children, we 
bring a new element into our Karma. We are opening up new opportunities 
for expanded growth. This is true, because as consciousness expands, 
every part of our nature expands in all ways. Our emotional intensity, our 
love natures, our thinking capacities, our serving abilities - all are in¬ 

tensified. 


Opportunities always arise if we have this attitude. However, if we 
feel that what we are doing is beneath us, we are failing ourselves and God 
and life, because we are not trusting the One Self as it is growing It’s in¬ 
strument - our personalities.

The nerve force required for those reproductive functions, which in 
astrology are placed under the rulership of the sign Scorpio, is stored in 
the Mars center. It is this Mars force working through Scorpio which is 
transformed into the spiritual sight, and the eagle is the symbol of this 
transformation. Thus we read in the Rosicrucian Confessio F raternitatis; 

M A thousand times the unworthy may clamor, a thousand 
times present themselves, yet God hath commanded our ears 
that they should hear none of them, and hath so compassed about

The phrase underlined is sufficient indication that the writers of the 
original Rosicrucian documents knew about the serpent power, and under¬ 
stood that the finer vision is the result of the direction of energy ''borrowed 11 
from the Mars center which controls the functions assigned to Scorpio. We 
commend the whole quotation to all readers of these pages who may come 
upon this or that claim that some person is the Head or Chief of the "true 
Rosicrucian Order." 


The Scorpio temperament is essentially Martian. It is described in 
the chart by the key words: mystical, magnetic, resourceful. It may be 
that 'magical* should be substituted for 'mystical 1 because the Scorpio tem¬ 
perament is exceptionally well adapted to the practice of genuine magic.

The most prominent feature of the typical native of Scorpio is a 
prominent nose, usually of Semitic cast. It often bears a strong resem¬ 
blance to the bill of an eagle. Heavy, even bushy, eyebrows are another 
marked feature. The eyes are sharp and penetrating, and the jaw is heavy 
and has that set appearance which we associate with determination. Usually 
the hair is dark and so is the complexion. Commonly the teeth, which are 
large, decay early, even though they are well cared for. The body is short 
and stocky, but not so rounded as that of the short Taurus type. The neck 
is also usually short, but lacks the heaviness of the Taurus neck. 


These characteristics, however, are found only in typical natives of 
Scorpio, usually those born near six o'clock in the morning. We give them 
so that you may practice picking out the types. But you must remember 
that while nearly every person who has these characteristics strongly marked 
is a native of Scorpio, the reverse is not true. For there are plenty of tall, 
thin, blonde natives of the same sign, whose appearance is modified by other 
influences. 


Scorpio rules the reproductive organs, the bladder, the urethra, the 
rectum, the descending colon, the prostate gland, and the nose. Its color, 
green-blue, and the note G-natural, are indicated for diseases of this area, 
including: nasal polypi, adenoids, cold in the head, nasal catarrh, diseases 
of the womb and ovaries, various venereal diseases, stricture, enlargement 
of the prostate gland, painful and irregular menstruation, leucorrhea, rup¬ 
ture, renal stones and gravel. 

The Scorpio Sub-types 

Persons born between October 22 and October 31 are under the spe¬ 
cial influence of Mars. They are very positive in their opinions, lovers of 
argument, forceful in the expression of their ideas, and energetic in the exe¬ 
cution of their plans. Undeveloped types have a streak of cruelty, and are 
likely to ride rough-shod over opponents to their plans. 

Persons born between November 1 and November 10 are under the 
combined rulership of Neptune and Jupiter. Neptune gives them insight. 
Jupiter gives them suavity and friendliness. They are sagacious and calcu¬ 
lating. They make excellent analyses of every situation which presents it¬ 
self. They are especially gifted with a penetrative insight into the true con¬ 
ditions in almost any state of affairs. 

Persons born between November 11 and November 20 are under the 
special rulership of the Moon. They are the most adaptable of the Scorpio 
natives. But though they change their methods, if need be, they seldom alter 
their objectives. In the face of danger or disaster they keep their heads. 

They are masters of the art of suggestion, as a rule. They make up their 
minds quickly, and act as soon as they have come to a decision, often sur 
prising other people by their abruptness. ##

Tarot Key No. 13, Death, assigned to Scorpio, is first in our Tab¬ 
leau for this lesson. Mars, ruler of Scorpio, symbolized by Key 16 is 
next. Key 20, Pluto, co-ruler of Scorpio, is placed third. Key 12 Neo- 
tune and Key 10, Jupiter, rulers of Pisces, preside over the second deca- 
nate. Key 2, the Moon, assigned to Cancer, is sub-ruler of the third deca- 
nate. Uranus, Key 0, exalted in Scorpio, completes our Scorpio Tableau. 
This is one of our longest Tableaus, quite appropriate for the complex 
Scorpio nature. r 

Scorpio rules the generative organs of man. As you will recall. 

Mars is also the ruler of Aries, which is said to be the day house of Mars. 
Scorpio is called the night house of Mars. Night intimates secrets. . . the 
unknown, the mysterious. Certainly this is true of the reproductive function 
as a whole. So much misunderstanding has arisen in occult groups because 
they have misinterpreted the teachings and have thought that to follow the 
spiritual path they must extinguish the generative drive. What they are 
really doing is suppressing the creative power of God through their persona¬ 
lities. They become dull-eyed, uninteresting and unable to express any real 
love. You do not feel power or love emanating from them because the gene¬ 
rative power generates love power. The reproductive power is the love 
power. Experience and history have taught us that celibacy, as practiced 
in many religions, does not increase spiritual power or personal magnetism. 
Those religions which adhere to this practice have taken a basic truth about 
the conservation and control of energy and misinterpreted its meaning. 

Just as mistaken are those who consider this energy to be merely a 
carnal drive for the release of certain bodily tensions. This attitude de¬ 
grades and wastes our vital energies. Remember, in Gematria, unity and 
love have the same numeration - 13. When love is the motive in our drive 
for unity, then we are working with something pure and beautiful. When we 
are motivated by merely physical drives, the urge to unity results in wasted 
energy, which in turn leads to damaging guilts. This type of expression can 
also destroy the very power that could take us to the heights of illumination. 

The Scorpian personality basically has an intense nature that expres¬ 
ses much magnetic appeal for others. Wherever you encounter profound 
magnetic sex appeal in a personality, the chart will usually show strong 
placings in Scorpio or in the 8th house. The important thing to remember 
about this vital Scorpian magnetism, which we can all manifest, is that it is 
this attractive principle which can and will, when properly used, draw to us 
love, beauty, attainment and the ability to master the baser elements of our 
nature. When we speak of experiencing Oneness with God, or experiencing 
unity with all of life, we must remember that it is the Scorpian reproductive 

magnetic energy which is the power within us that will lead us to this attain¬ 
ment. 

Scorpio natives usually have a rather bewildering array of character¬ 
istics. Most people find it difficult to understand their complex personalities. 
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This is interesting because, as you well know, most people do not under¬ 
stand their own reproductive drives. Scorpians are more apt to understand 
these drives than most. They are said to be the most intense types in the 
whole zodiac. This is because, either consciously or subconsciously, Scor¬ 
pians are aware of and utilize these basic energies more fully than others. 
Another Scorpian trait is secretiveness. Natives are well able to keep sec¬ 
rets. If you have a Scorpian as a friend, your secrets are safer with him 
than with other types. Among the less admirable Scorpian traits is an in¬ 
clination to sarcasm. Their basic intensity of nature can express negatively 
in cutting observations about the shortcomings of others. All Scorpians have 
an ability to see through the surface qualities of others into the depth of their 
natures. This intensity, inherent in the Scorpio nature, which in highly de- 
ve oped types expresses as deep compassion and concern for others, can, 
conversely, in undeveloped types, express in extreme cruelty, especially 
mental cruelty. They can speak with bitingly sarcastic tongues that can be 
devastating to sensitive souls. Most of us would rather be slapped than be 
subjected to this kind of cruelty. Sarcasm is a powerful weapon that should 
never be used. Usually the motive behind using it is a desire to look smart 
and clever at someone else's expense. Those of you who have a talent for 
sarcasm should watch yourselves and see to it that you do not tear another 
human being apart with it, no matter how much you feel that they deserve it. 

Many people seem to be a bit afraid of close relationships with Scor¬ 
pians because of their intense personalities. Scorpians are able to express 

^ e + ir " m °‘ 10nS ,^ te freel Y- There is such a depth of feeling in their natures 
that they have little trouble expressing themselves dramatically. So much 
intensity is not apt to be blocked by fears and lack of confidence. Neverthe¬ 
less, Scorpians can be very fearful. However, their fearfulness does not 
express in the way that it does in the Capricorn nature. Scorpians' fearful¬ 
ness is based more on caution, sometimes overdone, but based on an unu¬ 
sual ability to perceive possible consequences of any given set of circum¬ 
stances. This in turn is based on their ability to grasp subtle differences in 
similar situations. Because of this ability, they are said to be well qualified 
as detectives or as research occultists. 


The three highlights given for Scorpio in general are: mystical, 
magnetic and resourceful. Actually, all the water signs have a mystical 
quality, even if they profess to be atheists. The water signs are also said 
to be the most inclined to psychism. However, this psychic quality expresses 
differently in each of the three water signs. Recognized psychic mediums 
have been found to have either the sun, moon or ascendant in Cancer or Pis¬ 
ces. It has also been found that many of the greatest mystics have these 
strong placings in Cancer and Pisces. Mystics are usually the higher evolved 
ones. They experience these subtle levels of the universe from a higher van¬ 
tage point than do the ordinary psychic mediums. On the whole, the psychic 
qualities of the Scorpian native are more controlled, and therefore they have 
a distinct capacity to develop occult power. The reason for this is that along 
with this controlled psychic power they have the intense magnetic energies 
that give tremendous impetus and power to the psychic qualities. 

Scorpians are also said to be skeptical and suspicious enough not to 
get readily lost in psychic illusions. They are not apt to get taken in by 
exaggerated claims made by various psuedo-psychic and occult groups or 
individuals. We should all be on guard against over-zealous claims among 
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occult adherents and leaders. It is not that we disclaim the validity of 
realms and worlds and states of consciousness other than are here on the 
physical plane. It is just that the careful occultist realizes that on the psy¬ 
chic levels people can be subject to their own self-delusions and illusions, 
as well as their personal needs for self-glorification. We must all be on* 
guard against falling into the trap of gullibility. Study, meditation and 
patience are prime requisites for attaining to direct perception of higher 
states of consciousness. Scorpians are not apt to fall for occult nonsense 
because of their inherent skepticism. Getting enchanted with psychic 
phenomena can lead to a lot of wasted time at best. We must all learn to 
use our Scorpian nature to stay reasonably skeptical. 

Another basic Scorpian quality is one-pointedness. They can be¬ 
come so concentrated and single-minded about some project that they will 
forget to eat and sleep at times. Their capacity to keep going is fantastic. 
This is very good if it is under control. Intensity is a gift that gives us the 
power to move mountains. 

The first decanate Scorpians, October 22 to October 31, are the 
Mars-Pluto type. They are said to be positive, forceful and energetic. 

This Scorpio sub-type has a special capacity for expressing these qualities 
at the proper time and if called for. These attributes reflect the strong 
Mars influence in the first decanate. There is usually a certain Libran 
quality in the nature of very early Scorpians because of a wash-over from 
the previous sign. Incidentally, this is true of all of the signs in the early 
degrees. This often confuses those who are not familiar with this washover 
of qualities. Early Scorpians are likely to display a sense of justice that is 
more typical of Librans. We must always be careful not to be too precise 
with basic sign characteristics. There are so many elements involved in 
reading a chart that one has to develop intuitive ability in order to interpret 
all the various ramifications. There are several hundred different items in 
a chart which we must learn to register almost all at once in order to tune 
into the individual for whom the chart is a map. First decanate Scorpians 
are especially favored with the ability to concentrate, gather facts quickly 
and interpret them accurately. Work with the Scorpio Tableau will help all 
of us develop this ability. 

Second decanate Scorpians are said to be sagacious, analytical and 
penetrating. These qualities usually result in an amazing intuitive ability 
and a marked tendency for mystical experiences. This is true of all the 
water signs, but it is more apt to express in the second decanate Scorpian 
after just a short period of meditation and study. They have to do less work 
to experience mystical levels of awareness because their natures give them 
a natural inclination toward profound meditation. 

Third decanate Scorpians have the highlights: cool, subtle and abrupt. 
They have the Moon as sub-ruler and this gives them a tendency to such sen¬ 
sitivity to the thoughts and feelings of others that they will often seem quite 
melancholy. Of all Scorpians they are most inclined toward suspicion of 
others because of this extra sensitivity. This accounts for a certain coolness. 
It is a protectiveness that they seem to surround themselves with. They are 
not cool inside. Inside a fire rages, but they put on a mask of coolness or 
abruptness in order to safeguard themselves, to wall themselves away from 
the bewildering impacts that this extra psychic concentration makes them so 
susceptible to. 
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Esoterically, Key 13, Death, symbolizes our creative energy and 
how we may best utilize it for spiritual attainment. Your age does not 
matter. We all have this driving energy which is usually expressed in sex 
functions. You do not really lose this drive as you advance in years. When 
the proper mental, emotional and spiritual attitude is develope you can 
awaken these energies more strongly than ever for spiritual attainment. 

What do we mean by awakening this force for spiritual attainment? What 
we mean first of all is becoming aware of surging waves of love. Most peo- 
pie are unaware of the subtle energies involved in the reproductive drive to 
mating because they have been conditioned to react and respond to these 
energies on purely physical levels. We, as aspirants, can awaken within 
us an awareness of these subtle levels of power and thus attract to ourselves 
more love because we will be emanating more love. 


In the commentary from the BOOK OF TOKENS on the letter Nun, 
the Master R emphasizes the need to completely change our basic viewpoint 
in relation to sex. This is the first essential. Until this is done we are 
shackled in our aspirations. When he speaks of changing our entire con¬ 
ception of sex he means exactly this. We mu3t stop seeing sex as merely 
a relationship existing between a man and a woman for the purpose of re¬ 
lieving bodily tensions and congestions. Becoming completely uninhibited 
is not the answer. Freud discovered a great truth about the dangers of in¬ 
hibiting sex desire, but misinterpretations have clouded the truth almost 
out of sight. We went through a period in our history when uninhibited sex 
expression was considered the answer to practically every personality pro¬ 
blem. The cry was "Let's be natural". Animals are natural, but we are 
not animals. Animals mate at specific periods for one specific purpose — 
to reproduce their kind. Such is not the case with man. All these extre¬ 
mists, both the prudes and the naturalists, are tinged with shame and error. 
We need to understand that sex expression between mates is not utilizing its 
highest potential when it is seeking mere sense pleasures, the temporary 
ecstasies of orgasm. Misunderstood, the drive to unity becomes merely an 
unchecked, outpouring of the reproductive urge. Granted this is necessary 
and important, or our planet would become depleted of human beings. How¬ 
ever, man would not have been given such a strong sex urge were it meant 
to be used only for the begetting of the species, vhiat God gives us has a 
purpose and a reason. Man and woman must evolve beyond mere sex ex¬ 
pression between bodies. Using this drive for other than relief of bodily 
tensions is one of the secrets of the Great Work. It does not mean suppres¬ 
sing the regenerative power and becoming a dried-up, unsexed creature 
We are giving you the esoteric elements more openly than we ever have 
before. In Tarot Key 13, notice that the grim reaper is harvesting male 
and female heads. They stand for understanding and wisdom. The hands 
being harvested are symbols of the creative energies. In Key 16, The 
Tower, assigned to Mars, ruler of Scorpio, figures are being thrown from 
the Tower of Babel. In relation to Key 13, this is symbolizing a change in 
the entire attitude and concept of sex. 


Actually God so made us that we have a surplus of creative energy. 
Even when we are giving ourselves little death after little death, we still 
have enough left over with which to grow and aspire. But to prepare for 
illumination, we must learn how to tremendously increase the flow of this 
energy. We must learn to use as fully as possible every gift and treasure 
that God has given us. To work toward adeptship we must first change 
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certain of our attitudes and entirely reverse our idea of what union of the 
sexes is for. Yes, it is for the reproduction of the species, but that is 
only one of its necessary expressions. We have to reverse our attitudes 
first and foremost. This takes time. Then we can begin to expand the 
area of the effect and vivification of our creative energy, becoming aware 
of the subtle subconscious aspects involved in the interchanges between the 
sexes. Actually this interchange occurs between all of us to some degree. 
It is just that with a mate we can do more. Transmuting our attitudes to¬ 
wards sex and dedicating our energies to God does not mean giving up our 
mate or sexual union. 

We must transmute our attitudes whether we live alone or with a 
mate. It is still the same energy. This transmutation should be a change 
to reverence toward the dynamic power that creates on all planes and in all 
ways. You must begin to revere this drive and utilize it as a sacrament to 
God. This in turn will tremendously expand and intensify your love nature. 
It is a matter of conservation of energy so that the energy may be utilized 
for awakening the subtle levels that ultimately lead to union with God. 

In all our B.O.T.A. training, especially in the planetary center 
practices in Color and Sound, you advanced students have probably already 
experienced a tremendous increase in this energy. This is when you have 
to be the most careful. You must learn to direct the energy up to the heart 
and develop self-meditative practices. Our Tableau meditations are well 
suited to this. We lift the wild energy up to the heart center. There this 
same power will expand your love nature and start magnetizing your whole 
body. It isn't that those who express their sex drives purely on the physi¬ 
cal level are wrong. But we, as aspirants, must train this energy to come 
from the heart. Then something is added to the whole emotional response 
in any love relationship. For men it is more difficult than for women be¬ 
cause men are more compulsive in their drives — which is all right. Every 
man needs a knowledgeable woman to turn his sex drives to love expres¬ 
sions. It is essential to think of sex as an expression of infinite love. 

Look to your husband or wife as the one with whom a sacramental Oneness 
is being expressed symbolically. 

In other words, if you would become a channel for God's most 
intensive energies, if you would become one who has experienced the unity 
of life, you must change your concept of sex from that which is held by 
ordinary man. See it as the expression of God's love between creature 
and creature instead of as a function for the release of bodily tensions. 

When you manage to develop these magnetic energies more fully in the 
heart center, then during union with your beloved you will find something 
different will begin to happen. There are certain ways and means that this 
is accomplished which we cannot give out at this time. Nevertheless, we 
have given you a great deal so that you can get started. You must first 
understand the principle. With men, especially, there is a fear of losing 
something that they hold dear. There are raptures and ecstasies in the 
embrace of the beloved that so far surpass the kind of rapture that the 
physical plane orgasm holds that in a way you might call it another order 
of experience. Yet the same relationship is involved. This is what is 
meant by raising the Kundalini energy, by the taming of the lion, etc. The 
same drive energizes and vivifies the heart center preparing you to experi¬ 
ence yourselves as one who is a Child of God. 
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This same energy raised to the head centers sharpens and vivifies 
the mind so that you become open to direct perception of the cosmic princi¬ 
ples of the universe. It is enhanced and intensified when two mates love 
each other enough to desire these experiences together. When anyone is 
ready they are guided and led to further instructions in the development of 
these magnetic powers for the service of God. Only those who are able and 
ready to utilize this tremendous power, with control and dedication, can get 
such instructions. No one can get it any other way. We have given you the 
first vital steps. Stop thinking about sex as merely a pleasurable release 
of tensions on the physical plane. Remember, however, that those who do 
are not evil. They are just young. Aspriants must change this attitude and 
start thinking of sex as a holy, symbolic manifestation of unity and Oneness 
with God, as expressed between mates. Those of you who do not have 
mates must still work on transmuting your attitudes. Then if you really 
want a mate you will find one who will help you fulfill your spiritual goals. 

e ave explained the first steps and we will give more as you are ready 
for it and able to receive it. 

TECHNIQUE 

Place before you in order Keys No. 13, 16, 20, 12, 10, 2 and 0. 

Image yourself and your aura as permeated with the blue-green assigned 
to Scorpio. Bring up to mind the positive qualities connected with this 
zodiacal type which are to become a part of your nature when needed. Go 
through the Keys assigned to the planetary rulers as outlined in earlier 
lessons. This Tableau is particularly useful in helping you transmute 
your creative drives and in helping you develop the magnetic power so 
necessary in occult work. 

AFFIRMATION 

I am a channel for the creative power of God. Through me these 
energies are utilized for the highest service to the One. Love for all of 
life is my only motive for developing an ever greater capacity for expres¬ 
sing and controlling the magnetic drive of nature. ## 






ESOTERIC ASTROLOGY 
Lesson Forty-three 
SAGITTARIUS (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

Persons born between November 21 and December 20 have Sagittarius 
and Temperance for their individuality type. Sagittarius, as a fire sign, 
belongs to the same triplicity as Aries and Leo. Thus the basic quality of 
the type is that represented by the 20th Key in Tarot, and by Perpetual Intel¬ 
ligence among the modes of consciousness. In Aries this quality manifests 
as the Constituting Intelligence, framing reasonable definitions of the mean¬ 
ing of existence, and as the dominant power which is so evidently suggested 
by the Emperor. In Leo, the same Perpetual Intelligence is what is specia¬ 
lized as Intelligence of the Secret of all Spiritual Activities. In Sagittarius 
it is the Tentative Intelligence, or testing mode of consciousness, repre¬ 
sented by the fiery angel wearing the Great Name, I H V H. All these fiery 
signs have behind them the operation of the power which works perpetually 
through living organisms to effect the release of consciousness from the 
limitations of three-dimensional existence, with its bondage to the appear¬ 
ances of Time and Space. 

Verification is the key word associated with Sagittarius in the Tarot 
Tableau. It is derived from the ascription of Tentative Intelligence to the 
letter Samekh. As the Analysis says: "It is the kind of consciousness which 
puts theory to the test of practical application, which does laboratory work. 
All that work consists in the examination and modification of various modes 
of vibration. " 

This laboratory work, being associated with the idea of support or 
foundation implied by the meaning of the letter-name "Samekh (tent-peg), 
was well understood by the Inner School to be absolutely indispensable. As 
all the ideas connected with Libra and Justice revolve around the thought 
that we 'learn by doing', so all the ideas connected with Sagittarius and 
Temperance are associated with the thought that our doing must be a con¬ 
tinual adaptation of the various states of vibration whose action and reaction 
constitutes our personal existence. 

Thus, on the breast of the angel there is the white square enclosing 
the red triangle, a symbolic expression of the words of the Emerald Tablet: 
"Thou shalt separate the earth (square) from the fire (triangle), the subtle 
from the gross, suavely, and with great ingenuity. " This continual exer 
cise in separating or distinguishing between outward appearance and inwar 
motive-power, external form and internal conscious energy, leads at ast 
to the attainment of that command over the forces of nature which is 
sented by the radiant crown at the end of the path behind the angel in t e 1 
Key. Furthermore, as this work of testing and verification goes on, it rings 
us ultimately to the clear perception that all our personal activities are 
merely the particular expressions, in terms of relative existence, o t e 
interplay of cosmic forces, and of the operation of universal laws. 

This is the esoteric meaning of the astrological teaching that Jupiter 
rules Sagittarius. In Tarot, Jupiter is the Wheel of Fortune, sym o 
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rotation of cosmic cycles, the wheels within wheels of simultaneous invo¬ 
lution and evolution. Review what is written in our earlier lessons about 
Jupiter and the solar plexus. 

Our aspirations are really intuitions of the necessary consequences 
of the wor Id - process whose history is stored in our solar plexus. Even 
our baser desires are rooted in the same intuitive knowledge. The only 
difference between a low desire and a high aspiration is in the purity with 
which the impulse is expressed in our personal consciousness. A Mow* 
desire is an imperfectly realized aspiration. It is a mistaken interpreta¬ 
tion of the cosmic urge for higher things which we all feel welling up within 
us. The finer the personal vehicles become, the purer will be the expres¬ 
sion of desire. 

Eastern teaching rightly connects desire with anger. For it is the 
frustration of desire that arouses wrath. Here is one key to the attribution 
of 'Wrath' to this sign. Key and Hebrew letter. But note that the Hebrew 
word for 'wrath', RVGZ , is numerally equivalent to RAIH rPtO 9 sight, 

and to AR1H ih, a lion. RAIH is related to Aries and the Emperor. 

ARIH is the Hebrew name of Lro, and is thus connected with Strength. And 
all of these words have the same numeration as GDVRH Geburah (216) 

which means 'strength' and also 'courage'. The root-meaning*of RVGZ, 
moreover, is 'vibration' and the best translation is 'zeal'. 

Now it is a physical fact that both zeal and courage are not only 
closely related to the function of the solar plexus, but are also expressed 
in the muscular activity of that part of the body which corresponds to Sagit¬ 
tarius. Confidence and courage are expressed through an erect, firm 
standing posture, made possible by firmness and strength of the great mus - 
cles of the thighs. Merely to flex these muscles, as one stands upright, is 
to give the body a poise which expresses confidence. These are the muscles, 
too, which enable archer, huntsman or golf-player to take aim. Thus they 
are physiologically associated with activities requiring definite purpose and 
concentration. On this account the mere act of flexing these muscles is it¬ 
self a suggestion, because through thcxisands of repetitions the subconscious 
mind has learned to associate that particular muscular activity with moods 
of concentration and determination. 

It will hardly escape your notice that these thigh-museles provide 
the motive power in walking. Thus their action is really what wears paths. 
Consequently the path in the 1 4th Key has literally been made by the muscu¬ 
lar action of the thighs. It is therefore the symbol of the moods and mental 
states associated with those muscles. In a word, it is the path of trial, of 
testing, of experiment, which always requires persistence, which demands 
definiteness of aim, which no man may tread unless he be fired by the zeal 
of aspiration. 

With Jupiter as their ruler, natives of Sagittarius are usually genial, 
and their cheerful, hearty manner wins them many friends. They value the 
opinions of their contemporaries and are inclined to be conservative and 
even punctilious about small matters of etiquette and ceremony. 

They abhor double-dealing and concealment, and are frank and open 
in their speech. Usually they arc excellent conversationalists, and good at 
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narration. Sometimes they are just a bit inclined to hold the center of the 
stage, but whatever they have to tell is so interesting that others are glad 
to listen. 

They are generous and charitable. Their sympathies are easily 
aroused, and they cannot bear to see anybody suffer. This makes them 
avoid disputes and quarrels whenever they can. Nevertheless, they will 
fight to the last ditch for a matter of principle. 


The key-words: aspiring, frank philosophical, describe the best 
development of the Sagittarius type. The undeveloped natives of this sign 
are likely to be a trifle what the English call "horsey" lovers of sports, 
hunting and the like. With them aspiration becomes ambition, and they 
are not very philosophical, though they usually have plenty of common 
sense. Nearly all natives of Sagittarius love dancing, and do it y/ell. As 
a rule they are fond of horses and dogs, and inclined to outdoor life. 

Sagittarians are generally tall. Their bones are heavy, and as 
they grow older they often develop a stoop. The face is long, with a rather 
long nose. Usually the eyes are dark, and the hair brown or dark chestnut 

color, 

Sagittarius rules the hips and thighs, the femur, and the coccygeal 
and sacral vertebrae. It also governs the sciatic nerves. Its color is blue 
and its note G-sharp. They may be used for locomotor ataxia, sciatica, 
rheumatism, hip diseases, and because Sagittarius has a reflex action in 
Gemini, for pulmonary troubles also. 


The Sagittarius Sub-types 

Persons born between November 21 and November 30 have Jupiter 
as their special ruler, in addition to its general rulership of the sign Your 
chart calls them: jovial, determined, prophetic. This is correct, but it may 
be added that their prophetic gifts are the result of the ease with which ey 
come in touch with the subconscious archives stored in the Jupiter center, 
or solar plexus. Because all manifestation is in cycles, and because they 
have subconscious memory of the essential significance of events long since 
passed, they appear to have foresight; but it is very different from the logi- 
cal foresight of the Aries type. 

Between December 1 and 10, the influence of Mars is mingled with 
that of Jupiter. This adds a touch of unconventionality to the temper amen , 
and it is well described by the key-words: audacious, astute, a ^ en J" r ° u ®;_ 
For although there is a daring and venturesome streak, due to the M r 
fluence, it is tempered by the conservatism of Jupiter, into astuteness. 


Between December 11 and 20 the expansive influence of the Sun is 
mingled with that of Jupiter. This adds a desire to be well thought of an 
gives some ability for leadership. The key-words are happily chosen, 
formal, faithful, candid. ##

WoYs to tY y gre Y a ?YY ° n i the J ree ° f U£e • thTOU * h the intermediate 
types, to the more highly developed representatives. There are also com¬ 
binations where some parts of the nature will be well developed, while 
others are still very immature. Our progress in personality transmutation 
does not occur evenly. All this must be taken into account when reading a 
c art. A person can express both positive and negative aspects of a parti- 
cular sign, depending not only on his level of development, but also upon 
the areas in which he is developed or still immature. The Sagittarius at¬ 
tributes of aspiring, frank and philosophical are the positive aspects. In 
an undeveloped personality these same aspects could express as: materia¬ 
listically ambitious instead of aspiring; self-deceived and cruelly blunt 
instead of frank; stuffily over-conventional instead of philosophical. Al¬ 
though our aim is to develop the positive attributes of every sign, we need 
also to understand the negative expressions so as to learn to recognize 
them, both in ourselves and others. 

Because of the expansiveness that the Jupiter rulership gives, Sa¬ 
gittarians have the tendency, if not disciplined, to go off into very imprac¬ 
tical areas of thinking and feeling. They sense the vastness of the cosmos 
and can have difficulty in concentrating down on necessary details of living. 
Sagittarians love vastness, change, journeys, freedom, etc. They are 
sometimes accused of fickleness in relationships because of this love of 
freedom and change. Actually this is said to be a tendency of all the mutable 
signs, which include Sagittarius, Pisces, Gemini and Virgo. This tendency 
of the mutable signs is not so much fickleness as an ease in adaptability that 
is common to them. They readily adapt to new conditions and to situations 
that cannot be helped. You can be sure that people who do not adapt easily 
to change will accuse adaptable ones of fickleness. 

This affinity for expansiveness also gives the Sagittarian a love of 
outdoor activities, sports and traveling. Male Sagittarians seem to want 
to prove to themselves how strong, capable and vital they are. An undeve * 
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loped type will express this need in hunting animals, but the more highly 
evolved one will transfer this love to hunting for ideas and knowledge. 
However, if you know someone who likes to hunt, it doesn't necessarily 


mean that he is unevolved. It could be that in one area of his personality 
he is still expressing a need to prove to himself that he is sure he could 
drag home the bull to the cave and thus take care of his family. He might 
have very highly evolved qualities in other areas of his nature. Don't 
make the mistake of condemning. Sagittarians, on the other hand, usually 

nave a sort of protective feeling towards all creatures, when not on the 
hunt. 


Another Sagittarian attribute is a marked inclination for prophesy, 
u consciously they seem to have an awareness of the cyclic activities of 
the cosmos, the wheels within wheels, Jupiter, ruler of Sagittarius, is 
the inner holy planet connected with the solar plexus. This is the center 
where the entire history of evolution is registered. It is often called the 
a o^inal brain. Sagittarians basically have an awareness of this cyclic 
activity as a subconscious undercurrent of knowledge. This is what gives 
t em a prophetic ability. Their kind of prophesy, however, isn't based 
on an ability to see into the future exactly. Unconsciously they have the 
records of past activities of evolution more available to them because of 
the Jupiter influence. This gives them an intuitive knowledge of the way 
things have gone in the past; thus they can more accurately forecast the 
next step. It is a sort of subconscious deductiveness that expresses in a 
subtle awareness of the way things have gone before. It is a marvelous 
quality and very vital for all of us to develop, whether we are Sagittarians 
or not. As we work with this Tableau we will be developing this ability. 

The first decanate Sagittarius from November El to November 30 
is given the highlights of: jovial, determined and prophetic. The prophetic 
element we spoke of comes in most strongly in this decanate because of the 
double Jupiterian rulers hip. The jovial attribute can express in conjunction 
with certain other aspects in the chart, conversely, as a tendency to deep 
depression. The Sagittarian is jovial mainly when in the company of many 
people. In social situations they are outgoing and good-natured. If you are 
married to a Sagittarian and he or she goes into a deep depression, invite 
others to your home and the Sagittarian will simply be impelled to joviality 
Social contacts seem to work magic for them. The change is quite startling 
This is true to a certain extent with all of the mutable signs - a marked abi¬ 
lity to make a rapid change from one mood to another. Another Sagittarius 
trait is a dislike for any undertaking that is too repetitious. Sagittarians, 
together with the other fire signs, become quite irritable if they are forced 
to do one thing continuously. Such tasks will bore them into depression and 
then they will depress everybody around them. We all have to be able to do 
repetitive work when it is necessary and bless it and love it, but at the 
same time we should arrange our activities so that we have enough change 
to keep us out of a rut. 


The Sagittarius is also said to be a tremendous talker, similar to 
the Gemini, He likes to gather attention to himself at socials with stories 
and anecdotes. His stories are usually very good too. However, undeve¬ 
loped types can bore you outrageously with this need to hold the center of 
the stage. The attribute determined is interesting in connection with first 
decanate Sagittarius. Usually the mutable signs are not exactly prone to 
this quality. You expect it more from the fixed signs. This determination 
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in first decanate Sagittarius can be accounted for by a washover from 
Scorpio, a fixed sign. Of course if you happen to like the person, you 
will say he has wonderful tenacity, and if you do not like him you will call 
him Stubborn 1 . 

The second decanate Sagittarius, from December 1 to December 10, 
has Mars as sub-ruler and the highlights of: audacious, astute, adventurous. 
Those are very nice ways of saying some things which, in the undeveloped 
type, could be a problem. Audacious in the positive sense is symbolized by 
The Fool, Key 0, the fearless adventurer marching with evolution. This 
could be called spiritual audaciousness. However, if there are strong in¬ 
securities in the Sagittarius nature, this audaciousness can take a very 
serious turn. They can indulge in the most foolhardy adventures to prove 
that they have courage. They have this drive for adventure which can, in 
undeveloped types, express in actually criminal activities. On the deve¬ 
loped side they often become law enforcement officers. They express this 
need for proving their courage by endangering themselves in situations that 
also protect society. They are thus expressing this need in a very positive 
sense. The Mars influence gives these Sagittarians a perceptiveness, while 
the Jupiterian influence bestows an expansive vision. They can thus both 
pierce into the heart of a matter and at the same time see the larger picture. 
Because of this dual influence, when second decanate Sagittarians become 
interested in occultism they have a wonderful capacity for vast insights and 
perceptions on the higher mind level. The sign itself rules the higher mind 
and the Mars influence gives them the ability to knock down the usual bar¬ 
riers. 

The third decanate Sagittarius from December 11 to December 20 
have the Sun as sub-ruler. The three highlights for them are: formal, 
faithful and candid. Formal is another word for conventional. All Sagit¬ 
tarians have a tendency toward conventionalism, even the audacious second 
decanate representative expressing this quality in certain respects. It is 
because they all have a deep respect for form and ceremonial. Sagittarius 
rules religion, philosophy and ceremonial, so they can, at lower levels of 
development, be agonizingly formal. They can adhere to the conventional 
ways of expression and tradition to the detriment of their own and others 1 
progress. In highly developed third decanate Sagittarians this formality 
can express in terms of excellent research ability into religious and philo¬ 
sophical schools of thought. Third decanate Sagittarians are also called 
faithful. Ordinarily, mutable signs are said to be more prone to several 
marriages or many relationships than the other signs. Sagittarians do have 
a love of freedom and therefore tend to marry later than other signs. Those 
who are undeveloped in this area of their natures are apt to try to prove to 
themselves that they are free by being unfaithful. However, when you have 
the affection of a developed Sagittarian, especially the third decanate, you 
have a lasting faithfulness. If they accept you completely in any relation¬ 
ship, you will find they can express a lifelong loyalty, dependability and 
faithfulness. With the Sun as sub-ruler, there is also a candidness similar 
to the innocent open-mindedness of a child. The expansive vistas of Jupiter 
combined with the bright innocence of the Sun expresses in a most charming 
and delightful purity of heart. 

The Sagittarian in general is always able to help you to broaden 
your philosophical horizons. They are one of the most valuable types to 
have as friends for this reason. They can stimulate insights and experiences 
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in you that can be most favorable to your spiritual growth.

Sagittarius is closely related to the ideas of aspiration because of 
its correlation with the higher mind. On the Tree of Life, Key 14 is called 
the Intelligence of Probation and Trial, it is also associated Zith wrath 
or the Wrath of God. These ideas are very little understood What is 
really meant by testing and trying? What is really meant by wrath? It has 
to do with desire. Aspiration is essentially desire; ambition is essentiallv 
desire; and desire, no matter upon what level it is expressing is really a 
gift from God. There is nothing more stultifying than absence of any desire 
despite what some of the Eastern teachings may seem to tell us. Without 
desire you lack impetus to accomplishment. Desire is a promise of fulfill¬ 
ment. True, we seek ways of fulfilling desires when we are unripe which 
are not very pretty, but that is because we have a warped reflection from 
the pool. We have not yet developed the spiritual capacity to interpret the 
true meaning of our desires and the ability to work toward their fulfillment 
in the richest, most rewarding ways. Nevertheless, however we may inter¬ 
pret a desire, it is right for us to go after its fulfillment; otherwise we are 
not testing and trying, 


When engineers build a bridge they must know how many tons of 
weight it can withstand. They must test the steel used in its construction 
to ascertain at what point it will crack. It is the same with you and me. 
Our Holy Guardian Angel, our Higher Self, guides us through our desires 
in order to test the strength of the steel of the soul; in order to develop in 
us more awareness and understanding. The laboratory is the laboratory of 
consciousness, of emotion, of livingness. The testing and the trying goes 
on all of the time. You hear occultists say, "I realize this is a test, "

m us that drove us into this kind of need, this desire, this action or reaction. 
In other words, we must become aware of the forces at work within us This 
is what is really involved in passing our tests. When we are unaware of the 
fact that it is_ a test, then we are really passing it. We must be very careful 
not to become the cheerful little Pollyannas who say, "All is good, all is 
well, all is God, all is love, all works out for the best. " Although these 
are all very fine attitudes, what is behind them is usually a subtle endeavor 
to avoid under standing what has happened; a subtle way to avoid the need to 
analyze why we think and feel the way we do and why we attract the various 
people we do who give us so many problems and pains. 


These are the things we have to watch for. We are creators with 
God and for God. We must understand the principles behind our problems. 
This strengthens our 30ul and expands our consciousness. This, indeed, is 
the purpose of living in its deepest sense. We must discover how and why 
we tend to repeat patterns of actions and patterns of relationships in our 
lives that hamper our spiritual progress. Some of us will seem to pick 
close relationships with those who will tyrannize us, or betray us, or dis¬ 
appoint us, over and over again. The significance of the testing and trying 
is to begin recognizing these ruts our consciousness can get into in terms 
of our own responses. We must begin watching carefully for the various 
elements in our own nature that seem to be attracting a repetition of nega¬ 
tive experiences. Then, when we have recognized this tendency within us, 
we can invoke the Holy Guardian Angel to help us transmute these patterns. 
Notice how the Angel drops fire on the Eagle and water on the Lion. This 
is a most alchemical symbol of the Higher Self transmuting our personali¬ 
ties. We cannot do it alone. Re-read the ninth stage of the Great Work 
correlated with Sagittarius in our course THE GREAT WORK. The deepest 
transmutation must be turned over to the Angel. He is cooking us, he is 
consecrating us. It gets pretty hot at times, doesn't it? 

Aspiration doesn't succeed without mirth either. Sanctimonious¬ 
ness signifies a need to picture oneself as very holy and noble. He who is 
truly noble in spirit doesn't have to give that impression. Whenever any¬ 
one protests too strongly that he is honest or responsible or spiritual or 
faithful or loving, it usually indicates an underlying feeling that it is not so 
or there would not be an awareness of the need to protest it so strongly. I 
shocked a student once by saying, "I feel quite free to tell a lie. " This 
person, who did aspire to deeper understanding of life, felt that he must 
continuously reiterate his honesty, integrity, morality and spirituality in 
order to show his sincerity. What was behind my remark? Actually, I 
innately feel the beauty of truth and the need for truth, but I also know that, 
relatively speaking, what is true for you may not be true for me. It takes 
two to tell the truth, one to tell it and know it and the other to hear it and 
accept it. There is a story of two knights that depicts this idea ironically. 
Two knights saluted each other in front of an inn. One of them said, "Isn't 
that a beautiful gold sign on the front of the Inn?" The other answered, 

"The sign is beautiful indeed, my dear sir, but it is silver. " The first one 
came back with, "You are calling me a liar, sir. It is gold. " Immediately 
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the lances were raised because both were incensed. Honor! Honor! To 
protect their honor they pierced each other with their lances and fell on 
opposite sides of the sign. As they died they saw that on one side the sign 
was gold and on the other side it was silver. So, what is truth?

Lesson Forty-five 
CAPRICORN (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

Capricorn and the Devil represent the individuality type of persons 
born between December 21 and January 19- Capricorn is a cardinal, 
earthy sign. Types belonging to cardinal signs all have executive ability. 
Their most prominent characteristics are initiative and an urge toward 
self-expression. As an earthy sign, Capricorn gives its natives ability to 
express themselves constructively on the physical plane. 

It is common to find natives of Capricorn somewhat disturbed by the 
fact that the Devil is their Tarot Key. This Tarot Devil is by no means so 
black as he is painted. He represents the way the Real Power behind the 
Capricorn temperament appears to most people. Ignorance of this Real 
Power behind appearances causes most people to miss the point of personal 
existence on the physical plane. It has been said that, "The Devil is God as 
He is misunderstood by the wicked". In earlier lessons you have found an 
identity of numeration between N Ch Sh, CjrU, Nachash, The Tempter, and 
M Sh I Ch, rp'EiQ, Messiah, The Redeemer. Another hint to the real meaning 
of this Key is that Ay in is the symbol among Hebrew letters for the Renewing 
Intelligence. 

The forces of Capricorn, intelligently directed, make great practical 
leaders, make for prominence in the affairs of this world, bring material 
success and gain. For thousands of years, envy masquerading as virtue 
(honestly enough, too, because it has been suppressed in the subconscious 
and therefore unrecognized) has perverted the doctrine of the wise. It has 
set up the false standard that to be 'spiritual' we must renounce all the good 
things of the physical plane. Hence thousands of sermons have been preached 
from the text, "Sell all thou hast and give to the poor", in which the text is 
expounded as if the words were a general admonition to all mankind, instead 
of being what their context clearly shows they were, a specific mental pre¬ 
scription given by Jesus to a young maxi who attached too much value to his 
earthly possessions. 

Again, a Greek noun which means "lust" is erroneously translated 
as "love" in the sentence which should read, "The lust of money is a root 
of all kinds of evil". We do not agree with Nietzche that the doctrines of 
Jesus are no more than a craven compensation for a sense of inferiority. 

Jesus knew what he was talking about. His words are wonderful expressions 
of truth about life. We must admit, nevertheless, that much teaching which 
calls itself "Christianity" and finds ready acceptance, merits Nietzche's 
criticism. The same thing might be said of not a little that is written and 
said in the name of "Theosophy","Metaphysics ", "Divine Science", and so on. 

Taking refuge from the realities and responsibilities of life in dreams 
of another, happier life beyond is not the method of the wise. To cry "sour 
grapes", however consoling it may be to people conscious of failure, is a 
sorry compensation for ignorance of the law that the One Force is "integra¬ 
ting, if it be turned into earth". Making oneself miserable here in order to 
be happy in the "sweet by 'n by" is a poor way to attain even that far-off 
objective. 
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Capricorn people are thoughtful, serious, and of a rather quiet 
nature. They are particular about small details, and are generally prac¬ 
tical and economical. They are correctly described by the key-words: 
ambitious, diplomatic, conservative. 

Their ambition rests on a basis of conscious ability. No native of 
Capricorn lacks self-esteem. Nevertheless, this good opinion of their own 
abilities is seldom exaggerated to the point of egotism. They measure 
their powers, and recognize the fact that those powers are enough to bring 
them to their desired goal. Thus they are not easily discouraged, however 
often they may meet with set-backs and disappointments. Persistent, 
patient, concentrated effort enables them to win out in the long run. 

Their conservatism is marked, even to the point of extreme conven¬ 
tionality. They are cautious and frugal, and make the most of their means 
and opportunities. They are a little inclined to be suspicious of the motives 
of others. This quality combined with their natural talent for investigation 
sometimes makes them successful detectives. On a higher plane, the same 
qualities qualify them to become excellent investigators of the occult. 

They do not change their opinions readily, and as they are often in¬ 
clined to the materialistic interpretation of life, they make better occultists 
than mystics. That is to say, they are naturally inclined to take up the 
study of life from a strictly scientific point of view, but they will seldom 
be very emotional about the results of their investigations. 

Among their failings, suspicion is the worst. They are often too 
quick in judging the motives of other people, and fail to realize that almost 
everybody acts more or less from mixed motives. Not at all lacking in 
self-interest themselves, they often resent it, or evidence of it, in others. 

They are often somewhat restricted in their outlook on life. They 
do not feel so keenly as do natives of some other signs the presence of hid¬ 
den forces and laws behind the veil of physical existence. This makes them 
prone to judge the intuitions and impressions of more psychic temperaments 
as being mere fantasy, so much moonshine. Sometimes they go further, 
and conclude that the marvels reported by psychics are a tissue of lies, 
made up to gain attention. Here they do themselves a worse injustice than 
they do those whom they doubt. Their attitude is based on a sense of in¬ 
feriority. "Why don't I hear and see these things?", they ask themselves. 
Then they conclude, "There must be something wrong with me. " This 
conclusion wounds their self-esteem. They cannot endure it. To avoid it, 
therefore, they begin to be suspicious of all accounts of superphysical per¬ 
ception. 


Their error consists in the supposition that anything is wrong with 
a person so attuned that he is not aware of what is mistakenly called "the 
higher side of life". The Emerald Tablet corrects this error when it says, 
"That which is above is as that which is below". To be so conditioned that 
one perceives only the facts of physical existence is by no means to be on a 
'lower plane'. There is nothing base or low about physical existence. 
Nothing whatever is wrong because one's perceptions are limited to that 
plane. Nothing is wrong with a bass viol because its range of pitch is dif¬ 
ferent from that of a violin. The manifestations of the physical plane ex-

the business world, or for the intelligent management of mundane affairs. 


Moreover, One Law works on all planes, and may be discerned 
anywhere. This idea is continually repeated in Tarot symbolism. The 
Magician is growing flowers from the earth. The High Priestess sits on 
a stone seat. The Empress and the Emperor have thrones of stone. So 
does the Hierophant, and his throne is flanked by stone pillars. A stone 
mountain rises behind the Lovers, and the Chariot is made of stone. 


The Capricorn person needs to understand this. He needs to grasp 
the reasonableness of the proposition that there must be many finer oc¬ 
taves of vibration beyond the physical. He may never have the slightest 
perception or sensation of these subtler octaves. He can discern the Law 
at work in the octaves he _is^ aware of. At the same time, his reason will 
tell him that there may be people so constituted that they will sense vibra¬ 
tions that he does not perceive. These people are not his superiors. They 
are no better than he is. They are simply different. When he understands 
this, his inferiority complex will be dissolved, and with it his suspicions. 

Typical natives of Capricorn are easily recognized, but for some 
reason there are not many of them, since the physical characteristics of 
this sign appear to be more frequently modified than those of any other 
sign. The body is short, slender and narrow-chested. The neck is thin. 
The hair is fine, dark and not abundant. The face is pale, and there is 
commonly some weakness of the eyes. The chin is pointed and sometimes 
turns upward to meet a pointed, down-turned nose. If they escape the 
many illnesses which afflict Capricorn children, they usually live to a 
great age. 

The color is blue-violet, corresponding to the note A. It is the 
color of the area including the knees, the skin, and by reflex action, the 
stomach. The color and tone may be used for: arthritis of the knees; di¬ 
gestive disturbances; skin diseases such as eczema and erysipelas; wounds; 
nausea and vomiting; nervous indigestion; rheumatism; ulcerated stomach. 

The Capricorn Sub-types 

Nothing need be added to the descriptions of the sub-types given by 
the key-words in the chart. Careful consideration of the planetary ruler- 
ships of the three divisions of the sign will give you a good understanding 
of the three main variations of the Capricorn temperament. ##

Capricorn is the 10th sign of the zodiac, related to the natural 10tv> 
ouse of ambitions, careers, material success and fame. Capricorn is a 
cardinal sign of the earth tripUcity. All cardinal signs have a tendency 
toward executive pursuits and this, combined with the manifesting earth 
correlation, gives Capncornians a distinct ability for material success 
The Capricorn native is further endowed with a marked practicality and 
steadfastness that adds to this capacity for business and career success. 
This steadfastness, when found in well-developed types, gives them the 
ability to work toward spiritual pursuits painstakingly, though they often 
find it more difficult than other types to experience the subtle levels unless 
other planets are well placed in the more mystical or emotional water signs. 


The Capricorn type has tremendous drive toward attaining whatever 
it is that he holds in his consciousness. Usually the earth and air signs do 
not display this strong drive to accomplishment, it being more evident in 
the fire signs as far as activity is concerned, and in water signs because 
of the emotional power. Here it is the cardinal quality that gives a need 
to be acting toward whatever is chosen as a goal. 


The three basic highlights are given as: ambitious, diplomatic, and 
conservative. Diplomacy, of course, is a very constructive attribute when 
expressed positively as kindness and thoughtfulness of others' feelings. 
However, this diplomacy when expressed negatively is a tendency to con¬ 
niving; to use other people to further personal gain. Actually, the goal 
toward which this attribute is used makes the difference. There are those 
who are so fixated that they are unwilling or unable to hear the truth. In 
order to accomplish anything with them we often have to be subtle and ap¬ 
proach them indirectly. We ruin relationships and accomplish nothing with 
too much blunt frankness in such cases. While conniving on the negative 
side can be, and often is, a vicious selfish trait, when used to further con¬ 
structive aims the same basic trait can be full of beneficence; a beneficence 
that is wise enough to know that some people cannot be approached too 
directly in any situation. As in most things, it is our aims and goals that 
make the difference. 


Another Capricorn trait is fastidiousness in dress and manner. 
They can be even more finicky about cleanliness and order than the Virgo 
native. They share with Virgo an acute awareness for details. That is 
one reason they make excellent executives. This fastidiousness a ou e 
tails can be most uncomfortable for others who do not give such matters 
equal importance. Capricornians are equally concerned about proper a 
herence to customs. They have a basic conventionality that deman s c 
rectness and established decorum, not only from themselves, u a 
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those who are close to them. This tendency is based on an overconcern 
for appearances which, as you know, is one of the meanings of Key No 15. 
However, we need this type at times to help push some of us who are too 
carefree in this area into a realization that appearances a_re impor an as 
long as their importance is kept in proper perspective. Capricorn is e 
most earthy of the earth signs because of the Saturn rulership, so na ives 
must be on guard against this overconcern for appearances. This is natu¬ 
rally not true of all Capricornians because, as we have said before, the 
placings of the other planets mitigate basic tendencies. 


The first decanate, ruled by Saturn, is most susceptible to this 
over-focus on materiality. They have the added highlights of: cautious, 
judicious, and executive. Cautious they are, but when over-emphasized 
this caution manifests as a fearfulness and lack of confidence that is quite 
inhibiting to their personality expression. When kept in proper bounds it 
serves them well. Even crossing a street takes caution. They are not 
apt to indulge in foolhardy activities in an effort to prove what their idea 
of courage is, as some other types are prone to do. Yet when this caution 
becomes fearfulness, it inhibits spiritual development and can manifest as 
a deep insecurity in one’s own worth and an extreme suspicion of others. 
They tend to look for the devil at every crossroad and thus their innate 
pessimism continues to manifest what they fear. In highly developed types 
this fearfulness can express as a judicious handling of material affairs 
that often brings them fame and fortune. 


The second decanate is sub-ruled by Venus and is given the high¬ 
lights of conventional, serious, and tactful. Second decanate Capricor¬ 
nians are the most likely to be idealistic because of the Venus influence. 
They also display a marked ability to serve in political areas. Venus be¬ 
stows on them a charm that makes them personable public figures. All 
developed Capricornians have a desire to serve in some practical capacity 
that will bring out their executive abilities. They are also one of the most 
responsible types in the zodiac, displaying a loyalty and devotion to those 
they love or who are under their care that is most praiseworthy. In the 
underdeveloped or negatively oriented type this executive ability can mani¬ 
fest as a power drive. They can have such a determination to be on top in 
whatever field they are expressing that they seem to have few scruples 
about kicking aside anybody who gets in their way. If the negative Capri- 
corian feels slighted or betrayed, he can also be very revengeful, having 
a driving need to get even. Capricornians basically, especially the second 
decanate, cannot bear to be patronized or criticized. If they think you have 
lessened their stature or their appearance before the world, they can be 
most vindictive. Well-developed Capricornians, on the other hand, have 
an unusual ability to see into their own ego drives, along with the perseve¬ 
rance necessary to surmount them constructively. Once the Capricornian 
has awakened to the need to transmute, once he really aspires, he can 
actually change faster than the so-called changeable signs because of the 
perseverance that Saturn bestows. 

The third decanate Capricorn has the sub-rulership of Mercury. 

The highlights are: profound, aloof, and taciturn. Actually all Capricor¬ 
nians are rather aloof and reserved. This aloofness stems from the fear- 
fulness that they are all so prone to. Because they usually have a definite 
motive behind whatever they do, they are always suspicious of the motives 
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of others. They are very careful planners with very definite aims, so 
they suspect others of like motivations. Therefore if they are conniving 
and ruthlessly determined to further their own ends, they suspect every¬ 
body else of like intentions. Something like this is behind the world of big 
business, which is ruled by the natural 10th house of Capricorn. In so 
much of our materialistically oriented society this suspicion is well founded. 
There are very few people who can be trusted if their own ambitions or 
pocketbooks are involved. But the developed Capricornian is one who can 
teach all of us a lesson in planning, orderliness and business details. They 
can accomplish so many things that most of us fail to accomplish. 

Now we will take up the esoteric elements involved with the Capri¬ 
corn area of our nature. People born under the sign of Capricorn become 
quite unhappy when they see that The Devil is assigned to them. Of course, 
Scorpians are upset at first, too, when they look at that skeleton. There is 
really no reason for either to be unhappy when they understand the deeper 
meanings of the Keys. First of all we must recognize that inasmuch as we 
have a specific area of the body assigned to each of the signs of the zodiac, 
we all have something of the characteristics of The Devil in our nature. 

The chained figures symbolize the dark element that is at the heart of the 
problem of every human being. What is this problem basically ? As Paul 
Case noted in Lesson No. 45, one occult axiom says, "The Devil is God as 
He is misunderstood by the wicked". We have all been submitted to the 
exoteric religions which separate heaven and hell, God and the devil. We 
have to know, not just intellectually, but also emotionally and subconscious¬ 
ly, as a pattern of thought and actions, that there is but One Creator who 
creates all the apparent evil as well as the so-called good. Any evil, any 
darkness, that we disassociate from the ONE in our actions or speech or 
thoughts, shows that we have not yet evolved the capacity for proper res¬ 
ponse to the problem of evil. The mosquito would certainly think of the 
lizard as evil, because the lizard eats him. We think the lizard is fine for 
helping rid us of the mosquito. From whose point of view is a given action 
evil or benefic? This we must always remember. One of our problems is 
that we tend to put up fixed boundaries about ethics, morals and evils that 
do not necessarily apply. Limitation, as is apparent, is what Key No. 15 
is symbolizing; limitation of expression, limitation of truth, limitation of 
experience. Indeed limitation is at the root of the frustrations which we 
consider adverse. Yet, limitation is that which grows us. What made you 
decide to enter occultism? Probably because you felt limited. You wanted 
out of your darkness, out of your ignorance, out of your tears, out of your 
sorrows. In the final analysis even that which man is pleased to call evil 
serves evolution. 

Some of you feel lonely because you have no one to love, no one to 
love you; or you feel inhibited by a nagging wife, an indifferent husband; 
or bound by lack of funds, heavy responsibilities; or frustrated in oppor¬ 
tunity for creative expression or spiritual contacts. Essentially you have 
wanted every frustration and injustice, every evil and deception that you 
have ever had. You have wanted them. Modern psychology has made some 
important discoveries along this line. They have recognized that subcons¬ 
ciously, on a level we are not usually aware of, we go out of our way to 
attract our miseries. It is unfortunately very often true, and we will try 
to show you how we do this. 
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Do you have a tendency to consider a sorrowful, pain-filled, frus- 
trating existence as spiritual because it deepens the nature ? As we all X 

well know with the intellectual part of our natures, this attitude invites sor¬ 
row and misery. But, do we have hidden affinities to the plausibility of 
this idea? It is underneath; that is the problem. This is why, in the true 
occult teaching and training programs, you are given techniques to stir 
your subconsciousness; to stir all the underneath levels and bring them up 
into full awareness. This, indeed, is the whole reason for the Tarot, the 
whole reason for Qabalah. It is known by everyone who has had even an 
inkling of true realization that it is in these unconscious drives that all of 
our problems reside. We will admit that they come from many past incar¬ 
nations. We have come through everything under the sun to arrive at where 
we are. We have come through battles with clubs and daggers and guns. 

All of us have done everything in order to survive. That is how we managed 
to evolve our self-consciousness — by forever being on the lookout for dan¬ 
gers that surrounded us. It is because at one stage of evolution we had to 
give all of our attention to danger that we managed to evolve this magnifi¬ 
cent ability to be aware of details; to be aware of one thing in contrast to 
another thing. But many of these needs of yesterday remain in our sub¬ 
conscious storehouse. We tend to mistake the scaffolding of an earlier 
stage of development for the finished building. Many of the necessities of 
our yesterdays must now be eliminated in order to build the Living Temple 
as a channel for higher levels of consciousness. We must eliminate the old 
responses. That is why Mars is exalted in Capricorn. In order to see 
through appearances, in order to become transparent channels, we must 
knock out responses that were necessary at an earlier stage of development 
but are now a hindrance to further growth. We must wield the sword brave¬ 
ly. When we learn to look into our own hearts for the source of our trou¬ 
bles and problems, then the real transmutation begins. 

The work we are now doing with these Tableaus is a most potent aid 
to awaken us to what we need to eliminate, what we need to transmute. 

The eye as an organ of vision is assigned to Key No. 15, through the letter 
Ayin. We must learn to see truly; to see through any problem or situation; 
to see through our own motivations. The Devil symbolizes the great de¬ 
ceiver. We are forever deceiving ourselves about ourselves. This is the 
basis upon which we pick all the unhappiness and frustration that we must 
then contend with. 

Consider the marriage situation in our country. Statistics say that 
one out of every four marriages ends in divorce, and that a goodly percen¬ 
tage of the marriages that survive are most unhappy and are filled with 
tears, frustrations, hatreds and resentments. Yet many of these wedded 
people consider themselves altruistic because they put up with drunkards, 
gamblers, naggers, etc. If you have a complaint about your husband or 
wife, is it not possible that you drew this relationship unconsciously, like 
a magnet, in order to fulfill some neurosis, some immaturity, some igno¬ 
rance, or to fulfill an unconscious need to suffer? It has been said that 
many modern marriages are based on the need to find just the right person 
who is going to make us miserable — only the wrong one will really do I 
This is closely associated with a problem that true aspirants are especially 
prone to. It is true that in a certain stage of an individual's development 
he must learn to be kind and understanding of others to compensate for an 
earlier stage of dog eat dog. But this necessity to deve op compas 
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others becomes a positive .

T * n °T begln to see * however, that true understanding does not 
let others trample on anyone, including ourselves. This unbalanced mercy 
is actually one of the most serious hindrances on the Path; it is a subtle 
hindrance, a subtle weakness that disguises itself as beneficence. It is 
based on a false concept of spirituality. Those who tyrannize and exploit 
others for their own ends are emotional infants, and it is our job not to be 
tyrannized by them. We do not need to worry about anti-social acts in our¬ 
selves because this is not a problem with advanced aspirants. With those 
of us on the Path the big problem is our false concept of spirituality. We 
must recognize that ’the murdered is not guiltless of his own murder”. We 
have to stop considering the evils of others as being sent to us to deepen our 
forgiveness and to strengthen us through suffering. We have passed that 
stage of growth. Now we must go on to a higher concept of love and benefi¬ 
cence that knows how to balance severity with mercy. 


Along this same line there are those on the Path who erroneously believe 
they must live in near poverty to attain to spiritual levels of understanding. 

As Paul Case mentioned in your last lesson, it has been incorrectly trans¬ 
lated from the Bible that M the love of money is the root of all evil 11 . It should 
be, "the lust for money is the root of all evil”. Spiritual aspirants often 
decide that to have plenty of material things in life is being too materialisti¬ 
cally oriented. He who understands that consciousness is the creator need 
not lack proper food, clothing, shelter and enough material possessions to 
be comfortable. We must realize that we are here to become masters of our¬ 
selves and of our environment. We are here to conquer matter. There still 
exists the old idea that if we suffer enough here we will be happy when we die. 
The truth is that if we suffer a lot here, we will go right on suffering in the 
astral world, because that is the consciousness we take with us. Chances 
are, the one who suffers will then come back into incarnation for a little extra 
dose, because that is what has been built, that is the pattern that has been set. 
You see how vital it is to get rid of thinking that suffering is necessary? 


When you have really had enough of suffering you will find that you no 
longer attract to yourself those people and those situations that bring sorrow. 
Life is to be lived in joy and beauty and fulfillment. To live this way is to 
pour these lovely qualities into the mass consciousness which is so sorely 
in need of them.

Aquarius and the Star represent the individuality type of persons born 
between January 20 and February 18. You need to be thoroughly familiar 
with the characteristics of Aquarius, whether your birthday falls between 
these dates or not. These qualities will find an ever-increasing range and 
depth of expression during the next two thousand years. They will modify 
science, philosophy and religion. They will change the forms of all things, 
and bring about great modifications in the social order. For Aquarius is 
the sign of the New Age, long foreseen by ancient sages. The Vision of 
that New Age has inspired poets and prophets. The scriptures of all nations 
bear witness to its coming. You and I are living in its dawn. 


It is the age of the Great Transmutation, and alchemically, magically, 
and mystically, Aquarius is its sign. Even the astrological symbol of 
Aquarius gives a clue to the Law and Power at work in that Great Trans¬ 
mutation. Two wavy lines, exactly alike, placed one above the other, re¬ 
present the Hermetic doctrine, "That which is above is as that which is 
below, and that which is below is as that which is above, for the perfor¬ 
mance of the miracles of the One Thing. M Such is the Law. The nature of 
the power is shown by the wave-form of the two lines, expressing the idea 
which Eliphas Levi put into words when he said that the One Force "is a 
fluid and a perpetual vibration". 


For thousands of years, moreover, Aquarius has been represented as 
the peculiar sign of MAN. It is represented on the tenth Key of the Tarot 
as an angel with a human face, and the same symbolism is repeated in the 
twenty-first Key. You have learned, too, that the angel with the face of a 
man corresponds also to the letter V in the Great Name, I H V H. The 
letter Vau means "nail" and so suggests the power of connection. It is the 
sign of the Triumphant and Eternal Intelligence, too, and is connected with 
the Hierophant. What does all this mean? Simply that in MAN as in no 
other form of the Life-power^ self-expression, is developed the particu ar 
phase of the activity of the One Force which binds together whatsoever it 
chooses to bind together, and separates whatsoever it chooses to separa e. 
"Thou shalt separate the earth from the fire, the subtle from the gross , 
says the Emerald Tablet, and the words are a promise as well as an a 
monition. It is because Man can separate, can analyze, ca n < ^^ sc ^ ir ^ 11 ^ * 

that whatsoever he binds on earth shall be bound in heaven, an w a s 
he looses on earth shall be loosed in heaven also. Man's gl°^y 1S y f,f_ now er 
that he is the vehicle of the universal thought-force by whic e 
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directs itself, and determines the forms of its self-expression. 

The very word "man" comes from a Sanskrit root meaning to think , 
and the primary meaning of that root is "to measure". By thinking we 
measure the vibratory activities of the Hidden Force. By thinking we se¬ 
parate the etherial from the gross. By thinking we come to perceive the 
Law which enables us to effect the Great Transmutation, 


Look at the picture of the Star. The kneeling figure, you will observe, 
is the active element of the picture. And what is she doing? Measuring 
water with her two vases. You have been told that she is a symbol of Truth 
unveiled to man's perception in his moments of meditation. But do not fail 
to observe that she has unveiled herself, and that her measuring activity 
is itself the act of meditation. What I am trying to say is that the Natural 
telligence attributed to this picture is dynamic, that it does something, 
and that what it does is precisely the activity that we call 1 'thinking 11 or 
meditation 11 . Our mental processes are not something locked up inside 
our skulls. They are indissolubly connected with all the processes of na¬ 
ture. The human brain is an instrument evolved by Nature through which 
she unveils herself as She is, in the processes of thought. 


Thoughtfulnes s, therefore, is the basic Aquarian characteristic. This 
is the sign of the truthseeker and scientist. Love of investigation for its 
own sake is also a dominant quality. In low, or at least undeveloped, types 
of Aquarians this urge toward investigation becomes irrepressible curiosity 
And from this mere 'nosiness' up to the patient laboratory work of the ^ 

greatest among pure scientists, we may trace the influence of this desire 
to get at the facts, to uncover the truth of things. aesire 


Undeveloped Aquarians are often so absorbed in the activities of th^y.

That is the keynote behind the real reforms that are taking place and 
it is the way to distinguish them clearly from the counterfeit reforms'that 
flourish in these days. The false reforms invariably appeal tn iTt * 
the authority of the past, to the 'good old ways' o/the^avs that^. tl0n ’ 

The true reforms care nothing for the past and^mphattc^SJ their 

doubts about the goodness of the old ways. "What is the truth abouUt?" 
is what they ask. And when the question is answered to their satisfaction. 
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the next question is, "How may we best adapt our knowledge to our present 
requirements?" ° * 

This is typically Aquarian in spirit, and we must all expect to find the 
changing world around us expressing more and more of it. And because it 

r L a !^ a / S tr . Ue that he finds who seeks ’ this frank, fearless quest for 
truth that is in the very air our youth is breathing must inevitably bring 

about better and better social adjustments, better and better ways and 
means to make man actually what he has always been potentially, master 
of every detail of his environment. 

Friendliness, too, is an Aquarian characteristic, and it grows as we 
grow in knowledge. We know Nature better than ever before, and we find 
new aspects of her eternal friendliness to man wherever we look. We know 
each other better, too, since the Aquarian inventiveness has made the whole 
world a neighborhood. Though for some time to come there may be wars 
and rumors of wars, and there is undoubtedly a great period of testing and 
for distant, this will be a purging time which will probably bring 
terror and sorrow to many while it lasts. But even these wars and this 
purgation will ultimately be recognized by all mankind as part of the Great 
Work, and as necessary incidents to that work. A house divided against 
itself shall not stand. A Life-power partly friendly and partly inimical 
would long since have annihilated itself. Truly does the Bible say, "The 
Law of the Eternal IS perfect. 11 It is perfect, even when its passing mani¬ 
festations include poverty, sickness, and all sorts of misery. For the 
Law never changes, and from the time that we begin to perceive how it 
works, we need no longer experience its negative manifestations. 

The rulers of Aquarius are Saturn and Uranus, typified in Tarot by 
The World and The Fool. Saturn governs the basic center, where the 
Fire-force is coiled up. Uranus shares with Mercury the rulership of the 
pineal gland where the Fire-force rising from the basic center produces 
illumination. The combined rulership of Uranus and Saturn in Aquarius 
thus points to the upper and lower extremes of the manifestation of the 
Life-power in man. Again, M That which is above is as that which is below. 11 
The Fool is a measurer, for he bears over his shoulder a measuring-rod, 
and he surveys the heights beyond him, preparatory to making the journey 
which will take him to them. In the picture of The World the idea of mea¬ 
surement is suggested, but here the idea of measurement is definitely as¬ 
sociated with action. For the central figure of the twenty-first Key dances 
in her eternal progress onward. Here are hints. Try to work them out. 

The Aquarian Sub-types 

Between January 20 and January 29 the natives are especially fond of 
pure science and of analytical investigation. They speak their minds very 
frankly when they can be persuaded to give an opinion, but they use few 
words and are very particular in the selection of the friends in whom they 
confide. 

From January 30 to February 8, the influence of Mercury adds vivacity 
to the temperament. These people have a wider circle of friends, for they 
love the quick play of cultured, brilliant conversation, especially if the sub¬ 
jects be more or less radical departures from conventional themes or points- 
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of-view. 

The Venusian strain in the make-up of those born between February 9 
and 18 makes them the most lovable and friendly of all the Aquarian types. 
They are often interested in social work, and are notable for their good 
manners. ##

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Lesson Forty-eight 
AQUARIUS (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

Tarot Key No. 17, The Star, is assigned to Aquarius, Uranus, 

Key 0, and Saturn, Key 21, share ruler ship therein and also rule the first 
decanate. Tarot Key 1, Mercury, The Magician, rules the second deca- 
nate, and Tarot Key 3, Venus, The Empress, rules the third. Aquarius 
covers the calendar period from January 20 to February 18, However, 
we want to remind you that those who have Aquarius rising, or those who 
have one of the rulers of Aquarius (Saturn or Uranus) in Aquarius, will 
also be likely to partake of these qualities* Planets in the 11th house will 
also combine with Aquarian characteristics, 

Reading an astrology chart is admittedly complex* It takes prac¬ 
tice and the development of intuition to be able to correctly analyze a 
chart and then tune in to the force pattern involved. Keep in mind that an 
astrological chart is a picture of the heavens at the moment of birth. 

This picture of the heavens is a reflection of the forces that were coming 
from every direction in relation to you as the center of the universe. 

This force pattern, these energies, were in a certain relationship to each 
other and to you at the time you were born, and thus actually pattern your 
vibrational make-up. In essence, we are all Light in motion. When we 
truly know this we will find all our problems easier to handle. As long as 
we think of ourselves as something rather static, and think of our environ¬ 
ment as being quite solid, we are giving subconsciousness a suggestion 
that something solid fights back at us, and so it does, of course. If we 
can begin imaging ourselves in terms of light or vibration, in terms of 
electrical or electro-magnetic forces in a particular kind of motion, we 
will be creating an image of more pliability and will thus be making dis¬ 
sipation of old patterns and integration of new ones easier* 

The new patterns are very much to the point in relation to Aquarius. 
The basic Aquarian characteristics are given as: friendly, inventive and 
humanitarian. The aspects friendly and humanitarian are correlated. It 
follows that anyone who is truly humanitarian is bound to be friendly. 

People who profess to be humanitarian but do not have very friendly 
feelings toward most of humanity are kidding themselves. Something like 
the old adage, ir I love humanity in general, but hate people in particular rf . 
This type of response — fooling ourselves about our personality characteri¬ 
stics — keeps us from transmuting the vibrational elements within that are 
in a kind of discord with the universal harmony. 


Inventiveness is the other basic Aquarian attribute. This, of 
course, is when expressed positively* On the negative side there is a 
tendency to extreme unconventionality. When not extreme, unconventiona¬ 
lity can be positive because it leaves us free for new ideas; but negatively 
expressed it often leads to a state of rebellion against everything and is 
most infantile. You know how the child rebels, especially the adolescent. 

t that age rebellion has a purpose. It is a determination to express one ! s 
Own individuality, a need to break away from the patterns of childhood and 
attain self-identity. In this age group it is a most positive expression. 
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even though some of the methods adolescents use are questionable and 
«iost trying to more mature minds. When a child does not rebel against

The first decanate Aquarian, born between January 20 and January 
29, has the highlights of: scientific, reserved and brusque. There is a * 
double emphasis on the double ruler ship of Uranus and Saturn in this deca¬ 
nate, giving them a more conventional attitude than other Aquarians. Thev 
are more likely to adhere to tradition. The Saturn co-rulership is espe- * 
cially prominent in this decanate. These Aquarians display a reserve along 
with tremendous individuality. These seem to be conflicting attributes and* 
tend to make them very interesting people, although less understandable 
than other types because of this combination of reserve and a desire to be 
different. 


The tendency toward scientific pursuits, the probing mind, is ac- 
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tiiaily prominent in all Aquarians, no matter what decanate Th 
mental types and their desire to be individuals Thley are 

go in for occult, metaphysical and astrological st^dies t0 

mind are very real to them, even when the 8 y consider themselfes to be 
matenahsts. They excel in research projects for this reason. Being one 
of the fixed signs, they have perseverance if something is important enough 
to them. They can get so involved in their own thoughts and projects that 8 
they become quite impervious to the rest of the world. The absent-minded 
professor type is usually found to have some strong placings in Aquarius or 
the 11th house. However, when no longer completely absorbed, they can 
change from one enthusiasm to another with startling rapidity. 


The knack for invention which they display is the fruit of their great 
awareness of the thinking processes. They have a marked ability to study 
their own thoughts, and this, in turn, helps them to tune in to the levels of 
consciousness that give inspirition for inventions and new inovations. The 
brusqueness and reserve also attributed to them are displayed in first de¬ 
canate Aquarians through a dislike of too much talk. When they do say 
something they are usually very frank, short, and perhaps gruff. They 
are not meaning to be rude, as they are really a most friendly type; it is 
just that they do not like to waste time in unnecessary conversation. 


The second decanate of Aquarius, January 30 to February 8, ruled 
by Mercury, is more apt to be talkative. There is quite a distinction be¬ 
tween these two types of Aquarians. These decanate rulerships are really 
immensely enlightening in explaining the difference in characteristics dis¬ 
played by those born under the same Sun sign. The Mercury sub-rulership 
gives an ability and love of conversation that is in direct distinction to the 
first decanate. They love a good, heated argument, but are more likely to 
call it a good, heated debate, or a good, heated discussion. It takes open- 
mindedness to indulge successfully in this pastime. Other types are more 
open to hurt feelings or a decision that they have nothing in common with 
anyone who disagrees with them. We must all be on guard against this type 
of response and try to develop the Aquarian ! s open-minded, good-natured 
attitude toward differences of opinion. The secret is that he enjoys discus¬ 
sions without getting so personally involved. He is more able to accept the 
fact that others have a right to hold an opinion other than his own. Usually 
the Aquarian isn't too tied to any one political group because of his avant 
guarde thinking. He is more apt to be hunting for something a little more 
progressive, or at least expecting something more progressive to materia¬ 
lize. He is not overly tied to form, name or pattern basically; thus he is 
less bound. You will understand this progressive tendency more fully when 
we delve into the esoteric aspects involved with this sign, later in the lesson 

The second decanate has the highlights of: independent, cultured and 
sociable. This ties in with their love of argument. Anyone who likes to talk 
is usually sociable. The independence of nature stems from their love of 
investigation and ability to probe the mental faculties. They are perhaps 
the most free-thinking of all Aquarian types. On the negative si e t is pro 
bing curiosity can express as a nosy, gossipy desire to know the pnva e 
affairs of those around them. 

The third decanate Aquarian, February 9 to February 18, has the 
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added influence of Venus, who always bestows qualities that make for an 
extra acceptability of others and by others. We have the highlights of: 
brotherly, humane and polite for this decanate. This is the libran Venus 
vibration that loves peace and gives an extra capacity for politeness, charm 
fi? d ® oc . ial intercourse. The ease they display in social situations mitigates 
e ba3i c Aquarian tendency to rebellion against anything that has to do with 
tradition. They are well suited to political life because of these charming 
qualities, but will usually express their basic Aquarian nature by going in 
or avant guarde reforms. The humane attribute is very strong in all Aqua¬ 
rians, of course, but with that extra touch in the third decanate. 

On the negative side, Aquarians can be more opinionated than per- 
aps any other sign in the zodiac, with the possible exception of Leo. These 
wo ypes, being opposites and complements, reflect each other's qualities 
i e a mirror, as, incidentally, do all opposites. If the Aquarian decides 
a a certain idea is true he can hang on to it stubbornly and drive every- 
,° y. cra ^]f with his often untenable ideas. No one can change his mind until 
e lmse takes on some new data. Then he will wholeheartedly change, 
out usually replaces one idea with another just as definite. It is because he 
himself found the new data that he is able to suddenly switch. It is part of 
tne revolutionary element in his nature. He can also display a lack of tact 
that is most distressing to emotionally sensitive types. If he wants to find 
something out he can ask embarrassingly direct questions because of his 
curiosity. These negative traits, however, are not too dangerous because 

espite the fact that Aquarius is a fixed sign, natives are more easily able 
to accept change. 7 

They are the least fixed of the fixed signs, being one of the air tri- 
plicity. In the area of love, Aquarians are inclined to impersonal types of 
loving and liking, not usually displaying intense personal emotions. Their 
type of love is a more all-encompassing feeling for humanity as a whole 
rather than a drive to deep personal attachments. Therefore they find it 
difficult to become attached to one individual unless other things in the 
chart indicate emotional depth in personal areas. If you desire one-pointed 
personal love and attention in a marriage partner, the Aquarian would not 
be your best choice. However, if you are the kind who loves to have your 
freedom and individuality respected and do not need the emotional security 
that comes from a complete attachment for a specific individual, you will 
be most happy with the Aquarian native. Very few people, however, feel 
emotionally secure with a mate who does not cling in certain ways. Most 
of us haven't developed enough self-security, so we tend to need the secu¬ 
rity of another individual's complete attachment to us. 

As you know from your earlier studies, Tarot Key No. 17, related 
to Aquarius, is also related to meditation. Meditation is the ability to uti¬ 
lize our mind-stuff constructively. Our mind-stuff is not in the brain. Our 
brain is a receptive instrument, and each of us is a particular center for 
expressing cosmic thought processes. The nude figure in Key 17 is pouring 
water back and forth in a vase — pouring out manifestation, as it were. 

The other hand is dipping in and out of the pool. This symbolizes the pro¬ 
cess of keeping the cosmic mental energy in a specific area and a specific 
direction. However, this mental energy often gets frozen into too definite 
a pattern. That is part of our problem. Any idea you have about your own 
basic nature that is too set hinders further growth. The minute we say, I 
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am this, or I am that, with too much fixity we become frozen in our ideas 
about our own capacities. We are not whirling with the full zodiac when 
we have too definite ideas about our own traits. This is one of the great 
blocks. The power of the Uranus vibration, connected with this Tableau, 
will help us dissolve our too fixed notions about ourselves. 

In our lesson on the Aquarian Age we discussed the fact that at the 
t'me Uranus was discovered in the heavens the new dispensation was ushered 
n Man's consciousness had come to the place in its evolution where it was 
oDen to the vibrational forces that we now call the New Age, connected with 
the establishment of a true brotherhood of man. We are now on the cusp of 
Anuarius and actually into the New Age. We have the next 2,000 years to 
accomplish this true brotherhood in all its perfection. However, it is still 
our responsibility to do what we can now. There is a story of two Hindu 
teachers that symbolizes this need to do what we can to alleviate misery 

no matter how sure we are that all will be well in the future. As two 
Hindu teachers were walking along a river they heard a call for help. Some- 
was drowning. One of the teachers began removing his robe in order to 
rescue fte d*r^ng man. The other teacher said. "Oh, don't do that; you 
will be interfering with his Karma. " The first teacher shrugged turn aside, 
lumped into the river, and saved the man. Turning to his friend he said, 
^•Apparently it was his Karma to be saved. " Some people have an erroneous 
idea'of just what Karma is and use it as an excuse for not helping their fel- 
w man The brotherhood of man can be achieved only by those individuals 
wToTave arrived at a place in their growth where they truly feel the unity of 
all mankind and their responsibility to others. What is it to feel this ? It 1 
to know that I AM MY BROTHER'S KEEPER. 

This is the basis for continuing with this lifewave into the New Age. 
Those who cannot comprehend this idea will have to wait for t e next 1 e 
wave. Let us go back to what it means to be , my brother s keeper . w 
adhere too strongly to the past, if we hang on to that which was, we are 
fighting the whole spirit of evolution and growth, the whole spin o ro 
hood. Nothing can stand still. The conventional, the traditional, the cia - . 
sical, all have their place as we proceed with our growth. There are cer am 
ideas, certain traditions, that have beauty and value and are wort eeping. 
But those things that are worth keeping will not stifle progress. T ey wi 
not include the ideas that keep today the way it was yesterday; that keep us 
from developing broader vistas; that disregard the welfare of others. 

Humanity in the 20th century admittedly has not evolved enough to live in, 
act in and administrate a true spiritual social order, but there are many 
individuals who are ready. The criterion is a social conscience. There 
are those who can quote the Bible from cover to cover or who can sit in 
meditation for hours, but if they still have a need to disparage others to 
bolster their own ego importance, or if they do not consider the hunger and 
suffering in the world as a problem that they must help mitigate they 
have not yet touched the unity of life; they have not comprehended the idea 
of brotherhood. On the other hand, a person can profess to be an atheist, 
but if he loves his fellow man and proves it by concern for his welfare and 
concern for the need to remedy man's inhumanity to man in all its devious 
forms, then he is close to God no matter how he denies His existence. 

It is for us as advanced B.O.T.A. students to understand what true 
spirituality is. Any time any of us become unconcerned about the suffering 
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of others, we are expressing a feeling of separation from the rest of life. 

If one of your organs were indifferent to the welfare of the others in your 
body, you could not stay alive for long, at least not in proper function. 

The unity of life is feeling for others; therefore we no longer need certain 
expressions of the competitive spirit to have a wholesome society. Com* 
petition springs from survival of the fittest and is another of the scaffolds 
of the past. It was necessary at one stage of evolution because the anta¬ 
gonistic spirit developed individuality. But now the principle of competition 
must begin to be expressed in its higher function as competition against 
personal inadequacies; competition against our own lesser stages of deve¬ 
lopment. Thus the same principle is used in its highest, most constructive 
sense to further the evolution of the individual units of society. This is the 
s P* r *f Uranus, ruler of Aquarius. The casting off of the old ways of 
thinking and feeling, making way for the New Age. Uranus helps us drop 
a of these old ideas which do not belong in the spiritually oriented heart, 
t is your responsibility to God and to each other to wash out all discrimi- 
na ion that has to do with your brother, whatever country he lives in, what¬ 
ever neighborhood he inhabits, or whatever color he is. A true brotherhood 
ol man sees every human being as a precious, revered individual. The next 
time you hear anybody make derogatory remarks about one of your brothers 
or sisters of other races, creeds or beliefs - speak up like the good, cou¬ 
rageous quarian would do. You will be doing your part to put an end to

PISCES (1) 

(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

Pisces and the Moon, Tarot Key No. 18, represent the individuality 
type of persons born between February 19 and March 20. Pisces is a 
mutable or common sign belonging to the watery triplicity, so that its 
elemental quality is essentially represented by Neptune and the Hanged 
Man. 

In the old astrology, Jupiter (the Wheel of Fortune) was reckoned 
as the sole ruler of Pisces, but since the beginning of the period of transi¬ 
tion into the Aquarian Age, Neptune (the Hanged Man) has also been recog¬ 
nized as co-ruler. During the last two centuries of the Age of Pisces, 
from which we are now passing into the Age of Aquarius, the fact that the 
physical organism of man is part and parcel of the cosmic rotation of 
forces represented by the Wheel of Fortune has been abundantly demon 
strated by exoteric science. And now it is beginning to be understood by 
even the average human being that his only hope of satisfactory adjustment 
to life is to OBEY the Law which the Wheel of Fortune represents. 

This idea of obedience is what the Hanged Man symbolizes, and for 
the practical occultist obedience means far more than it does to the average 
man. Perhaps the most emphatic aspect of the occultist's idea of obedience 
is his realization that he does not obey a law imposed upon him from with¬ 
out, but a law which is proceeding from the center of his own being. The 
occultist is true to his real inner nature, rather than cringingly subservient 
to the demands of an external compulsion. His mental attitude is therefore 
a complete reversal of the average man's, for as Jacob Boehme puts it, 

"He walks in all things contrary to the world. " 

The developed Piscean individuality intuitively recognizes the fact 
of utter dependence of personality upon Life itself. Therefore it is that t e 
chart says Pisceans are "sacrificing". Yet this will be misunderstood i it 
be supposed that the actions which the rest of the world interprets as sacn 
fice are in any way painful or undesirable to the person who performs t em. 
Look at the Hanged Man. Observe the aureole around his head. See the 
calm happiness of his expression. He is in a situation that he has chosen 
himself, and to him it is more satisfactory than any other. Neverthe ess, 
it is true that the developed Piscean temperament has a capacity for un er 
standing the true law of Sacrifice better than most people, and an ability o 
carry that understanding into practical execution. 

This ability finds expression, as a rule, in works of charity and 
altruistic service to his neighbor. Its highest expression is in the practice 
of making the whole life an expression of devotion to Life itself. T us 
among developed Pisceans we find many followers of what in °ccu tism 
called the Path of Devotion. This is the path known in India as Bhakti g » 
the path of union by love. It is followed by those who devote every ac ion, 
small or great, to the service of the Lord of the Universe. t is e y 
path of the religious devotee.

hands, eternal in the heavens. What is this house? St. Paul tells us that 
it is sown a corruptible body, and reaped an incorruptible one. It is a 
physical body which is indestructible by anything save its owner's wish 
to disintegrate it. Masters of life have such bodies, and such control over 
the vibratory forces playing through them that whenever they wish to use a 
physical body, they can integrate it instantly, and as quickly disintegrate 
it, when there is no further need to function on the physical plane. They 
are completely the masters of the mode of consciousness attributed to 
Pisces in your tableau — Corporeal Intelligence. The 18th Key contains 
in its symbols many subtle hints as to the process of unfoldment which 
leads ultimately to this degree of mastery. I cannot presume to unfold 
that symbolism now, even were ordinary language adequate to convey its 
meaning. But here is a quotation from an ancient alchemical treatise, THE 
BOOK OF LAMBSPRING, which may serve as commentary on the picture: 

"Alexander writes from Persia that a wolf and a dog are in 
this field, which as the Sages say, are descended from the same 
stock but the wolf comes from the East, and the dog from the 
West. They are full of jealousy, fury, rage and madness; one 
kills the other, and from them comes a great poison. But when 
they are restored to life, they are clearly shewn to be the Great 
and Precious Medicine, the most glorious Remedy upon earth, 
which refreshes and restores the Sages, who render thanks to 
God, and do praise Him. " 

You will find little information in this quotation if you approach it 
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intellectually. L*t it sink into your subconsciousness. like a seed it 
will sprout and bear fruit. What grows from it will bear mL ’ d ' 
to the seed, but it will give you a new light. By way o( hints, 
may give you these. East is the place of dawn, and of the origins of We 
Westward the course of empire takes its way, it has been said, and the 
West is the symbolic direction associated with achievement and completion. 
East is the garden of the Empress, with its spontaneous natural fertility 
West is the domain of Law, associated in Tarot with the Wheel of Fortune, 
and representing the modification, under Law, of natural impulse. East 
is Nature, and West is Art. The two seem to be furiously at odds, and out 
of their conflict comes a poison, which does indeed intoxicate our whole 
civilization. But when these two are "restored to life", when the Life- 
sources at work in both Nature and Art are once more clearly perceived, 
out of their balanced activity comes the Great Medicine. Plainer I cannot 
speak. 


The color associated with Pisces is violet-red, correlated with the 
tone B-natural. Use this color and sound for foot troubles, such as aching 
feet, poor circulation and the like. Since Pisces has a reflex action in 
Virgo, this color and sound may also be used for intestinal troubles, drop¬ 
sy, and to overcome the desire for drugs and drink. 


The Pisces Sub-types 

Between February 19 and 28 are born the most typical Pisceans. 
They are under the combined rulership of Jupiter and Neptune. They are 
described in the chart as: benignant, hospitable, and philanthropic. Often 
they devote themselves to social work, and usually they have a keen reali¬ 
zation of the fact of brotherhood. 


Those born between March 1 and 10 are under the additional ruler- 
ship of the Moon. They are usually very changeable and rather mediumis- 
tic, a tendency which needs carefully to be guided, lest it subject them to 
obsession. They love to be alone and are usually deeply religious. 

The influence of the activity vibration, Mars, is added to those who 
are born between March 11 and 20. They are more keenly alert to the 
’ actualities of their environment than the other natives of Pisces. Often 

they are great travelers, with a keen power of observation that makes the 
narratives of their journeys most interesting. Typical of this decanate 
was Sir Richard Burton, one of the few Christians who made the pilgrimate 
to Mecca, disguised as a Mohammedan. He also translated the ARABIAN 
NIGHTS, and his notes thereto show his interest in occultism. Algernon 
Blackwood, author of many works of occult fiction, was also born in this 
decanate. ## 
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Lesson Fifty 
PISCES (2) 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 


Key No. 18, The Moon, symbolizes the twelfth sign of the zodiac, 
Pisces, Neptune and Jupiter, Keys 12 and 10, are co-rulers of this sign 
and, of course, rule the first decanate. The Moon, Key 2 (The High Pries¬ 
tess), rules the second decanate, and Mars, Key 16, rules the third. 

Venus, Key 3, exalted in Pisces, completes our Tableau. 

Pisces is one of the three occult, or mystical, signs. All three 
water signs are so considered, giving those of the water triplicity a 
natural capacity for supersensory experiences. These experiences can 
vary from the mystically exalted to the lowest astral awarenesses. The 
type of awareness depends not only on the evolutionary level of the native, 
but also upon astrological and other conditions. Psychic vehicles of high 
development can, under certain conditions, be open to lower astral experi¬ 
ences. We will take this up later in the lesson. 


We hope you have studied the zodiacal wheel given you with an 
earlier lesson. You will find it is much easier to deal with certain levels 
of consciousness when you train yourself in this type of shorthand. The 
language of symbols is the true language of subconscious and supercons¬ 
cious states. In order to really gather your consciousness together, in 
order to participate in what is often called fourth dimensional conscious¬ 
ness, you must develop this ability to be aware of many things at once, as 
a correlated whole. This is what B.O. T, A. training is helping you to ac¬ 
complish. All the Tarot symbolism and all astrological symbols are part 
of this shorthand. Eventually, you should be able to synthesize all the 
various attributions of, say, one Key, into a whole. Just thinking o * es ’ 
for example, will bring before your mind immediately the Key, the num er, 
the letter, the color, the tone, the bodily area, the planetary vibrations 
involved, the Path of the Tree, etc. This method also enables you to handle 
the more intense vibrational forces that expand awareness to receive super 
conscious levels of experience. We train ourselves away from verba ism 
into the symbolic representations of the verbalism the pictorial coun er 
parts. Thus one little sign can mean a thousand things at once. Tha is 
why it is important not to push away any of the details of the training we 
give you. 


The Piscean over-all personality is said to be: occult, benevolent 
and sacrificing.

The 
psychism of second decanate Pisceans often expresses as a telepathic 
rapport with others. Those who are telepathic are not always aware of it 
They can be receiving others' thoughts and emotions and think that they 
are their own. This is one reason why Pisceans need occult training. 

They need to understand these subtle psychic levels that they are apt to be 
easily open to. They need to learn to differentiate between their own 
thoughts and emotions and those that they tune in to from others. This 
ability to differentiate our own thoughts and emotions from those of others 
is actually very important for all of us.

For example, people can actually compel us to reject 
them If they have a neurosis along this line, if they have guilts and feel 
unlovable, they emanate from this undercurrent level the feelings and at¬ 
titudes that will actually force us to say or do the thing that will strengthen 
their feelings of rejection or martyrdom. By understanding this possibility 
we can guard ourselves against this type of automatic response, guard our-

In earlier 
centuries orthodox religion fought scientific discovery practically every 
step of the way.

Lesson Fifty-one 

YOUR PERSONAL TABLEAU 
(based on the notebook of Paul Foster Case) 

With this lesson we will learn to set up our individual Tableau. We 
have often spoken of individuality as contrasted with personality. Let me 
bring to your mind again just what this contrast is. Your individuality is 
your Inner Self. Your personality is the actor's mask through which your 
individuality speaks. Your individuality is the Charioteer, your persona¬ 
lity is the Chariot. Your individuality is indicated by the Tarot Key related 
to your Sun Sign, which I am certain you have all figured out by now. If 
you are a Taurean, Key No. 5 is your Individuality Key. If you are a Libran, 
Key No. 11 is your Individuality Key, etc. Your Individuality Key is the 
first one to make up your Tableau. It is the one to meditate on in terms of 
developing the mental qualities of your innermost self. This Key will help 
you understand more fully who and what you are. It will help you bring out 
the expression of the specialization which you are for God. 

The next Tarot Key you have to look for is the one that symbolizes 
your Personality Key. It is correlated with your Ascendant. At the mo¬ 
ment you were born the sign that was rising in the east is your Ascendant, 
That is why it is important to have your time of birth. If you do not have 
your chart we suggest that you have one set up for you. Any competent 
astrologer can do this for you. We have asked that you do not send to us 
at Headquarters for the erection of charts, as we are not equipped for this 
either time- or staff-wise. If you do not know your time of birth, there 
are astrologers who can ascertain this for you too. At the end of this lesson 
we will give you a method for finding your rising sign using the astrological 
wheel given you with an earlier lesson. You must know your time of birth 
to use this, however. 

The first Key, then, in your personal Tableau will be your Sun 
Sign. The next Key will be the one that correlates with your Ascendant. 

For example, if you were born with the sun in Aries, your first Key would 
be Key 4. If your rising sign, or ascendant, were Aquarius, your next 
Key would be Key 17. That is your Personality Key. 

The third Key in your personal Tableau will represent your 'problem 1 . 
By problem we mean the particular aspect of life which you need to under¬ 
stand in order to be able to adjust yourself to the conditions of your environ¬ 
ment. All your personal problems hinge, in one way or another, upon this 
main problem. All your troubles and difficulties have a mental cause, which 
is your lack of unfoldment in some particular field of consciousness. That 
field is represented by a Tarot Key. When you know what that Key is, you 
can use it to evoke the mental qualities corresponding to it. As these unfold, 
they will enable you to solve your major problem and all the minor problems 
depending on it. To find your Problem Key, add the number of your Indivi¬ 
duality Key to the number of your Personality Key. If the number adds to 
less than 22, it is the number of your Problem Key. If it is 22 or over , add 
its digits together. The resulting number will be that of your Problem Key. 
Thus, for example, if your Individuality Key is Cancer, Key 7, and your 
Personality Key is Leo, Key 8, to find your Problem Key you add them to-

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Lesson Fifty-Two 
CONCLUSION 

(from the transcripts of class lectures by Ann Davies) 

In this course we haven't been teaching that which most people think 
of in relation to astrology. We have been speaking about the Cosmic Life. 

We have been showing the One Life in its variations of expression. Never¬ 
theless, in essence it is all one. Analyzing our charts and understanding 
the principles of astrology helps us to know our place in the scheme of 
things; helps us to accept ourselves and others because we have come to the 
realization that all things are Divine Rays from the One Sun. We are each 
a patterned expression for the universe, for the Universal One. 

This study should help you to approach each person in a different 
way, because you have a knowledge of the difference in types. When I first 
came into the work of B. O. T. A. I thought astrology was superstitious non¬ 
sense. I was concerned at that time only with the very philosophical as¬ 
pects of occultism. But Dr. Case, who commanded my greatest admiration, 
seemed to think there was something to this study, so I decided to find out 
for myself. With the intensity and single-mindedness that is typical of me, 

I gave my attention over completely to astrology. Poor Dr. Case became 
quite worried about me. He was afraid I might become fanatical. I poured 
over books and charts night and day; I kept asking him questions. Dr. Case 
had had such odd experiences with astrological fanatics throughout his long 
career that he was understandably anxious. He had known people who would 
not move unless the hour was right in relation to the position of the Moon, 
or whatever . . . who would curl up in bed if they considered some configu¬ 
ration to be malefic. Being a wise man, he knew how wrong this attitude 
was and breathed a sigh of relief when, after three months of solid work, I 
ina y stopped my intensive study. Almost against my will, I had to admit 
t at there certainly was something to astrology. 1 was fortunate to have

It does not take 
a certain amount of time as it does for light to travel. It does not take 
ime for the thought or the experience to become known by the psychic per- 
son. Consciousness is in touch with anything the instant it puts its attention 
there. So, if you put your attention on the idea that you are a center of the 
infinite universe - that you are a receptive station for the One Conscious¬ 
ness — in that instant all the powers of the universe are immediately avail¬ 
able to you. The reason you do not experience more of what the world 
might call miracles is because you do not see yourself in this way. You 
see yourself as something limited instead of what you really are. 


In this course we have been studying the various signs of the zodiac. 
What are these signs really? They are imaginary marked-out areas in the 
heavens. We draw a line of 30 degrees and say: This is Aries. We mark 
off another 30 degrees and say: This is Taurus, etc. Actually we have 
just given a name to a group of vibrations that are continuously pouring 
forces onto the physical plane. We experience these forces as light, cos¬ 
mic rays and other radiations. In these radiations are the substance of 
the Universal Consciousness, the consciousness of the twelve signs of the 
zodiac. Every single one of the interpretations that we gave you, like en¬ 
thusiastic, loyal, spirited, exalted, etc. all belong to you. They do not 
just belong to somebody whose sun was in that area of the heavens at the 
time of birth. This just gives a little more emphasis on the qualities. The 
techniques and meditations related to the zodiacal Tableaus, together with 
your personal Tableau, are all actually meditation on your powers . . . 
meditations aimed at awakening you to ultimate consciousness of the ALL. 
Each sign has specific specializations for us, but we are all many things to 
many people. You have often heard me give this example. I am Ann, a 
teacher, a mother, a grandmother, a sister, a friend, a wife, as student, 
etc. I am all these expressions. Yet all the time I am also Ann. The fact 
that I am a mother does not take away from the fact that I am a wife, or 
teacher, or friend. In the same way you are all twelve signs of the zodiac. 
You are an expression of the cosmic mental substance which is the sub¬ 
stance of everything. You express the Cosmos. 


Scientific findings have demonstrated that physical matter is inde- 
structable. It changes form, changing into energy, but it is still there. 

That which is the physical universe is the way universal cosmic substance 
looks to us on certain levels through our senses. Our consciousness is con¬ 
centrated down into a sort of microscope, seeing in a specialized way. We 
are the way life sees a certain area of its activity. We are the self experi¬ 
ence of life. Due to the hypnosis of the mass mind in which we all share, 
we tend to think that our body is the only way that we can be aware, even 
though as aspirants we are not materialistic and believe in survival. Yet 
how do we usually react to death? We do not really know . We believe it.
